Swgaaa General - 
sliip with tto ftworwwtt of Madras, may to awarded 
a* a unique went to tto history of tto ittdkti Medical 
torvice. There oeuuot. perhape, to reoaRad aaetber in- 
stanee of Field Srevke tank hasviogf totoeeRhBbd,oa a 
Commisakned Officer of tto Madtca) Service* in India. 
Sparse e* tore toon the booom from that* to time 
given to car service*. there lioaore bar* akraya Rtfmn the 
usual form of admission to o*dar*; and h ha* beau the 
exception»l good luck of Dr. Stbtbrapa to tore toes ad¬ 
vanced in departmental rank for bis military service* in 
tbe Bunns Cenipaign «f 1H8S-87. However meritorious or 
unimportant three aflrvjure. might town been, Kfc.umeatt- 
«*ry for re now to mmsider. Born ou tto JSth ’ February 
1847, to is now just over forty-seven yaure of aga, and 
junior in point of age to some twenty men below him in 
tto Army List. Wtol this means in tto way of bleated 
hope* end the utter hopcdesanesa of advancement to the 
higher grade* of tto aervke to many, perhaps a* writ 
deserving bnt leu fortunate man than fit, Slbttorpc, cap 
well he imagined by any one with tally acquaintance with 
the service*. Thus baa not yat itealed the many toart- 
burniugs whisb that promotion naturally angentkmd, even 
though it was not at the time generally behaved that 
Dr. Bibthorpe’* n*w petition in tto Army Lire would 
tove entitled him to alt tto pneadaao* had advantages of 
seniority. Tliose heart-bominga reached their climax and 
found sufficient expression in tb* Madras prere, whan tto 
Secretary of State tod on refarataoa, rated that tto new 
rank did sot in tto least detract from the *enioritj*of 
position, and that fir, Sibthorpe'e tide to fnrtltar promotion 
in the department will to cotudderad with regard to M* 
new position in the Army List.

We may take thia ■•|>|><^riu»iiy of oonaidering tlie 
matter of held service promotion among Warrant Medi¬ 
cal Officers. There vraa aome correspondence recently in 
Oitr columns on tide subject, and the opinioae expreaeed 
and Eilnts thrown old have no doubt been for the moat 
part to ettif party interests. A« tide matter, however, moat 
materially and eerionsly afferia the poirition and prospect# 
of a Urge Mm her of Warrant Medical Officer# of the 
three praidenriex, we wish to view it in an unbiassed 
and unprejudiced light. There era in each of our Presi¬ 
dency Warrant Medical Services, a good number of men 
who have been promoted for services in the Held, and 
those netmally hope that the ruling in Dr. Sibthorpe'g 
favor would apply to them. We do not see, however, 
how tide hope can with any fairness be entertained. 
Dr. Sibtborpe'a case was decided on the rule# relating to 
Combatant Commissioned Officer#. There wn# previouely 
no rule specially regulating the position and promotion of 
Commissioned Medical Officeis who had attained rank for 
apeCiet services. There are, hnnever, and always have 
been very specific mice regarding the position and further 
advancement in rank of W. M, O'e. promoted for Held 
service. These are (A. it. I. Vot. VI, para. 277) •— 

“ A Medical Warrant Officer promoted for field service 
w ill be supernumerary in bis new rank -(his name tieing 
printed In italics in the Army List) until the occurrence of 
the veeenoy which would have promoted him m ordinary 
roar**, when be will be absorbed in tlmt rank ; and unless 
again specially selected for promotion he mil nut 4# pro- 
iitolr.il b the next higher rank until all thoee who were his 
seniors in the ranfe from which he true specially promoted 
hove Wssn to that higher rank." 

Again, as if to elucidate and to emphasise the intott- 

S aqd wislics of the Government, we have para 278, 
b, aa it were, explaius aud exemplifies the previous 
para. It lays down that “ An Assistant Apothecary, or a 
Sub-Assistant Apotliecary promoted to tiio ruuk of Apothe¬ 
cary or of Assistant Apothecary respectively, for field 
servipo, wilt be given the full benefit of hi# promotion 
nod service iu the lower grade, aud will accordingly lie 
promoted (subject to the oondltiou laid down in paragraph 
27* as to examination and good conduct) to the first grade 
on the completion of five years' service in the second 
grade, counting from the date of Ida promotion for field 
set'vice. He mill not, however, pas* out of the RANK 
into the second grade gf which he mu promoted, twill the 
nccurreaoS of the vacancy which mtdtl have promoted him 
out of that rank in ordinary eottrte." The italics In (fie 
foregoing paras, are ours. 

With such a dear uuderetandiug of tlie conditions 
under which promotion of W. M. O’e. for field service Is 
granted, it is certainly no grievance for men with nu>lt 
obtained out el the ordinary course bring denied promo¬ 
tion to the next higher rank until all then who won Mr 
seniors before inch rash waa obtained pee* into the I 


higher rank. -On ri» other baad/it ycuM baa perifhw 
hardship on men who are seniors in point of sendee if 
these ruling* were violated-; and the Government In 
framing tlie rules m question appear to bare .been ot-great 
palus tlwt tke such hardsldp he infiioted on tnetfof the 
aervfce by any misconstruction or wrong interpretation- 
of Mr rulings. Tiiey liave cuooequaotly Jw mmfstoke- 
aMc term# by rriterations add 11 lustrations laid' down- 
that the promotion for field eervlce, while giving to 
the recipient# the advantages of early increase a t pay,. 
allowances, and rauk, should pot be to the pertuanaat 
ruin or disadvantage of men of greater service. In fact 
we may justly opine that it waa on such understand¬ 
ing only that tlie recommendations of W. M, Os. for 
promotion for servioe in tlie field were made by medical 
officers ; fur we all know that the one oaee—that of 
Dr. Sibtimrpe—permanently parsing over those senior to 
him in point of service was regarded by the Couimia- 
aiooed Medical Services as entailing very serious hardship 
on senior meu ; and it cannot be reasonably supposed 
that medical officers would have made reuoinmemlatious 
for promotion if they knew or understood tluit those 
promotions would iullict on, other brandies of their 
service, hardships which they so much reseuted. Dr. 
Sibthorpe s promotion could not be withheld under the 
rules that could be found to apply to Commissioned 
Officers, whereas higher rank out of the ordinary 
course cunuot iu fairness, under the very explicit ruliugs 
on the subject, be permitted to W. M. O’s. promoted for 
Held service. A reoeut ruling allowing an Apothecary, 
promoted foi field service to the rank of second grade 
Beuior Apothecary, passiug into the firet grade if recom¬ 
mended for such advancement when lie reaches the top 
of his grade, ha# been read by some to mean that ad¬ 
vancement of \V. M. O's. who have been promoted for 
liold service will be similarly regulated. This can bj 
no menus be correctly deduced or inferred from tlie 
order ; for this order applies to a special class—Senior 
Apotliecariea—and it is quite in keeping with tlie spirit 
of tlie orders regulating the promotion of W. M. O's. sub¬ 
sequent to their promotion for field service ; for, as 
will he seen from para. 278 above quoted, field service 
promotion give# one the full benefit of service in a grade 
only aud not for further rank. 

We have conridered the whole matter in the dear 
light of the vary explioit raliaga on the subjact; and 
taking into consideration that under the guidance of 
those siuue rules, not an exoepfional few but a fairly 
good number of promotions for field eervlce have, in 
the hut few yearn, been given in the Warrant Medical 
Services in India, it would prove an immeasurable hard¬ 
ship to a very large number of men in those services 
If thot^ rulings Were departed from.

Those, with regard to the European 
Army, are; (1) Ague and venereal ceoeiug high ediuieeton 
rate*; (8) debility end venereal the bulk ot the iu valut¬ 
as i (3) eowHc fever the largeet death-rate , and with 
regard to the Native Army (l) Ague and ekm diseases 
giving a targe number of admission* , (8) debility, ague 
and respiratory dheeaea chiefly caueiug invaliding, and 
(8) reepiratmy dieeaaee coutriimtiug ruoatly to tlie moita- 
Uty. in other worde, the disease iutluencce vv inch are 
annually incapacitating aud lednungthe strength of oui 
troops tu India are ague, venereal dieouse, debility, iea- 
phatory dieeaaee, and enteric fever. We have expunged 
akin diseases from the list, as it dues not uail foi any 
special consideration, though they may add immensely 
to the adridMugihali* elf llie^fi(a|fvo «Mps, they du uot 
produce any veiy aaruiue ill effects, Bkin a it ec turns are 
su coiuuiOn with the class of unlives lioiu which the 
sepoy is ordinarily derived, that limy concern themselves 
veiy little about such cumlitimw. itch is by till tlie most 
common iurm ot outauuous disease trom which the

Tommy Atkin* is 
beset with every convenience aud ooiiifoit th*t pbiisn- 
throphy and ingetwity can, prove to be beneBebd to him. 
AU moral influences are put into operation for hie bandit, 
and all wanner of mental and physical recreation I* 
piovuied foi ilia especial deleotation. How fain of such ^ 
comforts does the sepoy enjoy f There is, MiWever, one 
potent ioiluenue foi good wldoh tlie sepoy experiences, end 
which the British soldier is praetloaily denied— juukiaoe. 
Ann i uk oumvorts or a vamii.y entente. This evidently is 
the moial restraining influence explanatory of tho fact 
afforded us by the statistics “wo have been reviewing of 
more than ten Euiopeeus to at ery one Native soldier falling 
victims to venereal disease.

end provinces been attiibuted to uuusual local couihtioue 
whieu are nut oepable ot upplicutioii to explain tho in 
crease of tile malarial iurtuenee in others. I’rolongod 
drought ih some pittces, a puisoumu state ot the water 
supply iu otheis, increased i ail Way ooustiuctlone, exces¬ 
sive rainfall, acaiuty, lie., have all been put forward as 
causes in those places where they lulve beru noted The 
»lr passages appear to he the weak points ot the uatives 
c-otwtitutkm, rendering him wow susoeptihle tiisn Urn 
European to nwpiretory rUeeaeee. Tine, however, is s 
scarcely prevenetble evil; we cxnuot hop* to tspisoe the 
naturally weak organ* of a noth* or olww, with stronger 
and more disease-resisting substitutes, ft is an evil 
then which we must endure ; for to do away with owr 
native troops wilt over remain an impowbiiity. The 
defect however is not a gigautie one, for wa have seen 
that it affects but 58 per milU at the strength, and con¬ 
tributes to 4 a 8 per cent.

assuaging. A» tho Sanitary Commissioner honestly admits 
•• Lock Hospitals hav a faded to cheek die increase of vene¬ 
real disease among the troops, who from being younger 
man, and hum restriction of marriage, exposed them selves 
to asks of contagion much more freely than the men of 
the older army " Yea, moial or immoral, vve liavstded 
wore than one system of protection against venereal 
disease , and our expeneuce to-day tells us that the 
lost stage is worse titan the first. Tlie Sanitary Report 
records that the conclusions drawn from tints to time 
from our trials and experiences of Look Hospitals have 
been “that in spits of Look Hospitals, venereal dieses* 
increased ,' ucamttp, diet their management did not 
and oonid not ever be made to resell “ *11 tluwe persona

Enteric fever h another evil to which the European 
ia liable. While enteric fever earned 22-1 per thuusand 
of tire ndtnimtlons and 6-62 of the deaths amoug 
European troupe, it gave but 0'4 and <M3 per mill* of the 
admission and deaths respectively among Native troops. 
As tin Report points out, Dh.CroubH! at a meeting of the 
' Calcutta Medical Society last year shewed from an exa¬ 
mination of twenty year’s records of the Calcutta hospitals 
the rarity of enteric among Indian patients. Dr. V. 
hehtuaun recently drew attention in The Medical Age 
to the fact that intestinal hypsnemia develops readily in 
the tropics ; and in this we may find some explanation of 
the special liability of Kuropeaua to many diseases in 
India. Again tits Sanitary Report tells us that simple 
continued fever, heatstroke, nsrvoue diseases, oiroulstory 
diseases, tubercle of the lungs, tonsillitis, diarrhoea, hepa¬ 
titis and rheumatism much more largely attack the 
European than the Native soldier. Is it then justifi¬ 
able and necessary that we continue to expose large 
bodies of Europeans to diseases and disease inliu- 
enoes to which it Is quite evident they have a special 
susceptibility ? The reply to our earlier question as to 
the advisability of maintaining a European Army in India 

that while it cannot jutt yet bo replaced to its full 
strength by an efficient substitute, ami statistics m- 
mietalmldy left us that it should, m far as practicable, 
mat to the fulleet poeeible extent is replaced by there 
um rf the Indian eoil, the Euraeiant, who bom and 
bmil in tils land and altogether inured to the sod, and 
get potmeing all that there fartfathere deemed it mrthy 
to pride themmlcee on, are at little affected by tropical 
condition* as the part Asiatic. Every fact that the Sani¬ 
tary €omiais»iensr's Report lays before us preaches the 
same lesson and this same truth— that e Eurasian Army 
is fits only panacea (or the iaereaaiog evils so serieuaty 
affecting the efficiency of our European troops. There 
is Mill another lesson that- tits Report inculcates, c«t., that 
hum residence and aoclimatisation, as it is touted, do not 
bring about a more satisfactory condition of things. It 
appsap to a» clear from the statistics embodied in the 
Report of IW2, that even a long service system will do 
little, if eaythiog, towards improving the health etstoetos 
of our European Army. Debility ie markedly the Hptni 
«f a prolonged tropical service In the wbnie three preni-

We have been asked by Dr. K. N, Bohadknrji to publish 
the following communication addressed by him to the Editor 
of the Britlek Medical Journal, in reply to its stricture* 
ia its issue of kith ultimo, on hit memorandum on the 
reconstruction of the Civil Medical Service in India:— 

“The writer of the remarks on my memo ou the reconstruc¬ 
tion of the Civil Medical Service of India, in your issue of 
34th March, apparently has not studied the memo, or thought 
over its aims and objects, and bat, thereby, fallen into errors 
which you will perhaps permit me to point out briefly. It is 
difficult to seh bow after a careful and dispassionate perusal 
of the memo, any one can say that it disparages the Serrioe, 
or fail to see, that what it disparaged ia the system of which 
the Service itself is but the victim, and that concrete in¬ 
stances of these victims have bean given only the more effec¬ 
tually to expose the anomaly and mteohfaf of the system. 
The whole basis of the memo is to urge that services exist 
for departments and not departments for svrtioe#, and that 
men abonld he found for appointments, and not appoint m ents 
for min. That this obvkmt and saintary principle is ignored 
by the Surgeen-OenemTs Department t have shewn in the 
soemo by the opinions of College Principals, I. M. 8, men 
themselves, and by the opinion of the I. M. 8. and offiobtl 
organ, the Indian Medical Gazette, which so late as last 
December thus commented on the prevailing mode of fry¬ 
ing appointments for men which marks the admtois—a 
of tiw Medical Department of tosHtate' Than are tew 
things riding the medical Schools to ranch harm, or getting 
the I. M. & into greater dttteror, than the assumption 
that one man it eqnal to any professorship that any imp- 
pan to tom up et toe tone, suitable to the favored indtri- 
deeL The idea On which these appointments are msds,»in, 
that* earn engaged to ptaettoe orteatoer of —• partem— 
sebjeet, wm he at —ee transformed intoa profmsot td a 
sahiect with wMch he is not —alitor — to mgr the hm* 
preposterous.’

It i* difficult 
to take seriously the argument, that it ia doubtful whether 
much, if any, earing of money would result, because the 


the reserve of mediaal officer* which is lent foi civil work 
would have to be greatly increased, when it has been shewn 


that the reserve is nearly double the regulars, an absurd 
proportion, the enrreetiau of which is oue of the abiof objects 
of the proposejitefnjm The feet that Assistant Surgeons 
bare done, and ere doing, the work of meraboi* of this 
reserve, aud to the satisfaction of their employers, ami that 
their extended employment would lead to economy have 
bean sufficiently detailed in the memo, but seem to have 
entirely escaped the writer of your remaiks. l'o say that 
College Professois from militaiy reeeives is simply to ignore 
Ihb natural circumstances and be dead to all requirements 
of medical education and science. In which eivilised 


country, 1 ask, do we find the system of utilising medical 
schools and teaching hospitals as mere reeeives for the 
Army Medical Service' The argnmeut, that because Colleges 
are State establishments amt are sapported and controlled by 
the State, therefore the State may employ their own officers 
as may be convenient; and that if the Indians be dissatisfied 
with the medical education and training Impai ted In the Statu 
Colleges, they should start a college of their own, is, to say 
the least, startling in its originality, as if, indeed, the Indians 
and the State were two distinct factors, and the State spent 
their own money out of their own pooket* and not oat of the 
pockets of the Indians, and as if the State was a tisding 
colony wifii its own officer*. The statement that tbe State 
employs its own officers to work Me educational institutions 
in India would seam to mean that State oflices run hereditary 
in the trading family to which outsiders, ir., Indians, have 
no right of access. Che Indian fitownunent have their Civil 
Service and their Royal Rngfnaess, but they do not keep 
their Ana and Kngiiwoetog Cottages a* mere reserves for there 
services.

The 
mediaal ooileges are, like Dm fitter Oov wnre cut wl ta fort for 
the purpose* of edoeeticn. Tbe stater uoUeget harefreotahed 
men of capacity fit to held the highest appotatmenM tat the 
State ttrvloe. They liave tarnished High Ooort Judges, 
Kxwmtiva Engineers, Arts and Law Frefussore, and liave 
with purely Indian education ami training, and they that 
thus, nobly done their doty by the Government and the 
count! v. But the medical colleges have not gfveana any¬ 
thing better than a hundred rupee Assistant Surgeon, or an 
A|mtheoary, who is incapable of, or rather prevented from 
developing into anything higher, and have, therefore, ignobly 
failed to do tneir duty, and ate in need of immediate and ex¬ 
tensive reform, aud the tax-payer* who provide the fund* for 
the maintenance of these medical schools. *«c„ the Indians, 
have a right to demand this reform and say that, Whatever 
defeats in their oanstitutlon or admiatatrafion tototfore with 
or militate against production of the results achieved by the 
stator college* shall be removed. Those reform# wree, as in¬ 
dicated in nay memo, strongly advocated by the foimer 
College professors, Service men themselves, but men of science 
first and servicemen afterwards, and reoeutiy again by a 
Presidency Diiectm of Public Initiuction, who may be pi«. 
Burned to have grcatoi regard for the wants aud interests of 
the department of education than auy so-called Oleimsor 
Intelests of a class or a service. But it is not a little strange 
that out Indian medical graduates should be considered 
capable of filling tin positions at syndic* in medicine, and 
examiners in all the professional examination, but dis¬ 
qualified to hold college ot hospital appointments l l would 
earnestly request the writer of the remarks to study the 
memo once mors, and I would conclude these hurried notes 
with a reference to the testimony of a competent and un¬ 
biassed judge as to the capacity and merits ot our Indian 
graduates who, in spite of the difficulty they have to contend 
against, compare, according to Surg-CoL G'O. llayc.—’.lie 
relit Ing Professor of Surgery in the Calcutta Mediaal School,— 
favorably with, and bold their owu among physicians and 
surgeons in any European city, and according to this critic 
of the Indian medioal profession, amongst private practi¬ 
tioners in India is to be found a large class ot fully qualified 
and thoroughly able and responsible representatives not only 
of medicine but surgery and obstetrics. 

DUS. WALSH AND BANERJI ON SNAKES,

dangerous. Moreover, the operation suggested Itself a* 
shrinkage of the tumour In seme cases bcuurred witb the 
change of life; but as this diminution in rise dots not always 
ooeur with tire turn of life, no Use operation of removal of the 
ovaries, which has for its object the bringing about at a 
menopause often fail*, liemovai of the tnmour without the 
uterus is said to be particularly applicable to sub-pcritaneal 
growths, and tumours that can be enucleated without open¬ 
ing the Uterine cavity, and wherever tke appendages are 
not *0 diseased as to make the hope of offspriug futile, the 
uterus should be left, as however crippled theiitcras ma.i 
there is still the chance of children being borne. Hyste¬ 
rectomy is said, however, to have the widest range of useful¬ 
ness : the choice With some being the extta-pcrltoucal opeta- 
tkm by means of the uceud, with others the iatm-periiouea: 
method, l’he former has been attend oil with more success, is 
less bloody, and requires less time than the latter. Whatever 
be the kind of operative prooedure chosen, it should be carried 
out as early in the disease as possible, as the smaller tire 
tumour the greater is the prospect of reoofery.

RETENTION OF BILE IN THE GALL BLADDER. 

Antthuto, such as tight corsets, that depresses the anterior 
portion of the right lobe of the liver and tending to tneniie 
the obliquity of the longitudinal axis el the gall ' bladder may 
become the exciting cause of gallstones iby interfering wltli 
the proper discharge ot the bile. Dr, 8. M. Brockbank, ot 
Manchester, finds that the dependent position at the fuudus 
of the gall bladder being much more matked in quadrupeds 
than in man, its axis Is almost vertical, so that when the 
animal lies on its side the gall bladder ft iu a much better 
position to discharge its contents. The relation ot the hepatic 
flexure ot the colon being in immediate opposition to the gall 
bladder and cystic duct, any collection el fasces, (as in chronic 
constipation which occurs most often in woman) and even 
the position of sitting forward (as at a writing desk) mutt 
interfere with the complete discharge of bile from the 
gallblwldei, which might, however, be favored by leaving

One of the most foolish attempt* at evolution in the 
liuwau species ia the greepiug of women at those posi¬ 
tions which, until lately, have been deemed fitting only 
for men. TUia new course, upon vjiiioh she now presumes 
to enter, wilt certainly be deemed as moet unfitting, namely, 
a “ Medical Service Corps of woman," 

Heaven forefend what would bo the use of such a 
corps on military service ! Our wart being mostly carried 
on in unhealthy climates and against savages- Let ua 
trust that such signs of the signal inferiority of man to 
woman may be promptly nipped in the bud, by the 
strongest hoarfrost the press can produce. 

Barou Hirach, a well-known benefactor to medical and 
other charities, lias this year given £15,000 to be distri¬ 
buted among the Loudon Hospitals as follows :—The Lou¬ 
den Hospital £ 1,000, to the Brumptoa Hospital for con¬ 
sumption £ (100, and St. Georgs’s and Charing Cross 
Hospitals £ 600 each; for other charities, including the 
French Hospital and Jewish Convalescents Homo, in 
sums varying from £ 500 to £ 100. 

Small-pox teems still to be sufficiently plentiful in the 
metropolis ; 16 cases being notified last week. At the end 
of the week 56 patients were under treatment for this 
complaint in the Metropolitan Hospitals, Asylums and 25 
in Highgate Small pox Hospital—a total of 81. No deaths ' 
were however registered.

On the other haial, 
thyroidectomy |um brought about in otluu instanoes a dia- 
appoanuico of the protubaranoe of Uw globes of the eye. 
The nervous origin of exophthalmic goitre is further prove,! 
by its sadden onset after a strong mow! shock. Satie and 
Joffroy have fmtherawrc called attention to the remarkable 
frequency of Graves’ disease in Individuals suffering from 
locomotor ataxia. What seems certain is that some of the 


symptoms of Graves' disease are due to hypersecretion u( 
thyroid juice, and that consequently the administration ot 
thyroid extract, as focoiametuiad by some physicians ill 
that disease, is contraindicated. Horsley has already estab¬ 
lished the inutility of snob treatment, and quite recently 
Cantei ot Liege, in relating a case of myxoedema Cured by 
thyroid tissue, states tluit ho hat observed an aggravation of 
several symptoms alien the same method wee applied in 
Basedow s disease. On tho other hum), M. Marie pronounce* 
strongly In favor of thyroidectomy. Professor THtaux eras 
the first to cure two exophthalmic oases by this means. 
Putnam lias recently published statistics of forty-He oases 
treated by thyroidectomy , in thirty-four of these recovery 
in considerable improvement ensued, fo«i ended fatally, one 
remained tu itatu ,/»«, and two patients had tetany. Nuuh 
figures encourage the belief that the treatment of exoph- 
thalmic goitre should henceforth be conducted, not by the 
physician, but by the surgeon, I may mention, in oouoiusion, 
that in the Moieoma Moderns Ot Fab. 24th, Dr. Brlsoaiul 
publishes the detail* of u oase treated by “ exothyropexiu 1 
which ended fatally, tha girl (aged twenty yean) sinking 
rapidly in a state of com*. Professor Ponset at Lyons is tbv 
author of this new operation, la it the thyroid gland is 
exposed by a longitudinal (or crucial, if the volume be very 
large) incision. The extruded gland Is fixed between the 
Ups of tho wound and allowed to mummify. MM. Poucet 
and Jstaoulay have successfully pel formed the operation in 
fourteen oases ot goitre, four of which presented the Mho» 
cltaU/oe ot Graves’ disease.—/.as**. 


jLh Abortive Treatment of Coryza, 

Da. J. Gbka*d, taEi MMectM itoHirmt, reports some 
eery good results which he has obtalasd by the turn of in- 
halations of chloroform in arresting the extention of ooryea 
to the brooehiai tubes. He at first employed a mixture of 
carbolic acid and ammonia, but this was finally replaced 
by chloroform, wbloh was found to act maoh better. The 
inhalation is to be practiced several timOn up to tha point 
of the first signs of anmsthesla. When this has been done 
at tha time tha first nasal symptoms appeared, no further 
extension of tha affection has occurred. In epMaude* of 
ooryaa Bad influensa, oven fit ohm where the catarrhal 
condition mi severe, tbs author has seen the disease aborted.

With reaent methods of urinary asep si s writ 
urethral antisepsis, even less constitutional disturbance 
should follow. 

Taking all things into consideration, the permanence of 
the results In this particular series seems fairly satisfactory. 

In many Instances divulaion probably increases tiro Cica¬ 
tricial tissue surrounding the urethra, because the rupture 
sometimes ocean in stricture tissue and extends into healthy 
tissue. 

The operation with the Bigelow diruleor ia not regarded 
by those familiar with it us violence applied to the urethra 
in a rude fashion,” but a method at once accurate, easy, ready, 
safe, and almost bloodless. 

There Is a distinct and rational place for dlvnlslon as a 
surgical procedure. 

In firm, tough stricture, divulsfOu ie contra-indicated. 

There are soft strictures, but Brin enough to cause reten¬ 
tion of urine, which yield to very little force, and It ii this 
class of stricture for which divulaion, it seems tome, ispre- 
eminently the operation. 

The penile stricture Is almost always firm and composed of 
more dense cicatricial tissue than Is the deeper urethral stric¬ 
ture, and in the anterior penile urethra internal urethrotdmy 
seems to be the better operation. 

No one proood ate is the operation la all enact of stricture. 

A careful study of the character and seat of the stricture 
should determine the exact operation to be done. 

Divulaion with the Bigelow divulsor should be reserved, it 
seems to me, tor soft deep strictures unaccompanied by much 
cicatricial tiseae,— four, of Oenito-Prluare Diseases.

The Causation of HtemorrhoM* 


QObNSU says hieuiorrlioids ate made up of varicose changes 
not in one or two veins, but from u uuuibei of smidlei 
bmuolies and eapUlaues in the mucous membiane the sub- 
mucosa and also m the musculans ; their clmugcs ale due to 
injuries to the walls, to an inflammation ot die inner wall 
which rsaebea by contiguity the aurvouisliug stiuctiues. The 
arteries do not participate in this. Not until the vessel#

The Anti-Toxte JHutetteM ef the Liver. 

Padua through Professor Lussana, Bnntelt through Pro- 
tumor Hager, and Geneva through Profewor Sohfff, have of 
tat* yeare been aasodated with eflMtai inreatlgatious into 
the physiology and pathology of the liver, and now Borne 
hsa fallen into line with there attter schools by a aeries of 
interesting reaearches into the three v tacus. It had bun 
already established by the above-named biologist* that the 
liver possCnicu a power of retaining certain poisonous 
alkaloids In high proportion and id their most active state— 
that is, when injected into the chreutatfon and not Merely 
absorbed by the mouth. Explanations bare been basaided 
as to this protecti ve power of the Star against toare toxic 
agents, and quite recently Dr! Sohnptar, working nntar 
Professor Cdaaanti, Lecturer on Phyekdoglcal and CUalori 
Chemistry in toe University of Bomc, has contributed 
elaborately to the solution of the question. His experiments 
were made ou frog*—animals wbfch tolerate rnmovai of the 
Hver well, and keep alive tar day! after the operation, nay, 
in tome cases tor weeks. Thecttadcfeh were injected into 
frogs in their normal condition Mai Into those which had 
been operated on, and every ear* wru practised V utateb 
tbe pbenesnena revolting.

1*0 the psthogeuicactlou 
of this organism an the capillary endothelium he ascribes 
the excessive increase of lymph which produces the ascites.

Huiphomd Poisoning.

Those changes were Bueh as might be 
attributed to advanced age but the microscope displayed a 
veiy extensive necrosis of epithelium, and also minute hwmor- 
rhages, Xliese minute chnuges represent a toxic nephritis and 
were unquestionably dua to the sulphonal. There was n large 
gall etoue in the gall bladder, and small friable concretions 
in fbe sacred cystic duct Very slight Jaundice was present 
daring Uie. the poisoning occurred here, as in other pub¬ 
lished eases, in a woman, and after the prolonged use of the 
drug. The obstinate constipation, the nge ul the patient, 
Mid the changes found In the myocardium no doubt onoeler- 
nted the result, During the nee of sulphonal the mine should 
be carefully examined for albumen or formed elements, as 
when onoe tumwdoporphyrinUria appears the prognosis' is 
unfavorable. In the presence of renal disease the prolonged 
use of sulphonal should be had recourse to with great 
oautiotte—Alrrf, Med. Jtntr.

district jails. It is true that in some of tlw important 
sub-divisiaas, from which dead bodies cannot be taken 
to tbe sadder etotian, era now placed under Assiataat 
Surgeons, but this is only exceptional. In my opinion 
this should he general, tor dead hulitefrum all parts o£ 
a sub-division cannot he taken to tlw auddar station, 
however does it may be to them, witlmut deoompoal- 
tiott Iwooming far advanced ; which not in a few cases 
causes miscarriage of justice ; whereas the inspection of 
dispensaries, vaccination, and other sanitary work, winch 
take away much of the valuable tune of the District 
Surgeons, with no little cost to Government, are not placed 
in tbe hands of the Assistant Surgeons now in medical 
charge of the sub-divisions, which should be, and can be, 
done with advantage. As for the pay aad proepeotB of tbe 
Assistant Surgeon olses, I beg to suggest tbut a superior 
grade of umn, who have passed twenty years of 
service, should be made in justice to thorn, styled as 
Asntar Assistant 8mgee*s or Astistent Civil burgeons, 
and that thase senior men should be placed in charge of 
Wkb-divjstOTs on a consolidated pay of Bs.

The nett quantum that arises Is-What tre the condition* 
affecting the temperature of organs V With regard to tlds 
point we know that too teopemture of toe individual 
organs varies within ooraparattvsly wide Maslte. mid is 
affected by several conditions of which the folhroing *r*>

(1) The mure heat produood .independently within a 
part, the bigiier is its temperature. As ti>s aftwunt of 
heat produced in tiw body depends upon ruetaboUsm, 
therefore, when the metabolism is inorwawd, to* amount 
of heat produced is similarly increased. 

0<) That glands produce more beat during the act of 
secretion is proved by the higher temperature Of their 
secretion, and by higher temperature Of tha venous 
blood ftowiag in llteir veins.

l<lN»r.HHKistex has poinied out a difference with regard 
to the external and internal parte of the body. Tire 
external parts give off tnoro heat than tliey produce, so 
Hut they become cooler the more elowiy new blood dotv« 
into them, and warmer the greater the rapidity of tire 
Mood stream through them. Acceleration of the blood¬ 
stream, therefore, canoea the temperatitie of peripheral 
part* to approximate more and more to the tempemtnfl! 
of. internal organa, while retardation of tire hlood-atream 
cause* them to approaoh the tamparatnre of the surround¬ 
ing medium.

Hence any 
increase of function in time organs, as to muscular exercise, 
or in assimilation of food, will account for iucreaaed pro¬ 
duction of boat, which may be considered as “ a tort of 
udditional or supplementary functioh of theae organs." 

Ia normal conditions this hem-forming function keeps 
pace with tire proper function of contraction or secretion, 
and though we are not able to say positively diet the two 
functions act in proportion to one another, at all events 
they cannot be separated. But to abnormal conditions 
tire thermogenic function of muaole, for instance way be 
displayed without its contractile function being exercised, 
and by physiological experiments it has been found 
possible to Mate, to a certain octant, tire thermogenic 
function. MiuAustis ascertained that stimulation 
of tlte sciatic nerves of a frog prod trees tetanic contraction 
of the muscles of the thigh, and at the same time a rise 
of temperature to them. liut if the stimulation be 
continued too long, the thermogenic power of the muscle 
is lost, end there is no rise of temperature, though the 
power of contraction remains. Thus the thermogenic 
function is exhausted sooner than the motor function. 
This result may be compared with the fall of l>ody tem¬ 
perature which occurs to ascending a height. It has also 
been found that external cold impairs the thermogenic 
function ; and that the poison entrant, abolishes this at the 
same time as it does the motor function of muscle; so 
that e curarised animal cannot maintain it* temperature. 

The heaVbelancisg function hi general, however, dwell* 
mainly in a mechanism by which more or leu blood to 
sent to tire skin through increase or decrease to the Otoe 
of the cutaneous blood-vessel*. The larger the amount of 
blood disclwrged through tho skin the more rapidly does 
the body lose heat Should the skin be comparatively 
exsanguine, heat low is checked ; the heat aeetmraUtcs in 
tire internal parta.

(8). With regard to tbe influence of tho genet al 
luetttboiisui, it may be stated tlitt as tlie formation of heat 
depends upon the transformation ‘of chemical <-im¬ 
pounds, ‘ whose chief final products, in addition to 
H,0, are 00, anti urea, the amount of heat formed 
must go pun pa mu with the amount of these excieta 
The more rapid metabolism which sets in after n full 
meal, causes a rise of temperature to several tenths of 
a degree. As the metabolism is much diminished 
during hunger, this explains why the mean temperature

(8), Age causes differences in temperature 

(4). l’eiiodical daily vai lotions. In the couise of 
twenty-four hours there are regular periodic variations 
in the mean temperature, and these occui at all ages. 
As a general rule, the temperature continues to rise during 
the day (maximum at 5 to 8 r. h.) while it continues to 
fall during the night (minimum 2 to 6 *.«.). Tho mean 
temperature occurs at the third hour after breakfast 

If we sleep during the day, and do ail our daily duties 
during the night, the above-described typical course of 
s -the temperature is reversed with regard to the effect of 
activity or rest: it appears that tbe activity of the mus¬ 
cles during the day tends to increase the mean tempera¬ 
ture slightly, While at night the mean temperature is Jess 
than in the case of a person at tost. 

I have attempted elsewhere to shew that this diurnal 
variation with exalted night temperature is petiiaps the 
cause of the appearance at this period of head symptoms 
in Mrltmt pprtxia ; for during the night the greater heat 
throws larger quantities of Wanner blood into the nerve 
centres.

This 
indicates tlie possible existence of thermo-inhibitory centre* 
situate higher up in the brain- If at) stomal be earemad, 
not imly is there paralysis of volantary motor acts, bat on 
stimulating an ordinary motor nerva, ia there not only no 
muscular contraction, but there is no rise of temperature 
of the muscles supplied by that nerve. In well an 
animul tbe temperature rises and falls with the tempera¬ 
ture of the surrounding medium, even although respire 
tions be kept constant, sad the vaso-motor nervee intact, 
Tho thermogenic action of muscles, therefore, seems to 
lie dependent ou the impulses received from the iughei 
nerve centres. 

The foregoing details, together with the phenomena 
resulting from experimentation on animals in regard to 
this ipieetion, go a long way towards demonstrating the 
existence of a mechanism regulating tbe amount of heat 
produced. There are other foots in support of this view, of 
winch the following may be mentioned as among the 
more important .—

The more frequently the same volume of blood 
passcH through tbe skin—twenty-seven heart-beats being 
necessary for tbe complete oirouit of the blood—tire 
greater will be tire amount of heat given off and don- * 
versoly. Hence die frequency ot the heart-beats lain 
direct relation to the rapidity ot oooling. In very hot air

, Tut chapter as filarial disease by l)r. Forbes in the 
feme of the 10th May, prompt* me to add e few note* on i 
the subject. 

There ere two methods of cun: the “ letting alone" 
and intervention surgioslly. 

The “letting alone ” may be eeeieted by internal 
medication. I eay 11 mqy be toileted ”; to many native 
drug* are lauded as ltaetening the prooeee of cure. Ouoe 
the worm hoe made for itself an opening and begin* to 
bring forth it* offspring, many different sort* of poultice* 
have the credit of helping it oat. Vfjisn we examine the 
history. we find thet a number have been trier! and the 
award of merit is given te the one epplied et the close of 
the prqcos*. 

The non-interferenoo policy is strongly advocated by 
many ; and wlien we remember tlwit the operators in a 
luge number of t-sses are native barbers, we are in favor 
of this policy, so loug a* those barber surgeous flourish. 
These men ere often very dexterous, but in thecaaos 
where operation i* not successful, they lack the knowledge 
necessary to guide the patient safely past some of the 
possible serious complications resulting from tiie mishap. 

Granted the ability of the patient to avail himself and 
his injured member of rest, the worm may, with ordinary 
measures of cleanliness, com* out and leave very little 
trace behind St. 

Bates many of tlm patients are poor people, working 
for their daily bread, the termination is not always 
favorable ; those termination* ore enumerated by Dr. 
Forbes. 

A few weeks ago, tliiukiug over what help rnighl be 
given medically to those who refused timely surgical 
Interference, and having tried in vain a number of native 
remedies, I oume to the, conclusion that sulphur was the 
only remedy that might help, and made up my mind to 
prescribe ootepoand enlphttr powder. I was agreeably 
surprised and pleased to see that Dr. Forbes' bad found 
it helpful, but I think a mure detailed record of the 
onaw and s larger trial would bo necessary before we can 
apply to this method tbe term “ radical cure." 

The time in which natural cure takes place it very 
various, and depends a good deal on tbe position of the 
worm. In soft parte the worm may all be expelled in 
ft tun 'three to ri* weeks, loth* scrotum I have seen 
recovery in a month, so that it 1 * open to question 
whether tbe sulphur treatment to com II quoted by »r. 
Forbes really hastened the process. I have seen two 
wermeto tbe same patient, both making their appearance 
at the same tune ; one wan completely, better in four 
weete, while tbe other kept tnwbltog the patient for 
hbont three month*, and I have seen el* month* elapse

of operation. This suppuration was. 1 believe, due to the 
poisonous fluid ejected by the worm in its effort* to 
obtain egret# from the tissues. Tim intensity iff tbs 
1 fluid revesis itself in » smell slough which i* generrily 
seen under the vesicle when it raptures. 

My patient was nil right within ten days, the treatment 
being simply rest, elevation, warm fomentations and 
poulticing.

In these days of antiseptics in some oases where time 
is valuable, it is justifiable to give chloroform If no other 
means avail, and making a long tocision cut the wind* 
worm out. The healing of « long open wound give* non* 
of the anxiety which the worm, as tong as it remains iu 
the body does. 

But I with to “ r Ke tiii* operation the advantage 
givan u* by cocaine. 

Tbe hypodermic injection of cocaine makes this oper¬ 
ation pleasant, both to patient and operator.'I have 
i employed tide method in men, women and children, sml 
liavo never seen any constitutional harmful effect# ftom 
the drag. It can be injected when required up to three 
grains 1 believe, though I hkv* never required more 
tbda H grains, and generally only from 18 to 80 minims 
of a 4 per oent. eolation of ooceine.

Cinchona bark contains (1) four aUtakdd*, namely 
quinta, cinchona, ijuinidia and oincitonidia; (2) two 
peculiar acids kinic and kinovic acids ; (3) a variety of 
tannic acid , (4) cinchona red; and (fi) an aromatic 
volatile oil. * 

Cinchona bark poesceses tonic and astringent properties 
■a addition to its antiperiodio ones, and is useful in a 
great variety of diseases requiring tonics, such as 
advanced stages of pleurisy, pneumonia, diarrhoea, ety- 
sepelas, gangrene, mortification, pysinio, Ac. It is 
especially useful in debility from lobs of blood or copi¬ 
ous discharges, night sweats, hectic, over-lactation, 
diarihiBa, Ac 

Workers in this bark suffer from a scaly papulai erup 
turn, fioin or a vosoiculur weeping eruption, or from 
swelling of the genitals or of the face and eyelid with 
redness of the eyes They sometimes complain of greet 
itching of the whole body, and Quinia sometimes pro¬ 
duces urticaria 

In small doses Ciuchona and it* alkaloids increase the 
activity of the circulatory, respiratory and nervous 
systems, and then functions are made more active, Their 
local action m the stomach is that at bittern, generally 
acting as alight uritants to the mucous membranes, and 
so producing, both in Use mouth and stomach, an increase 
of mucous.

If too long employed, they disorder the stomach, caus¬ 
ing lass of appetite, nausea, siokness and even diarrhoea, 
heat and weight at the epigastrium, Ac, Largo dose* 
produce a marked effect called Otoeheniew. In tots state 
there are disturbances of hearing, notably ringing in 
toe ear*, disturbances of vision,, *« flashes of fight, film 
right, end headache with a sense of constriction.

The great uae of Qumia is aa an antiperiodic in fever 
of malarious origin. 

In intermittent fever Quioia is almost s specific. In 
some cases, however, it does not work so well or fails 
Here it will be found that there ia either hepatic de 
rangement, or gastric disorder, or oostive bowels, or con¬ 
gestion, or iiiHammatioo of one or otlier organ, as the 
lungs, kidney a, Ac. 

, If the bowels are out of order, anactne meicunal 
purge such as Podophyllm, will prepare the system for 
its favorable action, or the Quiuine may be gnen with 
Sulphate of Magnesia. 

If the liver is congested 01 there is jaundice, Podo- 
phyllin, Taraxacum and Salines are required, especially the 
salts of Potash 01 the Chlotide of Ammonia. 

If the urine is scanty and high oolored, and the action 
-of the efcin deficient, Liquor Ammonia Aoetatis with 
salts of Potash should be given to dean the blood of the 
products of abnormal tissue metautorpiioeis. Another 
das* of cases in which Qumia fails is that of old chronic 
fevers, which are deep-rooted in the system, and which 
recur periodically in spite of any amount of Quinine. 
They do better under Arsenic and Iron and clrenge of air. 
In some case* a combination of Quinine and Arsenic 
succeeds better. 

When the stomadi is very irritable and Quinine is 
not tolerated by ft, it may bo injected into the rectum oi 
subcutaneously, but in eueh cases Ipecac m small doses is 
generally an efficient medicine. 

When Quinine causes headache or aggravates it, it 
should be combined with Bromide of Potassium or Hydro- 
Brotnic Add. Bartbolow says Morphia diminishes the 
cerebral effects of Quinine and increases its antiperiodic 
power*. 

It is best given in 5 to 10 grain doses during tbc remis¬ 
sion ; three dotes being ordinarily sufficient. 10 grain dose* 
are VfNt given suspended in water, for then their bitterness 
is tees perceived. When in mixture, tincture or syrup of 
orange lessen* the bitterness.

When the intermission is not complete, it is good to 
give the Quinine with a little Ipecac oi a done of some 
diaphoretic mixture 

The modal ojuraiuh of Quinine ia not well known ; it is 
not actually a cure hut a preventive of fever, Irenes it 
would seem to be an antidote to the poison of malaria. If 
taken iu the stage of malaise, which Is often premonitory 
to an attack of fevei, it often cheeks it. Persona liable to 
relapses are benchtted by it* daily use. When an aguish 
attack la felt to be coming on in a patient familiar with 
it, 16 gra of Qmnme will often arrest tile threatening 
paroxysm. In Ainca, America and Ihdia, in the Navy 
and Army, it lias been found to be a prophylactic against 
fever , and all exposed to malaria should take it as such. 
S to fi grs in half an otinco of limo juice is a suitable does. 

Remittent Ferer —In this form of fsvoi larger dose* 
of Quiuine are necessary, but in ordinary eases 10 grain 
doses repeated every two or three hours till 8 dose* arc 
given during remission, are sufficient. The best plan of 
giving the drug is to commence its administration as soon 
us a distinct remission takes place, which generally does 
in the morning. During exacerbation its use must be 
suspended, but if no exacerbation occurs, it should bn 


continued in suitable dose* every three or four hours till 
the feverish symptoms entirely disappsai. In some esses, 
for the first few days, there i# n» distinct remission, and 
tire fever seems to he of a continued type. Sere if the 
patient it wt very week, and tire case be of a typlwM-type, 
the temperature should be reduced by a warm dr tepid hath 
or sponging, and than a large dose of Quioia should be 
given with sherry or brandy. This will probably induce 
perspiration anda dutiuct remission, when the dose can 
b* repeated; if not, the medicine should be tried agriu the 


next day in the same manner. Borne practitioners do not 
give Quinine irelaa* tire temperature iafls below MW, hot 
I hare given it at JOT with good effects, ft i* 
safer to reduee high temperature by baths, Varan giving

Quinine or its suits, when topically applied to n denuded 
surface or to s mucous membrane, sots sssdecided irritant. 

Quinine also has a desti uctire effect on amoeboid motion, 
which form of motion has been observed in the white 
corpuscles of the Mood or leucocytes. This is one reason 
why it is used to preteat iuHaintuation Quinine aleo 
nterds otonge of tissue. This is one explanation of its 
tonic effect, it nets upon tiis heart’s subetaace, weaken¬ 
ing ttot Structure, end thus causing impaired circulation 

Anottor effect of Quinine, when experimented with by 
subcutaneous injections, is that large quantities destroy 
the oxouiaipg powers of the blood. It is to tliis effect 
that its ability to reduce temperature in febrile diseases 
te believed to to due.

If toe debility is great, Nitric Acid should to replaced 
by Carbonate of Ammonia and brandy and beef-isa given. 

Quinine is contra-indicated when the pulse is very tow 
and toe heart's action feeble. Here decrease of the fevei 
and the reduction of temperature would tempt me to take 
advantage of the remission, hut a large dose of Quinine 
in such ciiouiustances may depress the heart’s action still 
further and bring a fatal collapse, or it may, in a case com 
plicated with delirium during exacerbation, increase the 
cerebral congestion and induce fatal ooma. In these coses 
it should be cautiously given along with stimulants. 

In the so-called pernicious lever, the safety of the 
patient depends on large doses of Qatotoe, 20 to SO grs. 
gitenby stomach, rectum or akin to turner simultane¬ 
ously. In remittent fever, complicated wito pneumonia, 
an attempt should to nude to ebook the fever by giving 
Quinine during remission, while Tartar Emetic, Bromides, 
Aconite, Ac., aad other remedies ore need daring the ex¬ 
acerbation. If the fever is stocked, the progress of the 
lung inflammation wiil also be put short. If, however, the 
case becomes an asthenic one, With low pulse, delirium and 
feeble efforts to expectorate, risen Qoioia ia autiperiodic 
doses will sot avail, and Tincture of Cinchona wito hsuega 
and Ammonia should be used bestead.

The 
administration of Quinine during pregnam y leads to alior- 
tion, henoe it should be given with cmili-.n to pregnant 
wouifcn. When however, a pregnant woman contracts 
' malarious fever, quinine can be given in doses from 3 to 6 
grs. with safety, to stop the paroxysm and prevent its 
return. 


Dr. Samuel 0. 0. Potter lias thus summed up the action 
of ciuchona. “ The principal use of cinchona is in Malarial 
Disease, over which its influence is that of a specific. In 
intermittents, 10 grs. of quinine iu tiie sweating stage and 
again five bums before the expected time oi the next 
paroxysm. Arsenic in the intervals, in lieu of quinine, 
which wilt cento s daily exacerbation «:f temperature if 
long continued.’’ 

Remittent fever 20 to 30 grs. once or twice a day until 
the temperature it reduced to the normal point. 

Pernicious fever—targe doSee 30 to 40 grs. arc necce- 
any to safety. 

Chronic malarial poisioulng—Chincuuidin is more effec¬ 
tive then quinine. 

Prophylactic against malaria—Quiniuc 2 to 8 grs. por 
diem is effective. 

Inflammations at their inception may M aborted by 
quinine, 18 to 20 gw. combined with morphine, which 
here ia synergistic to if. 

Acute tonsillitis may sometimes tie aborted by qui¬ 
nine in full fioee. 

Acute Catarrh may often he aborted by quinine 10-gn.

to the pegs* of the Indian Bnlical Record. However, tbe 
task is a very tedious oae sad entails taiioii difficulty, 
beeeils* all that lias been written, it matters not if by 
scholars, is replete with technical blunders. The identi¬ 
fication at botanical oluusctere and names is sc much 
at variance, that hardly any two authors can safely be 
reconciled. Tlierofnre, to overcome the difficulties cited, 
I have attempted single-banded .to take up the subject 
and write a treatise upon it, giving all the details regard¬ 
ing botanical characters, classification sod names, so ns 
to faoilitsU) u proper identification and u systematic 
nomenclature of the drugs so described. 

Science is over progressive, and so is botany, a branch 
of science, also progressive. The botany of to-day is not 
the botany of Box burgh or Rheeds. The descriptions 
of Oolebrooke and Wilson do not tally with Bantham 
nnd Hooker. Even the scholarly compilations of Drs. 
Watt, Murray and Xlymock sro not free from blunders. 

Any work on indigenous drugs, necessitates not only 
that superficial and traditional knowledge which may be 
Collected alone from rural practitioners, one’s own servants, 
and front ignorant herbalists or ptmtarit, but them 
mturt be a thorough knowledge and acquaintance with 
the drugs tiwrmeel vea, and an intimate acquirement of 
Sanskrit medical literature, especially a m«'«tery of medi- 
i »l term* and u collateral acquiaition of botanical facto. 

The difficulty that lies In the way of foreigners is the 
west fit an intimate knowledge of Sanskrit medical 
literature, and lots vanity to say uncharitably that very 
few raids and kabirajes of the day cos decipher the twines 
or recognise the drug* they prescribe every (lay for their 
patients. Urn Hindoo tnedioal system forma a very diffi¬ 
cult study, end any one who is only versed in Sanskrit 
sufficiently to have a smattering Of mere grainmatical 
Mifids, or, one who devour* a set of Sanskrit words 
front a vocabulary, or one who can amuse himself with 
but a few phflolagioal curiosities, the labors of snob a 
worker, if directed towoeda the, enhject in question, 
weald be worse than valueless, 

I wot# here flatly deny that there on any books that 
are really Useful si guides to the use of Indian indigen¬ 
ous drugs. To supply this long-felt end argent went 
I have taken the task upon myself, end I hope with Ml

We and our lontempora 
ri« have not mfroi|oently hud occasion to leimtik on 
appointments, not only of Chemical Examiners, hot of 
other departmental officers also, mail* with no respect 
for aptitude, but exclusively cm the principle of • kissing 
by favor." However objectionable mistakes of line 
kind may lie in some posts, they are infinitely and incal¬ 
culably more so in nefeieueo to the appointment of Chemical 
Examiners. It is not difficult to adduce instances in winch 
if not the most unsuitable, certainly not the fittest men 
have been appointed to these posts. 

Ur. Van Geyeel, In his letter of protest to Got ei mnent, 
remarks that “ nnteaa there Walt something m<|re than the 
test-tube experience of obemistry to go on, an honest man 
would hardly have the impertinence to undertake ies- 
ponatbie fork of this kind." Wo are extremely sorry to say 
however that men have been undertaking such woik atiil 
wink si other kinds in the service with no tptcml 
qualifications to recommend thorn, If howcsei it be 
Or.

supply; the health tad breed of the thick ; the housing, 
eieunag, end feeding of the oowa; the collecting, hand -

transportation. Such • plan requires frequent personal 
inspection, and frequent examinations of the stock by a 
competent veterinarian. The milk, must also he fre¬ 
quently subjected to cbetoioal eonlyeis and bseteriologioai 
teste. The qboetion st once arises is to whether owners 
of dairies oan be induced to submit to such regulations. 
The answer ie plain. The milk business, like any other 
business, ie carried ou fur profit. If dairymen find that 
it is more profitable to produce clean milk than foul 
milk, they will produoe clean milk. The inducement to 
the dairyman will lie in the faot that his milk will lie 
known as certified milk,'and oan be sold at an increased 
price and in larger quantities, Those cet tiflcates of 
purity are to bo given at stated intervals, signed by the 
members of the commission, the chemist, the bacterio¬ 


logist, and the veterinarian 


As far as India is tottcerned, organisations of tins 
nature are to he regarded, we think, as unattainable 
luxuries. Wb oan however, without difficulty, have oui 
certificated dairymen. Certifteatns should he granted by 
health officers, or medical and sanitary officers of 
districts, or other medical officials of standing, to those 
whose mode of feeding and caring for their cattle ontitle 
them to such certificates. Tliese should be renewed 
periodically; the certifying officers making < inoful inspec¬ 
tions previone to each certification. This «ill afford some 
guarantee to the more cautious and careful ot the people 
of the goodness of the source of this milk supply, while 
the watchfulness and supervision of the purchasers will 
pretoot them against vagaries ss to admixture and adul¬ 
teration. At present no heed wliatovci is paid to the 
management of the source of our milk supply; and m 
hospitals, sick-ebaittbers, nurseries, and households in 
general having the cattle milked under proper supervision 
is about the only precaution taken as to the-milk used. 
Tbs yield in the earns animal ie liowevm es vanutdo from 
day to day ai the animal’s existence is precarious ; and 
the quality anil quantity of the produce change with the 
amount and nature of the food which the annual may 
chides to find or be helped to.

He dealt ftwMy, K nut altogether, entire 
preparation of tlve English staple artioia of food— hessd ; 
and pointed out the dfssaaei earned by the insanitary state 
of bakeries. His remarks, hnwever, apply with equal force 
to the necessity for strict sanitary arrangements In places 
where agy other kind of food la prepared and Stored, He 
aaya “ too little attention lias, I think, been devoted in 
the past to the wholesomsuess of planes wliere food is 
•Cored and prepared. Most practical sanitarians will agree 
with me that this neglect Ie likely to entail consequences 
more or lose serious upon tlie food consumer and hi a still 
greater degree upon the food ptoduaem," Further oube 
adds “ on all sides it is axposed to tho risk Of sewage and 
of othoi noxious emanations. Lastly the water with which 
the flour k mixed ie often obtained front the same cistern 
which supplies the water-closet—a system which is nothing 
less than an open invitation for the entranue of sewage 
matter into an important and universally used article of 
foot!." How aptly these last remarks apply to the milk 
supply of Indian cities, all m tho country are too painfully 
conscious of. The knowledge however has bean turned 
to no practical advantage, slid impure milk is still tacitly 
permitted to add to infant mortality and general disease. 

COSMESTS AID WEWS. 

DOCTORS AND UNOBAWCL PATIENTS. 
While a iiatient’a gratitude is often the only rowan! that 
a medical man receives for his professional servloes, It appeara 
to be no uncommon tiling for such services, to he repatd with 
ingratitude of the blnckaat dye. Hers are details of one out 
of niue cases said by the Medwttl IMlrU* to have been late¬ 
ly under Judicial investigation. The damage claimed in 
them vary from ten to seventy thousand dollers, Ur. L. 
Webster Fox remorml a cataract fiotn the left eye of H. L. 
Hereby iu 1888. Two yeais later a Medto-gpsmtion was 
pstfoimni and vision restored. In 1888 « cataract was mc- 
u-mfully removed fiom the patient's right aye. The needle 
operation on the capsule performed two years subsequently 
was followed in ten days with inflammation and loss of the 
eye. A charge of ma!-pr«otice, and a claim for twenty-five 
thousand dollars as damages was the result. J udga Biddle, of 
Philadelphia, In disposing of tho case remarked. " I do not we 
theollghtest evidenoe In thlsoaseof enymal-prsotise whatevoi. 
This man was attended for eight years, and a most serious 
operation performed upon him (and he paid the doctor ton 
dollars, which was paid tho optician for glasses!, In addition 
to attending his wife and giving him prescriptions for othet 
matters. I think It is a case ot tan iayruf<e«d» for the 
servloes that were rendered. I grant a non-suit,"

rtimpsou consider* that th* result which has attended the trial 
of the system in Calcutta, where over 1,200 person* were vac¬ 
cinated, is sufficiently encouraging to justify the municipality 
in giving Inoculation an extended trial. The Inoculations, be 
point*oat, were made in varioue part* of the town, “and there 
are several instances of cholera being apparently arrested.” 
Dr, Simpson cite* In particular one very striking case, in which 
it wa* possible to make observations between the inoculated 
and non-inooulatod during the progress of the disease. A 
local opklaraiq took place around two tanks in a busteo 
occupied by about 200 persons. About the end of March 
there wereJwo fatal cases of cholera and two cues of 
choleraic diarrbtua, amt 1M persons out of the 200 were 
inoculated. Mine case* of cholera and one of choleraic 
diarriKM have ainue occurred and seven have proved fatal, 

It Is, says Dr. Simpeuu, an extraordinary fact that all these 
ten naoes of ebolera Itave occurred among the nnlnooulatod 
portion of the Inhabitants which form the minority In the 
bn*te*i while ««SC of tkr iamlatni hare tot's affected.

We cannot see what difference the oonnter make*. A pres¬ 
cription over the counter may be an .fatal, and as much out of 
place, as one in a house. Beside*, what guarantee has he 
that the counter would act a* a sufficient line of domaroa. 
tion ? At an inqueat at Birmingham It has jest transpired 
that a druggist promised to visit a child, for whom ho pres¬ 
cribed, If the patient grew worse, and it even seems that he 
granted a certificate of death, and the mother said that he 
promised to do to in the first instance. We feel sure that 
a little reiieotlon will convinoe Sir Benjamin Richardson that 
he ha* made a dangerous and a retrograde suggestion, and 
that be will reconsider it. Surely the virtue of all recent 
medical legislation is not to be compromised In this fashion.”

BETEL CHEWING IN INDIA.

Rut,—There Is a paragraph in the otherwise Excellently 
written article of Dr. Temple Wright on 11 Food of the 
People of America and India,'’ in the Imltuu Medical 
Record ot tbe let June, to which I take exception. 
Not being himself a betel-eater, tbe writer >ne condemned 
wholesale die bebit of betel-chewing. I do not advocate 
betel-chewing to the extent indulged In by many people, 
neither do I see any reason todopreeete its use altogether; 
for 1 am of opinion that o moderate indulgence lathe 
luxury is not only harmless boteotually beneficial in 
India. Tbe writer ignore* Stager's law about the 
action of alkalies open aoid soowtiona, when he nay* the 
alkali of lime neotrefiSM gastric Jtrioe. Theeieot of an 
alkali upon told eeoreiioat depends entirely whether tt U 
taken before nr after the meals, In «n empty stomach in 
mad done* ft “promotes tba icUHy of the gastric toft 
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byinereaaing the diffusion at tho*e constituent* of Wood 
trow 1 Which t«9 SpM'of dm stomach » elaborated ” 
k 4Bartholow). 

If taken after food, it will neutralize any free acid 
» present ia the stomach. As an astringent, If immoder¬ 
ately taken in combination with catechu, it cheeks tlie 
flow of any secretion. But as a set-off to this dismlvan¬ 
tage, if any, we have tobacco (not used always) cloves 
and cardamoms which ait tend to increase that secretion. 
The pan —the betel leaf with betel and other spices— 
is itself a stomachic tonic at no mean ordei, and lias also 
some stimulating properties, ts those who take it can 
testify. Besides lime plays a considerable part iu the 
animal economy, and a small quantity habitually taken 
will servo a good purpose. Of course it ia possible to use 
and abuse everything in this world. 

Tlie black teeth either indicate the abuse of betel- 
chewiogor the dirty liabit of not dcuniog tlie teeth 
regularly. Dyspepsia is not caused by moderate betel- 
chewing but by the idle habits of the Indian people and 
the gaseous discharges “per on et per anurn " are the out¬ 
come of ill-assorted and indigestible vegetable food which 
they eat, and wbicli eveiy medical man in this couotiy 
knows is the fruitful source of flatulence. Pan, owing to 
the fragrance it imparts to the hreatli, is the liest tiling 
the people could take after food to cover the often foul 
smell ol ei notations. So much as regards the medicinal 
aspects of the pan habit Socially }wn pia) s the same 
part among us as a ‘'peg" does in western loiintnes, 
and of couise it is evident on which side the advantage 
lies

Lyon puts it down between 
fifteen and twenty grains, and Husband say a patients have 
recovered after taking an ounoe of Hie drug. We do not 
know what book the eon miner consults when allotting 
malts. 

When such high authorities differ what esn be expected 
from poor Awstaos Surgeons, many Of whom iiavo 
probably never heard of, much tea* atea, a ease of tartar 
emetic poisoning in India.

IttX'UlTTlXt. FOB THU WARRANT 
MEDICAL SERVICES. 

Wg uro glad to find that the remarks unde in Our 
issue of 1st September last on the aubject of recruiting 
for tiro Warrant Medical Services, have remitted in aome 
steps being taken to have the •Government orders in this 
matter respected. Mr. Bowlandaon, the energetic Pre¬ 
sident of the Anglo-Indian and Eurasian Association 
of Madras, lias wo learn, asked the Surgeon-General, 
with reference to uu advertfaemoat calling for recruits 
for the Madras branch of the Warrant Medical Services, 
to take such stops as will ensure none but Eurasians 
proper, Anglo-Indians, and Europeans being entertained. 
Every past or appointment aecured for thin community 
must tend to push forward its interest; and if the ex¬ 
periences of the authorities teach them that tiro Warrant 
Medical Services should, in the interests of the military 
services, he filled by none but Eurasians and Europeans, 
it is iincondoiiable apathy and unpardonable indifference, 
if the community whom such an order decidedly benefits, 
or if those charged witli the care and amelioration of 
that community, do not bestir themselves to prevent those 
advantages from being usurped by others. Mr. Rowlandsons 
action is only another proof that he is determined to 
stand by his men, and that lie is resolved to let no 
opportunity slip to help them in their struggle for exist¬ 
ence. We imps that similar action would bo taken 
by the Associations of the sister presidencies. That the 
Surgoou-Generals with their respective Governments will 
give all possible help in this matter we have no doubt. 
They will do it in oomplhmce witli the orders ou the 
subject as it is their duty to do, and in the interests of 
military discipline and efficiency. Attention to the order 
in question is ail the more necessitated, now that tiro 
ponding t changes, whereby the medioui staff will be re¬ 
duced and the treatment of no small a number of the 
minor ailments of soldiers he relegated to Warrant Medi¬ 
cal Officers, will bring this class of officers more than 
ever in touch with the British soldier and with barrack 
life, and they will be now more than over called upon 
or expected to exercise proper disciplinary control. Tiro 
suggestion offered by us in ear previous article on this 
aubject is that candidates be required to produce certi¬ 
ficates of parentage from Presidents of the Eurasian 
and Anglo-Indian Associations. Otlrorwiee, candidates 
may ba given to understand that such certificate will 
be demanded of those successful at tiro competitive 
Entrunce examination previous to tlroir admission into 
the service, failing the production of which the candidate 
mot highest on the rail of those who did not coma 
within tiro required onmhss at the ara nriaat loa, may 
be entertained. They should, also he given to under¬ 
stand that if at any time it becomee known to the 
authorities that a candidate has aeon red entrance into 
foe service seder false pretesees, that ho woetd be re¬ 
moved from tbs service. If the members of the Enraiiaa

sod AngMndkn community had their own interest* 
at heart, they would not fear to make an exposure 
“* *5^ °?*® ‘ J "* t °* we tu ‘lw>f knowledge of would- 
be Eurasians getting into the service. That action 
ie defensible in every way. No community would or 
should remain unconcerned and inactive while it is being 
robbed of advantages with which it is favored. Snch 
exposure will not bo an injnatice to tlio victim : on the 
other hand, it would he u just aud proper act, for justice 
does not shield delusion, hut demands it* prevention and 
exposure. The victim oij such exposure is not deprived 
of what is his, but of wlort he has become possessed of 
by misrepresentation. 

It has always been our opinion, and an opinion we 
think which is very generally shared, that this easy as¬ 
sumption of the name is one of tire greatest difficulties 
which stauds in the way of the solution of the Eurasian 
problem. Until there are fixed aud accepted means of 
differentiation, the Eurasians will ever remuin an unknown 
and unlimited quantity. We would venture to say that 
the Government lias a right to interfere in this matter, f ui 
without a restricted application ot the term, the statistics 
of the country must be untrustworthy and unreliable. 
There is precedent, too, for such action . fin llicie still 
exists a Government order defining the term European ; [ 
and now tliat the Army liegulntiona restnet admission : 
into the Warrant Medieul Services to Euiopeuns, Anglo- j 
Indians aud Kunmum >, will the Government he pleased ( 
to declare whom it recognises as belonging to the lust j 
named class, so that the recruiting officers id the Govern 
ment may know whom that Government wishes it to 
receive and whom to refuse admission into the Wai 
runt Medical Sort ice* of India. We know it will not 
by any means lie an easy matter to givt sin h a defini¬ 
tion of a Eurasian as will suit even lasc. hut vvlnh , 
it is difiieult often times to determine exactly what a I 
tiling * 0 , it is generally easy to say what tlmnat. We 
often in the profession, in tiying to tinfl out (lie uatuu j 
of n diseased condition, have to adopt nu indiieit or | 
nogativ e plan of diagnosis, which consists in i niisidenng i 
ail the diseases tliat the uu uuistancos indicate or suggest. I 
and in the eliminntion from the consideration of those 
diseases which the symptoms point least torn disprove 
the existence of. We are tints enabled to come iteurei 
the true nature of conditions, to act with greater benefit 
to tlie victims of those conditions, and to Have time and 
energy which would otherwise bo wasted ovej a vague 
and indefinite range. If a similar process of elimination 
were adopted in dealing with the Eurasian problem, the 
claims aud advantages, sncli a* they be, of the 11 Poor 
Whites ” will not be weakened, as they now may be by 
unrestricted participation, while workers in the Enrasisn 
cause, having a more defined spliere of action, will find 
their effort* crowned with greater success.

THE GOVERNMENT Of INDIA SANITARY 
REPORT FOR 1892. 

II. 

Thu health record of the native army for the your 
1992 does not compare very favorably with tint of many 
years previous. Tiie mortality from all causes and the 
deaths from cholera shew a small decrease, but these 
items are about tiie only redeeming pointa in the health 
statistics of the native troops, as will he seen from tin- 
following table :— 
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Comparing the admission* for the year 1892 with the 
admissions foi the different causes contributed per millu 
of the entire strength of the native army for the decrii- 
ninm 1882 91, we find tliat there 1ms been an increase in 
tiie generality of diseases. The increase, however, is most 
marked ami decided under levers, venereal diseases, 
respiratory affections, and dysentery. Airuo givos tiie 
hulk of the admissions—526 out of 1,092 pnr mille of 
strength, /.<■., over 48 per cent, of the total admissions. 
DiseAes of the integuments are another class which 
caused many of tiie admissions, n«„ ovor 10 per cent, of 
them. Dysentery gave fi-5, and respiratory diseases 4 - 8 
pur cent, of tiie total admissions. 

The largost percentage of admissions for ague were in. 
tiie Bengal and Bombay armies, rit., 61 and 50 per cent, 
respectively of the tntul admissions. Madras had 89, and 
the Hyderabad Contingent 30 per cent. The highest ail 
mission rate for dysontery was that of Assam, und the 
lowest tliat of Southern India, tiie highest admission 
ratos from all causes were in order in the Army oi 
Bengal, Bombay, Madras, Central India and Rujpntana, 
and Hyderabad Contingent. Tile highest constantly 
sick rate in order was in the Army of Bengal, Madras, 
Bombay, Hyderabad Contingent and Central India and 
Rajputana corps. The highest oouatantly sick ratio 
was that of Burma Coast, and the lowest that of the 
Western Coast. As with the European troops so also 
in the case of the native troops, there is a strange 
sameness in tb# report relating to the admission causes 
in the three presidencies; for we are told that: 

In Btngai-—^ The chief cauaoa ot admission were ague, 
diseases of the integuments, injuries, and dysentery.” * 

In Madras.—'“ Tiie chief causes of admission wers 
agus, diseases of the integuments, injuries, and dysen¬ 
tery.” 

In Bombay.-— 11 The c*u*e* of admisaioa were ague,, 
disease* of the integuments, injuries, and dysentery." 
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Muds tlM tame record it inode k referenoe to the 
noifre'treepi of produce*; lor with the Corps of Central 
lwtt» mad Rajputana “the chief came* of tdtuMrms 
wear ague, injuries, lint diseases of the in tegument 
While with the Hyderabad Contingent “ the chief uause* 
of admission were sgun, disease* of tlie integumente, 
injuries, end influent*. 

The health of the Hyderabad Contingent and of the 
Corps of Central India and Hujputana wae tlie treat of 
the native army, while that at Bengal waa the worst. 

Venereal affection* hare muoh increased, having risen 
from 27-9' per thousand of strength in 1884 to 37‘0 in 
1891, anti 48*0 in 1892. We are told, however, in the 
■Report that it waa not possible to check the return* of 
venereal disease among native troops as was done in the 
case of European troops ; and that it is probable tliat-the 
number of “ other venereal diseases" liave boen ex¬ 
aggerated. Even under this head the Hyderabad Contin¬ 
gent anti Corps of Central India and Rajputana contribute 
the lowest ratio* at admissions, while with tlie presi¬ 
dential armies Bombay gave tho highest admission ratio 
far venereal. Madras comes next, and Bengal third. 

Mortality. —Cholera and pneumonia have been the 
chief causes of the deaths in tho native army of India. 
Ihmdttent fever, respiratory affections, ague, dysentei y 
and injuries are other diseases which have principally 
raised the mortality. Although the admission rates from 
all causes in 1892 shew a considerable increase over those 
at 1891, yet the death-rate lias been less in 1892. Res¬ 
piratory tlisease is said to lie the chief cause of death in 
the native army ; and compared with the averages of 
deaths from this class of affections in ptevious years 
since 1881, It is regretablc that the rato for 1892 stands 
at the highest, and has been increasing lor the pa*t de¬ 
cade, The increase over tho previous year is said to be 
probably due to the revival of the influenza epidemic. 
The Hyderabad Contingent and Madras army give the 
most satisfactory figures in this respect; tlie average 
anunal death from respiratory diseases sin ;e 1881 lasing 
respectively M2 and 1-99 jier mUlr of strength, while 
the averages of Beugal and Bombay are 4 (14 and 4-20 
respectively, The deaths from pneumonia have likewise 
been least indite Hyderabad Contingent and Madras army, 
and greatest in the native aruiy of Bengal. Tlie (lurklias 
an said to suffer more than any other native soldiers 
from tuberculosis. Tire highest death-rate from dysen¬ 
tery was that of Burma Inland. The highest mortality 
ratio from ail causes were in order in the army of Madras, 
Bengal, Bombay, Central India anS Rajputana, and Hy¬ 
derabad Contingent. The highest death ratio was that of 
Banna Inland, and tlie lowest tliat of the Western Coast.

A MEDICAL CONGRESS AND MEDICAL ASSOCIA¬ 
TIONS FOR INDIA. 

Wu quote from our Bombay contemporary, the Indian 
Mriiiro Ohiruryioal Rerim :—Deeply interested as we ore 
in the advancement of Medical Seienoe In India, we would 
have welcomed with open arm* some reoent movements for 
the advancement of our Science, had we -thought the cir¬ 
cumstances and conditions of the profession in India favor¬ 
able to the success of a Medical Congress or a single or 
doable Medical Association for India. As it is, we are 
compelled, and most reluctantly compelled, to strike a note 
of dissent against these movements, firmly believing, as we 
do, that until the condition of the profession in India Is 
something better than what it is, it would be s fruitless 
task to embark on any such project. The profession hi India 
is not united. Nor is it a homogenous whole. Its disjointed 
and Incompatible sections look with anything but good 
fellow-feeling towards each other, and naturally too for they 
hare uo common Interests, no common aspirations and no 
common objects. There is, on the one hand, a section sup¬ 
posed to be trained in the best and moat liberal traditions 
of the European profession, stamped with the mark of 
Netiey, and reserving to itself everything that is best in 
tlie profession for its own benefit and its own aggrandise¬ 
ment. It has all public hospitals, jails, teaching colleges, 
etc, under its sole charge; It brooks no interference with 
what it has uo8r come to oonsider as its cherished nirth- 
rights, and looks down upon the other section as inferior 
aud in no way approaching II in merit or ability. On the 
other hand, there is the native section trained in India 
under the Western system, no less capable or meritorious, 
but with the misfortune to lie branded as Inferior, simply 
because it has not the privileges of the other clast, not 
because its members are unworthy of them, but because they 
are simply denied them. That it is in do sense inferior has 
been repeatedly and incontestably prated, wherever it has 
been accorded a fair field, whan to Its credit, be it said, it 
has earned nothing hut high praise. All appointments 
which afford opportunity far advancittg Science are dosed 
against Its members, and It has been decreed that It must 
for ever remain in * subordinate position. 

*• Such then being the present aotnsl state of the profession 
in India, is It rational to try to bring together two such 
discontent sections, and is it possible that they can come 
together.’ You deny them tbs opportunity for advancement, 
improvement, observation and research, and stamp them as 
inferior beoauee of their having brought forth nothing, and 
yet tek them to join yon in a Medical Congress, is this 
rational, la it practicable, Is it Wilke? for, no one with 
the slightest self-respect Would can to threw in -Mi lo* in 
tush a increment.

and must uaturally hold aloof from such Congress movements.

Good fellowship hsgan fading aw«y, Mil in 187* wham Vienna 
had the courage to revive an Intoroatioeal Medical Congress, 
whioh wes {resided over by the venerable Soki*ab»*v, 
Professor of Pathology. At this Congress three official 
languages were reoognlsed, English, French and German, 
and the moetlhg, though poorly attended, was moat successful 
as It directly bore on many Important questions oonoetnlng 
hygiene. 

M, Vletulhokx chaperoned tho fourth emigres#, which, 
being lield at Brussels, to 1873, under the ausploea ■'! 
the King of the Belgians, and eujoyiug all the social su-l 
official s-lriuitegea afforded by tlds onllghtoaod monarch, 
elected Honorary ProskleuU to leprsaeiit. the various oomilt i-s 
seeding delegatesd»s<W«, Professors Heomatrl -iguiui I . 
KuyUvnl, Mr. William Bownuiu ; Frame, M. M. BoniHau 1 , 
Jaoooiul, Larry and Vemoull; Wsrmo/iy, Professor* V,,o. 
Uraofo aud Von. Langeubechl and Italy, Palnsclano and 
Semmola, tire well-known processors. 

At \Xvt fifth Oongresa, which was held at Geneva in 1877, 
Professor Karl Vogt presided over six seetiona, elf r—biology, 
gyuteoology aud midwifery, medicino, ophthalmology aud 
otology, public medicine an<l surgery ; while delegates were 
sent by -—America, Austria, Belgium, Egypt, Fran,*, 
Germany, Great Britain, Holland, Italy, Sweden ami Swit¬ 
zerland, 


The world-renowned opthalmologiit and physiologist, Pro¬ 
fessor Dondels, rule-1 the nlHh Congress which, hstog held at 
Amsterdam in 1878, embraced nine sections -—ophthalmology 
and olotogy being divided aud pharmacology and psychiatry 
behig^klded. Air Important feature of this mealing was 
the museum, and among other notable addresses were th. w* 
that brought Becker, Sir Joseph Lister, Vorneuiland Virchow 
to distinction. 

Over 3,000 members attended the emutk Congress which, 
being held at Loudon in 1881, embraced 10 sections, which 
held 190 meetings at which 329 important papers were read 
in 293 boure; but at the eighth Congress, whioh was held 
at Copenhagen in 1884, under the Presidency of Professor 
Pauum, only 1,7()0 members were present; and the ninth 
Congress, held at Washington In 1*87 was, for various *»- 
acaldatle Nasons, less brilliant and less international than its 
immediate precursors. Vet the tenth Medical Oongresa, tak¬ 
ing place at Berlia in -1890, more than repaid the previous 
disappointments when President Virchow, addressed an 
audienee of 7,1109 persons, of whom only a thousand were 
visitors. A lung and moffi Important list of interesting and 
valuable papers was rearl. 

The rhoentk Medical Congress, whose Inaugural ceremony 
at Rome was honored on the 29th March ituteat by the 
presence of the King and Queen of Italy, promises to be the 
best and the most’important yet held In the civilised world. 
We have not yet had lime to hear of the Ultimate results ; 
but the programme contains a Her of over 2,700 Interesting 
papen to bo read under a/arfwi* sections, and ft Is arranged 
that the soasiona will sit from 8 A,*, to 8 r.M. for sactional 
work ; nr in other words, that some (too hours will be devoid 
to reading, hearing ami disonsaing papei, subjects 
Of vital medical importance to the world at large, and 
many of the mart eminent of out profeasion will be among, 
the literary contributors. -

General Pareeia 1st Children. 

U j«i,K8WOHTH reports three cases of his own of general 
paresis in ohihiren am) five others collected bom literature. 
The youngest patient was twelve, the oldest sixteen years. 
The average duration of the disease was four yeets ami 
a half—a longer average than in adults. Five of the pa¬ 
tient* were girls and three were hoys. In only one patient 
were there grandiose Ideas. AH the other patients presented 
tiic dementia type of the disease. The signs ut puberty 
failed to appear, none of the girls menstruated, and bodily 
growth seemed to bo arrested. Bxeecsive emaciation was 
striking. Iu t|wo of the author's oases autopsies were made. 
The extreme atrophy of the brain was very noteworthy, 
Hereditary tendency was traced iu fenr cases, and in two 
others marked aloohotlsm existed in the parents. The ques¬ 
tion of the relation of syphilis to general paresis is especially 
important in youth, apd it is interesting to note that Wigles- 
worth reports hut three of these as affected with syphilitic 
disease. In two patients trauma to the head seemed to have 
been an exciting factor, The writer then describee the 
cases of two lads, each aged eighteen years, who had. gencial 
paresis, and in an appended note tbe ease of still another 
juvbnlle who died at sixteen years of age with general 
paresis. Altogether, then, there were eleven patients under 
eighteen years of age.—Journal of Mental Seitnwe.

Surgical Treatment of Pulmonary 
Cavities. 

Know a etndy of the preseot aspect of the surgery oi the 
Lunge- Dandridge {Annul, of Sot-gory) concludes that a 
certain uumbto of pnlmouary cavitiea can be anccewfnlly 
dealt with by Incision and drainage. Tuberculous cavities 
In the lower portion of the lungs, 11 single and superficial, 
and If the general condition of the patient permits, should 
always -be opened. Cavities at the apex should only be 
opened!when thereto free and persistent fetid expectoration 
that 1 ms misted treatment, and the remainder of the lung i« 
not involved. Abscess, gangrene, and hydatid cyst should be 
opened anti drained whenever they oan be located. Closure 
of the pleura should Tie insured before the evacuation of a 
cavity is attempted. In oases of pyo-pneumothorax the 
fistulous track should be explored, end any cavtty freely 
laid open by moans of the cautery. Cavities that have been 
opened are best treated by packing with gause, preferably 
impregnated with iodoform. The further careful trial of 
such agent* as Iodoform, chlorine gas, and 7.inc chloride is, 
desirable to determine whether or-not lire tuberculous infil¬ 
tration may he modified by them. It is also desirable, for 
the further extension of surgical interference in pulmonary 
cavities, that the means of locating such cavities and of 

determining their sise and the exact character of tbe tissue 

that overlie* themshonld be perfected by further study, and 
for the accomplishment of this the surgeon must look to the 
physician.— F. T. Moil. Iter. 

Extra-genital Chancres. 

D«. 0. BoODAK, of Jassy, Kouiuauia, lias studied this 
subject in the different venereal hospitals of Tatis. In one 
hospital service there are seen yearly from twenty to twenty- 
live extra-genital venereal ulcers, nearly all of them specific, 
the principal seal being the lower lip. Three important cases 
uf syphllitlo chancres of the thumb, and two of the tonsils 
are * reported. Tbe chaucre of the thumb was aotjuired by a 
policeman from a thief whom he captured while In the 
act of committing a robbery,' the thief, wishing to free 
hhasett, hit the policeman * right thumb. The ehancre of 
the tonsil had been regatded by one of the roost celebrate 
bospftat physicians of Paris as a chronic tonsillitis; he ex¬ 
cised the tosefi, grafting a new Chancre on the latter.

graft* formed by Thiersch's method hanooM fixed and grow 
juste* readily on granulating re on raw stofacW. By ap¬ 
plying the grafts directly to a granulating mrface and by 
not scraping away the granulations much pain, and bleeding 
ere prevented. The authors attach no importance to the 
necessary neglect of antisepsis In Albert's method, and cite 
a ease of huge open surface near the mouth which wee 
successfully closed by transplantation without any attempt 
having Iwan made to protect the pens from infeotiou. As 
the more painful stage of Thiersch's method—that of scrap¬ 
ing away the granulations—is omitted. It to not necessary 
to administer a general ansssthetln. Before cutting away 
the large grafta the skin is frosen by etliyi chloride. The 
froxen skin, in consequence of it* hardness and frhedoa from 
elasticity, can be out more readily. The sections thus 
mails are, however, somewhat thicker than those obtained 
trom unaltered skin. By this modification all tin- advan¬ 
tages of Thlersohto method i»*y lie’ obtained, And-the trans¬ 
planted grafts adhere and grow more readily, and arc mon- 
permanent than those formal after Beverdln's method.—

Vinegar for the Removal of Fishbones 
from the larynx. 

KCHUEl’ (Threap. MonSUk.) points out Mint fish and 
other hones are reputed to lose their Uarduess when acted 
oil by vinegar. By experiment he found that already after 
fifteen or twenty minutes small fish bones are softened by 
vinegar at the body temperature, fragments, of hone 
require somewhat more time. An even more energetic 
action wo* obtained with a I to 8 per oent, solution of 
hydrochloric acid, aud In practice he recommended its 
repeated application iu a i per cent, strength by means of 
cotton wool tampons. When the foreign body is situated ii, 
the cesophagut, or appears to have reached the stomach, 
repeated swallowing of the solution to advtoed.-*-J>. if.

On i 
this aowwmt Tender holds ttiar blood mast be abstracted In 
a case of puerperal eclampsia. But then the patient would 
have leas blood (and loss of blood Is a groat evil under tltc 
circumstances), and that blood would he as poisonons from 
the drat as the blooil removed. Hence the advantage of milk 
filet, which is, to a great extent, absorbed, so that the blood 
becomes diluted, increasing in bulk, with diminution of the 
proportion at poisonous material, f ree purgation is also de¬ 
sirable for ensuring elimination of poison; Taruier gives 
croton oil. Inhalations of chloroform are also beneficial; 
they oelrn the nerve centres, which are excited by the cir¬ 
culation of pofaouoas blood, and thus check, in a direct 
manner, the tendency to convulsions— Jlrtt. Mat. Jtmr.

It is not caused by retention of urea 
or carbonate of ammonia in the blood. la eclampsia the 
blood la absolutely poltonons, as experiment has shewn, On 
this elnwant Tarnier holds that blood mast be abstracted in 
a case of puerperal eclampsia. Bat then (lie patient would 
tome lees blood (and lass of blood is a great evil under the 
circumstances), and that blood would be ns poisonous from 
the first as the Wool removed. Hence the advantage of milk 
iUeh which Is, to a great extent, absorbed, so that the blood 
becomes diluted, increasing iu bulk, with dimiuutlou of the 
proportion of poisonous material. Free purgation is also <le- 
sirablu for ensuring elimination of poison; Tarnler gives 
orotcu oil. Inhalations of chloroform are also beneficial; 
they calm the nerve oeatres, which are excited by the dr- 
eolation of poisonous blood, and thus oheck, In a direct 
manner, the tendency to convulsions— Brit. Med. Jour.

At gebaeut there are no vernaonlar medical school* in 
thia presidency. They wore doted in 18711. Since then 
the nmdicat schools in Poona, Ahmedthad, and Hydera¬ 
bad {Bind)- are open for qualification in English, where 
candidates alone arc admitted, who have passed the 
Entranc'd University Examination. 

A qualified Hospital Assistant enters the service in the 
Civil Bepsrtment on lie. 25 per mensem, ami tinring the 
Whole course of bis service lie has only two promotions 
of Us. 10 and 20 at intervals Of seven years. Unlike his 
compeers In other departments, sueli a* the Telegraph, 
Survey, &c,, his prospects ure absolutely mV, whatever ; 
may be hie diligence or ability. This naturally tends to 
discontent, and to impair the seal and efficiency of an 
important public service. Hospital Assistants have ex¬ 
pressed their grievances in this respect more tliau once, 
in the shape of memorials to His Excellency the Viceroy 
and Governor-General in Council, backed by the favor¬ 
able remarks of the Local Government and the Surgeon- 
General. Sir t. Moore, k.c.i.k., late SOrgeon-Gerteral with 
the Government of Bombay, who well knew tiie ability anil 
diligence of his herd-worked subordinates, suggeated 
sereml changes in tlielr designation, rank, Ac., Gut to no 
purpose. If these grievances itave not been favorably 
considered,on the plea of tiie profeesioutd inefficiency or 
insufficient professional education of Hospital Asaistants, 
one would naturally expect it to be tiie duty of a wise and 
liber*! Government to open a way for their higlier eduoa- 
tion and advancement, so us to encourage its subordinates 
in conducting their duties with interest and seal, and 
in order to add to their general stock of knowledge. At 
present a candidate for the degree of Licentiate of 
Medicine and Surgery in Bombay is required to have 
faeou engaged duriug four Uai varsity yean in pro¬ 
fessional study at a school of medioioe rcoagnised by 
the ©threreHy (Ode Rule i.

Hill,—Or- W. E. Ashton, of Philadelphia, in bin “ Manual 
of tin: Essential* of Obstetrics," asks the question 
“ fkeoribe. the memory organ* if tie fatuef and anewers 
it thus:— 11 ° 0 *> *. The kidmgt. Them organ* monte 
during die latter half of intra uterine life, and ll lie prob¬ 
able that the faint void* ite urine into the liquor Amuii .*’ 
Sorely tide cannot be the case. Pot if It bo true, then it 
follows that every pregnant woman goes about, unaffect¬ 
ed, for about four or fire months, with a sort of a cess¬ 
pool In her womb,‘in which a healthy living fetus Boats. 
Again, m answer to the question “ What art the ueee of the 
liquor Amuii" he says “ 4. To murieh the fmtue." 
It the liquor amnii contain urine, a poisonous fluid, how 
then can It nourish the fetus? Analysts tell us that the 
liquor amnii has a specific gravity a little higher than that 
of water ami that it contains albumen, urea, fatty matters, 
and small quantities of the phosphates and chlorides of 
calcium, sodium and potassium. Probably the presence 
of urea in the ainniotio fluid has caused Dr. Ashton to 
answer the first question as be has. Can any of the 
numerous readers of the Tndlan Medical llecord say if 
they have found urine in the liquor amuii.

as Susa beedme the principal ooptiat of the Fenian Empire. 

Its river, the Cboaspes, had the honour of supplying the 
kings with the only drinking water they would use.

Herodotus reports, ‘he is attended by a number of four- 
wheeled oats drawn by males in wbM the Cboaspes water, 
toady boiled for ute, end stored in flagons of silver, Is 
moved with him bam place to place.The author says 
in a footnote, page 319 : “ It is amusing to find so -early an 
instanoe of thia hygienic pracaatico—the boiling of water— 
which we are wont to oonsidter ao -very modern. "

««• aim li\* in India, anew that tin: Indians are very 
poor, many of them half starved, bat when we see the 
extent of the American renonreea and the sparsity of the 
' population, ii ie astonishing ta-dnd Americans themselves 
uompWning that they and their cattle aro improperly 
fed. , 

If * comparison of foods used in the two countries 
can lead lu improvcmvii; in the diet of each and the trade 
between them, it will lie a matter of congratulation by 
all thonghllui persons, so Ine following notes arc sub¬ 
mitted to the profession which, utoiu all others, considers

Attention lias lately been calleil in the newspapere to 
a remarkable increase in the number of native Christians

Tlie earth is not analyseil: it is merely stated that at 
the experiment station at Storm, Tolland Crinaty, t«Htm}« 
4150 North, Longitude TiMO West, the soil it a medium 
heavy loam, imd the sutorii is slightly clayey end udlie- 
sive. The Held has a gentle stupe to tto south pud south* 
west, but a-t unougi. to iui the forriiimre to -fttfuil by 
rain from one plot to another, the sight plots contained 
each otm-eightb of an acre, and wore laid out so at to 
conform to the slope of the told, tto drainage of which 
is good.

He arranges nutrient* into four claeses, «c., protein, fat, 
carlo liydrutes and mineral mutters. 

Protein includes albumen (white of ogg) in blood; 
oseoht (curd)of milk ; myosin (muscle in lean of meat); 
gluten in wltsat, &c .; gelatine in hoses and tendons ; 
kroatfn and allied compounds formed in “ beef tea”and 
other extracts of meat and fish. 

Fat includes adipose tissue in meat; butter in milk; 
oil in olives, grain and vegetables. 

Gtrlo-liytlniitt include sugar, starch, Hour, cellulose, 
(woody fibre in vegetables, &e). 

Mineral matton iusiude phosphate of lime in the bones, 
chloride of sodium, and others of less importance. 

The protein compounds contain nitrogen, and build up 
the tissues of the body aud keep them iu repair. 

The eartn hplratH are fuel food, being burned in the 
body to yield heat ami power, just as wood is burned in 
U atove to boil u kettle. 

The fate serve the same purpose, but ore more con¬ 
centrated. The body transforms the carbo-hydrates into 
fat, keeping this as a reserve of fuel in a concentrated 
form. 

The protein compounds can serve at fuel. A dog can 
live on lean meat to supply heat and power. But neither 
fat our carbo-hj/dratei can aery* to build or repair the 
titsuue. 

A pound of lean baef and a quart of milk contain about 
the same amount of nutritive material, hut the beef coets 
more, end its nutrients ure more valuable to adults than 
milk. 

The confession is published, that “ it looks aa if we 
(<■*-, Americans) by oarelets culture and iaauthcient manur¬ 
ing of our grasaes and other forage crops, have been for 
year* gradually breeding varieties poor in nitrogen, 
while in Europe the opposite course boa been pursued. 
Certain it is that our grasses often contain smaller per¬ 
centages of protein than are found in the best qualities 
of cont-stalks, and even straw,’

In “ Food Tables," by Dr. 1. B. Lvo» (printed in 1077 
at the Bombay Gaiette Press,) formerly Chemical Analy¬ 
ser to the Government of Bombay, an extremely useful 
book, on page HO will be found a table shewing the 
“ Nitrogen of Pulses” in grains per mmoe, giving if46 
groins os tlm average of fifteen sorts. 

It may lie mentioned here that natives, when eating 
pulses, usually make their “ dhftll,” or pottage, of three or 
four different kinds misol together, finding the mixture 
more easily digestible :hnn a Mali of only one kind of 
pnlse. 

N. B,—European ladies, whqnre good housewives, make 
similar remarks about ten aud coffee, a mixture of three 
kinds making a “ blen l “ wliieli is far more agreeable to 
the palate than a simple infusion of one kind of tea, or 
a plain decoction of one kind of coffee. 

Indian cultivators thoroughly understand how to grow 
all these pulses, and their seeds can be readily exported to 
America, where they' will form excellent food for cattle, 
as every Anglo-Indian knows how much better mutton is 
when obtained from a mutton club, titan from the bazar. 

Sheep,'bullocks, rabbits and pigeons, when fed on grant 
(Eretm lent), have their flesh much improved, ae it 
become! tender instead of tough, and tastes of meat 
instead of dirt and leather. 

Pftovusaoa Atwatbr gives amusing Instances of free 
and independent citizens of the U. 8. A., wale rad ferosiu, 
pereistiug in huying nothing hot tits beet joints of meat, 
the finest flottt, and the roost otyirtkltine sugar, because it 
would be infra dig. for them to eat onytbhig’&m Yet 
he points out there ie great waste hi tide, for the raknaie 
are so badly fed, that the proportion of fat on eotnt pteee 
of meat is simply uneatable, so the purchaser prefers to 
lot the batcher remov» tUe i 'trimmIng»” at hie shop, 
amounting to SO or 2S per eeat. dftbsWwgbt. ” “ !

Aiready.it hi arid, is America, thut “ wheat is the pour 
moe'sorop," beeatwe the competition between Indio and 
America Ins reduced the price of wheat in Europe ho 
much, that sometimes it can hardly pay the coat of it* 
transportto market. * 

Let w ooes* this game of “ Beggar my neighbour," mid 
let India and America make known their need* to each 
otiwr for tuntiaj bonettt. Let India semi tea add puhea 
to America, aud let America pat an export duty on wheat 
no that American farmers may grow only enough wheat 
for their own country's consumption, nt prices which will 
enable American formers to earn a decent “ living wage," 
for agriculture is the nohleet and healthiest industry in the 
■ world. 

In raturd ret lmlia receive from America seeds of the 
fodder plums inentiouc'1 shove, anil let her cultivate those 
grosses in the manner roroimnendod by the Storm 
Reports, ss these give such heavy crops that tliey can be 
cut twice. The newspapers reported that Amerienn hay 
was supplied to tire troops fit the autumn tnunmuvres in 
England in 1898, so if it he feasible and profitable to 
export tire fodder to Europe, It Might be worth while to 
export the seeds for fodder to Indio. 

Doob, which ie the best grass in Indis, is so light tlwt 
if tea pounds of it are cut snd spread in the sunshine to 
dry, Its weight diminishes to four pounds. At first might 
not those fodder plants bo grown experimentally in jail 
gardens? Then the members of the Municipal anti 
District Boards could easily see for themselves the 
obvious benefits of “ high funning.” * 

This might be more interesting to them than “ monthly 
progress reports,” petitions of so-and-so against the 
transfer of a school-niuntvr, &c., which are of so little 
interest that it is difficult to get enough members to be 
present to form a r/uorum fur the despatch of business. 

Let India take the " Storm School Agricultural Experi¬ 
ments Station Annual Reports,” and oilier American 
reports on organic chemistry, to learn how to make the 
moat of her resources, for site suffers from a terrible waete, 
owing to tier ignorance, and to tire superstition of her 
religious prejudices. 

Wherever we go in. India we - see at railway stations 
vast heap* of bones of animals, ooUeotud by low-caste 
people for exportation to foreign countries, where they are 
need to manure for the fields, since Hindoo prejudfea for¬ 
bids theiraae in India. 4 

As if this were net extravagant enough, the stable 
manure IsartifloUlIy deteriorated, because a great deal of 
it is oed fpr fuel. Them are very few banes, none for 
ngrieutture iii Dun, and the cattle manure is mixed with 
lee van, dried, end stored for Each.

I'KIt MONTH INTBKK8T, and FaiimsKSkt takes 
care tliat Ire gets it, nu mutter how irmoy honest peemnts 
are ruined —"fiat l«x, null jniUitia." 

The British Investor is a person who cannot see beyond 
his mine, for lie never will learn that high interest means 
had security, sa Ire Dings awsy millions among swindling 
South American Republics, which have revolutions about 
twice a year, while he will not risk his money ia India 
without u Government guarantee for the interest. He 
would not take shores in Indian Railways, which are per¬ 
fectly safe, until Government guaranteed him & per cent, 
interest, and now he is being punished for his short-sighted 
selfishness. In order to make tire Indian Railwaya pay, 
Government is obiigod to sanction traffic charges ex¬ 
tremely low to attract freight, that it may not have to 
tax the population in order to earn the 5 per oent. guar¬ 
antee. The British shareholder gets his & per cent., hut 
the power of taxation is held in reserve to make it up, 
and lie never trees that, as a matter of fact, thia high In¬ 
terest which he demands nets as a bonus on tire export of 
wheat from India. 

Labour in India ie much cheaper than in England, 
so Indian wheat can he sold there at 25 to 80 shillings 
a quarter. Now 40 shillings per ((natter only just pay 
for tire cost of cultivating wheat in England, so the 
consequence is ah English landowner actually cannot live 
on his own land, while (taunt farmers are ruined. One 
would think Englishmen would form syndicates to make 
some money on Indian wheat. Not a hit of it, these tire 
in the hands of Jews and Greeks, who take care tint the 
poor Indian cultivator gets no particular benefit (tom bin 
labour. The grain agent buys the whole crop before it is 
cut, end when the money is paid, most of it has to go to 
the nwthqjaA, who just avoids killing tire goose which 
lay* the goldno eggs, and no more. 

The tramways in Bombay are American ; ttuur-mflla 
there end at other places ant either American or German. 
Anglo-Indian officials are forbidden to trice shares hi 
any Jntfttm commercial speculation, end they have now 
ns mosey fortheperposa, as they are al) raised by'the 
depreciation dfeitvSr, so they cannot help the Indian 
farmer, tied ft* British -oapttalret will not.

Tloi lament and resaoaiag of one who whihas the 
aiitlirax vaccination to succeed is that unfortunately these 
animals are insusceptible of this protective inoculation— 
because they die from it I Bacteriology is also appeals:! 
to—a science largely uude op of manual operations, 
pictures and painting, and not a, little imaging. I laek 
the enthusiasm of sotne persons to go into raptures over 
Bacteriology, although I am familiar witli both its name, 
its claims, and its results. And as I said only the other 
day, bacteriological therapeutics have failed because of 
their purely alohemicul tendencies. Alchemy has failed 
to favor Chemistry, and it will not favor Besttrfology.

sary before entering open high scientific work, and tint 
a Pasteur Institute expects tide from tlie candidates de¬ 
siring tp work therein. Are our medical achools in a 
position to supply the iiiatviial f.ir a Pasteur Institute ? 
Kedksf schools and liospiu!- of tie' Wc-t have been the 
; springs from which advances ill science have tluwu, and 
it is these springs and nut. Pasteur Institutes, that have 
enriched science and raixv 1 it to its present high position, 
To try to pnali up India iu the progress of civilisation in 
reference to medical science and point to its Pasteur 
Institute as the signet her progress is to Bliarn medical 
progress and possess the semblance of it ami not the 
rtality. Surely the advancement of a country in science 
or civilisation is to be measured by the achievements of 
the products of the soil ami not of a solitary foreign 
worker in a Pasteur Institute under the Himalayas. If 
more than a century of unlimited scope and mutorial will 
not produce any discoveries in fevers, fie., surely a 
Pasteur Institute is not going to do it, especially so long 
as tlte conditions which have prevented the growth of 
medical soienoe and the profession in India are allowed 
to exist. The mean temperatures of Indian towns ami 
districts are as well known as the temperatures and con¬ 
ditions suitable to Isuduriultigii-al work, and surely it 
will uot be disputed that a knowledge of these would 
have protested tlte wasting of thousands, if uot of lakhs, 
of rupees in the discovery that Bombay and Poona are 
unsuited to bacteriological work. But I will not probe this 
tender sore further on this occasion. It is after all the idea 
of humanity that has moved many of our friends to join 
the Pasteur Institute movement. But we have seen what 
tables inuculuLiou means, and as the greatest good of tlte 
greatest number is the ruling priuciplo of humanity, 
will our friemls just think how much good in other direc- 
tiona is at hand to be done nearer home'f Do they know 
the state of our medical schools no/i hospitals ? Do they 
know that the most rational, efficacious, and, by no weans, 
costly treatment by medicated and other bath* is denied 
to the patients m pur hospitals which cannot boast of «uy

Let tut first put oumelvcs iu a line with fhecivi- 
lised countries in the matter of inediSU education and the 
facilities for mediual and scientific work ; let us find 
learn to aat upon the principle of opening careers tv 
talent, before dreaming of a vision of tlte possibilities of ,t 
Pasteur Institute. Be firm and act upon your own con 
viotions, and allow yourselves not to be drawn into the 
torrent of any fashionable opinion that may be going. 
Nay more, if you have *t all allowed yourselves to b* taken 
up by the current frdm more Ignorance of the true facts 
about Pasteurtem and a Pasteur Institute In India, or by 
the sight of an attractive company that may ho afloat, 
be true to yourself, and tear yourself away from it.

Whjsn entering on any resnarch in natural science, It is 
both useful and usual to start ou what Is called a Working 
hypollicxis for our guide. Though we arrive at snob an 
hypothesis by no mere guess work, it doss not require an 
elaborate collection and clamificatioB of facts. We 
Construct it by reasoning ou general principles, mostly of 
analogy, and by excluding from tills reasoning alt comra- 
diotory elautenta. It la perfectly legitimate and tenable, 
if not contradictory in itself, and if in sgraetneut with all 
the facts known in connection witli tiie suliject it treats 
of. The cuoeineious we draw from it, inure by intuition 
than induction, though not proven scientifically, are never¬ 
theless valuable guides and not likely to lead us very far 
astray, If our hypothesis fulfils toe above requirements.

Whatever lliertfuro the active principle of snake poison 
might he, the hypothesis of it* tielng the same in the 
poison of all anakea appeared to me moat probable at the 
start, and waa not contradicted by the apparent difference 
in the symptoms I Sibservei. on different iwllviduals 
mffering from the poison of the same or different special 
of anakea; for this difference. waa evidently produced 
by more than one factor, and whs not each u to exclude 
tfie possibility of being reduced to the operation of 
one l«w. On a priori ground* the hitherto accepted 
doctrine of the mlubritio poison lining a nerve poison and 
that of tiie viper* poiaoning the blood in the tint instance, 
and through ita action on tliu blood producing the uerve- 
ayiupioiiia. which Sir Joseph Fayrer, Professors Lauder 
Hronton, Weir Mitchell and other* have laid down aa an 
axiom, appear* not only uunecessarily complicated, but 
objectionable as not borne out by sufficient evidence. It 
waa baaed on the eateneive luumorrhages following viper- 
bite, the dark liquid conditions of the blood, and tile 
decomposition taking place if tha victim survived long 
enough, in the extensive extravasations of blood into 
the cellular tissue, more especially of tliu bitten limb. 
Microscopical examination was alleged to have discovered 
changes in the blood corpuscles, bat subsequent re- 
•eareh shewed them to be illusory, and vase-motor para- 
lyaii now explains all the imagined Mood poisoning. 

The assumption of a dual action lias boon the great 
timnhling block of resuaroh, and from the very first 
V anted it to l« banco of results. Tbe working hypothesis 
waa erroneous and pieced two false problems before tbe 
inquirer, who had first to find the nature of the blood 
change, then that of the nerve affection, and finally tha 
connection between the two. 


Uniformity of action, on the other hand, greatly simpli¬ 
fied the problem to be solved. With tha gnat balk of

senroe, it was narrowed down to the questions : Is the 
nerve affection central or peripheral; end this point being 
decided, what is the nature of this affection T Theory 
now took tha pittas of hypothesis, and iednothm that of 
iatoltiue.

in our raedioal literature, medical men do not appear 
to have thought it worth their white to describe 
the symptoms following snake-bite very minutely, whilst 
these symptoms were little understood, and generally bed 
a fatal termination under whatever treatment cess 
brought, to boar on them. This reluctance was further 
increased by the grant variability of the symptom*, 
presenting pictures resembling each other, but lisrdly ever 
exactly alike. This fact being overlooked by the 
majority of the observers, we find frequently among the 
scanty records, cases presented as typical, from which 
one or the other Of typical symptoms is entirety absent. 
Thus we read of case* in Australia in which death took 
place under coma and general paralysis, of others in 


which the patients wore cunsoioiiH and aide to sit up in 
bed, but collapsed quite suddenly and died without the 
least warning of death being to near. In India Dr. WsB 
described a case of cebra-bito, in which do mention is 
made of coma, and the patient died from asphyxia whilst 
yet conscious and aide to answer 1 question*. Mr. Viuoent 
Richards, writing in the JftHuwrae Auitralatiim some 
years ago, ridioulsd the idea at coma both hero and to 
India, and declared Australian teoraa to have been Con¬ 
founded with aoute alcaholtero. Of Indian oases lie 
wrote: “ Steep, if the poor wretches could only get 
steep and become unconabtoua of their misery, what 
comfort h would be to them V" Ohs is tod to behave by 
such utterances tint coma is really net a symptom of 
cobra-bite poisoning, and it oomna tike a revelation to find 
it present in the cases of cobra-bit* recently published by 
Dr*. Brockmtnn tad Thomas, whtoh were nocMsfuIly 
treated with tiryuUntoe injection*. The only explanation 
of this strange diecrepancy is, that Dr. VaR and Mr. 
Richards not observing com* to the oases recorded by 
them, mistook its absence, which j* apparently the excep¬ 
tion tar. the rule, and tiwoght ouma apt tu be a typical

An appeal to tiio Australian practitioner* to publish 
th«h o* * M , •wfcrtittfae ettyetmio* treatment was on trio) 
bote, lieeboen wed raapobded to and ban thrown much 
valuable light oa tbs Modus ‘openmdi at tbs subtle oaoitty 
to human Ufa, It bao —'inter abn—-brought out the fact, pre¬ 
viously not ev«n dreamt of; that when the only channels 
by which th* poison can be thrown out of the aystem,— 
tb* kbiaeyai—ttre obstructed by diapedesis, even stryoli- 
ntaewill not avert the inevitable catastrophe. Iu action 
simply onanists in stimulating the depressed tuactian 
of tlie motor centre* wbioli, when It reaabea suapenaion, 
mult naceiMMtrily ceuae death. Ia preventing this sus¬ 
pension anti affording time for the poison to be thrown 
out, the antidote saves life, but it ia apparently power¬ 
less, when the elimination of the poison by the kidneys 
is rendered impossible. This unfortunate dilemma, how¬ 
ever, ooonra only exceptionally, wlmn the proper use 
'of tbe antidote baa been unduly delayed. It is net 
likely to occur is India, especially not under the rapid 
notion of the cobra poison, Imt in vipor-bite it would be 
well to bB prepare 1 for it and prevent it by the timely and 
vigorous administration of the antidote, fids and other 
most valuable information lias been obtained by Austra¬ 
lian practitioners recording their oases ia the AuMmlatian 
Medical Gazette, and it is most gratifying to learn from 
tbe remarks of Dre. Brookmatm and Thomas, that Indian 
medical wen are fully alive to tlte necessity of faith¬ 
fully recording their observations whether favorable 
to tbe strychnine treatment or uot. That no failures 
have bad to be recorded, redounds to their credit; it 
shews that tlie principal, if not the only, cause of oc¬ 
casional failures ia Australia i* tbe strychnine-scare—the 
timid use of tlis antidote in ordinary doses—lips been 
avoided by them. >

Tlie difficulties 
which have beset my path in gaining information on 
necessary points have only been to soms extent overomilo 
by years of resilience in India and West Africa, which 
ate known as its chief habitat, and where cases are com 
man indeed. 1 hope I shall succeed to cony toeing medical 
men resident hi tlrese localities (I) that the attacks of 
this parasite are prevontabls; (9) that cure can lie 
accomplished radically by medical riiemu. These points 
I hare endeavoured to work out to thto papa*. Should the 
treatment I have inaugurated prove at sncoosaful in tlw 
bunds of other practitioners to Aftioa, India, &o., as it 
Iran been ia my own in West Africa, Ac., I shall mat 
satisfied that my time baa sot altogether been thrown 
away. It is essentially the curse of the dark raves. 
In it* endemlelogy or geograpbioal distribution it appears 
to be endemic only in tlie northern tropical and sub-tropical 
t.om» at tbe world. 

Its great geographical centre or point of diffusion is 
a portion of tit* African continent, which nan be marked 
out as follows: being bounded on the north by the Sahara 
and on tbe tenth by the equator extending from between 
Senegambia, and the- River Eiger, on the treat across 
Africa through Abysainto and Arabia, reselling to the 
Indian Peninsula on tbe east, tod even ea far north to the 
Caspian. Rut, without doubt, it* original focus was the 
so-called Guinea Coast of Africa. It luts also been noted 
in the Vest Indies, and it has been disseminated broad¬ 
cast through nations who have had any commnnications 
with tbe Negro new.

given no result as-to how it torivaa at Jaatarity,. wideh 
it does in da* coarse and then discharge* itself -tail 
its young from the body. . . . ; 

Etiolofly. —^Messrs. Busk and Garter state that the Ma¬ 
rians gain entrance to the body % means of the sudori¬ 
parous duct*. Tills would appear to be supported by 
Dr. Howou's theory that only those who slept on tbe 
ground would be attacked in the body by the guinea 
worm (doubtful ?). I remarked bheeetiei or mater carriers, 
having guinea worms located in that part of the hpek 
where the damp leather bag rested in which rimy carried 
water. My observations patiently recorded through years 
of practice in ludiaund during a considerable period in the 
original habitat of guinea worm. West Africa, have led 
me by degrees to decide tliat the cause of tills parasite 
infesting the Iminan body it by tie ingestion qffunl rater, 
but I must proceed with diffidence, as I am opposed by 1 
authorities of great repute- My reasons for the above 
statement are three iu number vis 

(1) The natives of endemic areas, who are rim chief 
though not the only sufferers from this parasite, are 
filthier in their habits than even the lowest Whites. These 
men bathe, eoek with, and continually drink, foul water. 
Their water-supply being drawn from rivers fouled 
by decaying vegetation sad stagnant pools, which teem 
with animal life of all kind* classified as protozoa. 
Others of a more highly developed class as tank worms, 
filuridfc and eruatace®. 

(2) . In India, on the drying bank* of-fieri) water tanks, 

I have discovered various kind* of larvae and prop* of 
tank worm*. On examining by lens sod microscope water 
taken from these Mine tanks, 1 have been enabled to 
identify a species of tank wottn aomewbsi answering to 
the young of the gninss arena described above by 
enquiries prosecuted in the neighbourhood immediately 
surrounding tbs tanks, whoa* water I bad exnurined.

worth. Iaoay .mMhia here that I have never, in all my 
experience,reed or heard of cum where guinea worm was 
found in tho body'tif u foetus in Mere, Guinea worm may, 
however, be tha cause of trlsmua aeoastorom no common 
and fatal in tropical countries. This, however, I hare not 
yet established by pout mortem proof. Another question 
here arises— Doea the guinea worm shew any selective 
affinity for the tissuee of^ the Negro ami darlt skinned 
ranee generally ? I think not ; but the reasons are very 
obvioue. These men are filthier in their imbits and ieea 
particular in tlieit eating and drinking, and are lern pro¬ 
tected by clothing than white men. This latter, however, 
ia a lose important point. 

IncubuHrt period.—-By thia ia taeunt the period ufter it 
first gains the human txniy till it attains maturity. It ap¬ 
pear" in some cases to be measured by mouths, in others by 
a year or more. The worm seems to arrive at maturity 
quicker, grow to a larger sice, and be more virulent ami 
destructive in its attacks in the West Coast of Africa 
titan elsewhere. 

(4). Counts, symptoms, diagnosis, ami prognosis.—’The 
parasite, during itl residence in the huimiu hotly, does not 
give rise to any definite symptoms, until gaining matu¬ 
rity. It seeks an outlet through wliioli to discltarge it¬ 
self. These first signs are pricking, itching, or lan¬ 
cinating pain In the part, and shortly afterwards a 
vesicle begins to form ut tiie future point of exit. 
At tltis period a diagnosis may lie made by palpa¬ 
tion, tho cord-like outline of the worm may lie traced 
beneath the skin. In two or three days the vesicle 
becomes turbid, then pnmlant, and even sanguineous, then 
finally bursts, disclosing to view un angrydooking ulcer, in 
the centre of which cun lie seen the whitish head of the 
worm, surrounded by ova ami debris from the bursting of 
the proilgerous tube. 

Pvogmaii should always lie cautiously made. ,lt is fre¬ 
quently had, especially when the old-fashioned or native 
method of extraction (mentioned by the late Surgeun-Major 
T. Hearts I’urke in hie clever little hook “ A Guide to 
Health in Africa" 181)3) is need. It consists in gradually, 
ufter mixing and fixing the head, winding out the parasite 
which, owing to its elasticity, frequently gets torn across, 
the tail end immediately thereupon receding into the 
ilesper tissues, sets up in its fistulous track, deep-seated 
inflammatioae leading to periustitie and necrosis of bones, 
pyajmia, Ac.

(8). Ose toy teaf . — Tbs lands styled endendo trees of 
the Draeuigmlas ore usdoubtsly of Igneous or Vhfeanic for¬ 
mation, whose superstmtmn noasiets of a tight, decompos¬ 
ing clayey top. In die forest dietrfole at West Africa 
around the hssins of the Tamo, Anoshin, and Prah riven, 
which all the year round shew s large percentage of its 
inhabitants attacked by this peat, the motst eerth is dark, 
tomny -and argillaceous ,—Nutt also tin metals ciiiefly 
found there are gold, silver and Iron. 

(6). Pathology, —The main causes of death, when it 
takes ptaee, througli the agency of thu guinea worm may 
be stated ae tires: (1) From hectic Or exhaustion canted 
by prolonged and copious purulent dmclutrge*. (8) From 
pyn-mia and even tetanus. This latter is corroborated by 
the published report* in India of l*rs. Minas and Me Kenr.ic. 
(3) Septic peritonitis set up by the bursting of ubseeeres 
into the peritoneal cavity. 

Tim morbid processes set up by the guinea worm 
during Its migrations are somewhat foreign to the object 
of a puper like this, so 1 will ooutent myself with merely 
an enumeration (us the practitioner Will find them 
thoroughly treated of in all the text-books of surgery, 
such as Erieliaeo, Holmes, Bryant, Agnew, Hu.) They ore 
gangrene of toes, feet, and lege ; permanent enlargement 
of malleoli, defonuitiea of lower extremity, Such us con¬ 
traction of the leg upon the thigh, talipes equinus, en¬ 
largement of testicle, liydroeele, enlargement of scrotum, 
elephantiasis, (this I will deal with in a future paper). 
Enlargement of mammary gland with atrophy of 
gaiaotophuroua ducts, pywmia, hectic fever, peritonitis, 
tetanus, &c. The site of the worm may lie in sny part 
of the body, but in about 80 per cent. Of cases it is 
found to occur In the lower extremity. Dubois reported 
it as found iu the eye, but lie must have referred to the 
filuria oculi, about which, but little eueios to be known. 

(7) . Caw nolea.—Of my 38 suecesaful case* radically 
cured by tlie sulphur method, 1 wiit give only two 
typical ones:— 

Gate W. A. Krooman, stiort and powerfully built, 
health otherwise perfect, consulted me as 1 was passing 
through the village of Froetea Wasoa, said that bo coutd not 
use his loft leg and wsssutluring severe (sun in the crural ic 
gion, ami a small vesicle with red areola was visible in tlw 
ttbulur region.

Car- 
bolisati jas as dressing with lint and bandage. 

Jim— S.W., an Abanta merchant, asked my advice »s 
lie felt quite unable to wuik ; he wee fairly healthy bat 
i found twodraeunuuli iu tlie ecretaui, the tissues of which 
were thickened. I ordered s tabloid C'sscsra Haeivda Co. 
every Wight and Compound Suljfliur Tabloids four time* 
a day. In this ease both worms were got rid of and 
the psttant made * perfect recovery in about six weeks. 

(8) . Trw U m mt may be ereseg*d uader the following 
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$5 Pnfihylactw.—M u ch may be done by white men 
toavnid this and at the name other parasites toth which 
m India and Africa swarm. Water for drinking 
W cooking purposes should be procured only from 
tbo purest spring* or rnnning stream* and in no 
oaee taken from stagnant pools. ]t should tlien be 
boiled for at leant a rjuarterof an boar add well 
Altered. Every liter should be oteaasd oat witli antiseptic 
•oiirtfons, auto to Boracto Add nr Chloride of Sodium 
every day if possible. The water time obtained sliould 
b»*e dMved In it a few thin* tabloida containing 
tStrio Acid, or if they are not obtainable. Citric Add 
iteeif : thia aniwtanoe bring by nature baotoriaeldal, 
to well an thint-qoeuobiug. In addition one compound 
eitipUur lahlobl (Sir A. B, War-rod's formula) nbotild bo 
ulcen, say every second inurning, in oaae tlieee or otiicr 
parasite* may have gained an entrance into the body 
when tin: action of the sulphur (precipitated form) cute 
rfiort tbrir life history and development, time preventing 
their teacliing maturity and manifesting their trouble* 
Wine and painful, not to say dangerous, symptoms. 

(8) Metliatl treatment.—My method of radical cure 
is purely medical, and very eerily carried out ; the plan 
•sang to impregnate the tieauea of the patient with pr«- 
dpitateil sulphur or the chemical compounds to which 
thrir ingestion gives riie. This lias proved eminently 
successful in my later oases (thirty-two in number), these 
being solely treated as follows One compound sulphnr 
tabloid, as above, to lie taken every tour hours daily for 
at least tan days,then one tabloid three times a.day 
during the next tan days, at the end of which period 
success has, gpaeraily become assured with abatement 
of all symptoms. When, as in them cases, I was able 
iu keep the patient* under observation for about throe 
week*, the result was invariably good- 

(3) fittrgUal (rtitiinenl .—The object of my treatment 
is, of cirarae, to do away wjjth the necessity for surgical 
interference. Bat if this should prove advisable at the 
outset and the surgeon resolves to operate, the measures 
must . Us ijniekiy conceived, and u promptly carried 
out j or the worm will escape by migration. Chloro¬ 
form lining administered, if available, the point of a 
sharp tiiatomy sliould be passed through tlie skin at 
or dose to the vesicle which has formed ; the bistonry 
slmuld tie rapidly carried round in the direction of the 
worm's body with its edge looking outwards, in s sweep¬ 
ing manner, and the wena brought out through the 
Incision, The operation wound should be draesed pre- 
ferably with Dermatol Powder, which is drying, 
lial forming, ss wall u aatlaaptfc to its nature or if this 
is not at hand, iodoform crystals may be uerii; bet

(6). Tlie patient was seen about ten days ago. Re is 
able to apply the trachea tube himself, and speaks 
distinctly after having closed its opening with his linger. 
He ie able to take all Wads of food. 

I ooneider the cure in this rate wee doe chiefly to the 
persevering and ingenious waps of feuding. Tim exten¬ 
sive nature of the wound was enough to banith hope of 
cure, and tlie patient wae fortunate to escape with bis life.

Af the rime of penning w article on “ Tha abuse of 
Charitable Dispensaries," published id opr issue of,let 
March lost, wc had not the pleasure at peruaiftg Or.. 
George Uenty’a paper on the tfuaetiwiue to whether “ the 
Medical Profession hold* it proper ppaitiuo and due.tadu- 
euoe in Society," This waa the subject of hiaPrssbkmtial 
address before tlie Nurth London Medico-CUrargicel 
Society in November last; and we And that in Dr. Heuty’a 
opinion tliere is a close couaftctipn between this question, 
end the subject of our article above referred to. Tliere is 
a greet struggle for existence among members of the 
profession. A struggle which ia growing harder from 
rapid additions to the profession, and is rendered still 
keener by medical charities not being restricted 
absolutely to tlie benefiting of those who ora unable 
to help themselves. It is very rightly pointed ont, 
however, that there is on the pan of medioal men 
very much reprehensible action which is iuiarimd to the 
professigu risiug to that position which it should occupy 
in Society. The whole matter then of Dr. Meoty'* address 
we wish to divide uniter three heads, and to aonshler bis 
remarks in connection with each. We h»ve (I) an 
over-crowded and struggling profession; (8) eiroumsteifees 
from outside handicapping it in the race of life 
(3) internal causes degrading to its dignity, and pre 
judicial to its rising in Society. 

Ia reference to the first point it must be conceded tiiat 
not only in the British Isles, to which of course Dr 
Henty's remarks perticidariy refer, but the wide world 
over, the profession is being added to enormously. Tlie 
fttrnggte for existence however that the profession ap¬ 
pears to have, ie not wa think, duo to the supply of 
medical meet being in excess of the medical wants of 
nations and countries, but to the foot of their crowding 
into certain centres. Certain towns and cities see re¬ 
garded as veritable “ El Dorados" which every fresh 
addition to tlie ranks of toe profession fancies he ie des¬ 
tined or capable to explore. Bern one meets with an 
aggregation df practitioner*, some of Amin with hopes 
high and burning, but mostly with these to Wham ex¬ 
perience has brought diaammtotmest pad! despondency. 
Dr. Henty eaten hie protwrt against “the refteet* and 
falsely-colored introductory lecture * which, a* he Very 
juetly remarks, gives to students “an utterly fide*idea 
of the struggle fer oilstone* going on in the profosrioa."

They Tnunt goattet, and select lea* in¬ 
vaded lands which may give promise ,<>f fair remunera¬ 
tive labor. The student, ts we said, must be mado to 
know and believe alt this; lie should go through Ids 
college career with this knowledge. There ie no nee of 
tde being made to wait until he becomes a disappointed 
practitioner, to be told 01 to (cam that migration it neces¬ 
sary for W« existence. In speaking of migration, wc 
may remark tint Dr. lienty mentions “India and other 
places wherein medical and surgical skill is wanting." We 
a to at a loss to undo stand what I)r. lienty exactly 
means by medical and emgical skill living “wanting" in 
India. It is true tint we can scarcely boast nt Jeuneis, 
(lays, Clarkes, and men like Spencer Wells, but, it 
is too much to hope that the proposed migration 
into this country of England's surplus piaetitiouers wilt 
supply sooh a want. If however by medical uud 
surgical skill Dr. lienty means men with the standard 
of medical ami suigiuil .training ordinalilj imparled 
in English medical si hoots and colleges, then lie is 
mistaken in thinking that India is m need of such 
tile country has full tuntidence in the men tinined 
in it, and the public know that the medical instruc¬ 
tion imparted ■ in our i ullages is as good as that of 
most of the English institutions, ami men with 
bight} satisfactory standaida of professional quahheatious 
are being annually given to tlw country in large ntimbcis. 
These for the most part find it lmrd to eko out a respect¬ 
able livelihood by private piaetico. The (locoinment 
orders relative to gratuitous attendance on its servants 
entities' oaoli and every one of them to free medical 
advice, CitliCr at their homos or at hospitals This conces¬ 
sion is extend oil also to tho famihr* of some , and the 
highly paid officials are well w llbin the pale of operation 
of these rulings. With a largs section oi the non official 
classes erode and hakeem* are in greater request than 
lopn trained in European medicine. With a very large 
number bf even those who lisCe bun brought under the 
influence of the teachings and practices of the West, one 
cannot attain professional success or inspire confidence, 
except he possesses a fair knowledge of their language 
and customs j So (hat from a combination of causes the 
Britisher is not likely to tind India a'very lucrative field 
th* worit In. Appointments, official and otherwise, have 
brought sotpe into prominence, endlhavn helped them to 
IWe wWe they worked up* practice j but this last it in 
itssif a. very .weak support to trust to. So lew w« ted

His second consideration—-tist of eireutfiattecarfroiu 
outside tbs profession Imndicapping It in (he mbs of 
life—is one that we need but make a very passing re- 
foresee to, as we wtoot fuliybito if io a previous 
article already refsrred to. These cfrCunmtattces are 
tlie outcome of general and unrestricted gratuitous 
medical relief, and of the fo rotation of Medical AM 
Associations. In tlw struggle for existence medical 
men forget the dignity of their profession by lending 
themselves to many irroguiarities in commotion With aiich 
Asaociatbins. Medical charities, anti the provision of 
institutions for gratuitous medioal aid for M Who choose 
to spply for the same, starves out a good section of the 
profession, and leads them to enter into most undignified 
connections. Dr. Heuty shews how fur all this prevent* 
the profession from holding it« proper position and due 
mfiueooe iu society wlisu he ssys “ Wliat is mere degrad¬ 
ing to our profession than the existence of the Medical 
Aid A aaociatiou* in tho large towns and united country 
districts under the control of uneducated men for tlieii 
own gain and advantage, insisting on our noble profession 
to woi k so constantly as to overstrain Xlipir eosigies foi 
the paltry sum of one half penny a week, and requiring 
linn to sign and countersign certificates of unqualified 
assistants or dispensers who allow members to he put on 
the sick list without sufficient cause, and even to give 
false tcrlihcales in casualties,, btcuuee their printed rules 
require them. These are nothing more or less than 
‘ Starvation Medical Clubs'and what a degradation it it 
lot medical wen to condescend to I" 

Tlie third consideration—the internal causes, or those 
found in the profession itself, that keep the profession 
from acquiring it proper position and due influence in 
Society—may be briefly stated to he want of unity in tin- 
profession. We ail believe in there being strength in union . 
tud if it he true (which we fear it is) tint there is Want ol 
combination of action among the members of oar profession, 
then we way well believe that 1 1 tore is weakness and iusta 
bility in its ranks—at all events that there is a groat deal 
to prevent it from getting its proper place in public sstiu.n 
tion. Writing on “ Medical Consultants end tlie Precession " 
in our issue of 1st February last, wo remarked that “the 
great 1 f'tm* et arigo mah ’ is ti|* absurd jealousy many 
medical men have *f other medical men, end until they 
learn what a fatal blunder this is, they need not ex¬ 
pect any Improvement in {heir position or prospeiia. 
“ 1 L’mtan fmi la fere* ’ is the motto of Belgium, bnt 
tit* lesson seems qpite thrown away on doctor*.’ 1 

We ted that Dr. Henty epsaks words of very similar 
wonting and advice wlien he say# 11 We ought to unite more

Qoslino to a consideration of jails and of the general 
population for 1891, wo meet with a very gloomy record 
which, In reepnet to tip former, may be siiiunuuised into 
increased popobUon; lucraased sickness, and increased 
mortality ; and with regard to tlie latter increased pre¬ 
valence of and increased mortality from epidemics, fevers 
more prevahuu abuost everywhere in the country, and 
incroaewl snoitahty from ail causes. . 

Jxt»—drfmtwiOH* were chiefly due to ague, dysentery, 
abscess, 'dW&era, «d inflnensa. Tlie ratio of edmis- 
siouiwe* 1,188 per mile of strength, and was higher 
than that of the previous year, and of the averages for 
the deoennkt 1881-88 and 1889-81. The ratio wee high¬ 
est in Die jails of Punjab, Assam, and Andamans, and 
lowest in «tnen of Barer, Bombay, and Madras. In 
each and nit, ague stands first among the admission 
pauses, and gave 48 per cent, of the total sickness; while 
bowel complaints gave 16 per cent. Pneumonia, enteric 
fever, erysipelas, mumps, cholera, diarrhoea, and dysentery 
gave a larger number of admissions and larger adarit- 
aioo miss in 1899 than in tiis pravioos year; while 
taapeiog fever had much decreased, giving but two 
uaeei with one death.

Tims it will be seen thut in four provinces tlie number 
of deaths exceeded tho number of births. With regmfi 
to the births in Bengal, tlie Sanitary Commissioner thinks 
the figures given represent very imperfectly the reel 
birth-rate which he fixes at nearly twelve per thousand 
more titan tirnt represented. The lew birth-rate of 
Madras is put down partly to defective registration and 
partly to prevailing scarcity. The registration in Lower 
Burma is also said to bo defective. 

lu all tlte provinces the mala births exceeded the female 
births, the excess varying from 18-87 per cent, in the 
Punjab to ,3-99 per cent, in Ooorg. The highest mean 
provincial birth-rates were recorded in Berar 89-9, the 
Central Provinces 88-89, and the Punjab 88-16 ; in the 
remaining provinces the rates ranged from 36*17 in Die 
North-West Provinces and Oiidh to MM* in Ooorg ud 
17-88 in MyeOra. 

There were 1,210,268 deaths recorded In 199$ and 
this mortality was principally do* to fevsn, which gave 
no less than 4,621,683 deaths, Mag 808,900 men than 
in 1891. In most of tlie jrovinces there were more 
deaths from fevers than from all the other pauses pot 
together. The abnormal mortality in tit* Punjab is Mid 
to Imvo been due to encessivo eittbraaka of cholera, fever, 
and iafiueoso. The highest death-rate' from fevers was 
34-88 par thouaand in the Punjab, and 24-90 in tha Worth 
Went Provtnoes and Oudb ; and ioweat 1 hs’ : MEijUi' .rikd '

Tin 
disease subsided aomowluit in February, and began to 
ino r eeee.: f»wn» Starch, reaohed its lugbeat point in May, 
and then declined gradually to December. Tin largest 
rath* of deatln from this causa were in Aaeam, the 
•Central Provinces, and the Punjab; the loweet in 
Coorg and Borar. Tile diaeeee is eaid to liave occurred 
under nearly all possible variation* of meteorological 
condition*. In many province* it is attributed to in- 
mtffickmt rainfall ami consequent deterioration or »camity 
of water-supply. Tim opinion that prsvaile of thedia- 
' semination of tbo diseaae by pilgrim* and from faira, 
ia refuted by statistic* pertaining to large number* of 
pilgrim* at different faira from 1866 to 18112. 

Of 2,461 medical officers and others who attended tbs 
1,207 cases which occurred in jails and among our troops 
sixty-five only, or Si'iib per cent, of attendants to cases 
attacked, were seised with the dieeese. The effect 
of moving into camp on the appearance of the epidemic 
in jails and cantonments baa bean generally satisfactory. 

SwaUimc .—TIiS mortality from this cause numbered 
101,131, and was iieavier than iu 1861 in all but two 
provinces. The largest number occurred in March, the 
smallest in November. The highest death-rates were 
recosded in Coorg, Mysore, and Madras ; and the lowest 
in Bersr sod the Central Provinces.

PHYSIOLOGY OK^HJt TSOMCAL RESIDENT, 
lathe Medical Age Dr. V, Lehmann, lu considering the 
“ physiology of the tropiceljyesideut,” divides the subject into 
(1) the physiology of the Nktivo, and (S) the physiology of 
the European in the tropics i sub-dividing the second heed 
Into (a) the condition of the noa-aeolimatiicd and ( i) the 
condition of tho acclimatised European. He does not hold 
with Stokvii who maintains that the vital functions of the 
European in the tropics become gradually similar to those 
of the native. Qlognen has shewn that the native dispels 
more heat through the akin than the European, Ids akin 
leeli cooler to the touch, and hla bodily temperature la on 
an avenge a half degree lower thee that of the European ; 
while a European perspires more readily. These physiologi¬ 
cal deviation are said by Dr. Lehmann to be all that hare 
been poaltively determined, and he maintains that the term 
utMihaaffra cannot be appropriately applied to the modifi¬ 
cations of the physiological functions of the European 
resident in the tropics, for those modifications consist 
merely in rehuation oftbe entire muscular system, superficial 
respiration, diminished bodily fat, increased persptration 
and palor ; whereas acclimatisation '«in its strict seDse 
signifies such an adaptation to the modified conditions of 
life that the European in the tropica ia eventually steed 
by prevailing iufiuencea precisely as is the native.” Snob an 
acclimatisation Or. Lehmann holds to be impossible. He 
mereever urges, that the palor ol Europeans in the tropics 
is usually spoken of as tropical anaemia, which is a mis¬ 
applied term, as it has beeu fonnd on investigation that the 
haemoglobin of the Wood and the number of red blood cor¬ 
puscles remain unafieoted in subjects of normally good health, 
who (lad paaaad Many years In India.

to the best Interests of the students of the Medioal 
College, or of the students of the Hospital or of the patients 
who are treated at the Hospital, that with the ever-advanc¬ 
ing requirements of medleal seienoa, the same arrangements 
should prevail at the dbirf ehetre of medical eduoatloa as 
existed s quarter of a oentury ago.”

Those ore printed on cards 
in a tsbului form, so arranged that the nun, when coin- 
pared with his card, can be reougnieed even though hi* 
name is unknown, or wtiou passing under any at,an 
whatsoever. Tito measures considered of most value m 
carrying out this system are tli* following,—(1) Gronial 
measurements , (2) length of left niSddl* flager and left 
forearm ; (3) loft foot. Such measurements are said to 
be particularly persistent iu the same individual and at 
the mum tune differing within a somewhat wide range w ben 
compared with similar record* on anethor card.

It may thus prove the 
instrument whereby many valuable lives might be saved. 
The information as to diseaso contained in it would be 
useful to resident* in out-of-the-way districts of India as 
well as Africa.

The Early Magttosto of Phthisis. 

Auoiust the oonumtutcarieni nnalo at the recant Koman 
Congress wss one on the above Important subject by Hr. 
Bernhetm of Paris. That observer reminds as that in ani¬ 
mals inoculated with tuberculoes virus the lymphatic glands 
in the neighbourhood of the peril- A'entrvc of the poison 
became swollen, and tbatapieeu became ehlotged, the hyper, 
trophied organ surpassing sometimes the volume of the 
Uver. At a more advanced puricxl the entire lymphatic 
System is Involved, aud in the parenchyma cf the glands 
Koch's bacillus is found. Ou the contrary, this micro-or¬ 
ganism is rarely discovered in the blood, which medium it 
appeals to hud an uuiavurablv soil fur its growth. Bo 
it is with human beings ; tor although inoculation of the 
blood of a tuberculous man into animals will sometimes 
provoke the unset of tuberculosis. even diligent search will 
generally fail to reveal, the presence in the blood of the 
bacillus. Everyone is familiar with the geuural clinical signs 
of commencing phthisis—waning, gastric ajal nervous 
troubles, elevation of temperature (hiogur), see. To the fore¬ 
going signs Ur. Bernhetm adds the following more specific 
ones: (l)the examination of the secretion# (urine, excess

Hemiplegia after lHphtheria.

Chloral hydrate, fifteen grains, bromide of po¬ 
tassium, fifteen grains,' syrup of codein, ten drops, tincture 
id moth, ten drops; tincture of aconite, ten drops; orange- 
Bower Water, three ounces and a half—this quantity to 
auffloe for twenty-four hours. 4. When the attack is veiy 
grave, give a warm hath and apply a blister to the back of 
the nook or the epigastrium, leaving it on for three hours. 
Antiseptic precautions should be observed and a poultice 
subsequently applied."—7W. ,V«i.

a. Take 1U0 oo- of a 10 per cent, solution of sulpho- 
cyanide of potassium, and mix it with 20 oc. of acetic acid, 
Aid A tow drops of this mixture to toe urine. If albumin 
is present in small quantities, an immediate tnfaidlty will 
ensue; if in largo quantities, a heavy white precipitate will 
appear.—E. 0.

Nature and Treatment of Pyorrhoea 

Alveolarie. 

3 KiT/QF.iuLt), L.D.8., writes to the Lauvet —“ Pyorrhoea 
Alveolaiis,” or Bigg's disease is a term applied to a condition 
characterised by the presence of pus between the gums and 
the necks of the teeth, and although usually overlooked oh 
unrecognised by the practitioner of medicine, it is one of great 
importance. Modern pathology teaches that upon it may 
depend, not only local troubles in the mouth but also dis¬ 
turbances of the whole system, particularly of the digestive 
organs. The tendency of modern medicine is not to rest 
satisfied with a diagnosis of “ debility or anaemia, ” bnt to 
tiy to search out an initial cause. In an unrecognised 
pyorrhoea there may, 1 venture to sseert, be often found a 
clue to tho elucidation of departures from health, too signifi¬ 
cance of which we have been unable to discover. Pyorrhoea 
alveolarie aote in a two-fohl manner In tbe oaueation of dis¬ 
ease first, the put with its multitude of putrefactive organ¬ 
isms may be swallowed; and, secondly, it may be absorbed 
into the system. In the former case abnormal fermentations 
may be set up in tbe atomaoh contents, and hi the latter 
event the eontiuoal abeorption Of pot or its toxlnes Into the 
system is now known to be a tortile source of neuritis and 
eurastfaonia. It i* self-evident, therefore, that toe subject 
should reoeive the attention of the practitioner, and that he 
should be able to diagnose and treat atm which may come 
under hie notice. I shall attempt in this article to potato** too 
main toots, and endeavour to supply a working knowledge of 
a subject which is not included in toe onrriauhmof the 
student of general medicine, although it It of Mnto importance. 
Outside the dental domain toe eubject it remarkable for ite 
extreme exiguity, hut reterenoe to it may he found in some 
recent ro eear oh ss on septic intoxications.

aallea and are usually called “ mucus oorpnaolea." For thie 
reaaon it haa been termed the "gingival organ." Itiaprob- 
able that tide atructore la not the tele aource of the mucus 
oeila in the saliva, bat it will certainly account for many at 
them. The knowledge of thla organ and it« secretion la at 
the greatest importance to the phyaialan at the aoenmnlatlon 
ot these cells mtoil with otgtmiama under the free ii*rgin of 
the gum forms soft obeesy masse* that so nearly resemble pus 
that they may be easily be mistaken for It and that lead the 
obaerter to make an erroneous diagnoaia of pyorrlneaRlvenlaria. 
With these preliminary remarks i will proceed to the con¬ 
sideration of the conditions' or morbid states wbioh are 
accompanied by true pyorrhoea. These are (1) glugiritis, (2) 
calcic inflammation of the peridental membranes, and (H) 
phagedmnio pericementitis. 

Feeding after Abdominal Section. 

When tbo antiseptic syatem was flret discussed before the 
medical societies, a general surgeon once observed that on 
- one point the most extreme opponents always agreed. Their 
•later results were more satisfactory than their earlier results. 
In other words, the results depended on the roan, that Is to 
say, on his skill ami experience, and not on his system. 
Since those words were spoken by Sir William Savory several 
hundred operators have gained special experience in ab¬ 
dominal surgery. What 1# now specially remarkable is the 
stress which they lay on after-treatment, yet the principles 
and practice of after-treatment pursued by any two success¬ 
ful operators are often diametrically opposed to one another. 
One gives beef-tea injections with opium as a routine prac¬ 
tice, another objects to nutrient enemeta, another has “ the 
greatest dislike to morphine after any operation." One 
operator will starve his patients oa principle, and will allow 
not even a spoonful of water. This practice Is defended on 
physiological ground. Or. Byron Bobimson has contributed 
to tile Journal of the American Medical Aeeoeiatum, Febru¬ 
ary 10th, 1894, an important letter on this subject. On 
the ground of experience he protests against this. He now 
administer* warm water to the patient in all cases of ab¬ 
dominal section. This it a practice oarried out by several 
British operators. His arguments In favor of fluid nourish¬ 
ment Term starvation are very forcible. Nevertheless 
the starving operators have apparently ns good results es 
the fluid-giving operators, and those who rely on rectal 
feeding for the first few days seem equally fortunate. On 
the other hand, the less expeiienoed lose oases, “ though 
such-and-snob a treatment was strictly followed.” Hence 
it is evident that the man's experience Is more important 
than his system. It would also appear that patient* tolerate 
severe abdominal operations tar better than was once sup¬ 
posed, ttttll the beginner must bear in mind that very 
alight errenmay kill the patient, that eueh errors art almost 
onavoidabte amongst the inexperienced, and that mere fe 
required to ensure success than a faithful imitation of 
the pvaetios of a gnat -and i n Boast fu l authority Brit.

After maatage of (be joint and tbe neighbouring 
soft part* the limb is loosely baudaged, the arm extended 
in splints. After seven days the draining* are removed and 
massaged with light passive movements. It i* than placed 
in an angular splint (108*), From this time massage Is 
employod daily with active and passive movements. In 
fractures of the anatomical neck of the humerus all •plimi 
arc avoided. Massage is employod to hasten absorption ot 
the usually considerable extravasations, and by paadv* move¬

Treatment of TortieottU by open 
Inclelon of the Sterno-Xaetoid. 

I.ediaed report* a case of torticollis of traumatic orfgiu 
and of eight years' duration, in a lad, aged 15. The sterno- 
mastoid was considerably Contracteil, and marked a symmo- 
tery of the features had been established. The author nude a 
curved incision beneath the inner end of the nlaviole about 
three Inches and a-half or four inobra long, with the con¬ 
vexity downward. The flap was turnad up, and the attach¬ 
ments of the muscle to the steranm end elaviolo thoroughly 
exposed and divided. Much caution had to be used in derid¬ 
ing the clavicular fibres, as they lay immediately In coutaot 
with the subclavian vein. The heed ooutd be brought at once 
and without difficulty, into the straight position, which It 
retained without the use of the apparatus, save a simple 
leather collar. Twelve months later, though tires esymaetcry 
of the features had not been alurei. there bed been no re¬ 
turn of tiro muscular contraction, and the head remained 
perfectly straight. It is suggested that though serious hmmnr- 
rbags and other aocidente may very rarely occur after the 
subcutaneous method, the dread of wounding important 
vessels may lead to an Imperfect division of the sMroo-maMetd, 
The author, at the rime when lie devised and performed ehe 
above desoribed operation, wm not aware that the open Inci¬ 
sion bad been practised in America.— Clinir*.

Tubercle and Encysted Worms lu Cattle. 

Ha. Archibald Park, Chief of the Veterinary Depart¬ 
ment, Tasmania, has made some valuable observations on 
the ooeurreaoe iu cattle of spiroptera reticulata. On examin¬ 
ing cattle killed in iris district. i*M to be suffering from 
tubercle, ho found this particular kind worm eueysted to 
the brisket and in other parts of the body.

Bat prisoner* do not get milk, except when they are 
in fcoepltal, where ill sort* of "comforte" era freely 
lew! Id to the sick. The other prisoners get nothing to 
drink bet water, sad ere not allowed tobacco, opium ,* or 
betel. It is the deprivation of these three indulgences 
which alone mekeettfe in jell irbaome. Let us compare 
these diet enlea wtth the food of a poor free labouring 
man, who kindly wild rae one day’s rations, to show am 
what ho was sating •* April, i.e, the beginning of the 
dry hot weather of 1894.

Evidently naither lie nor they can habitually eat food 
of the quality described, but mustoontont theuiselves 
with the cheaper grains, teas nutritious, less digestible, 
teas wholesome and isss fit to fortify the eaters against 
disease. In fact much diarrhoea is caused by eating new 
rice end other grain, many oases of so-called cholera being 
not cholera at alt, but dyspeptic diarrhoea, just as rapidly 
fatal as cholera. 


Nothing is left for clothing, lodging, implements, 
tobaece and other contingencies, so if the poor people are 
to katp body and asm! together, it it evident the Whole 
family 1 must work, end be pah) in kind by the employer 
so et to fill the stomach" somehow, No wonder 
cataract hf so common in India, fur starvation blinds far 
more people than small-pox. 

Tba struggle foe Ufa is so severe, and the necessity for 
aoenomy vs no urgent, that in native regiments, wbsre tbs 
ya| of tbs ttpoy Is Rs. 7 ppr month, tlis Commanding 
Offiosr sometimes has difficulty in ioducing man “to sat 
half ftelr pay."

No wonder the poor cultivator rim* out this scanty 
faro with tobacco, which is used hi two forme for eating 
and “ drinking "—aa they call emoking. The dry -leaf of 
tobacco !a sold at the rate of flits per rupee, and a pinch 
af it ia chewed, chiefly by women. The men usmdly 
smoke it fas “ ehittum ” or “ hookah,” the tohacee being 
prepared in bulls, widch sre sold far mere cheaply, Lithe 
per rupee, because tire whole plant is pounded up and 
mixed with all sorts of rubbish, ether leaves, treacle, 
soda, and miscellaneous dirt, the odour of which is abso¬ 
lutely sickening to Europeans when the mixture is smoked. 

Besides tfaii, both sexes fa towns (net fa villages) 
indulge fa pfls, ia, the leaf of the betel, ia which are 
rolled some epfaea. 

I took one of these at random; and its contents were:—

In villages tlie nch diew pda, the poor chew tobacco. 

In towns poor people oat four or five of these pdas a day, 
but well-to-do people are very fond of them and are per¬ 
petually chawing them, consuming four or five inan hour 


This disgusting habit blackens the teeth and tongue, 
reddens the saliva, and causes more dyspepsia than all 
other causes put togethei, for the alkali of the lime, when 
swallowed with the saliva, neutralises the gastric juice, 
so that the stomaoli cannot dissolve the food fa it. 


Tlie food decomposes there, and the eructations per oe et 
per amim have such an offensive odonr, that onfartunete 
magistrates are often obliged to smoko cigars in court, 
or they would lie sickened with the stenoh, I believe this, 
more than any thing else, causes Europeans to avoid the 
society of natives, seeing them only on business and then 
for as short s time aa possible. 

Although a native of India ia very particular about bath¬ 
ing his person and washing his clothes, he has no notion 
whotevei of keeping clean his roads, streets, ialMM, gardens 
or fields. He and hie family an4 animals ease themselves 
anywhere, and the sweeping by the lower cute* is per¬ 
formed so carelessly, that most of the scavenging is delta 
by pariah dqgs, jackals, crows, vultures, flies, white-ants, 
wasps, and other Insects. 

In tide dirt insects of alt aorta bread so fast and fa such 
swarms that though the beat, of India te bad enough, 
yet even the beat fa wore tolerable than the vermin, 
which most Europeans hate More then the faint.

Tho soil 
bncomaa saturated with tiie solid and iinid dejecta of j 
human being* and amnia)* crowded together in a txwlined j 
space, an whan the rain falls it wadis* into the wells \ 
all sorts of nitrates and nitrites, which are imbibed by the 
inhabitants with their drinking-water. 

The MuiUm NUriatm thus develops* in a medium

•wonder tbspoorviUegers die of diarriime, dyaentory, and 
cholera. 

The strong* thing is that they do not die of enteric 
fever, whidi is very rani among Mem, and so is diphtheria. : 
But typlm* fever i< rife io villages in the hills, so pier- j 
Imps differences of temperature may have effects on 
diseam germs which are not understood at present. 

A good deal ha* been Haid from time to time about 
“ Typbo-malarial fever,” end uwdical men, wlio have been 
long in Indie, lieve often seen oases of malarial fever 
terminating fatally with symptoms so Much like enteric 
fever, thet they make oarefnl inquiries about drinking- 
water, milk, 4c., hut without being able to tiud out any 
tilth fever infection. 

Possibly the microbes of many fevers, if of a vegetable 
origin, may be stiumleted to abnormal growth by the 
abundant manuring of the soil, and may be suddenly 
developed into a “ luxuriant crop ” by favorable combin-

When thoy are not thus en¬ 
gaged they occupy themselves in collecting shorn, i.e., 
saltpetre, which they extract from the soil of village 
lane* and stable* in incredible quantities, by a sort of per¬ 
colation with water through faggots of wood and *traw, 
hut instead Of applying this crude nitrate of potash to the 
Um3 as a fertiliser, most of it i* used to manufacture the 
weak gun-powder for the Are-works, which meke night 
hideous at every native wedding. 

In 1879 we hsd an instance of the “ luxuriant crop ” 
of fever to which I alluded just now. The rainfall of 
the monsoon lo that year was unusually heavy in Delhi 
and Me contiguous district* of the Punjab and N.-W. P., 
and the rivers there overflowed their benk* to tn un- 
neutl extent, roeby village* on higher ground being 
flooded, which usually remained dry. 

in the autumn, a* the water subsided, tho usual autum¬ 
nal fever was rifer than ever, and the severest bases 
occurred ia these very village*—a fact which wo»tld be 
ofjnterest to Paorwsoa vo*

The year 1899 wa* noted at remarkablu for the enor- 
mone amount of flowers on all flowering trees, and for the 
abundant crop of fruit »u ail fruit trees, so that Me price 
of all fruit was unpreoedumly olioup, In that year Pim- 
kbssob Uafkkisk came to Indiu and Inoculated thousands 
of people for cholera, but no cholera occurred anywhere 
in India, so the value of Id* process could not be tested. 
It was ooutidered a healthy year in India generally. 

It remains to be seen what effect the weather of 1893 
may l»ve on 1891, if w* may say post boc, propter hoe. 

It is well known that ovar-erowdi*g is adverse to health, 
anil the greatest cam is taken to prevent over-crowding 
ia jails, where every prisoner is allowed 648 cubic feet 
of space, (vis., 9x9 feet of aim x 8 feet of height,) to say 
nothing of the free ventilation of bis dormitory. Site- 
crowding of the barracks is also forbidden, anti the 
monthly returns of the Sanitary Commissioner shew that 
the healthiest towns ore those which lev* the smallest 
number of inhabitant* per acre. 

This was shewn to be true on a larger scale all over the 
north of India, for 0». J. M. Ccbnixoiuu, Haaitary Com¬ 
missioner with tlx; Government of India, on retiring from 
the service in 1884, published a little book on Cholera— 
whut can the State do to prevent it ? "—in which ha quoted 
alt the statistic*of Ms Bengal Presidency then available, 
without any selection, district by district, for 90 years, 
and he found, according to hi* experience in 88 year*' 
service, that the denier the population and Me moister 
i the climate, the greater wee the mortality from elioier*.

Hamilton of a man of 80 
who died from the irritation produced by cutting a wis¬ 
dom tooth." 

Hiwihiriy Hooper's Medical Dictionary, (Kb edition, page 
1,201 *uj s:—"The dentes sapientia hsve in some inetsuces 
iston out at the age of forty, fifty, sixty, and even eigiity 
years; and it sometimes happens that they do not appear 
at all." 

With regard to the question of the teoth forming an 
aid to identification as well aa an indication of age, 1 
quote tire following remarks from Or. Norman Chevers' 
Medical Jurisprudence for India of 1870, page 69, which 
declares“ Mere, aa everywhere else, the tooth fre¬ 
quently prove an important clue to identity. One of 
the latest examples of this waa the aid which the pre¬ 
sence of s small pointed supernumerary tooth, betueen 
the middle incisors of the upper jaw, afforded in discover¬ 
ing the identity of the body of Koee Brown, in Calcutta, in 
1888 (Amherst Street murder). This, however, is not a 
very rare abnormality, I have, without any search, observ¬ 
ed it in three other instances within the last two years. 
Ur. Sliortt hat published a very suggestive narrative of 
the examination of the bonos of a child al Chiugleput 
(Madras Presidency) in winch he decided that the age was 
betweeu 12 and 13 yean, in part because the second per¬ 
manent molar teeth wore ready to come through the gum." 

The tooth else afford some useful indications in diag¬ 
nosis. In later life, sound teeth are an indication uf vigor, 
and their early decay is one of the marks of a feeble oi 
scrofulous constitution. 

They are pegged and notched iu congenital syphilis. 
The teeth grow loose in scurvy, and during suit vation 
with mercury. 

Grinding of the tooth in sleep is couuuou in children 
suffering from worms or other intestinal imitation, and 
chattering of the teeth accompanies severe rigore that 
usbei in many febrile disorders, and form part of the ague 
fit, as well as a prelude to tint formation of matter. 

Lastly, a woid on ths irregularity of the permanent 
teeth. 

Irregularities of the teeth proceed from a variety of 
causes, among which may be mentioned mechanical injn- 
r»s, such ss falls or Wows upon the mouth, the presence 
of supernumerary or extra teeth, steady pressure, such ss 
is kept up by the habit of sucking tbs thumb or fingers, 
.luring childhood, tin weight of the hand and arm gra¬ 
dually forcing the teeth out of position, a too early ex¬ 
traction of some of the temporary teeth, especially of 
the motors and canines, a wrong direction given to one 
or mere teeth by a mechanical impediment, such as 
rite retention in rite mouth of temporary teeth, or even 
rook of temporary teeth, after the time Whan rimy 
should have Mia removed, the incongruous eaeoektieo of

FURTHER CLINICAL N0TE8 AND REMARKS 
ON MV-CETOMA. 

By Asst. Stmaeos J. E. Bocxbko, l.s.s., Bo, 
Teacher, Medical School, Hyderabad, Sind. 

In the course of the publication of my papers on 
mycetoma, whioh appeared in the Indian Medical 
Record of the latter half of the past year, I availed 
myself of several opportunities, which presented them¬ 
selves in the Hyderabad, Civil Hospital, to select 
specimens of tumours caused by the prick of the babul 
thorn, and forwaided them to England for microscopies! 
examination. I am deeply indebted to Professor Rupert 
Boyce, of University College, London, who lias 
examined the tissues for me, end through whose kind 
courtesy 1 have been able to witness for myself the 
inflammatory foci found around the babul thorn in 
ntu in the tissues, hut there are no fungoid elements 
present. It would appear, therefore, that in those case* 
of my eetoina where the disease was staled to have ori¬ 
ginated from the prick of a babul thorn, the thorn had 
merely caused a local irritation, and that the parasitic 
infection was of subsequent origin, arising from some 
other souroe yet to be discovered. 

That there exists some local agent at work, there is, 
however, but, little reason to doubt. From reoent investi¬ 
gations conducted in Europe, the parasitic nature of the 
disease, first discovered by Dr. Vandyke Carter, hi now 
generally _ admitted—Kantboek has tried to identify the 
disease witli actinomycosis. More recently Professor 
Boyce lias shewn that both form* of the disease, the 
‘ black ' and the ‘ pale,’ are essentially fungoid growths, 
and he lias, further, been able to indicate differences 
existing between the fungi of the two varieties of the 
disease. 

As it wauhl now be desirable to know how far the 
clinical history of mycetoma hears ant (lie idea of the 
fungal origin of the disease, I have put together the 
following matter for consideration in connection with the 
point in qttSstian. 

In the clinical nates previously published, I stated that 
Cite primary origin of the disease was referable at the 
earlier periods to the soft tiaeuts, i.«., rite cellular'pud¬ 
ding, or the muscles together with it, end that only at a 
later date the hard tiosuee became implicated. I have 
since ooileated additional notes of several more coses 
20 in all, U of the 6Mb and 3 of the fate variety, 
which have com*, tender ray pweestel oWvstito in the 
owns of rite Jsnt nine reonth*, end ere now better able to 
•Uppers (he wphrien already recorded by me, that tbs 
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dtaass; Id ill probsMtky, oriiftaates superficially, and I 
Am fnrtiier able to add tliitt tny remark applies not only to 
tlm Modi, a!ao to tlie pale Variety ot the disease. 

We fact that the disease commences alt ctterm has an 
important bearing on its fungal origin ; and, as according 
It^nty observations, it holds good with reference to both 
the known varieties of mycetoma, it would, I think, be 
among Others, an important consideration in establishing 
conclusions as to the ‘ pale ’ disease being also of fnogoid 
obaractar ; and this, irrespective of the question whether 
the two varieties lie merely different pltases in the life 
history of one and the same vegetable parasite, as 
Vandyke Carter indicates in ids monograph, or ouch indivi¬ 
dually the product of tlie local infection of a parasitic agent 
different in species from the other—a view which lire. 
Rupert Boyee and Surveyor are disposed to adopt. 

With reference to the matter under consideration, 1 
have selected, os examples, tlie following two cases, one 
•n£ each variety, from among those which have most 
•recently come under my notice, ami it will lie seen from 
tli'iu how entirely superficial the growth sometimes is 

Cane of 1 pale ’ ranfti/.—M. wd. I\., Maliomedan, male, 
at. 28, a shepherd Admitted into hospital, 2Utli April 
1893 , for ft tumour shunted in tlie middle of eole of left 
foot, measuring 4 inches long, 2 inches crosswise, and 
projecting an inch above tlie plantar surface. No ex¬ 
ternal opening of any kind noticed, even witli the aid of 
a magnifying lime. Assigned cause, prick of a bubal 
tlwin. Operation. —A erm ial incision was made through 
the tumour dowu to the plantar fasoia, and the mass of 
soft tissue, densely infiltrated witli the lisli roe-like pat ti¬ 
des excised. In some parts tlie gimvtli hud penetrated 
through the faecia, and extended a little way ulong the 
HUpcriioial flexor temlous of the toes ; this was removed 
by careful dissection. Tlie plantai muscles themselves 
were quite free from infection. 

Cose of ‘black’ mrttlt/.— D. wd. L., Maliomedan 
male, at. 32, cultivator. Admitted into hospital, 24th 
September 1893, for two sinuees Bituated in front of right 
knee, one midway between tlie knee-cap and tlie tubercle 
of tlie tibia, the othei two lnchea below and to tlie outer 
side of the first. Barring a slight general tumefaction 

over tlie affected knee as compared with the sound one, 

there was nothing to indicate any extensive disease. 
Probes passed into the sinuses communicated witli each 
other, hut did not lead to boue. At first no black particles 
were uotioed, and as tlie patient stated that lie had hurt 
the knee by an accident, liaving fallen off e horse on to 
his knee, the ninuses Were regarded as resulting from an 
ordinary inflammatory sore, and were treated accordingly. 
They shewed no improvement however, and one morning, 
.a few day* later, when the dreesiogs were removed, to my 
grant surprise, blnok particles, the nature of which could 
nut'be mistaken, were found adherent to the surface of 
the anointed lint. Tin’s settled the diagnosis. Under 
chloroform the nhmaes were Wd open freely, and, by 
dissection, a veritable knee-pad of myoetomaton* 
growth wm removed, measuring some 10 indie* cross¬ 
wise, on a line ah’ fhch hOlow the lower border of the 
patella, and qirite ee many laches to the direction of an 
« .oblique tine ro wring ' from the ton»r tuberosity of the

femur to the tfitaete ot the tibia; the whole mas* itself 
being fully butt an inch thick to some parte. A peculiar 
feature to the case was that the infiltration we* limited 
to tlie subcutaneous areolar time, and to that atone ; th* 
bones, muscles, and, strangely enough, eve* the deep 
fasoia above them were left quite intact. Another cir¬ 
cumstance, wljioli greatly enhanced the interest of the 
com, was tlie fact that the patient had e brother of hi* 
in hospital at tlie same time, ami who wee operated upon 
thirteen day* before himself for myeetouia (blank variety) 
of tits right font. I may further state that both th* 
brother*, cultivators by occupation, were residents of the 
same village, and both gave u history of having contracted 
tits disease to tlie same locality, about the same time of 
the year, (between tlie beginning ot duly Sind tlie eud 
of August); to (lie foot owe, a year to advance of the 
other, but witli this difference isstween tlmm in their 
history, that while tlie former assigned the accident he 
Imd met witli as tlie probable oau*e, th* latter attributed 
it to the prick of a * babul ’ thorn. 

There are yet other considerations which lead me to 
suppose lliat the disease is of supeilieial origin. 1 have, 
on all occassions where possible, made sections Of tlie part 
amputated, and, in several instances, so far as the miked - 
eye appeurauoo goes, 1 have found the grow til involv¬ 
ing all tlm superficial soft structures only, whereas the 
central bony and ligamentous tissues, wholly or partially, 
left perfectly untouched by any moiled process whatever. 
In a case of this kind (oue of the Mack variety), where 
tlie disease had begun m the fool (right) and extended 
up to the ankle, on making botil cross and longitudinal 
sections of the foot nftor amputstion, It was found to be 
one large mass of disoi ganiasd tissue in a condition of 
hyperplasia witli no ei idenite left of any of the noi uml 
struct ores, except bony tissue at isolated point*. Th* 
phalanges, what apparently appeared to he tlte middle 
ouneiform, the »csplioid, and the posterior lutlf of tlm »* 
culcis, were tlie only parts loft unaffected. Tim astragalus 
was quite intact, which was all tlie more surprising as tlm 
disease was sesD to have travailed up along the Integu¬ 
ment an inch or two above tlm malleoli which themselves 
were also intact. This latter circumstance is uot at all of 
uncommon occurrence in many of the foot-oases, so 
much so that, in some instance*, in amputations, tlie first 
tiap had to he abandoned for e second one on a higher 
level, and iu others, witere tlie infiltration was lees exten¬ 
sive, tlm infected portion* of tlie (lap had to be out sway. 

Tlien, again, in tlm dissection of parts where the 
disease was limited to a circumscribed area, 1 have 
repeatedly been able to trace th* growth deep along 
musonlar and tendinous slieaths, and find it there ter¬ 
minate ; and it wea always a matter of great satisfaction 
to me, and, of course of benefit to the patient, to discover 
that it bad nut reached the underlying bon* or bunes. 

I confess I have not yet come across aoase where the 
disease is so deeply situated a* to shew no todtotttoos 
Of its presence either, in th* way of a localised super¬ 
ficial tumefaction, or by til* presence of sinuses ; nor 
in the esse where tumefaction exist* hut no external 
openings, lure* I found tit* dissas* limited only to th* 
central bony portions of the limb without some part,

Saliva was flowing profusely from her 
mouth ; her wbols body, the corneas excepted, wan insensi¬ 
tive, the pulse weak and thready, respiration slnw, about 
three per .minute, and every two or three minutes slip 
was oonv ulsed., Tl»» power of deglutition was lust, Qie 
bitten food was a little swollen, and the marks of the- 
snaks B teeth were distinctly visible. I gave her a hypo- 
darmhi injection of 20 drops of Liquor Strychnia iu 
the epigastric region. Waiting ton minutes and finding 
tlie medicine did oat take eifect, l again injected 20 drops 
anil prescribed 20 drops of the same to be administered 
at intervals of 30 minutes, hut the patient could not 
swallow it. 

At 4-30 i'.n. I found her in the same state of uncon¬ 
sciousness, but her putse was strong and full. I repeated 
the hypodermic injection of 20 drops of Liquor Strychnia. 
Within ten minutes she regained her senses but not the 
power of speech. Shu answered questions by gestures. 
Aftur 16 minutes, 20 drops of Liquor Strychnia was 
again given hypodermically, throe bourn after I culled 
and found her perfectly ooAselous hut still unable to 
speak. I again Injected 20 drops of Liquor Strychnia 
and prescribed 15 drops of tile solution to be given inter¬ 
nally at 10 I'.H.

A CASE OF TRAUMATIC TETANUS SUCCESS 
FULLY TREATED WITH CHLORAL HYDRATE 
AND BROMIDE OF POTASSIUM.

Avai., a Hindoo female, aged 18, was beaten with a stick 
by a—, on the 80th February 1824 and the tobnle ot 
her left ear was torn through white attempting to snetoh 
the eer-rlng off her ear. Aval wa* treated for the above 
injuries as an otit-donr-putieut, and was progressing 
favorably for four days, wlien ahbut midnight I was 
o4ied to we her. 1 found that tetanus had come on, and 
ordemd lier removal to the Uoadal Hospital for trout- 
meat The wound of the lobnle of file ear was antl- 
septicaily dressed, and 16 grams esoli of hydrate of 
chloral and bromide of potassium was given every four 
hours. On the third day after this treatment the patient 
eras much bettor, and under the continued action of 
these dregs for eight days, the patient made a perfect 
recovery, and was discharged on the fifteenth day.

A* Antwerp practitioner has recently been fined for taking 
too stringent a view of bis obligation to presort e intact the 
confidence reposed In him by patients. Some sixteen years 
ago, it is alleged, he attended a gontieman and his wife tor 
syphilis, each blaming the other ss the source of the infection 
The disease wns cored and a healthy family was reared, 
fiehently, in consequence of an action for divorce, tho practi¬ 
tioner wee called as a witness and interrogated as to the 
disease of sixteen jeers ego. He claimed the privilege of 
profossional secrecy; bat after a long legal argument this 
wns decided by ike court to be a caee where the medical man 
it ahsohod Item the obligation of eeoreoy. This not accord- 
ing with his own view of jarisjitiidenoe, hestitl declined to 
i give the evidence sought, with tjw teeslt that he was fined. 
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PMic Medical. Bm-ulm.— Several grievance*! of the 
services have been brought to the notice of the War 
Office with little avail. The silver oriele and the finanoitt) 
depression of India make medical officers opposed to 
increseed tours of service in tho country, The ebeeuee 
of complaints on the part of naval surgeons leads to the 
belief that they are satisfied with their duties and position 
in the ear vice. Few Birthday honors have fatten to lit* 
lot of the naval and military medical services. Officers in 
India have been active in sanitary, medical and surgical 
matters. 

Chemrtry .—Professor Dewar luu been successful in 
liquefying and solidifying air. The reuniting solid is 
dear and transparent ami likened to a jelly of solid 
nitrogen containing liquid oxygen. It has been con¬ 
cluded that there is an identity between the caffeine of 
cottee and the theine of tea. Sunlight and oxygen have 
been found to arrest the development of bacteria and othei 
putrefactive organisme. Turoeiu—an animal pigment 
continuing copper—Use boon isolated from the plantain- 
eater. The offioieiu y of sand hltration has been found to 
be due to the production of a layer of slimy silt on the 
surface of the atm i, which takes some time to form. 

liyutemiology and PMic limtlh ,—For the first quarter 
the death-rate from fever and from zymotic disease and 
the general death-rate wns below the average, diphtheria 
had increased, and more deaths were registered from small¬ 
pox tlian in any corresponding quarter since 188H. There 
was much the same recont for the 2nd. quarto. During 
the 3rd. quarter the average general mortality was oxceetl- 
od, while Binall-pox began to dentine. Fever, diphtheria 
and diurrhrual diseases contributed abnormally' high death- 
rates. Tina quarter wns marked by diminished uinfall 
and excess (if tempointuio. Chotcia invaded England 
during the quurtor, During the 4th. quartet, entenc fever 
was prevalent and diphtheria aud mttueosa were adding 
materially to the mortality. 

The Royal CoUeye* —Tliat of Physicians of London 
has had to mourn the death of its Pi esidont, Su Andrew 
Clark. An action lmtwsen ths College and ths General 
Medieal Council, with respect to the right lit tiie former 
to grant a full diploma in medicine, surgery and mid¬ 
wifery was decided io favor of the College.

Ad the first hi May, was presented a report on Medical 
Aids Associations, pointing out faults in the working of 
these Associations, At its second meeting in Koveiuber 
the first stops were token with a view to the publication 
at another edition of the pharmacopoeia in the form 
ol receiving aod accepting a report from tlie Pharma¬ 
copoeia Oouuuittee on a oorrespondenoe with medical 
and pharmaceutical authorities in India and the Colonies 
with the object of meeting their views with regard to 
the substitution, where |w«sible, of native producte in 
pbarmecupinial preparations. A charge was brought 
against certain medical men of iraving accepted founder's 
shares in the firm of McDonald, Sons & Co., Limited, 
on the understanding tliat they would pieeoribc tire 
wares of Ilia Company. A icsolution was passed con¬ 
demning such practices.

MEDICAL EVIDENCE GIVEN BEFORE THE 
ROYAL COMMISSION ON OPIDM.

Indore.— Miss O'Hsiu, M n., Mission Hospital, described 
tire evil effect* of opium upon children, and advocated res¬ 
trictive measures. 

Ahmedubid .— Dr Huh Bh teali, Chief Modioal OIBoer 
of Oondal, spoke favorably of the use of opium iB 
Kbatiwar. 

Assistant Soar. eon T. M. Shah, Chief Medical Officer 
Junagadh State, spoke of opium as tlie least harmful of 
intoxicants. 

Da. Jkswahai. DnorAi.AU, in medical chaige of tlie 
Jusdan Dispensary, said that opium taken habitually in 
moderation did not affect the morality of tlie people, but 
it was not beneficial to tlieir physical condition. Prohibition 
in the Jusdan State would not be welcome. 

Bombay. —Brkiadb Sorobon Likctenant-Colonri, J- 
Arnott, in charge of St George's Hospital, had 27 years’ 
service and served in Abyssinia and Afghanistan. He 
thought opium eating rare in Bombay. In certain caaes its 
use was beneficial, in moderate doees not injurious, but ax. 
ressiveuse causes loss of appetite, disordered digestion, 
emaciation, dinrrlnca, dropsy and diminishes mental energy 
and alertness. It had by no means such serious effects as 
alcohol had. He knew successful merchants and bankers 
to use opium habitually, and bad seen many infants to 
whom it had been given habitually, quite well nourished 
and healthy. The moral and physical effect* on the people 
were, in his experience, so trifling as not to call for any 
intervention. 

Baui.-SoE'j.v. Lisut.-Coi. G. A. Maconachie, Ophthalmic 
Surgeon and Principal of the Grant Medical College, 
said that opium users do not differ from non-users in 
appearance. The nee of opium produced no deleterious 
effects. Its use in large quantities was highly objeo-

Used 
habitually in moderation it produced exhilaration of spirits, 
brilliancy of eye-, ind Increased activity of imagination. 
Hie ftaWt makes a man more reserved and more shy of 
mixing in society. The moral character is not affected 
beyond this. 

ScrubOH-Major H. \V. 11. Boyp, Superintendent, Colalia 
Lunatic Asylum, said that opium used in moderation was 
harmless and caused no organic changes in the system. 
It was, he said, a luxury. From what he had seen in his 
visits to opium clubs, opium, used as it was in those clubs, 
did not act injuriously. 

- Sl'rgeos Lirbtbnax r-Couwni T. S. Weir said that in 
Bombay, prohibition woe regarded as another instance of 
British interference with the customs of the people. 
Opium-eaters, ho thought, would reject missionary teach¬ 
ing because opium produced such repose of mind that 
missionary teaching as to it, was deemed a mere delusion. 
Prohibition would mean injury to Government, and suffer¬ 
ing to mendicants and the diseased. Opium in excess did 
not do the organic injury which aloohol, tobacco ami strong 
foods do in a tropical country. 

Dk. B. N. Khory said that opinm used in moderation 
did not lead to crime. It gave good Bleep and enabled 
fatigue to be borne. lie had not signed the Anti-opium 
Petition of the Bombay Anti-opium Alliance. 

Dr. J. Gbrsoh da Cunha, considered the use of opium 
other than medical, injurious to the moral aud physical 
condition of mankind. 

Db. L. C. Lisboa spoke in favor of the moderate use 
of opium. 

Da. Ewtunis NashbRuanieK said that the habitual use 
of opium caused less serious consequences tlian alcohol 
did. He oould not bear witness to the statements con¬ 
tained in the petition. 

Da. i . A. Gama had not known opium to be abused. 
Those who used it in moderation improved in physique 
and had not their moral condition lowered. 

Db, Txmbljbe NabiMak thought from his experience 
that opium was used to a very limited extent in Bombay.

During the 21 years be was Coroner, he never 
knew of an opium-eater dying in the streets. He con¬ 
sidered the use of opium beneficial, and that prohibition 
would be destructive to health and life. 

Va.ii> fuAXHAU JiwaXrau, medical practitioner, accord¬ 
ing to Sanscrit medical works, said that for non-medical 
purposes in Bombay, the use of opium was insignificant; 
and that opium used in moderation had no ill-effect on 
the mental facilities. 

Du. ScBOuoiE, Civil Surgeon of Sholapore, said that In 
his opinion, opium uaed moderately sustained power and 
enabled one to undergo greater exertion and fatigue. 

Soroeox-MaJOR Kirtikar, Civil Surgeon of Tanna, 
said that the moderate use of opium was with some a 
luxury with others a necessity, indulgence in tdcohol, 
uuAXo, or oan.ia would take the place of opium if the last 
were withheld from the people. 

SuRGRojr LiEiirKXANT-Coi.oxRi. BAni'Honovucsa, of the 
Medical School and Luuatic Asylum, Altmedabad, said 
that during the whole of bis professional career lie eoarcely 
met with half a doaeu whoee constitutions had been under¬ 
mined by the abuse of opium. It was the best siimulaut 
for the Oriental races. 

Dr. Fbheman Underwood said that for centuries opium 
was used as a household remedy fox young and old. It 
was given to children at their birth. He lied not come 
across a single case of its abuse, and did not observe 
moral perversion to account for criminal capability. In 
Bmall doses opium increased appetite and digestion. 

Dr. Oavknky, Civil Surgeon, Jubbulpore, and Surgeon 
Major (jUAU.K gave evidence in favor of opium, while Dr. 
Ur- RAM), Medical Missionary of liarda, gave auti-opium 
evidence. 

Uadrnt .—Scrnmox LuturBXAXT-OoujMEr, T. Maine, 
l.M.S. Bangalore, had twenty years’ experience of opium- 
eaters and smokers, and was impressed with the belief 
different races bad in the efficacy of opium to ward off 
disease and the effects of climate of unhealthy parts 
of Upper Burma. Hakims, raids, and native doctors 
Ixelieve in its intiuenoe for good. Llxe drug co-gendor» 
patience and contentment, and does not promote sedition. 
It wards off hunger and stimulates the wearied. It is a 
valuable stand-by in famine, cholera, and other epidemics. 

SOROBOS LlEtJTENAXT-COLONEI. \V. 11. BROWXB, M.D., 
senior medical officer, Geneial Hospital, Madras, said that 
of the thousands he treated in the hospital there were 
not more than three or four of whom it could be said 
that they wore mentally or physically degraded by the 
abuse of opium. Confirmed opium-eaters suffering from 
the excessive use of opium were extremely i*re in the 
hospital wards. 

Sueosox-Majou W. G. KiSu, Acting Sanitary Commis¬ 
sioner ot Madras, had known sportsmen, horsemen, and 
commercial men «£ advanced age given to the opium bubit, 
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fwfMtosikraitb and phyto|M, h* «u wsw* *Ho to 
tall ofthaaee of the drag. It wan only whoa the drag wm 
decried ueer» add the well-known mteeriet followed the 
dwtoi, ttKt he wet able to euopeet the habit. Apparent 
Immoderate use of the drug we# exceedingly rare hi the 
'Mediae Presidency. There were, no doubt, instanoos of 
.Mptoosoes* produced by the immoderate bm of the drag, 
hut there were an Infinitesimal proportion of the total popul¬ 
ation, He liad never known the drag oauae violenoe or 
crime. He always regarded the typical opium-eater ae a 
rtspeotabie member of a community. 

SiiMeon-Major A. J. &rutm**, District Surgeon, Kietna, 
hid charge of a dbtriot Jail and Lunatic Asylum in 
Vbatgapetam, where tie eerved five years, and where 
Upturn 1* largely need, and knew of no iuetauoa of any 
lunatic admitted to the asylum for insanity caused by 
the use of opium. Opium rarely or never caused insanity 
The users of the drug whom he had met weie always 
satisfied with and adhered to smalt quantities. Immoder¬ 
ate oMrs, and the sort of persona depicted by the auti- 
OphWi party, lie bod never met. It would be impossible 
to stop the supply. 

Da. Nuthko Mahomsd Oohman Baked Bahadur, Civil 
Burgeon, Negapatain, considered that tits habit in the majo¬ 
rity of Mime wt» contracted to allay pain in disease, and 
that, after alt other remedies had failed to give relief.

COCAINE IN OPHTHALMICS. 

Time and experience have given to cocaine a high valua¬ 
tion in ophthaliun. surgery, and Dr. Call Roller’s experiences 
of the drug places it in the position of being regarded as 
the eye sufferer's friend and the eye doctor's well-trusted 
help To produce the necessary and desired smesthesla in 
ophthalmic operations it may bo used either as instillations 
or injections The former produces ourtain ansestheala of 
the moic supoifieial structures only, while for operatin' 
interference with the deeper tissues the latter is called for 
Kor painless interference with the conjnnotiva or oomea 
ordinary Instillation is found sufficient, but m Iridectomies 
and cats mot opoiations Dr, Carl Roller finds it necessaty 
to instil a fom pel cent solution every five minutes, beginning 
twenty to thirty minutes before the operation, keeping the 
eye closed moanw hile to prevent evaporation of the solution 
If the instillations are not begun thus early, when the iris 
is reached, pain is experienced, the emeathetio value of the 
drug discredited by the patient, and success of the operation 
endangered by sudden movements of the patient. Even 
with the above precautions, however, in snbaoute or chronic 
glaucoma, aumsthesia oi the mis may not be produced, as 
m hunt eyes the drug Is sometimes not sufficiently absorbed. 
For this reason, acting on the suggestion and practice of 
Profuaor .Snellen of Dtreoht Dr. Carl Roller has adopted 
the subconjunctival application of cocaine in performing 
iridectomies and for extraction of cataract and squint 
operations in the following wsy 

A few drops of a four per cent. eolation are instilled, and 
u lew more drops after several minutes. The speoulum Is 
then inserted. A two per cent solution, which has been 
sterilised by boiling, is now injected under the conjunctiva 
next to the part where auction is to be made by »«»«s of 
a hypodermic syringe which has been sterilised by mixing 
with alcohol and then with * two pot cent, oarboiioand 
eolation. The speculum la removed after the subconjunctival 
injection, and one baa to wait from five to ton minutes for 
tile artificial oedema at the MM of injection to subside, Or 
tide may be hastened by gaotto Mbbtag. Tka operation

Well, 
the tooth hart her so that at last she contented, and I took 
her there, about twenty-fire miles by rslf, I went armed 
with a pair of forceps at a matter of habit, and when we got 
to the place and the saw the gas-bag and other appliances, 
she lied hysterics again, worse than before, ami I had to give 
it up and take her back home. I was thoroughly provoked, 
but she had money, and was paying for her foolishness, so 1 
tried to restrain my feelings. About ten miles out front town, 
as the train was plodding along at the rate of twenty miles 
an hour, and alte was holding her Jaw and 1 was holding 
mine, in the seat beside her, we struck a broken rail, and the 
lost tiling I knew we were rolling down an embankment and 
being piled up in a very promiscuous fashion. 1 don't know 
how it came about, but 1 wasn't hurt much, and when my 
senses were fully restored, 1 dragged my patient out through 
the window and laid her on the bank near by. She was 
pretty badly braised and was knocked senseless, and as 1 was 
endeavouring to restore her, a brilliant thought occurred to 
me.

ABMY HOSPITAL EXTRAVAGANCE. 

We quote from the Ttmet of India-.—“ The Medical Depart¬ 
ment is to be reformed in the mattet of establishments. 
Owing partly to. imperfect administration, and partly to 
unforeseen circumstances the work of army dootora Is 
moot unevenly distributed, varying from half-au-hoar to 
lour hours a day. Nighty per cent, of the cases are 
trivial, and cam be treated with ml vantage by the apothe¬ 
caries. It- is accordingly proposed to make a general reduction 
in the Medical (ha®, the pay tit which seriously cripples 
military finances. Money is also freely spent on hospitals, 
but unfortunately ten per cent, tit oar military siek are 
aaotingerero, and fifty per cent, are in hospital by their own 
carelessness- It is proposed that some seventy par oent. of 
the prosent inmates of these isetitatlons, in which every 
luxury is dispensed, at great cost to the State, should be 
turned ever far treatment by apothecaries in disused barracks, 
the sergeant eooestoisaUy inspecting and plaiting oat serious 
flues for hospital. It is calculated that, in this way, the 
medical budget can be reduced by fifty per cent.. That we 
should have continued each sn extravagant and senseless 
syjtssu-'lor an many years can he a m o unt e d for only by the 
cons erva t iv e iasthsets af ■ia Army, for It fe freely admitted 
, by %eth ettcam and men'that the tystem is worse than - lad. 
Htenerransns.; thing tossea hmdrad men of a regiment 
reporting* themselves sick on the eve of a heavy field day. 


The hospital fofitted with cvetp Jauiy,; the men ses smalm 
their pipe* and read a norelinsn rosy ehsir in the recreation 
room, op listen to the hand whWi is seat to piay to them in 
the afternoon. This is letter than sentry go, and in the 
present day men are never reported tor malingering, and 
seldom refused admittance Into hospital.

In all oases, if they get worse, the fault 
lies In the medicine ; If they get well, It it ‘the goodness of 
Providence.’ If I send In my Mil, they »y, ‘he Is In a 
terrible hurry for hls money; ’ If I don't, it is * so unbusiness¬ 
like.' ‘ But wo get well paid/’ do you say, Mydearsir.it 
I received payment for one-half I do, I should die from, 
shook."—JY. r. Med. Iter. 

THE PLANTAIN A SOURCE OF WEALTH. 

Thk plantain grows iu all its native beauty, vigour, amt 
perfection in Bengal and in the South, but the only portions 
made use of, to any extent, are the fruits and leaves, and 
the Inner and tonder heart, of the stem ; the fruit, and heart 
of the tree (thm-) heiug largely employed by all classes as 
Ingredients iu their numerous vegetable curries, while the 
leaves have always, from tiro remotest ages of antiquity, 
been used in place of the merely modem plates ami dishes. 
We believe that no attempt has been made to utilise the 
beet quantities of fibre titat are now annually going to- 
waste in this oottntry, merely tor the want of a little judi¬ 
cious encouragement and inslructlon. Very large quantities 
of plantain fibre are annually exported from Jamaica, and 
other West India Islands, and also front t the Philippine 
Ishtrtd#, to England, America and India, under the name 
of ‘Manilla Hemp.’ it ia employed by the Mercantile 
Marine of India, ami the American Navy, (n the manufac¬ 
ture of roping and cordage, under the name of ‘White 
rope,' and also ‘ Manilla rope.' The average yield of a 
plant may be pat down at one pound at dean fibre, more 
or leas according to too sit uation and richness of the soil 
on which it Is grown. A« ranch as two pounds have been 
coileotod from one stem, but this la exceptional. Rnt in 
this country Ms aoareeof wealth ia utterly neglected.

As an antiperhxilc, 
opium will never be replaced by qninine. 

Indian opium oontains lees morphine (1 to 1'8*8) and much 
more naroctine (9-65) than does the Turkish opium, and 
consequently the opium habitue is consuming nardottno, 
which Is a most important febrifuge without any uarootic 
properties, and capable of arresting toe paroxysms of inter* 
mittent pslludsl and remittent fevers. Oplnm is also con¬ 
sidered invaluable in bowel disorders, diabetes, and Insomnia. 

SULPHATE OF COPPER IN SYPHILIS. 

Dn. A. P. Fates records some eases where he found that 
copper sulphate gave more satisfactory results than did mer¬ 
cury, as It exerted a specific action on syphilis, and was 
especially directed to the lymphatic system ; but ss It is a 
very active drug, it should be administered is minute doses at 
I-90th grain in combination with sulphate of iron, and it ia 
wise to omit its use one day in the week. In cachectic cases 
it is better to begin with O'OOOOl grain and gntduaily 
increase the dose lest Injurious action follow, the fint signs 
of which sue a voracious appetite with pallor, giddiness, 
prostration and a rapid or weak pulse.

The Pathogmenie of Floating Kidney.

Mr. Bland 
button, in the couree of an abdominal section upon a woman, 
aged twenty-six, who had been admitted into the Middlesex 
Hospital suffering from what was supposed to be peritonitis, 
opened into a cyst which proved to be dermoid in its nature, 
and on tbe wall of which, whon Um content* of the cavity 
had been .cleared out, he discovered a well-formed ovarian 
mamma, presenting the usual characteristics of that gland in 
the virgin. It was somewhat larger than a tangerine orange, 
had a well-formed nipple, but no areola, and was composed 
. of fat in the centre of which was a cluster of glandular 
material, the ducts of which traversed the nipple. In the 
course of his remarks .sunle at the time Mr. Button pointed 
out that this special form of abnormity was, comparatively 
speaking, rare, as In bis own experience he had only met 
with three examples of It. Xippte-llke and mammary pro¬ 
jections in which no glandular structure is present are 
of frequent occurrence. The patient made an excellent 
recovery.

Sul,—A s regards my Apparatus, I sent in shortly «fter 
my appointment in November W89 an independent Mat 
of my requirements, but nothing was heard tit fide list 
till April 1892, <.<•., nearly 2| yeart after tbe sppointmout 
(it would be remembered that I was appointed only 
for three yean), vvhcuuti indent, which dhl not contain 
any of luy urttolea, hating arrived for tbe signature of 
tbe Professor of Physiology and tuyaelf, I learnt, by 
tiie merest accident, that the tiiee lists furnished by 
the Professor of Physiology, Pathology, and myself had 
been compounded, without my knowledge and without 
tiny sort or Wind of reference to me, and that we were 
to Imie some at tides in common, and the Physiology 
Professor was to lend me the apparatus I might require 
whenevei lie was not using it himself. It could not 
j huvo Iteon due to utly mere accident that f Was thus 
ignore I, for iu M*rclt 1890 Government were pleased 
to direct tliut tlte three lists sliouhi be amalganiateti at 
a meeting of the Professors concerned, including myself, 
but In as never consulted or referred to on the subject. 
Hud the settlement of tbe lists been come to in con 
siiltutiou with me, us desired by Government, all the 
subsequent unpleasant < ontioveray regatdiog the Labors

August 16, 1892, before which time the fate of my 
Laboratory hail been wealed, and the liat had gone that it 
wae a failure anil must lie discontinued. Even then 
some important appliances were deficient, and despaii- 
ing of being able to get them without delay aud ' exatiim, 
I requested one of our well-known citizens to make up 
the deficiency which lie kindly consented to do. Xot 
only was tiic apparatus, such as was supplied, delayed 
tilt the lust moment, but it «ss doled out with a degree 
of ill-grace and petty obstmetion and annoyance, which 
elsewhere fintuoately would never he dreamt of The 
Professor, at whose mercy I was to lie m reganl to tiio 
apparatus, thought it light and propei not to answei 
my inquiries, ami at his instance a meeting took place 
in presence of the Puneipal, which was luaiked on out¬ 
side by a display of undignified wrangling and rancour 
which, to say the least, was eminently unpiofeemonal. 
Except a photograph o£ one of the apparatus handed to 
me, tliere were no other necessary accompaniments of 
latiels, descriptions or instructions for mounting aud 
using, plate oi engruv iligs of fully Bet-up appsiatits 
when at work—all which were express!) unloiod and 
writteu fai in the indent in tlie liand-writmg ot the Pro¬ 
fessor of Physiology himself. At the meeting before 
the Principal it was alleged that tlie Professor had none 
of tlie accompaniments, for none had come, and the Act¬ 
ing Principal very pioperly remarked that if the ac¬ 
companiments had not i mils as alleged, the Pi ofessoi of 
Physiology ought to have reported tlie matter to him, 
so that they might have been sent fur.

every step I met with discourtesy and obstruction, and a 
hing-sustaiueil display of intolerance laid hostility wholly 
unbecoming persons professing to belong to a noble

In spite, however, of difficulties, obntsolas attd annoy¬ 
ance, a fair beginning of my Laboratory was made hi 
alsmt October 1892, 1 a, just on the close of the three 
you is porioij, and 1 eiitertaiesd aud expressed tti* hope 
tliat it would be possible to give s fair trial to the Labors, 
tor), w liich hitherto had received no tidal at all. It was 
apparent that the work fmut its very nature required to 
lie steadily and contimtonly pursued, and when so prose¬ 
cuted it Htvvays lias an important bearing on rational 
practical medicine, although it may not lead to immediate 
l esults strikmg the popular imagination. And with the 
view of ivmeing in a practical and substantial manner 
my keen interest iu the cause with which I hail identi¬ 
fied my sell, and luy dosire lo he associated with the work 
not so much for the sake of the emoluments attached to 
it, as fm the sake ot the work itself, I spontaneously 
ottered to (fovi iimient to continue to Work in tlie College 
and Laboratory without auy remuneration. The public

It v, as suggested that my private practice and other *n 
gag! meats prevented my making use of tins Laboratory . 
though, u a matter of foot, I was daily giving tins best 
hours of the day os Honarary Physician and wti actually 
working in the Laboratory when tolerably well equipped 
for three hours and more every day, including Sundays, 
and it is permissible to opiue that the no private practice 
cry was only intended to shunt me off.

Sis,—Hospital Assistants, when travelling un duly by 
road, are allowed two annas a tail* to oover transport. It 
often happens that this amunnt barely suffices to meet 
even actual expenses. For instanee, the distance from 
Mettapiotlium to Wellington i* 34 lsUet, and the travelling 
allowance admissible is rtipoea three, whilst the cheapest 
eon veyanue—that is a bullock cart—at the cheapest possible 
rate, is rupees six for the distance. Tlie balance of rupee- 
three has to bo defrayed from tlie elender means of tlie 
Hospital Assistant. Other subordinate offioere, similarly 
placed, draw the fare for two seata in a t&ga tliat is 
reiwes iliiriy-sis for the trip. From the aiwve, it will be 
seen that Hoapital Assistants suffer great pecuniary lose 
while travelling, especially three blessed with large 
families, who may require two carta to convey them to-

It certainly prevent* the face amt hattda from being sun¬ 
burnt, and create* a cooling Dentation, beaidea giving a 
fttlae falrneae to tlw Burmese, who use tills aa a favorite 
toilet powder. In many of the Bttrman baanrs a scented 
yellow ish powder It kept for anle, and ia greatly sought for 
by tlie well-to-do. The poor make tlae powder paste 
from the bark gathered in the jungles or bought from 
village markets. 

This vv ill bo a cheap and useful toilet article for the 
labouring classes of India and Africa, and for all who 
make these countries their home. It seems to lie a lietter 
powder for cliildren than what is usually used, and is 
found most agreeable by the Burmese for use during out¬ 
door or field work. 

I would like to see this tree imported to India by 
• enterprising people who may get the opinion of visitors 
and observers in Burma, as well as of Burmese experts 
themselves.

AND THERA WprfkiAfc REMARKS OX 
; THE PYREXIAI, STATE.®

Auoxost subject* which igyre engrossed the attention 
ofpathologieti, physiologists. and medical clinicians dur¬ 
ing, the past tiiirLy yeara, tiiere is. perhaps, none more 
important nor of mure uniiaiial aiguiticaucc to the medical 
practitioner than that of Parana at Foot, using this term 
in its inost comprehensive sense. Of physiological experi¬ 
ments carried out during that period, there are none of such 
over-whelming internal, or of such widespread practical 
utility, as those in connection with the phenomena of 
fever, ahd the heat-regulating mechanism of tiie human 
economy. It is only in quite recent yearn tint nil our 
former crude theories and apeculations have undergone 
attbversion, and given place to more rational views on the 
subject of pyrexia. 

There is. perhaps, no pulhologicnt state more deserving 
of deliberate consideration than the one we now propose 
to discus*. This is specially tlie case in India, where 
probably four-fifths of the patients we are called upon to 
treat ate suffering from fever, occurring either as a primary 
condition, or ns a complication of or epiphenoinemm to 
some pre-existing malady. We, therefore, might say that 
any advance made to our knowledge in regard to tlie 
pyrexial condition, affords a double interest to physician* 
practising in India. From the statistics collected of the 
patients seeu by me during the Inst llj years (approximately 
26,000) I found tliat T9'25 were suffering from pyrexia as 
a primary or secondary condition. 

Tiie high state of enlightenment of the profession at 
the present day, could not permit of the great importance 
of tills subject to be over-looked. Tins is readily seen by 
compering our present knowledge in regard to the patho¬ 
logy of the pyrexia! state with that of fifteen year* ago. 
Lees than 20 years ago, our substantial nud scientific 
know ledge at tiie py rexi..i state would be almost complete¬ 
ly represented by a blank; whereas to-day, although 
we have still, much to learn, yet wo have mastered the. 
inure important facts, and feel that we are on the 
rigid track. This increasing knowledge i* but the 
natural outgrowth of advancing physiology; but Is 
in no sense a refiectl-u on tbe past generations of 
pathologist* tliat they did not explain the patliological and 
clinical phenomena of pyrexia—a* a matter of fact they 
could not do w. This is at ooce apparent when we 
consider how v ery recently we have gained any real inform¬ 
ation ou the nutritive processes of the body, how meagre 
stdM* oar. acquaintance with metgiw^uu, generally end 
the nature of nervous fanotiow governing ffdrition, and 
that intimate constitution of and changes going on in

katritt, ebinulin, 4c. Formerly wc antlered from a paucity 
of encb remedies, now We are embarrassed with a 
enperabundaiioe. It is now an important point to select 
the must auitable of this tong bat of antipyretics in any 
particular c«ee under ubaorvstion. Beeidee, our experience 
in regard to tlie introduction and uee of cold ea a thera¬ 
peutic tneneure baa greatly extended. Peraimalty I think 
that a working knowledge Of the kind of antithermic or 
antipyretic remedy or remediee to nee m epccial canes oau 
oeiy be arrived at by a comprehension of the morbid state 
that het created the rise of temperature. For instance, it 
would nerve uo useful purpose to preecribe large doses of 
antipyrin in the tmrial pyrexia of an attack of ague or 
small-pox or acute pneumonia ; at leaet such a practice 
would not chuck tiro disease, or it would only do so in 
exceptional cases ; hut this line of abortive treatment may 
do harm. It would be equally inopportune to administer 
a iatge dose of quinine in tiro onset of a case of pyrexia 
arising from hepatitis, whereas in tire hyperpyrexia of 
remittent, tetanus, sunstroke dad acute rheumatism, anti-. 
P)'rin may prove invaluable, and in enteric fever quinine 
is sometimes given as a systematic form of treatment. 

The introduction uf tile ciinicel thermometer gave the 
fret great spurt in directing increased attention to tile 
subnet of fever, and the progressively greater importance 
s>f its nee is demonstrated by the rapidly expanding mass 
of facte Hurt its employment enables ui toacoumulate. 

Pyrexia, as a condition per se. that la, as an abatract 
mate apart from any other disease with which it may bs 
associated, lias only in recent, times received speohd atten¬ 
tion, As a factor in connection witli spcciAc favors and 
primary and secondary inflammations, however, it has 
always had a fair share of studious regard.

As the pyrexia] 'state is piwtolily produced hyitptt- 
version of the normal lieat-genereting and beat-regelating 
processes of the budy, before proceeding to diectras the 
abstruse questions involved in k consideration ef rim 
, pathological and etiological Factors intimately ‘araobbted 
with the pyrexial condition, it'JiaWliitoly naoeMsfy that 
we sliould be familiar witTflie jlroceiees by wbWi heatte 
generated in the body in health ; bow it is losttl« means 
by which tbo body.temperature' is maintained at a uniform 
standard from one year's end to the other tinder the irioat 
diverse conditions of external environments ; in other 
words, tlie physiology of animal heat. It may not there¬ 
fore be out of place or uninteresting to briefly review the 
normal procese of pyrogenesis and thermotexis, (heat 
formation and regulation) especially the more recent ad¬ 
vances in our physiological knowledge appertaining to 
tlieee processes. ,,<• 

Tlie tiret question tliat presents itself in tliis pun of 
our subject is—What are the sources of animal beat ? 
Tlie heat of the body is a constant evolution of kinetic 
energy, which may be considered to be due to vibrations 
of the corporeal atoms. There is no doubt but that die 
ultimate source of the beat is contained in the potential 
energy in the food consumed and in the oxygen ef the 
air absorbed during reepiralton. As a natural result, the 
amount of boat produced depends upon, or ia in accord¬ 
ance with, tliat of the energy liberated from tits food 
we eat. Tbs energy of the food-stuffs, that ia, their 
potential energy, ntay therefore be called “ latent heat” 
if we assume thut when they are used up In the body 
by the process of combustion, kinetic energy is 
liberated only in the form of heat. Asa matter of faot 
however, both mechanicat and electrical energy are deve¬ 
loped from tlie potential energy. In artier to obtain a 
unit measure for'the energy, liberated, it ia usual as it ia 
advisable to express ail tlie potential energy ai heat-unite. 
By an instrument called the caforimtter, w» are enabled to 
transmute the potential energy of the former (otp heat, 
and at the same time to measure ancurately the number 
of heat-uoita produced. , . . ,, t

and tlio conclusion is forced upon US that the muscles are 
the great centres of tlienuogeupsia in the human economy, 
ftooh a view receives support from the fact tliat the blood, 
leaving a tmieote which ie in a state of rest, contains 
more carbonic acid gas than that in tile right ventricle of 
the heart. We know, as a matter of every-day experience, 
that muscular exercise increesoe greatly tlie amount of 
carbon dioxide excreted, but, at the same time, there is | 
groat increase in the amount of heat formed in them. 

The rrihecles therefore are the great thermogenic tissues, 
and it has bee® proved tliat they yield *th of the body-heat 
in health. The sevend secreting glands, especially the 
Hver, and the alimentary canal, during digestion are also 
fool of heat-formation. * ■ 

In addition to the processes of cmnbustiou, or oxidation ; 
a# those chemical processes in our body, lead to the 
production of beet because the ameoat of available 
potential energy present is diminished, in consequence 
Ilf s greater satisfaction of atomic affinities, In oil 
oases where tire atoms assume mbre stable positions with 
their affinities satisfied, ohemiosd energy passes into kinetic

Ott“ strongly advocates tlie view that fevei is mainly a 
disease of the nervous system, the thermogenic centres be 
ing stimulated by v redone snbetsnnes tiirown into the cir¬ 
culation. The proof of tlna, according to On, is the fact 
that enrarisation prevents the development of fever under 
circumstances which would etlverwiee certainly give rite to 
it. In the Therapeutic Ornette, September IS, 1887, Orr 
states in opposition to Om.i famu. end Ltxnois, tlmt irrita¬ 
tion of the cortex over the meal ganglia i,w> little effect on 
the temperature, but lesions of the cortex below the tjmlam 
cause a slight transient rise. Orr speaks of four heat

Sbch being » 
brief statement of the Uitle that is known of the nervous 
mechanisms concerned in thennogenetis, wo must now 
pass on to consider the control of temperature (thermo- 
task) i.*., tlie manfter in which thormegenesi* of heat 
production nnd thermolyeis or iiont-loes are so equally 
balanced, that the body-temperature remain* practically 
constant under widely different eohditioai. 

It it obvious that tlie temperature of the body ie the 
expression of the equilibrium between lie*f-production 
and heat-loss, and may Ito regulated by acting upon the one 
or other fnotor. But wear* also fsiniiiat with the iro*

That variation in hent-produotitm do aid in regulating 
the tempciiituio appems to bo the case from (ho fact that 
external cold increases the absorption of 0 and the dis¬ 
charge of t'0„ whilst external heat diminishes both 
Stimuli fimn the periphery reacting on the thermal centre* 
along sensory nerves no doubt lead to efferent impuMss— 
from the centres to the tissues—which togulate thermo 
genesis. After wliat lias been said it may be accepted tlial 
tlie central nervous system oan powerfully influence thei 
mogenosis if it does not absolutely control ft, although wo 
are still very uncertain ns to tlie position and nature of 
the bout-centres and as to the course of the Abies con 
nected with them. , 

Butthetemperatme is ftr more resdily controlled by

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ACCIDENTS TO THE EYES. 

ID himn.-LiitiiT.-Ooi.. ClKorritT C. Haii, 

Allahabad, 

Thk subject of this paper it one which hen been very 
inwiequataiy treated in the varioua text-book* on oph- 
fhalmfcr science, and H ie with a wieh to be of aaeiatance 
to othera, that I now record the varioua accidents to 
which the eye ie liable. 

la my opinion the best way of treating of these accidents 
will lie to take them mrwtim , and if I have omitted any, 
I shall be glad to hear fioin members of the profession 
who may lie willing to record their experiences. 

That the matter to be treated of is a very practical 
one, goes without saying. Apparently trivial eye ac¬ 
cidents sometimes cause great distrain to the patient 
if not relieved, and it is a fact which cannot he denied, 
that tlie general profession is not very well informed on 
the subject. 

Beginning with the leaser accidents ] would like to 
treat them on the same principle as burns and olataify 
them as followa :— 

1. Injuries of the eye-lids not involving the con¬ 
junctiva. 

2. Injunct of the eyelide involving the palpebral 
conjunctiva, amt often spreading by continuity of tissue 
to the ocular conjunctiva. 

8. Injuries to tine ocular conjunctiva. 

4, Injuries to the cornea not causing penetration. 

h. Injuries to the comes causing penetration into the 
(•stork* chamber, but not involving the deeper structures 
of the eye, sncli as the iris or Un«- 

6. Injuries to the cornea involving penetration through 
the anterior chamber, iris, Idtn and deeper structures of 

the eye- 

1. Injuries to the conjunctiva involving the sclerotic, 
not involving the ciliary region, nor penetrating into the 
deeps* structures. 

8. Injuries to the sclerotic not involving the ciliary 
region, but penetrating into the posterior chamber of 
the eye sod involving the choroid retina and vitreous. 

9. Injuries to the sclerotic Involving the ciliary region 
and all other deeper structures. 

10. Injuries with a blunt body not censing a wound.

The pit .asset-weti* 
fastened on with any pressure hut just kept hi it* pinqo 
by the trisuguiar bandage. If there is no sign of odeum 
the nett day, the pod may be removed and vinoha 
ointment simply pat on. In more severe oases, with great 
swelling and inflammation, the eye may be fomented with 
Imt water and aho kept abut and podded up, but oil pressure 
is to be avoided. Warm dry pads are very efficacious, 
being first smeared with Uaaeline or vinofia cream. 
Except the bum is a deep one, there case* cause no perma¬ 
nent injury or disfigurement; the mark being hidden by 
the natural folda of tire lid. Severer and deeper burns 
may be earned by the clothing catching firs, and the future 
-disfigurement or permanent shortening of Use lid, will 
of course, depend entirely on the amount of skin destroyed. 
In die case of the lower lid, the shortening may lead to 
ectropion. This will require an operation to be done 
after all contraction has ceased, and it is impossible to lay 
down any fixed rule as to how to operate, the one principle 
being borne in mind, that it ia better to try and raise the 
edge of the lid by loosening the skin below than by 
return ing any conjunctiva, and time trying to draw the Hd 
up by the contractions which follow the removal. A 
cicatrix can thus often be loosened and the lid will return 
to its normal situation. 

Wounds of the lids, with sharp cutting instruments 
merely requite to be brought carefully together after 
cleaning and readjusting. Great care being taken of the 
position of the punctu lachymalia. They ought to be eo 
adjusted as to almost just touch the ocular conjunctiva. 
If this is not done, we may get a very good roeult as far 
as appearances go, but the patient will suffer from epiphora 
in some degree, lie may have what is known saa watery 
eye, or lie may have a still further overfiow of tears ran 
ning down the cheeks and causing great distress. 

The lids may bo simply bruised, aa with a blow of a 
blunt object, the result will, of course, vary with the force 
used. The lid gets blood thrown out into its tissues and 
swells and becomes discolored. Cold applications are 
usually best in those cases. They keep down the inflam- 
matioD and swelling, and very often out the erne short and 
prevent much discoloration. Io cares where there ia much 
swelling end the discoloration has already set in, worm 
applications ore beet, and lead to redaction of the inflam¬ 
mation quickest. When tiie inflammation has subsided, cold 
may be applied. 

Stings of venomous insects sometimes oeuss great pain 
and inflammation of the eye. They are best treated with 
hot alkaline applications ami gently applied rest to the lids. 
Leaches on the lids are not considered advisable ou account 
of tlw looseness of the tissues and the effusion of Hood 
among the meSbea, but I have sere caaat of great oedema, 
where pricking with a fin* needle out a subsequent 
fomentation have reduced the ewrifing very rapidly. The 
great object ie net to eeuae say irritation, ee Aw M is eo 
easily excited to oedema, therefore in prinking an osdema 
of the fid, e very fine sharp neerie fboutd be used ; bstf a 
doxea punctures bring quite enough.

URETHRITIS INDUCED BY THE PHYSIOLOGICAL 
EFFECTS OF LIQUbR AB8ENICAI.IS.

MooH of the stiooesa of a practitiouer lies in tins pains 
be takes to traoe out tjie cause ‘of his patient's illness. 
Simple ailments, due to errors of diet, may lead to distress¬ 
ing symptoms if the cause is not searched foi aud 
removed. So also serious diseases, chronic complaints, 
and outbreaks of epidemns caused by tbe influence of 
poisonous materials and chemical substances conveyed to 
the system through the media of air, water, food, &i ., if 
traced in time, could be appropriately treated and life-long 
misery or often painful death avoided. Tims the etiology 
of disease is of the utmost importance to tlie physician, 
and demands Ids most careful consideration. An intimate 
acquaintance with this bronoli of medical science assists 
the practitioner and hygienist in several respects; it 
givee material aid in diagnosis ; throws light on prog¬ 
nosis, as the some morbid condition may difler much in 
its gravity according to its cause j and in the majority 
of Individual cases it affords most useful indications 
towards treatment; it also enables the practitioner, as 
well as the hygienist, to adopt precautionary measures 
against the development or extension of mauy diseassa. 
Lastly, bat not least, it brings to prominence the 
relationship between special causes ami special diseases. 
For example, the influence of one drag, when administered 
for one disease, may produce another oompiaint, or a train 
of other symptoms on the individual, ss will be observed 
a> the following case. 

Some time ago, a respectable man came to me, complain¬ 
ing of a discharge from his .urethra of three days' 
duration. He could not account for the discharge. He 
bod no sexual connection for some months, and was 
abstemious in habits. On examination, the meatus was 
found slightly inflamed; the discharge, which was said 
to be nnsooid at tbe onset, woe now mono-purulent. 
Hie mine was higb-oolored and voided with much scalding. 
He bod an attack of gonorrhoea six years ago, but since 
then be had *o ooroplstots with his urinary organs. He 
appeared to be in fairly good health, and there was ep 
patently so cooetftational or meohnniool cause to produce 
the present attack at nrethritik On further enquiry 1 
ascertained that he Mi been taking, for the pest fortnight, 
iive minims of Liquor AraenkssUa, throe times a day, for 
roal&ioes fever, wMch he Wee subject to, as quinine 
failed la its effects. He meet probably hod consumed 
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about one sad a half grains, of white arsenic doting the 
fortnight , 

At tire time he consul tad me, I noticed that he was 
suffering from the physiological effect* at ortenic. 
The following symptoms were noticeable-Slight con¬ 
junctivitis with suffusion sod smarting of the eyes, slight 
(edema of the lids, dry congli, irritation of the throat and 
nose, psinful cramps, colicky pains In the lower pert of 
the abdomen, Irritation of the rectum—painful defalca¬ 
tion, urticaria aud general prostration of tile system. 

As soon as he came under my treatment, be was 
directed to discontinue the arsenic solution and to take 
diluents and demulcent drinks, and an alktbliue mixture. 
His food was light and nourishing, and stimulants were 
ordered owing to the extreme weakness of the patient. 
The stimulant did not aggravate ths oompiaint as H would 
have done if the discharge had been gonorrhoeal. Under 
ibis treatment the patient improved rapidly in every way. 
The discharge was perceptibly decreasing daily, tiis other 
irritant effect* of arsenic gradually disappeared, aud in a 
fortnight the patient was quite well. 

Remark*. —It it thus dear that this was * case of ure¬ 
thritis due to the effects of arsenic. From the similarity 
of tliis disease to gonorrhoea, if the patient wore nod a 
person whose word could be relied upon, one hi iikelyV) 
come to the conclusion that it was a ease of contagion. 
But in this i ese, the patient’s histoiy, as confirmed by tlie 
subsequent fun of tlie diseaae, and the presence of chronic 
arsenical poisoning, and flna! euro under treatment for the 
same, leaves no doubt as to the fact that the oompiaint 
was urethritis, induced by no other moan* than the Irritant 
effect of arsenic on the mucous membrane of the urethra. 
Quain says that “ Asparagus and arsenic ore said to have 
the effect of producing urethritis in dome poisons,” while 
other works are reticent on this matter. Arsenic, a* is 
well-known, exercises a special Influence outlie mucous 
membranes generally, but particularly tile stomach, 
duodenum, and rectum. If distant parts of the b*>dy, 
such ns the conjunctiva! and no*e, are affected by arsenic, 
is it not possible to believe tliat the urethra ftleo parti¬ 
cipates in the inflammation, more especially because its 
structure comes in direct contact with the arsenic, during 
its elimination from the system in the orlne. It Is 
therefore surprising to observe, that such oases are so 
very rare, or are not always recognised. From a raedioa- 
legat point 'of view, rightly tracing the cause of this 
discharge, is of considerable importance, to a booty 
conclusion or opinion expressed, may introduoe dMord 
and suepiciou into a happy home or may lead to much 
discussion in a court of law. 

It is highly desirable in such cnees where the circum¬ 
stances point to the possibility of arsonic irritation, to 
test the urine and to note the presence or absence of the 
physiological effects of this drag on the system.

Edkmos hi of more common occurrence than perhaps 
any other affection of the skin. It is not a contagious 
disease, though considered \ esicolar (that ia to say, attend¬ 
ed by an eruption and exudation of watery fluid from 
the skin, which dsiea up into a antic or cruat), it presents 
yariona eppaaraaces, being eoinetimea marked by pustules, 
sotnotitnes iiy pepHhw* while at other times, and not nufre- 
qneotty, the inflamed skin has a arnooth glased look. 
Without t trace of eruption. All parts of the body 
ere liable, to oosews, but jfjaore frequent sites aio 
the hatida, face, feet tm Tegs, as well aa those 
pests of the skin liable to oontset and friction with 
Other parts, M tlie flexions of the joiuts, tlw nates, 
M»d the inside of the thighs are also prone to be attacked. 
The dieeeee ie utuelly attended with muah irritation and 
intolerable itching ; and if suratuhing is indulged in by 
the patient, the symptoms ere aggravated, and bleeding 
from the surface of the inflamed skin is most likely to 
ensue. Ketemu is very common in infante and young 
children, and may he traced to went of cleanliness, or to 
not drying the tender peri* about the region id! the anus 
end groins after washing. In unhealthy chihlrea, it is an 
accompaniment of various cuastitntionel affections, end 
it ia extremely apt to supervene on meeds*. Among the 
aged, tlw ciraototion becoming hwdpeid, efipma is prime 
to be very ttoubtauune.

Intiw ceeeof 
infante and young clnldren, carefully drying the parts 
after washing, and dusting them with the powder of *fcic 
oxide and atarqli, morning and* evening, combined with 
attention to the state of the boards, Will generally effect 
s cure. If tbe disease is the result of scabies, it will he 
necessary to employ sulphur ointment If, on the other 
hand, the disease is the offspring of scrofula or other 
constitutional taint, it -wifi b* necessary to have recourse 
to steel wine, Parrish's syrttp, cod-fiver oH, and to tbe 
class of remedies best suited for each individual case. 


Wlien there is reuson to" suppose jthst the complaint » 
associated, as it is very often in adults, with derangement 
of the digeative organs, alterative and aperient medicines 
are indicated, mob as rhubarb and carbonate »£ soda, 
combined with a few grains of grey powder three times 
a day. Should the person be fftnid and rebate, an occa¬ 
sional purge with calomel and scammony, or the mixture of 
magnesia carbonate and epsom salts will be found effecth e 
Tbe diet ought to be oaref ully amended to, sad abstinence 
from alcoholic 1 stuniriaata of all kinds strictly enjoined 
In obstinate cases of ecseiua, no remedy has been found 
so serviceable as arsenic, but it is a powerful poison, and 
can only tie administered under proper supervision. The 
arsenical solution (Fowler’s) ia given in five minim dose* 
in water twice a day after food, and most be persevered 
with till the symptoms spate, or the constitution is affeoU 
ed by the drug. 

With regard to external applications, those which Soothe 
inflammation and itching an most in raqitest. A bran 
or bread poultice, applied over the affected part, will often 
do this, or the Hnimeutuin cutcis, so serviceable in burns 
and scalds, will be found equally useful in allaying 
the irritation. The iodide of mercury ointment, glycerine 
tannin, a week eolutlon of filtrate of silver,' are each 
employed with the view of producing'a norma) condition 
of tlie akin. Another good application i* the liquid pitch 
ointment, 00 mposed of five parts of tar and two parts 
of ysllow was, which has long had a deserved reputation 
in tlie treatment of thi* affection.

NOTES or A CASK OF* SAND IN THE OUT 
1 OF PROBABLE PAIIASmC ORIGIN.

I Tuts case having deeply interested two leading 
physicians in Calcutta, whose opinions were divided 
as tu its causation, f should be glad to give it a place in

I trust some of the many reader* of the Record may be 
able to throw some light upon it. 

Mr. A. C., a Buropaau, landed in India in December 18W, 
hale and hearty. Two mouths later he begun to lose 
his appetite, and to suffer from slight pain in ihe stomach. 
A few days after he experienced pain of ft gnawing 
character coming on about midday, lasting a couple 
of hours, then leaving him almost entirely, and starting 
afresh the next day, and so on for four day*. After

On csemhwtien, my patient's thoracis and abdominal or¬ 
gana ware found healthy, livei daises* normal; no ap 
parent drstomden of atomach, no Dotes, some teodoronss 
always, and varying in degree around umbilicus and up¬ 
wards to tbs right, About tlie pyloric end of the stomach 
and ascending duodenum. Abdorana Otlierwiss uniformly 
flaccid and painless; bowels oonflaed as a rnlo, appetite 
poOr during, but improving bgein immedintely an attack 
passed away.

Not overlooking tbs possibility at the pads faring due 
to 'biliary colic (though there was not a symptom Of 
tins disease manifested beyond te pain wliioii waa 
paroxysmal in a degree, and te state of akin, ocn- 
pmotvie, urine fmoes aid Uariir reveaied nothing) i 
ventured a trial with extract belladonna tarion, end 
rhubarb, soda and teruxlomo, thrice daily with a sul¬ 
phate «>f soda purge m tlie morning. I again txawhted 
his urine bat with a negative result. I then rind hit Otaris 
washed and strained for the first time, with a startling 
’discovery, baling found tew to contain a smalt quantity 
of a sandy substance nf a chocolate color and granular con¬ 
sistence. It waa this discovery that led to Ilia disease being 
investigated. 1 now thought I bad hit on the cause of 
Ins ailments and felt fairly confident the Mru must be 
bilial), bat it proved not to he eo. This attack passed off 
without any relief from the last mentioned drags, W)ien 
pain bet sine agonising I prescribed a draught of liquor 
morphia and ether with temporary slight relief. I found 
tlie sand lessened when the attack passed off though it 
did not disappear. During the painful period (about ten 
days now) lie passed quantities varying from 80 groins 
to one ounce of this sand witli each stool. 

When it was known beyond doubt, that this sand was 
not biliary, I advised my patient to see* admission into 
one of tlie hospitals in Calcutta- Daring the put three 
months Hr. C. has lust perceptibly in flash, about two 
stone.

My patient failing to be beaeiitted by thymol in his 
two last attacks it wae omitted, and he was given acid 
nit. mur. dil., lhj. strychnia and a bitter infusion ; never¬ 
theless in a very short time he was as bad as ever. 

Feeling disheartened at the ultimate issue of the several 
methods of medication he had undergone, he decided 
to give another Calcutta Hospital a trial. He was ad¬ 
mitted in one of them, and remained tliere for three weeks, 
and here quite a different and opposite diagnosis as to the 
cause of tire sand was given. He was said to be suffering 
from a form of dyspepsia. Tire so-called sand cocsieting of 
vegetable granules, coated with inorganic matter ; con¬ 
cretions are gradually formed (“ sinioates ") these cause 
pain (week of pain described in above history of case) till 
they break away, and others are constructed (fortnight of 
comparative case). 

\o animalcules could lie found in the sand white in 
Calcutta. He wee accordingly treated on quite a different 
principle ; instead of vermicides he received stomachics 
and digestives, such a* iron, close and uux vomica during 
pain. Vegetables ware excluded from his diet as far as 
possible; oranges, succulent fruit and onions being allowed. 
Mo marked improvement taking- place, and lieing in- 
foruied he «ost continue this treatment for some time, 
before benefit would result, he left the hospital, but 
continued to carry out these instraotione rigidly, yet with 
Htile or no relief. Tlie attacks on the whole were shortened 
and perhaps not so ees-ore, yet tltey continued to recur. So 
my pa t i e nt made op his mind to go to England, and 
embarked in a few days. 

The fotfowing letter (abridged) was received from him 
four mdbtha after leaving India “ During voyage 
found little or no statement ttf symptom*. Sand in small 
quantities. A foresight after arrival in England sought 
admission in University College Hospital. Wire told there 
that nothing was the matter, end advised to seek the coast. 
This was not done, and two weieka or so later, though 
feeling better etdl, experienced twinges of paid, so get 
adjnitted into 8fc Thomas Hospital, where f ares again told 
there wae nothing strong. Mo sped was found fn the stools, 
and I was again advised to goto the ooost, wliich was

J currant attacks ef pato ; Bp trope (if sand, ate better and 
frit generally improved. 1 returned to Bedford and 
within two months felt ae if I bad quite regained my 
health and strength ami resumed work. AH tbiaoocarred 
without physic." 

Remark*. —The points of interest in this case are 
1. The rarity of affection. 

'2. The divided and opposite opinions given. 

3. That there was rend or a i Mbit* resembling sand 
is unquestionable, as it was found in hie Stools in varying 
quantities from 3t to i os. daily. 

4. It was proved that tide sand w«* an abnormal elo 
went in the farces as It was absent in the ordinary healthy 
subject, Several men's stools having been examined with 
negative results. 

5. The inetficacy and ' failure uf both plans of I reat- 
ment, though based ou logical and eoinotific grounds .m I 
given protracted aud’oareful trials. 

6. The sudden disappearance of sand, ami lessening of 
pain shortly utter his arrival in England, followed by the 
practically rapid and complete restoration to health, with¬ 
out the aid of phytic. 

7. Doubtless the sea voyage ami removal from a tro¬ 
pical climate wore the two factors which cured: hint. 

8. The unsatisfactory manner in which the case termi¬ 
nated, that is as regards professional research as to Its 
cause and failure of medication to cure or benefit It, 

9. Tlte importance of not only seeing but washing and 
straining the stools in bowel complaints, 

10. The need of advising a soa voyage when every 
other form of treatment proves ineffectual. 

SUPPURATIVE PERITONITIS, LAPARO¬ 
TOMY : RECOVERY.

WsBRUmv, aged 12, was admitted into the Sbolgpoor 
Hospital, on tlie 6th August 1883, ,with high fever and 
an enlarged and painful abdpjnen, ' * 

' He was much emaciated, countenance anxious. «kin hot 
and dry, temperature 103, pslau 120 , comproMildi:. tongue 
was coated in the centre and red and raw looking at the tip 
and edges. The bowels were; said to be moved, Tlie 
abdomen was much distended and intensely tender, and 
tliere was distinct fliivruatior, nil over it. Tlie liver was 
enlarged to nearly f.'O in-ties lielow the false ribs, the 
spleen was normal, the urine wae abnormal in quantity 
with a large presenepof pboephate* 

/fiiWrj/.—-Tim patient bad suffered for one month from 
ague nearly eight montlis ago, which nude him very 
auwinic. and abdominal dropsy supervened. * 

He was treated by Native voids for three months, but 
to no effect, and wss brought to my oat-patient depart¬ 
ment ia an extremely anaemic state, with his liver 
enlarged end a large amount of fluid collected in 
the peritoneal cavity. Tlie Veins of the abdominal 
paries ea were superficially full and prominent. During 
the two months the patieut was here Under treat¬ 
ment, lie gained flesh ; the conjunctiva turned vascular, 
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the dropsy altogether subsided, the liver Mold not 
to l<it talow tlm rlto, end with tto exception of the «b- 
*m> were abnormiRy thick to potion, 
to nenned writ. He w» treated throughout with quinine, 
too. diuretic* end eeiine purgstlvee. He ao*%, enjoyed 
good heeltii for » month, but with a change in 
the hccdor ho begun aguln to get fever of a eiinplc 
ottutimied type, for which a dumps of climate was re¬ 
commended. Tit* toy went told* native village, and lie 
w«j» noon free front fever tor ooe month, after which 
It recurred in a severe remittent type and the abdominal 
effnaion re-appeared a* hi* health went low. He remained 
lit this condition for naatl} a month and ueemed growing 
worse day by day. Ilia friend* again brought him to 
Hholapote in an exhausted state and sought admission 
for him in tho hospital 

Looking at tho “ pointiug " at tlie umlillicus, the teudor 
abdomen, and the etideot fluctuation,'with the hectic type 
of the fevtu, the iasc waa diagnosed a* one of sup¬ 
purative peritonitis. A frae incision ««* maile meaially 
at the umbilicus, and neatly 4 pints of curdy pua, having 
a very offensive odout, escaped. The ubdominsl cavity 
was washed with hydrarg. perohloride lotion, 1 to ft,000. 
and tlie wound dressed u ith iodoform and carbolic 'oil. 
The temperature fell to normal in the netting, and next 
duy it went to 101. The peritoueal carity was fteoly 
washed witli the same solution. The fluid diained freelj 


Wtont Woaght into the htortto ' totoa* tfitytag from „ 
shock, and slowly made * mMtownt of 1 whs* tod 
happened. His pulse was amaU, compretolW* nnd freqoeri, 
and hie countenance waa |>ato from the lose of Wood and 
the following injuries whioli he had sustained >■* 

A compound and oomminnted fracture of the lower third 
of tho sluift of the right fetaur involving the knee-joint 
which was torn open and the condyles broken into pieces. 
Tlie soft part* were badly torn and blood was cawing out. 

A compound dislocation of the left knee-joint. The head 
of the tibia was dislocated forwtrds forming a considerable 
prominence in front of the knee and the lower end of Hie 
femur was pushed back into the posterior aspect of the 
joint. There was a lacerated wound about an inch and a 
half long in front, opening into the joint cavity by S rent 
in tlie tendon of the quadiiceps extensor musoles. On in¬ 
troducing the finger into tho joint wound, a small piece of 
lame was found hanging loosely from the patriiu into 
the joint, which was full of Rood, welling out through the 
external wound. Very little hopes wore entertained of 
recovery and the best course under tlie above circumstances 
was to amputate tho right thigii and try to save the othet 
limb if posetble. 

The patient was accordingly put under chloroform ami 
an elastic cord having been applied, amputation of the 
right thigh at its middle was performed by anterior and 
posterior flaps fi out u ithotU inwards, consisting of skin and 
subcutaneous tissue in their outer two-thirds and skin 
subcutaneous tissue and lttusole tow ards tbei i bases. The

TWO CASES OF AMPUTATION OF THE THIGH 
FOE SEVERE INJURY: RECOVERY 
Bv Makkatha Naih Uiiattmum, m.k., 
fio<m Surgnm, Mttyo Hutplktl, CakttUn. 

Cass No. I. 

Ruidm Dux, a muscular Mahomedan nM«jt or boatman, 
aged 24, resident of Dacca and a Wqio*i by occupation, 
was admitted into the Mayo Hospital on tlie ifitli Novem- 
lier 1898, with injurlse received on botrd a steamship. 

Tlie patient stated tliat he writ employed in riling the 
engine while the vessel was in full motion, when something 
gave way in the machinery, and the (dace became very 
dark froth the escape of smoke. He tried to get out 
but a* he could tot see through tlie dense smoke, his 
oiotto* were weight by the revolving wheel* and to was 
dregged in between them. Tto eng* 911 however was 
soon stopped, . otherwise it would tore ended fatally 
with him. 


i imiscios were then cut aud tlie boue drawn across in tlie 
usual way. The vessel* were secured, the flaps were 
thou stitched together, the wound was dressed antisepti- 
catly, a drainage tube having been previously introduced 
from oue corner of the wound to tlie other. 

The dislocation of the loft knee was reduced by trot 
tion aud manipulation. Tho small hit of bone, which »»« 
loose in the joint, was removed. The joint was Washed 
with strong percldoridc lotion and tlie wound dressed 
\\ ith u straight split at the bock of tlie limb. 

After the operation tlie petisnt slowly gained conscious 
ness from the effects of chloroform but hit pulse became 
imperceptible and respiration very shallow aud he began 
to toss his head from side to ride. Twenty drops of sul¬ 
phuric ether was immediately administered hypodermically ; 
aud two drachms of brandy with an ounce of milk waa 
poured down Ida throat, la about 2 hours reaction Set in 
and ids pulse and general condition improved. Next 
morning the patient’s condition was moch improved, The 
di easing* were in proper order, but towards the evening 
they were soaked with a sanious discharge and had to be 
changed. Next day (48 hours after operation)'tto dress¬ 
ings were again soaked and bad to to changed again, 
but this time tto diactorge, consisted of aanlons fluid 
mixed with flakes of put nutloed in tto discharge* from, 
both tto stamp and tto joint. 

Tto plan of t res truant that was afterwards followed was 
in no way extraordinary. The wounds Which healed by 
granulation, were washed with perchlolidt of mercury 
lotto (in 2,000) tod dressed with perohloride gauge* 
The patient's strength wVk supported by i generous 
supply of milk, chicken tooth end brendy. One symptom 
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tfaitanaoyed ttie pkttentfer aometime ww'ib* absence 
ofdeep, bat till* wee met by morphine *1 had time. For 
abort • fortnight after the operation the patient's condition 
naivety critical, bat after thst he began to improve rapidly 
tsd in abort 4 month and a half from the day of the oper¬ 
ation, aft the external wounds healed nicely, tin* patient 
making a perfect recovery. 

There war only one complication which net in a fortnight 
after operation, A gluteal abaceee formed on the left aide, 
pfobably from an Injury ret etved over the part timing the 
accident, but healed it up* within a week after it was 
opened. 

Caws 2. 

Krsgoth, male aged 20, a nMy, was admitted in June 
1823 into the Mayo Hospital for treatment. He stated 
that while working in the hold ojt n ship, a hale of jute, 
weighing aeveral maunds, fell on Ida nglit thigh, indicting 
a severe injur) which neeesaitnted the removal of the limb. 

Condition on admission.—The patient was strongly built 
and very healthy. There was a compound lomimnutod 
fracture of the lower part of the right thigh. The popte- 
tial artery waa torn through hut fortunately there ivaa no 
bleeding owing to twisting of the torn ends of the artery. 
The only chance for saving the patient's life was to 
amputate the limb. 

He was therefore put under ohlotofoim and tho thigh 
was amputated at its middle h) a modified (initial method. 
The wound was dressed untisepticall). 

He improved rapidly under treatment and m a month a 
time the wound liad healed cmnpletel). There was not a 
single complication nor was there anything m the after 
treatment tliat requites mention. There was alight ruie of 
temperature (101“) for H evenings after the operation 
after which it became normal and kept so till the end 

Jlenujn /,s.—These arc the notes on two cases of amputa¬ 
tion of the thigh which I hud the opportunity of perform¬ 
ing at the" Mayo Native Hospital, Calcutta, with,the kind 
permission of Hr. IL V. Sanders, the Suigeoti Supeimtend- 
ent of the Hospital. Tho operation of amputation of the 
thigh is » very serious ooe, c onahlering the portion of the 
body that is removed from tlm rest, also from the larger 
proportion Of mortality that follows it, compared with 
other amputations. I am fortunate enough to say that both 
my Cases recovered, though there Was in one case a for¬ 
midable complication, namely compound dislocation of 
the knee joint of the othei limb, an injury which in itself 
is sufficient to cause death in most c|s e».

THE DIHCOVEltY OF CHLOBOFOBM AS AN 
ANAESTHETIC. 

In the issue of the MmImt Mail of tile 28th February 
last is a letter to the Editor under the strange heading 
of “The Invention of Chloroform,” The letter Is from 
Veterinary Lleotenant-Coloncl K. 6. Stiaw, Madras, re¬ 
tired ; and is the result of tire late Sir James Simpson 
her ing evidently bean referred to lu an article oontri 
tutted to flie Century ttnyaxm* as tlm discoverer of 
tho enresthetic vaioe of rliloroform. We dare say tliat 
Mr Shaw’s unhappy selection of a heuding for his letter 
is simply a mishap, and that he knows that chloroform 
is a ilimmi/. Hie letter, however, shews that it is not 
with tlie question of the invention or discovery of 
chloiofoi in tliat he is concerned, but that he Would 
like to know to whom may rightly be given the oredit of 
Inning found out that chloroform is an laAtitheth. 
Before proceeding to a consideration of this question, 
however, it seems, neceasery to Iwofly reomiot the history 
of the discover)'or of the production of this ameathetic 
Mi. Outline, an American chemist, first attempted its 
l prepuiatiun in 1831 from chloride of lima and alcohol 
The fluid thus obtained was termed by bint and Hitllmun 
| chbrtr Him-, as they believed it to lie an alcoholic solution 
1 of the chloride of olefiant gas Sou belt au, in the same 
I year, was led by Ida analysis of the (told to torn, it 
I biMnrir fthrr , while the experiments of Liebog in tlio 
following year led him to call it rkhi’nlp of airbon us he 
] failed Li detect hydrogen in it. In the year 1834 however 
the more uaiefui, oorieut, ami ti list worthy experiment* 

! of Dumas shewed that the experiments u f Boubeirau end 
Lie beg were faulty, and finding that tiro composition of 
the fluid bore some relation to that of fonnit non!, he 
celled it chloroform. 

Whatever we nut) su) in oonnoction with the dis 
oovery of chloiofoim as an anwsthetio, we wisli it to 
be undei stood that we do not make <iur aeeertions dog 
matiually. We simply put forward ideas which ooeui to 
us in connection with what may itUl be considered ss 
a vexed question With reference to the discover) 
of tho ausesthetic property of chloroform, Surgeon Lieu 
tenant-Cohmcl 8. 1.- Dobie, Madras Army, in reply to 
Mr. Shaw’s letter above referred to, quotes Bryant, who 
ssys “ Mr. Film ell, uow Principal of tiro Madras Medical 
College, used chlonc ether for tho same purpoee, ami 
in the autimm of the same year Sir James Sim peon gave 
to tlie profession tlie active principle of tlie chiorii ether, 
the chloroform." Drultt is said to have written. “ Simpeoti 
not only diacovercd but identitted and iuveetignted tho 
properties of chloroform,” whilst Purnell did not get he. 
yond the observation of tlie feet end did not know that 
chloric ether was an alcoholic eolation of chloroform. 
Ericltsen makes no mention of Pnraeil, and speaks only 
of Hr.

It ym not. wo think, nntil somewhere in 
the aeveetiee that Dr. Furoril pot forth any real effort* 
to prove hie claim to (he tlieoovery , end hy this time 
the world lw! been too flnnly impressed with the belief 
that tine credit wu due to none other then Dr. Simpson. 
Dr, Kureeir* endeavours, howevor, to eeteblieh hie claim 
hove not proved altogether ineffectual, and there is now 
much in oonoeotlon with tlie question of the discovery 
of the anwethetio property of chloroform to lead the 
world to divide the honor between the two, Furaell and 
blmpsoa. The whole or moit of thu opinion* we (piloted 
■shoes Were them that prevailed up to about the year 
1*78, about which time it wae that Dt. Furnell made hie 
mere earnest attempt* to eetthUah hi* repntutum m 
oonneotien with the discovery in i|ue*tion Since tlien, 
liowever, we think public opinion lice altered, and it is 
were or leea generally coseeded that Furnell found oat 
that chloric ether prodeoed anieetlieaia while Dr. Simpson !

“ Furnell ilid not get beyond the obsorvatioa of the fact; " 
white it is Simiwon who “ identified and investigated the 
properties of chloroform," This Is exactly how we may 
expect things to be , for what means trad the tyro medico 
of surgical experimentation with the drug 7 This failure 
however, or want of means or capacity for forth* in¬ 
vestigation does net disprove the disoovery of the pro¬ 
perty of Die drag. It was, on tlie other hand, easy far a 
professor to give it a fair and full trial, and the credit of 
having done this successfully and assiduously is certainly 
Dr. Simpson's. We would, from the fmegnmg considera¬ 
tions, then venture to conclude that Dr. Furnoll discovered, 
while Dr. Simpson proved and established the. value of 
chloroform as an wueetiietio. 

Strangely enough a somewhat similar wav has, from 
time to time, raged in America with regard to ether; and 1 
the Medical Brnrd he* lately tanned to the claim* 
put forth by the Knrtbaroim: and Soatberosra fior it* 
early surgical use. Dr. Crawford W. long hw hassi 
usmaily credited with its dint sue for potadese operation* 
and, Dr. butber B. Urandy of Atiaota brings forward 
fresh documentary evidence to Ms end in the foliowiag

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A satisfactory and striking feature in the foregoing 
table i» the poeitive reduction since the decade 1870-79, 
in the number of thoee annually invalided. Tbi# may 
lie accounted for in a variety of ways; but, the chief 
oanso, we think, is that greater care lute in more recent 
years been exorcised* by medhsal offoers and Invaliding 
Committees in the selection of case*. For some time 
there was a great deal of leniency', born of an indiscreet 
sympathy on the part of lnedioal officers with tlieir fellow 
exiles, which made it rather an easy matter for a British 
soldier to get invalided; but more stringent supervision 
in later yeare by administrative lieads has produced 
(leoidedly better remits—u reduction from forty-throe 
to twenty-four per unite of strength—tueuning a saving 
annnally to the oonntry of about a thousand and three 
hundred.men. This state, though favorable by compari¬ 
son, cannot however be regarded *» satisfactory, meaning 
as it doaa a yeariy lees' still of over 1,088 men or two 
reghneats nearly at ordinary strength. We And that of 
an average onnnai strength of Oft,187 for the year 1892 
’here were 1,640, or 24 per miilo, invalided. Of those

the matter of decreased invaliding, the ysar 1992 uMupares 
most favorably in respect te average admissions, con¬ 
stantly sick, and mortality with tiie averages under similar 
1 loadings since 1870. Oholera and small-pox have much 
declined since 1870, and the tablet shew that the admis¬ 
sion and death-rate# from these owues in 1891 and 1899 
liavo been lower than at any other period since 1870. The 
year’s report contains an item at congratulation to army 
temperance associates, the admission rate from alcoho¬ 
lism having fallen from 7*5 to 4 : 8 per mile of tikengtli. 
And while the as nr. go number of suicides per animn: for 
tho deconnimn 1891-9b w,!» 27, there were 85 only during 
1892, although the average annual strength was greater. 
From all tliathas been previously slated, then it Is evident 
that for the past twenty-two yaam (1) there has bean a 
decided and steady diminution of sickness la general, iHie 
prolathly to improved sanitation; progress in medical 
science, and a better knowledge of tropical diseases; and 
(2} that the principal concern of medical officers and of the 
authorities shouldbc to combat with those great evil*-- 
venereal, malnria and enteric. ' 

The following extract* from the Report under review 
and analysis of mortality will shew that thane evils are 
not limited to a presideb-v, but that they materially 
affSOt tbo effleieney of tin- European troops in India j D 
general.

Tnr Enteric fever gave the largest death-rate in

It caused 378 ont of the 1,075 deaths of the year. 

Fa" fib' imHHlttm ItSt-tttf .—The diseases contributing 
the highest death-rates have licen in order : Enteric fever, 
cholera and hepatitis in Bengal and Bombay and enteric 
fever, hepatitis and cholera in Madras. 

I'ttr ISOS .—*Highest death-rates have been from enteric, 
cholera and remittent fever in Bengal. 

Emm enteric, dysentery and hepatic disease In Madras : 
and from entoric, cholera and hepatic disease in Bombay. 

The greatest rise in the mortality rate is under fevers, 
Considered with regard to the strength at different ages 
and period* of service in the country, the ratio of mortality 
from all causes 1ms been greatest in those of 36 years of 
age and upwards, and second among those Mow 24 years 
of age ; from enteric by far the largest percentage was 
among those of 24 years of age and nuclei', and in the 
first ami second years of service in the country. 

The percentage of married men to the total strength 
was !I70 for 1391; 8-36 for 1892, and 3-29 for 1893. 

As a result of many of tire foregoing conditions, and 
of the abort service system, we are told that out of eight 
(taps whhdi aerved for periods varying from 8 to IS 
year* in the country and the total strengths of which, on 
arrival in India, amounted to 8,980, but one hundred and 
thirty-«ix at these embarked for England on tho return 
of tlie corps, death having deprived these corps of 4?(i 
and invaliding of 609 men., 

Women.—'The average annual atreagth was 3,101. Tlie 
admissions, nonatanUy sick, and death-rate all eliewsu 
increase as compared witfi previous years from 1881. Tlie 
chief causes of admissions were debility, ague, and dis¬ 
rates peculiar to women. Tlie chief causes of inortality 
were puerperal affections, cholera, enteric fever and ague. 

Cilltlrett. —T'lio si crags annual strength was less in 
1891 and 1892. For tlie year under review, it stood at 
5,782. The admissions, constantly sick, and mortality of 
1891 and 1892 compare favorably with those of the 
decennis 1881-90 and 1882-91. 

Ague, respiratory diseases ami debility chiefly (eased 
the admissions; while the deutlis were mainly due to 
diphtheria, cronp, enteric and other fevers. The largest 
proportion of deaths occurred among infants tinder six 
months of age, the ehief cause heiug debility, including 
immaturity at birth, convulsion* trad diarrhoea.

The Caumlion of Tetunua. 

M. J.Cousmoxt and MPlf. Doyon give n review of the 
most important of the recent contribution* to the literature 
bearing upon the mtiology of tetanus, of their own previous 
articles on the suhjeot, and of subsequent experiment* which 
they have performed. They are led to the view that the 
microorganism of tetanus sets sot by its toxic properties, 
bnt by giving rise to a fermentation wbieh engenders a toxin 
product.

The Relation of Convergence to Aeemnmodn- 
Hon, and It* FrUcttoal Be a r ing .

Modes. Paris, it says, is condemning Its environs to slow 
asphyxiation by the Insufferable atmosphere infeoted by 
omenatlous from the stow decomposition of its household 
refuse. It suggests that this misplaced matter should be 
utilised, to fertilise barren regions such as Champagne and 
the Sulogne. Incineration of this refuse would, it is contend. 
ed, be a grave error, costing It.MJ.ISOO francs, besides the lorn 
of manure thus destroyed. 

WhatU " Beer " 

Thai it was quite possible to produce beer from materials 
other than malt and bops we hare stated before, but that 
such a process has been carried out in actual practise and 
that a liquid called beer, produced on the Hues Indicated, has 
been in the market and offered to the public 1s virtually 
acknowledged In a resolution recently adopted at a council 
meeting of the Central and Associated Chambers of Agricul¬ 
ture held In the room of the Society of Art*. It was first 
moved that, la the opinion of the oonneil, It is desirable that 
all brewers who use sugar or any sabetttnte for barley, malt 
and Jtops tn beer should be ohswgwl an additional licence 
aa&dktm doty, and that when beer Is brewed from other 
xubstohaes than malt and hops It should be so declared. The. 
following amendment, however, was snbesqoently moved end 
carried; that in the opinion of the OotracCI bmwen ritoeW 
be compelled to declare the eanetttaeete sf their beer. It 
would be well If this plan could be eeavenfanft; extended 
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to many othor ar«otof.intotide4 for wtt t e my to a , so the* the 
public could have some evidence of ehe iwM.Jtfntof who* 
they purchase. It is obvious that if asbedale oouldhe added 
to the Pood and ©teg* Act, to which the etaadordeef food 
or beverages were authoritatively fixed, then the difionit/ et 
detecting fraud and adulteration wonhl di sa pp ea r ,a»d the 
public would benefit oonsiderabfy. The fixing of standards, 
however, as fflnstratod in the ehee cf urifk, is beset with 
manifest difficulties.— lancet. 

Meat Eater*. 

Majty races of men live entirely on animal food, and those 
are the most hardy, and, from all 1 have been able to gather 
on the subject, the most free from diseases of all kinds, fitr 
Farneis Head says ;— 

'• The pampas Indians are *11 horsemen, or, rather, pass 
their lives on horseback. In spite of the climate, which is 
burning hot in summer and Instiling In winter, then brave 
men, who have never yet been ttzbdoed, are entirely baked 
and have not eren a covering for their head. They have 
neither bread, fruit, nor vegetables, but subsist entirely 
on the flesh of their mures. 

•* Aftci I had been riding three or four months, and liad 
lived only on beef and water, 1 found myself in a condition 
which 1 can only describe by saying that I felt no exertion 
could kill me. Although often so completely exhausted I 
could not speak, yet a few hours sleep, always so completely 
restated me that for a week I could daily bo upon my horse 
before sun rise, and ride till two or three hours after sunset; 
have really tired ten or I welve horses a day. This will ex¬ 
plain the immense distances which people in South America 
ndo, which 1 am confident oould only be done on beef and 
water.” 

The Gauche* of the Argentine ltepubllc live entirely on 
toast Iwef ami salt, scarcely ever tasting farinaceous or othet 
vegetable food and their sole beverage is mate, or Paraguay 
tea, taken without sugar.— Med. Afe 

Vaccination with Goat-Lymph. 

Dr, WxgTWOOD WiLftos, flnrgeon-iu-Chlef to the Pioneer 
Force* In South Africa, says .— 

Small-pax having broken out in the Portuguese camp, 
three tulles front can, 1 prepared some goat-lymph Mid vac¬ 
cinated all out men. The remit wot very successful in nil 
but eleven oases; these 1 re-vaccinated, and only one of the 
number failed to react satisfactorily. 

1 also gave the Portuguese surgeon some of my lymph, 
which he used freely, reporting the same happy result, Be 
Informed me few of hit men became infeoted with small-pox 
after they had been vaociuated with the goat-lymph, and 
these few had the disease only in a very mild form, and all 
recovered. 

By experience is that the lymph of the goat is superior to 
that of the calf. I have never had a one* in which It caused 
any bad effect, and we all know that in using calf-lymph 
patients am liable to be inoculated with toberoulosis, which 
is very common tn the calf but very rate to the goat. 

The effects following vaecinattoa with goat-lymph ere 
similar to those which follow tits aae of the self vaccine: On 
the third day, papules j os the fifth, vesicle; on the seventh, 
the veeieles distended with lymph; on the ninth, areola 
fading; on the twelfth, dark crest formed; on the eighteenth 
day, croet eomea «way. u , •

If the sufferer is a male, (he whole body is 
smeared with a nurture of ashes and maid's urine ; and 
if a female, (tie urine used is tlintof a youtii. I have 
seen this used with very beneficial results. I need hardly 
nutation that the superstition is in the selection of the 
urine. The ulkaii contained in tire ashes combined with the 
chloride of sodium in the urine Soon quells the intense 
itching i sod the mixture itself, when it dries, forms a 
coat which acts mechanically by exeteding the air. 
Ashes, common salt, ami water would he less repulsive 
to those who wight wish to try it, and be more readily 
obtained perhaps.

fiSl. naiTstes the case of a woman, aged 4«, who com- 
plained of weakness of the right arid, difficulty In walking, 
and some low of memory. The symptoms were of not much 
more than one year’s duration and oommenoed with a feeling 
of Iiumbnow in the tips of the right fingers. Latterly on 
«ue occasion she had bad a nervous attack with convulsive 
movements on the right side of the body and partial lew of 
consciousness, and since then some impairment tn her speech 
had been noticed. On examination no tenderness of the 
skull to percusssion was found. Bight good. No optic 
neuritis. Paralysis of the right upper limb, with some degree 
of muscular atrophy and slight contracture of the albow.jolnt 
was found, but sensation and muscle sense appeared to be 
normal. The skin of the right hand was cold, cyanotic, 
swollen, and inclined to sweat. There was paresis of the 
right lower limb and right half of the faee with slight atro¬ 
phy in the leg. Some degree o( incomplete aphasia and 
alexia was observed. No headaohe, vertigo, or nansta. 
Whilst in the hospital the patient was seised at dtfisront 
times with epileptiform attacks without loss at consciousness 
or of the pnpil reantion. They began usually with move¬ 
ments of the right thumb and fingers, Which spread to the 
right and side ct the face ; the eyes looked to the left; the 
attacks luted two or three minutes. Only later on, whan 
she was asked about it, did the patient complain of a little 
headaohe and slight tenderness to permission over the left 
part of the top of the head. Antisyphilitic treatment failed, 
and the patient got worse. The symptoms of Jacksonian 
epilepsy bring well marked, aa operation was decided on, 
and a ehestnut-abapod circumscribed tumour was femid tying 
on the upper and middle portions of (be BohuxUc ana amt 
the posterior portion of the srpertor frontal oeavshriiOn. 
The tumour appeared to be a flattteh, benign, soft Stroma, 
containing big lymph spaces, and growing from the gfa 
mater so aa to compress Urn brain cortex. The patient died, 
i soon after the operation, as if from eardiae weakness.

WlTBl.v tiie last three years I liave had oooasion to use 
And test the value of tire above combination in different 
hemorrhages. Opiutu ie well known and valued in all 
cases of intestinal hemorrhage ami in luemoptysi*. It is 
not eo well known that in that troublesome and oeeasion- 
ally fatal condition, hemorrliage after extinction of a 
tooth, it should rank as one of the mint efficient remedies 
we possess. Tonics hi the third edition of his System of 
Dental Surgery, makes no mention of it. Knowing as 
We do that opium is an arrester of all secret ions, except 
those of the breast and skin, wo should be prepared 
beforehand to regard it us useful in hivmurrliage from 
every secretory surface of the hotly with the exception 
of the two mentioned. 

The following are examples of the various uses to 
which it may he put: — 

Om /.—A cuBe of soverc bleeding front tiic gum after 
„ extraction of a lower molar tooth. The man came to my 
bungalow the morning following the extraction with the 
signa of loss of blood on his face uud with tho blood 
visibly oozing from the gum. As Liij. Kerri l’erchldr 
was at hand, I stuffed the cavity with lint soaked in 
it, pressing the lint down with a wootlen tooth hastily 
cut out. This tlitl not stop the bleeding, and the tiny 
stream oozed out between the gum aud tho wooden tooth. 
The man was very weak, and suddenly remembering 
tiie effect of opium, I gave him a full dose of the 
tincture. In less than a minute the pupil oonlructud, 
and with the contraction of the pupil, the bleeding ceased. 

I then sent him off on a cluiryoi/ to hospital aud 
orderod him 20 grains of calcium chloride in au ounce 
of rain water every two hours until lie had two drachms. 
The bleeding never recurred. 

Cu-ae II .—Also after extraction of tooth. The tooth 
bad been extracted ir another dispensary, and for three 
days all manner of remedies (local and constitutional) Imd 
been tried in vain. The utuu continued to bleed and, 
thougb a strongly built sepoy, was almost unable to walk 
by reason of the continued loss of blood. Ho came in the 
afternoon, and at once I gave him the opium, and asked 
him to stay. The bleeding stopped and be went off, return¬ 
ing the next morning to tell me of a recurrence of the 
bleeding. I hud not given him the calcium chloride. 

I again gave him tincture opii aud the calcium chloride 
mixture, and by evening the owing had stopped, and witli 
the exception of a clot that gathered oyer night, be bad 
no farther trouble. In this cnee I continued die calcium 
chloride for three days. 

Case 1II.—K case of hamiatomcsis. Vomiting of blood 
had gone on all night, and I. was hastily stuntouned at 
early morning. Every native remedy had been tried 
noMooeeafully tjr the hohdSne, even to fastening a tight 
bandage round the brachial arteries. I took with me 


some soap pills, snd ts my^Httekt Wte vary anxious oakd 
restless fixtui the teak of bleed, I informed him, holding up 
the small pill, that the bleeding would net return after 
swallowing it. This wns somewhat haxardoes, hut the 
diagnosis was clear that the hamiatemesis was due to in 
irritant powder ewallowed by mistake. Ilsiag the other 
remedial measures add calcuim chloride, there was no 
recurrence of his troubles. In title ease and one ether l 
hud, tiie restlessness from intestinal hiumorrhago was very 
niarkod. 

These are the three most important cases. Tiie same 
measures in a ease of epietuxis of a severe character 
proved efficient, without the necessity of plugging. 

The cases in which opium has not succeeded in my 
hands were those of hrematuriu. In such cases tho 
diagnosis is often obscure, and we must remember that 
tiie kidneys are excreting and not secreting organs, and 
the practical value of opium in oasas of nrunnic coma, 
where it# use re-establishes the Itow of urine, leave* the 
question of tiie mode of the action of opium on die 
kidneys still a subject for clinical investigation. 

In my cases, tiie opium was administered to stew the 
bleeding for the time, and the calcium chloride seems to 
justify the claims put forward on theoretical grounds ; fur 
it is a promoter of coagulation. Hr. Ssuudby {BirnunyUam 
Medical Ileriew) obtained good results in a case of bleeding 
from the rectum and in a ease of purpura limmorriiagiuii 
from C grain doses of calcium chloride repeated every 
two or four hours. The combination of opium amt calcium 
chloride 1 believe to lie better than either used alone. 
Opium by itself often proves successful, as nature in the 
period duriug which the opium is exercising its restrain¬ 
ing effect, mends the broken surfaces, When calcium, 
chloride is added, we are supplementing nature's efforts. 

Opium time meets the emergency and calcium chloride 
helps to preserve tiie effect originated. Through opium, 
again we act on the suiullor arterioles and capillaries, while 
calcium chloride acts through and on tho Wood. While 
thus their result is tho same, the combination is all the 
more valuable in that, their spheres of action do not clash.

PASTKUKISM IN RELATION TO HYDROPHOBIA 
AND THE PROPOSED PASTEUR INSTITUTE 
IN INDIA. 0

UtMtuuMW, 1 must thank you heartily for so kindly 
responding to my iavitstioa. It seems necessary fur pie 
to offer a word or two of explanation of the reasons which 
induced me to trouble yon this evening. You all know of 
the famous meeting, which by a sudden transformation wte 
converted from a meeting of the friends and supporters 
of the Pasteur Institute project into a public meeting, 
when it appeared, though too late, that even opponents , 
of tiie scheme might have attended and expreseed their

Tim unbeliever* were un¬ 
deceived too late to give an expression of tbeir views, 
ant at tbs other sids have time been denied an oppor¬ 
tunity of axprewung their views, and a* not even the 
moat enthuaiaatio advocates and admirers of Pasteur 
would venture t» assort—1 mean, of course, if they are 
possessed of .tbs usuel modicum of common tense, and 
wc must assume that tlwy are—that there is nothing 
to Ihi said on the other side of the question, or tluit there 
is absolute unanimity and certainty on tlie subject. 1 
thought H right to attempt a brief exposition of the 
principlas aud methods of tlie liydropiiobia treatment of 
the grout scientist and of tlie results of their working so 
far as ascertained, and to set you thinking on the suhj«ct, 
leaving you to draw your own conclusions. I have long 
held certain views on the subject of Pasteur's cure fur 
hydrophobia and of germ-remedies try whatever process 
prepared and administered for the cure of diseases 
thought to he caused by germs actually revealed by the 
microscope, or determined by the eyes of imagination, and 
at a time when liydropiiobia and the microbes were 
threatening to settle on people’s brains and a Pasteur 
Institute became the subject of *u idea, I had entered 
my httmhle protest against it. We are now told that tlie 
Bombay and Poona atmosphere became too hot and dry 
for the idea to live at all. Be that as it may, let us hope, 
however, that when thought and reasoning toko tlie place 
of enthusiasm and sentiment, a patient consideration of 
ail the diruumetanuos and conditions relating to both tlie 
subject of the idea and the soil on which it is sought to 
be promoted wHi shew, if nothing else, at leaat the in¬ 
utility ami impracticability of the scheme of a Pasteur 
Institute in India. 4 in approaching a study of the sub¬ 
ject in hand lot me at ouee say that 1 bring no enthu¬ 
siasm which knows no bound*, or a legerdemain dexterity 
,-f mampiilation, < r any eirepitous process of reasoning 
which shall compass conclusions at variance with the 
ordinary canons end processes of reasoning, and which 
only arrogates, asserts, or—as, tin) lost resort of baffled 
hopes—abnsea. Ours, 1 hope, shall be patient reasoning 
and au examination of the subject from more then one 
point of view. Tire merits of Pasteur's dure for hydro¬ 
phobia are not to be decided by a glowing biography of 
the great genius, or an aocouotof bte onres and investiga¬ 
tions other than those in hydrophobic, or by tbe glamour 
of statistics of figures or names ; or hy gushing appeals 
to popular feeling by tlie ipeH of the magic words 
*> humanity ” and “ bum*. " Imt t» pay our bowege to 
greatness and geoiua, bullet new* deay ourselves tbe 
right Or use pur meson wlum engaged os an examination 
ef tbe product* of even tbe higheet mind. 1 shall tret 
deni witli tire enbjoct of hydropbdWa and Its cure, and 
then d issue*' the oubjeet of « Bxxteur leetiuite In it* 
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various hearings ; and I trust tbat, teokpimd,'UWKIgb tte . 
subject le, I- ihdlf be aside '■ 

ordinary intelligence to follow me Urith ewe. A ‘tpw‘ ; 
words bearing oa the essential feature* of tbe dieeene , 
and giving a summary of tlie course of event* in the 
history of tlie *• core ” may well preface our examination 
of tlie inoculation cure itself. It is most important to 
remember at tin outset that liydropiiobia is a rare and 
strangely singular malady, with as average annual morta¬ 
lity of nader oae per million of inhabitants : so tint all 
India may not provide more than some 200 case* per 
year; bear in mind also that it (h not every bits that will 
cause rabies in man or dog; more than two-third* of tbe 
dogs escape, and a smalt inastUE is reported to have 
resisted all mad bites : tlie severity or the priority of 
tin bite again is no measure of the certainty of 
iafeotion. A Colonel who tried to rescue * severely 
bitten child got a bite through his trousers, by 
no means very severe, and died, whilst tlie child 
escaped. Again the development of the disease might 
not take place for days, weeks, months, or even years 
after a bite, and tlmt in addition to ail these striking 
peculiarities, liydropiiobia it a malady which is pre-emi¬ 
nently subjeot to very subtle and powerful mental influ¬ 
ences. Both the hydrophobic state and the disease utay 
not only be simulated, but actually developed under tlie 
most certain influences of subjective imagining, A French 
physician, who had assisted at tbe dissection of several 
hydrophobia victims, was seised with tlie conviction that 
he Imd been inoculated with the virus, and developed tlie 
symptoms in due course, and it was not tilt after his 
friends Imd convinced him that hia malady bad it* founda¬ 
tion in his uiind that he got over it. An assistant in one 
of our Bomiwy firms was seised with a similar idea 
and though tlie dog had been well and shewed no distem¬ 
per whatever, the unfortunate gentleman woe so far 
possessed with the idea, that ha developed the disease 
symptoms and died. In anotiier oaee related to ine by 
one of our oldest practitioners, a gentleman, who was 
bitten by a dog whieli did go read and died, developed 
tlie hydrophobic state, but re-assuring un ordinary 
treatment warded off a fatal result, and the patient is now 
living and well. It is clear, and preeminently clear, that 
there is nothiug certain ulewt hydruplmlria, and that 
imagination (days a powerful part whieh will readily 
multiply oases of spurious rape. Remember also that 
rabies in the dog is very often mistaken for ordinary 
distemper, and that no jpori-meriem examination of a dog 
suspected to lie rabid could give any trustworthy evidence 
of tbe disease, and that in by far the greater namber of 
eases tlie signs of rabies in life—tbe only troatwortliy 
evidence of a dog being really rabid—and before tbe 
disease has hod time to develop itself, are destroyed, by 
killing tbe animal so soon os he is caught after his bite. 

It is neither right nor logioal, therefore, to build up and 
present any statistic* that could be trustworthy in a 
matter so full of uncertainty, doubt, and deception. But 
tin history of the “ourt" it marked by more or less 
inclination to forget thee* vaty e e ee ntia l points that I 
have urged you to remember. Here may not he.perhap*, 
much in Hk Beateur fergetdng tli*t only « year fseriotM 
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' t*h*» conception # of the Dew “-oars'’ be lied declared 
ibist traetntestby any otlwi nrasn» th*n oanterisetioa, 
ferdastauoe, m melees, md tint the mtosds of 8t. 
•(Jeerge’s Hospital, and of Yonsth, and of a French 
Veterinary Surgeon shewed not a single death after cau- 
-tsmaUat in 4,600, 400, and 7,'lflO eases respectively. Bat 
wires he declared tint lie could make tome dogs refractory 
to rabies by fiirtMut — mart the word previous — inocula¬ 
tion of rabiesT poison, and that, therefore, he could also 
prevent the development of rsbie* in man by inoculating 
him with the same jxiison after—mA mark the word after 
—a bite from a rabid animal, It was rather forgetting 
tn<< iniiuh tlmt nature lierw’.f make* more than two-thirds 
of the dogs refractory to rabies, and that though preven- 
tion of intense and fatal effects of a disease by giving a 
njild attack of a kindred condition, which in itself is 
neitiisr intense nor fata! in a previously healthy and non- 
infected system, is no doubt the accepted principle of 
vaccination,' the prevention, or rather the “ core," of » 
disense by attempt* at neutralisation of tlie effects of a 
poison by a small dose of the same, or varied doses of n 
kiBdred poison-Imt still a poison and a fatal poison—is 
the practice of the exploded doctrines of Similia timilibiu 
eunuUur. To cure a disease try giving a little more of it or 
of some similar disease, and a disease too, which depends 
upon n poison introduced from without, is opposed to all 
the recognised principles of science, no less than common 
sense. It may be a solcne* with some, but it is no common 
sense witli ordinary minds to believe tlmt whisky poisoning 
could be cured or got over by a “protective," or 
“curative” or “ preventive " drachm or drachms or ounces 
of brandy, or mild ale, or even dry champagne. Ami yet 
that is exactly what the hydrophobia cure means. Nay, 
it means more. The virus of tlte “curing'’ disease, 
cl,., the fatal paralytic disease which is artificially induced 
in rabbits, if introduced in sufficient strength, sets up 
no such mild attack with any constitutional symptoms 
like the vaccine of the cow-pox, but a veritable fatal 
paralytic rabies of the rabbit, as has been proved and 
even acknowledged by M. Pasteur himself in the eases of 
(Jpffi, Wilde, and many others. If given in, wliat is 
■ called “attenuated,” diminished strength, it docs 
nothing at ail, for it was found that this form of virus, 
which was used in the early immolations, was no virus 
at all, being no stronger than a drop of distilled water. 
It is not, difficult to see that vaeciuetion and hydrophobia 
inoculations have nothing in common beyond a mere form 
and the word iaooulatiou. In principle, in the early 
signs, or in the ultimate effects of the inoculations there 
is absolutely no analogy whatever. Vaccination is in¬ 
oculation of a known lymph fram e vesicle of the cow- 
pox, the vaccinia of the cow. The lymph is no virus, 
or virulent poison, attetmeted by drying or decomposition 
in * laboratory, but the rabies' matter or virus is a viru¬ 
lent poison which undergoes detraction or « attenuation,” 
as it euphoniously called, with tissue changes in the 
drying spinal cords, and supposing .meuinia to be.inodffied 
smalt-pox of man in the changed host of the cow, surely 
the rabbit rabies it no modified hydrophobia at man. 
Hydrophobia faromrlotion » no lymph vaccination, but a 
■Med fchcntweous Ejection of en unknown emulsion of 


dead spiaat nerds of mMdt* in> whub an irregular, 
knosrn, and ' ilf-underatood fatal diskette is artlflidaily 
induced. M. Pasteur lias to Open up the skulls of his 
rabbits and kdl a certain number of thaw every week to 
keep up his supply of his rabid snmhuon at dead spinal 
cords. But, tor tbe snpjdy of v wains no c*iwe skull 
is opened, or a regular number of cows WHod every week, 
though there is morn vamn* used every Jay than hydro¬ 
phobia emulsion in a month. Vaccine lymph alwaye 
causes when it takes, locsl signs of vesicles wliioli furnish 
fresh lymph and some general mnsrintthmal diamrism -e. 

Tlie rabid emulsion inoculation does nothing st all, if 
the spinal cords have dried long enough, or. If it does 
take when given in strength enough to take, it then 
unerringly censes pains at the watt of puncture with tbe 
fatal paralytic troubles of tlte rabbit. Vaccination is - 
practised to protect tlte system from the dangers of 
smell-pox, to which a majority of ranukind is liable, and 
that before the poison of smati-pox has entered the system, 
hut vaccination cures no small-pox afitr tlie poison has 
entered the system. It lays no claim to eers die efie ts 
of e poison, or prevent their development by a small dose 
of the poison in its parent or modified form ; vaccination 
is no cure of a disease by giving more of it Or some¬ 
thing similar to it—just what the anti-rabic injections 
profess to effect, eh., to neutralise or Cure a poison 
after it lias entered tlie system, le there* then.,' any 
justification for prosing off the anti-rabic iuoculgtion as 
tbo analogue of vaccination ? It was at' first declared 
that it was necessary that the virus—and mark, itgsiu, 
it is the virus of the do;/, and not of men—should pros 
through a chain of animals, ending with the monkey*— 
our next of kin in our relationship to anhnaie. But, 
whether because of their being our near goimectioos, 
or for other cause, M. Pasteur decided to leave them out 
in the cold, and suddenly stopped at tbe rabbits ; and 
equally oracular like be narrowed the indefinite period 
after which lie cotthl or would extend bis salvation after 
a bite from years to months, and months to weeks, and 
weeks to days. To madams Louisa Caressa, who eaino 
a year after iter getting a bite, just to try, lie guaranteed 
perfect cure, but to Lord Doneraitte, who allowed only 
sixteen days to elapse between tlie bite and the anti-rabic 
injection, be promised, no doubt, ns usual, a “ cure "—for 
he was entered “ cured " in the Institute’s Hegiater, But 
M. Pasteur could uot, or would n«t, grnrUMt a “ cure " 
to Lord UonoralUe, for four months after ids return from 
Paris, Lord Doneraiile developed hydropliubin and died— 
and M. Pasteur’s explanation is very characteristic. Since 
Lord Doneraiile atlawed sixteen day* to etapae before 
repairing to Paris, the anti-rabic inoculation cunld only 
allay Ute development of tables for four tnontha, just 
forgetting for tlie while tbe natural history of the disease, 
which even a chemist ••light U> know, oil., that too diesaso 
may not, mtaraUy d«i rh.p fm years. 11 is needles*, how¬ 
ever, to examine tint reasoning employed at the Anti-rabic 
Institute of Paris, The Vienna Professor, Vot»,Fried*,, 
who went to Pasteur as a believer and returned a con- - 
firmed unbeliever, bad often to point out serieue mistakes 
in logic and application of scientific principles. M, 
Pasteur complaiowl that Vos Frisch bid no right to 
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cany ihe^eperiajeirtt to the eyetma of relibite fnun doge, 
wbBet he, of oouno, reserved to himself every liberty 
to treaefer tbe experiment from dog* to nun, and 
hwiltute any parallel he liked. Tit* great Billroth, whom 
' the sobratific world only recently lost, in a critical re* 
view at Voa Frisch's work, could not accept Pasteur's 
reasoning or conclusions. The strength of tire pobein 
injected for a fortnight shews variations during that 
period which could only Ire understood by inspired 
individuals. Tbe variation* have undergone many an 
adjustment accord teg to tire moving inapiretioua of the 
hour. It m*y be 16,18, 8, 8, 1, 7, 10, or some other 
higgledy-piggledy arrangement in wtiich the figure 8, for 
instance, would slip in between 7 ami 10, or some oilier 
figures according to the position of the guiding star of 
imagination. Not only this, but there is the “ mild" 
#ud the “ iuteoaivo " method and every kind of variety 
between tlte two. And Why an mnoii fluctuation it might 
ire aaked ? The answer is heat given in the wfinis of 
Di. UhiliardKon, “The empirical method of Pasteur is 
wanting in scientific control ’’—there being no check 
experiments a* standard nr mesaure or guide, but ail 
merest gucss-wmk. Psatom himself Ims had to admit 
tlmt lie muat travel u long road before lie arrives at a 
scientific and practical definiteness ; and we know, from 
I lie ever-clieiigiog methods, that lie lias ycl a long road to 
travel, eye, a never-ending road it must Ire, for, as wo have 
already,seen Ids hydiophobia cure is ofl the rails of the 
known and accepted piiiiciples of science altogntiiei. I.et us 
think fur u while of the actual results of the unti-mlm 
inoculations: and in this process a great deal of dispassion¬ 
ate uud suiter judgment i« essential. People lmd their in¬ 
jections and loft labelled “ cured,” except, of conise, those 
wlio died dipring treatment, the first series of inoculations 
turned out to he distilled water injections, and the intense 
method rapidly gave fatal rabbit disease, so that, as 
already obtterved, tlte care is either a potion or harmless 
decootjon like Barsaparilla, or u fatal poisoning. Before 
going to the statistics of percentages, realise for yourself 
the fact that no lees than over 250 deaths have occurred 
after the anti-ruble injections, and these me deaths traced 
with great care and not a little difficulty, the “ cured ” 
patients being scattered over different ami distant placeH— 
a table of deaths accepted both by Pasteur and the British 
Commission. Itemeuiber, also, that these ileathM have 
occurred with the same nutural oaprioe peculiar to hydro¬ 
phobia, If., weeks, montlis, snd years, even seven years 
after the kite and the curative injections. So that the 
injeutions have failed, not in tens, but hundreds of cases, 
and they are still failing, as the newspapers can testify. 
All that the injections really do is tlmt they dismiea you 
with a whisper, “ Ah! now that you have had the bless¬ 
ings of our anti-rahio medication, your hydrophobia will 
not develop itself till, of course, it does develop when 
nature orders it, and what can we do against her will ? 
So consider yourself ‘ cured ’ so long ss the fatal fit does 
not overtake you.'’ But, nay more, it whispers as it el- 
rtody has done in many a ear, inaudibty, of course, “con¬ 
sider yourself 'Owed ’ till you are overtaken by our rabbit 
dlteeM and dfie Of it* pains sod palsy." And this is the 
feature of tbe owe which routed tin ooaseieaoe of the 
great Professor Peter and other leaders of tin Continental 
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schools ia the name of science, hamtnjty.and morality,, 
if, for in plain language it mtoat, that FeateuructoaZly 
took huinaa lives in uot a few instances by girting them 
an animat disease that was newer known before. And 
this is no exaggeration ; for K i* not only Gofflaod Wilde, 
who were sent against their will to the Pasteur Institute, 
tliat die 1 these unjustifiable deaths, but many have been 
thus sacrificed like tlte rabbits and tbe dogs of experi¬ 
ments, for, witueas what the British Commission {whose 
experiments and conclusions have been questioned by 
many skilled and lauding Continental meu of medicine) 
themselves have said— 111 In most of the oases of deaths,, 
after treatment by the iutmtice method, tbe likeness of 
tbe symptoms to those of the form of paralytic rabies 
usually observed in rabbits has suggested tliat the deaths 
were duo not to the virus of the dog or cat, Inl to that 
injected f mm the npirnd card of the rabbit." Now bear in 
mind that the 1 cure 1 is a substance dealt with by a chemist 
of eminence. A cliomist deals not with percentages. 
For such tigures, as tire French physiologist, Claude 
Bernard, lias truly said “ cannot furnish scientific truth, and 
consequently cannot yield a scientific method.” Chemists 
do not appeal to uveiages when they prove a fact. The 
reactionary phenomena on whioh they operate in deter, 
miuate conditions ale always identioal; if they are not, 
then they at mtoe addrese themselves to discover the reason 
and it cannot ho otherwise in medicine and tberppeuties.” 
Aud yet it is peioentuges tliat still are made to do duty 
foi proofs and facta ; aud percentages, too, in the ealeu 
latiou of which, us 1 have said before, every factor ia 
doubtful and deceptive. Just see what the numbers tell. 
Many there are in which there is no evidence as to the 
real condition of the dog, the animal being killed soon 
after the bite: many there are iu which the dog was 
healthy, and others in which a po»t-mortem examination 
of the dog is made to give evidence of rabies, completely 
winking at tlte fact tliat no poti-mortem examination can 
decide the signs of rabies. And again, the numbers point 
to not a few instances, in whioh the rabies is sought to 
be proved by the inoculation test of injecting a juice of 
tbe dead or killed animal into a rabbit, witli a convenient 
forgetfulness of this test having been decided by experi¬ 
ment to be a false one; and last, but not least, the 
numbers include not a small proportion of people who 
give no history of a bite or even a bark, but on whom, us 
M. Pasteur was compelled to acknowledge before the 
British Commission ho praotised—ho felt obliged to prac¬ 
tice, as he would urge-^hia inoculation to quint their 
fears, Pasteur's cases include a number, and by no 
means a small number (for imagination da not a weak 
power for creation of something out of nothing) of only 
fear-stiicken pilgrims. But, of oouno, the statistics of 
percentages welcome all additions to the sum total. These 
fear-stricken pilgrims have been entered as “ discharged 
cured.” But as you tee in the table of statistics, to be 
cured of fear is tho same thing a* to be oared of hydro¬ 
phobia, or, aa it has happened, to be cured of hydrophobia 
ia the saitle tiling ae to be killed outright by Pasteur’s 
rabbit disoaso. Would it be at ell right or Sogieal to pre¬ 
pare any etstietiea of perccategee with snob altogether 
untruatwoitby and misleading materials t People ate die- 
oharged “cured.” “Cored of Whrt?" Tbia of fear, that 
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' and theotlmr of (be possible effect* of * dog bark, or of 
* Uek hom * pot, or • bits from a healthy dog, or from 
a Sag with ordiatry distemper, or, perhaps, from a dog • 
really rabid, (ft which oil, of course, for the purposes of 
fttatUtioe, (lift generic term hydrophobia must be applied. 
Are we going to pin our faith to such statistics V Would 
you not rather go for a more direct proof and reasoning ¥ 
Would you not bo practical and ask a straight question— 
Has the actual death-rate from hydrophobia iu given areas j 
in which Pasteur’s inoculations have been applied, shewn 
tbs same vanishing tendency which the percentages work- 
td out in a laboratory have done ; and will not the per¬ 
centage workers give a side table of the actualities of 
which certainly they cannot be ignorant ¥ And what is 
tiie snewer ¥ The Pasteurians will suppress the actual 
death-rate table of even France from their percentage 
statistics, and for a very natural and human reason, m., 
because the statistics are aguinst them, foi the actual 
death-rate lias not only not been reduced or even remaiu- 
ed stationary, hut bus actually increased. Ami these 
are figures which record plain deaths and certainties.

Til* list of new remedies brought out dining the Inst 
few months is simply appalling, then number being 
out of all proportion to their necessity, while the iu- 
gonnity exorcised by tlieii inventors in liudmg a mono 
for each now product us it appeared, must have been very 
groat. It ia most probable that nine-tentlm of these uew 
preparations will die a natural death in a slant time, that 
' is, if they ute not still-lorn to begin with, still as it is 
well that readers of the lteconl should know something 
of each new anival, a biiof retumi of the latest pro¬ 
ductions may not bo out of place. Tbo following thou 
uro the principal innovations 

Aiitirheunuitin .—A salicylate of sodium and methylene 
blue. Dose to T ’ 0 grain foi acute rheumatism.. 

Anlinerrin.— This, which was puffed for a time as a 
new remedy, tm us out to lie a mixture of ammonium 
bromide and salicylic ucid of each 1 part, aeetauilede 
2 parts. 

Antidiphtheria.— Brought out as a remedy for diph¬ 
theria. Said to be a mixtmc of potassium chlorate and 
ferric chloride. 

Antleeptln .—A combination of fine iodide with bruroo- 
thymolute of tbe same metal. Rocowmonded as an anti¬ 
septic. 

Agathin. —A new synthetic compound, ealicyl-tt-ine- 
thyl-pbemyl-hydrowme, anti-nenralgic and anti-rheumatic. 

Dose, 5 to 10 grains. 

Antiepaemiu.— Naroeine sodio-salicylate. Being solo 
ble, (hie offers a preparation of narceine free from 
ejection. Dora, A to 1* grain. Specially suitable for 
children- 

Atapnl (A4iY»»to<).-Calcian»-bet*-napli(tioi-alpba-BKino- 
•ulpbonate. Antiseptic and antipyretic. Dow, 1 to 4 

grain*.

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Aebolin.—A liquid niitmat pbaaolic and other igfe* 
stances obtained from tbe soot of banting wood. Heed 
in taberoulosis. 

Cajfei-u Chloral, —A remedy for oonstipatian. It is 
given hypotlermicaliy in doses of 8 to 6 grains. 

ChUmdoxyme. — A new hypnotic. It is a peculiar com¬ 
pound having the formula CCU, COH, NOH, and ia 
clanged into chloral hydrate in presence of water. 

CUoryl. —A mixture of ethyl and methyl ohlorldes, 
used fur producing local aniestbesia, especially in dental 
and minor surgery, 

Creeotal.—A new compound employed for tttberculoeie 
similarly to oreasote, but which can bo given in doses 
up to 20 minims or more. It is auother name for 
Oreumte Carbonate (or Carboxylate),—A compound of 
creaeote and carboxylic acid, similar to guaiuool carb¬ 
oxylate.

A ntipgretiee .—The British Medical Association have i>een 
holding ail inquiry into the importance of the ill effects 
arising from the use of the three leading antipyretics, e«, 
antipyrin, outifebrin, and plienaaetio respectively. Such 
nn inquiry is not a day too soon, as much doubt has been 
thrown on those esoellent remedies by the startling 
report# made regarding the ill-effect# produced by then 
administration. Indeed the serious oases, in connection 
with antipyrin have been #o numerous that many more 
cautious physicians have eliminated the drug entirety 
fimii their prescription-books. The Therapeutic Com¬ 
mittee of the British Medical Association may lie said 
therefore to have done good woik in investigating this 
subject. Their report coveis a iaige number of ohsciva- 
tiona, hut the summary of them all is somewliat as 
follows .— 

] Antipijrm.—Ol this the Committee have to say 
that considering; 

(") The largo experience in the administration of the 
drag and the comparatively small percentage of obsei vers 
who tiave noticed ill-effoots (28 per cent.) ; 

(b) that the Ill-effects occur as isolated instances out 
of many hundreds of cases ; and 

(«) that in the majontv of those instances tiie dosage 
has been Injudiciously high or the administration too 
long-continued. 

They are forced to the conclusion that “ the ill-effects 
nre »oV of the frequency or importance generally sup- 
posed. With reasonable and judicious care they limit 
in no way the general escfulnbss of the drug as a thera¬ 
peutic agent.” 

2. Auttfebrin .—Reports of the use of this drag force 
llie Committee to the conclusion that to give it In doses 
of 6, tt, 8, or 10 grains, still more to repost these dose* 
after a short intei val, is highly injudioious. Such doses 
are excessive, ami equivalent to about 25, 30, 40 and 50 
grains of aatipyrin respectively. The drug is much 
stronger than antipyrin, and the dosage usually employed 
lias hitherto been much too large. 

Phemtaetm.—' The observations in connection with this 
drag appear to have been moat satisfactory. Out of 80 
observations only seven were recorded, in which any ill- 
effoots were noticed. Of these, four .oases were so very 
slight as to be almost unworthy of notice, while the other 
three were fit* twralt of unusually large dosage. The 
Committee Say that '* the drag appears to have a notable

(178) . At a time, not veiy remote, in ancient history, air 
was dehned as an element ; but in these enlightened days it 
may scarce bo necessary to inform the reader that the laws ♦ 
of chemical combination and separation were discovered 
by a long and teelmiu up-hill struggle or that even in our 
advanced state of chemical knowledge, the list of element- 
aril substances is by no means complete, and that it is 
quite probable and possible that some enterprising “diver 
into the secrets and mysteries of Nature'' may succeed in 
disclosing many anotiier element and compound that are 

ae yet unknown to and perhaps undreamed of by even 
the most learned of the human moo. 

(179) . The ancient chemists, who maintained some ex¬ 
ceedingly peculiar theories, although they were no fools, 
and to them u due too embryo or germ, which afterwards 
budded into the present tree of obeiuical knowledge, nude 
very little distinction between toe various aeriform bodies : 
calling all of them “ air" and to the mixture we breathe 
they gave the name of “ common air" to distinguish it 
from other gaseous substances. 

(180) . For a very ioeg time many and varied were the 
theories in vogue concerning the composition of common 
or atmospheric air, end absolutely nothing woe definitely 
known till A, D. 1717 when Lavoiter, after proving it to 
consist of a mixture, (not a compound or oombinntion) sf 
one volume off oxygen with fcur volumes of nitrogen, wrote 
its moleonle us N,0, hot lucre recent investigation has 
shewn this formula to be inconoet. Though its nomina¬

m the open country ; but in towna anil factory-districts 
it ia supplemented with sulphurous arid, siilphmetted 
hydrogen, particles of duqt and debris of various sort* in 
a state of wry fine division, iodic chloride, .pomlcs, 
•epithelia, metal tilings, bacilli; volcanic detritus, rations 
gases, Ac, 

(181) . Air being a lefinctor of light, its wiumth is 
due to radiation from the earth’s surface ami ml, ns w as 
once supposed to have been the case, to the passage 
through its substanoe, of luminovt raj s, from the sun on 
their way to earth. The heat rays, becoming partly 
absorbed, supply tbs atmosphere with a portion of its 
warmth ; while on leariiing the earth, the luminous rav-s, 
together with the nnabswlied heat rays, aie converted 
into heat, which then ladiating fiom the earth become 
alisotbed by the watery vapors of the aii tints it is 
obvious tlmt the visible ir., light or luminous rays of 
'the sun pass through the aqueous vapors of the air to 
heat the earth, whereas the daik i.e, nmublr heat 
lays, radiating from the earth, are caught up by the 
aqueous v npors to wai m the air, and this constant dis¬ 
placement of tbe heated aii, by the over-lajmg strata of 
colder air, causoe a continuous invisible cm lent to lie 
brought into contact with tbs radiated beat to enable the 
air to be kept uniformly iieated. 

(182) . At 0 degrees contigrade and 30 hit lies oi 7li0 
null]metres baromstric pleasure, the specific gravity of 
air » regarded as 1, sometimes written 1,<HK) which 
represent* the recognised “tout gfeampanton " for densi¬ 
ties of all othei vapors and gases, and this densitj ilea meet 
in a geometric ratio to the increase of the height of the nil 
above sea-level, “one litre of air, weighing 1 29.80 gram¬ 
mes, is 816 times tighter than a corresponding volume of 
water, 10,500 times lighter than mercury ami H'15 times 
more heavy than hydiogen. It exerts a pressure of 
twenty-seven million tons on every squaie mile of suifaco 
or nearly fifteen pounds on the squaio inch . but this 
pressure, which is subject to temperature, altitude, solar, 
radiationa, Ac.,, is not constant, and diminishing gradually 
is halved for every 8'4 miles we ascend. 

(183) . Ae tltie mixture (not compound) of oxygen 
with nitrogen hi essentially necessary for the preservation 
of all animal and most vegetable life, it stands to reason 
that the Mood cannot be properly aerated, if impure air 
be breathed. So, were it possible to always obtain pure 
air, the highest degree of lienlth would be attained, but 
on no condition may such absolute purity be maintained 
or, even expeoted, as the very act of breathing pollutes 
tbe atmeepbere and most o^ the arte apd manufactures, 
together with the influence of fires for cooking, light, Ac., 
and manifold other causes, constantly vitiate (lie air and 
eonfetisie* mode* ft the impure to sustain fife, so poisonous 
4oesit become.

and in short there scareo exists a trade, tire waste products 
or working emanations of which do not in some manner 
create a nuieance, which, if neither checked nor in some 
way diminished, would conttibuto towarda poisonitig the 
surrounding air. 

(1S8). Contact with the body aud linon are among 
the most frequent sources of infection. Yet it would not 
be wise to take too much for granted or to throw 
the blame on the first scape-goat. Strict pertomd 
enquiry should be instituted in erery case ae to any other 
probable cause, and a careful analysis made of the atmos¬ 
phere within and surrounding the dwellings of tiie 
afflicted end their direct neighbourhood. For tltough air 
is an absolutely necessary supporter of life and also acts 
a» » aattml disinfcctaut, yet it* wore titan easy liability to 
vitiation, not infrequently convert* it into a first-class 
carrier or spreader of disease ; ae contagion may be either 
of the akin, Where as in scarlet fever toe exuvis pass 
from the infected persons, or through the atmosphere, 
where it ia connected with emanations from the lung*, 


excreta and akin; instance, typhus fever and exanthe- 
matous diseases ; or from the excreta themselves, as fas 
cholera. 

(189). The actual extent to which infection may pact 
through the atmosphere and retain its ittftetioM qualities 
is not yet, end perhaps may never he, clear; bat with 
grim reasous for toe same, it hae been positively deter¬ 
mined, that while concentration iueretme, dilation consi¬ 
derably leueue the probability of infection. It is not my 
intention to wosry my readers with extensive reproduc¬ 
tions of the enquiries made by the British Cholera Com- 
mission; but, as the commufiicubiUty of this disease 
affords a good illustration of how infection may be spread 
abroad, 1 cannot do bettor tlian state the conclusions, 
arrived at by that Commission as the immediate conse¬ 
quence of searching and exhaustive enquires. 

A—That cholera is communicable from the diseased to the 
healthy. 

fr.—That it may be communicated 

(«) By persons in the state of developed cholera. 

(I/) By persons suffering from choleraic diarrhma, who 
can move about and who apparently are in health for some 
(lays (luring the progress of the disease. These last, from their 
passing unquestioned and unsuspected are the most dangerous 
to the communities amongst whom they move. 

C—That tho discharges of those in n state of developed 
cholera or in a state of choleraic diarrhoea become the chief 
means hy which the cholera poison escapes from the system 
and by mingling with air or water diffuses the disease. 

D.—That cholera may bo transmitted by exposure of 
persons to the atmosphoro of buildings, places or vessels, 
which have heeu occupied by cholera patients and to the 
emanation* from clothes, bedding, or other articles, which 
have been in contact with diseased individuals or which have 
bccomo soiled by their discharges. 

K.—That when infected articles or places are shut up and 
excludod from free air, they preserve their dangerous quali¬ 
ties for an indefinite length of time, and, on the other hand, 
the freer the exposure to vontilation, the more rapidly they 
become iunoouous. 

K.—That there Is no reason to suppose that cholera is 
commumoable hy actual oontact between individuals. 

(*•—That tho period of incubation, counting from the tJmc 
of the reception of the poison ia short. That the disease 
may shew itself in two ways -.--Jirst by inducing fully deve¬ 
loped cholera decidedly and rapidly ; seantdly, by producing 
slight disturbances, among which diarrhoea may be consi¬ 
dered the chief, and which may sooner or later pass into acme 
more or leas decided choleraic manifestation. The ‘‘Com¬ 
mission " consider that tho incubation in the acute form is 
generally rapid, and that it seldom or never extends beyond 
a few dnyB from toe moment of infection. There waa some 
difference of opinion as to the duration of choleraic diarrhoea 
and as to the time that it may oontinue to be infectious, the 
great majority of the Commission considering that persons 
with diarrhoea which has lasted eight frill day* from the 
commencement of the period of observation, without shewing 
auy indications of a choleraic nature, may be excluded from 
the dam of cholera patients. The minority think that the 
choleraic and infectious diarrhoea may last for several weeks.”

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(210) . The atHn the h/uisc-drain is often more impure 
than that in the mein sewers. And if such air enters the 
hnaee, it not only exerts an injurious influence over most 
diseases, but also decidedly aggravates the severity of 
all tl«e ^exanthemata— such as erysipelas, hospital gan¬ 
grene, puerperal fever, &c.. *e.,—as well as predis|M>ses 
to diarrh/iw, typhoid fever and gastio-enteric affections. 
Fungi grow rapidly and meat and milk eoon taint, when 
brought in contact with such air. 

(211) . Though more or lesa offensive to the smell, at 
all times, sewage only becomes dangerous amkii the 
eetting In of decomposition, and this danger should lie 
averted by carrying away the eewage zr* noon iu it begins 
to fotin. But the removal and diepoeal of effete matters, 
both solid and liquid, produced in dwellings, factories, 
stables, fto., has always been a perplexing problem which, 
in properly served towns, is in some degree solved, by pass¬ 
ing all such matter into the drains and the sewers for 
ultimate dleposal by the local authorities, who in some 
cases poor it into the rivers, to their pollution and the 
loss of valuable manure, as also to the positive deli i- 
ment of those people, who, living a little fui(her down 
stream, have to solely depend on these self-same rivers 
for their water-supply. 

(212) . When sewage finds outlet into the sea or tidal 
rivers, serious consequences are apt to rise at flood-tide, 
when the month m hinged trap of the outlet pipe becom¬ 
ing blooked for several hours, at a time, by the pressuie 
of the tidal-water, the genciated gases imprisoned within 
the sewers mas! of necessity either leguigitate into the 
houses, or find vent through the street gratings, to cu i- 
stitnte an unpleasant and highly dangerous nuisance, 
which may, however, be minimised—if not entirely re¬ 
moved—by building, ore/ ur clone by, tlie disc lunge end 
of the outlet pipe, a tall and wide ventilating shaft, fitted 
with centrifugal screw-action fans which, drawing the 
gases ont of the sewers, renders them more or less imm- 
< nuns liy forcing them upvvarils through trays, provided 
with deodorising and disinfectant substances. 

(21.')). In many villages herds of pigs are kept chiefly 
for the purposes of scavenging effete matters add being 
nfterwards sold to great advantage ; as the caste-prejudices 
of the Indians will not allow them to avail themselves of 
the well-known facts that the solid portions of the egeata 
of men and other animals are of groat value as fertilize! s, 
and that it becomes necessary to get rid of as much as 
is possible of the fluid portion, without losing tlie valu¬ 
able nitrogen-yielding urea and some other dissolved salts. 
Fiscal matter, when thrown on the ground ami freely 
exposed to air, is not as hurtful as sewer air, yet it pro¬ 
duces similar hannfnt effects, if allowed to accumulate 
in small back yards or clone court*, where the atmosphtric 
circulation ia impeded. 

(214). Sewage matter taken diroot from tlie sewers 
awl spread oxer land is not only offensive, but also would 
soon create an intolerable niuaance, wore it not for the 
adoption of various methods by wblclt their objectionable 
properties are minimised, if not altogether removed. The 
chief at these methods are 

(o) The deodorisation amt separation of tlie more 
solid from tlie more liquid, and the utilwation of the 
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former for wMo«.« Ifu-p/eih,; wj$j[, fafa «#lo|bation and 
escape of the liquid portions 

(/') Tlie utilisation of tlie sewage, in transition, for the 
manufacture of cement and manure. In which latter 
case no harm results when the /reek fiscal and sewage 
matters are e/wedUy mixed with earth, the great deo¬ 
dorant and absorbent powers of which subdue effluvia ; 
hut if the ground be super-saturated or if decomposition 
of the f/eeul and sewage matters has fully set in, the 
deodorant powers of the earth are insufficiently mani¬ 
fested and injurious results soon follow, 

(/•) The Merthyr Tydol system, winch has given 
veij good results in Europe, consists in passing the 
sewage on to a lied of soil, provided and intersected 
with drains, six feet deep, into which tlie liquid sewage 
percolates and is carried away ; while the solid and 
inoie valuable partis taken up by the soil, Hut grand 
and simple though this process may lie, it is extremely 
doubtful whether it will ever obtain practice among t he 
native* of India. 

(210). Air of Slurs' itoi.os is associated with ema¬ 
nations, concerning which little is known, save that they 
may arise from the bilge water, or from the cargo or 
from the wood of the ship. By promoting a compara¬ 
tive inertia immobility of the air in the bold, 
imperfect ventilation not only tends to increase decom¬ 
position ; but also, iu many instances, eo fouls the air 
as to render it mebniHy fatal to life. Ships should there 
fore he fitted with ventitatms reaching down to tlie bilge 
line as well as opening on to the sevoud holes or dn ks, 
and no member of the crew or discharging gangs should 
be allowed to go “below" until tbo batches have been 
off fm at least two hours and a lighted candle does not 
go out when lowered into the hold. 

(21ti). Town aih is at all times more impure than tlmt 
of (onutry places ; but, considering that respiration, com¬ 
bustion, effluvia from the soil and sewer* and the emana¬ 
tions from tlie manifold trades and Occupations, all tend to 
vitiate tlie atmosphere, the air of town* is a good deal 
inoie pure than circumstance* would lead us to reason¬ 
ably expect, as in a well laid-out town or city the iwi- 
ttnml ascending, descending and lateral movements of 
the air combine to dilute and disperse the lighter im¬ 
purities, while the more heavy particles are deposited as 
dust. But where the streets are irregular and nairnw 
and the houses too closely crowded oil each other to 
permit good perflation and easy movemonl of the nir m all 
dmetione, the various suspended matters with which town 
air is always associated will he productive of very serious 
consequences and injurious effects must necessarily follow.

Tint photograph given below represents two brother# 
suffering from pseudo-hypertrophic muscular p#raly«i«. 
The wider one witting ou a chair in in an advanced stage 
of the dlMaae and It atualutely helpless. The younger one 
it in the early stage, The former it 17 and the latter 7 
year* of age. 

Family Illttary —There ie no history of any narrow# 
disease from tires father'# «ido, who ie a Btrong, healthy 
man of 45. The mother i# rather thin and Buffer# every 
now and titan from neuralgia attack#. 

Two more #»n« and three daughter# were born, hut 
ail dl*d in infancy, except the Hint child, a daughter, who 
reached the age of 8 year# and then died of Bimatroku. 

Symptom*.—The disease in the younget boy commenced 
about nix month# ago. At first lie w«# noticed to ho 
clutnay in hi# movement#, to full easily and to stumble 
in going up stair#, Next, weakn### of llio lower ex¬ 
tremities and difficulty in walking, with a peculiar gait 
and attitude, were observed. The symptom* me yet in 
tire first stage. 



There ie a nodular feeling In the lantolee of the calve# 
and he stand# with hi# lags wide apart. He is unable to 
get up from the Boer without aaeietanee, and if a little 
lielp la given him, he raise# himself up by placing his 
hands on hie knees and then grasp# Ida thigh# a little 
higher till he pmina hi# My up. The patellar reflex 
has disappeared and a hollow in flip hack is appearing. 

In the rider boy tire diet symptom# of the disease 
shewed at the age of 7 year*, exactly in the same way 
as in the younger one. The onset too was very gradual. 


Hi* condition now {* most pitiable. Beds quite heipicts, 
ha* lost all power hi tire limbs aa well os in the muscle* 
of the back. If made to ait up and Ida balance be dis¬ 
turbed, he fail# on bis face ami cannot mile idmeetf id 
the upright position. Wasting hu commenced in the 
muscles of the shoulder and back, white those of the 
calves remain still hypertrophied, and Hie feet etc clubbed. 
The reflexes are totally gone. Iteapiration, circulation 
and digestion ure not impaired, and the general and 
special sensations era perfect. The ooutrol over the rectum 
and bladder is returned. There lias been a little defi¬ 
ciency of intellect from the Brat, otherwise the mind 
is pretty clear. 

Treatment. —No treatment has yet been of say use. 
The father has tried doctors, hakim » and ruiiit, but none 
have given the boy any relief. Electricity, nervine tonics 
(phosphorous, arsenic, strychnia, cod-liver oil) snd massage 
have proved useless; and in spite of ail treatment, the 
disease in the elder boy has steadily progressed to the 
present condition. The boy i« a burden to his parents, 
who have uow quite despaired of him. As the disease 
is yotiu the early stage iu the younger child, the father 
is very anxious for any treatment that may keep the 
disease in check. I am trying this child with iodide of 
potassium internally and oleate of mercury friction on the 
afiected limbs, a# recommended by Ur. L. 0. liray in his 
recent hook on " Nervous and Mental Uiaeases," together 
with massage and faradisation of the muscles. But this 
too, I am afraid doe# not #oem to do any good. 

I will tie glad to hoar if other#, having more experience 
of this disease, will suggest any thing for the pooi 
children to arrest tho further progress of the malady iu 
the youngei one, and give some relief to the elder.

TWO CASES OF SUDDEN DEATH DUBINO LOW 
STATES, THE CRISIS BEINU CAUSED BY 
A SUDDEN NOISE : WAS IT 
A COINCIDENCE?

I have; heard of case# of sudden death from mental 
shock, whether of joy or of sorrow. In one cose a u,uu 
of lowly circumstances is said to have died euddenly on 
receiving a telegram stating that he was the happy pos¬ 
sessor of a fortune. He had in retted his last sovereign 
in the Derby Sweep, and was lucky or rattier unlucky 
enough in drawing the first prim. In another case 
a lady is said to have died suddenly on receipt of a 
telegram announcing the unexpected death of a very 
near and dear relative. 

I dare say there ere not medical practitioners wanting 
in the present day, wbn have not had tome such similar 
experience in their practice, though snch oases are, not 
usually recorded being somewhat ram. 

Again, women have been known to faint at some 
indiscreet practical joke, snob Us s fiendish yell in a dark 
place ; or they have been known to work Into hysteric* 
and even faint at the dry ef rati ; than hntsnrre dues 
near approach toot rather a, m ockery of sudden death ; 
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% »** 00 k not being groat enough to canse death. I 
haves somewhat different experience to rotate in the 
following caaee;-— 

O** t. Jt, ft., a female child tet 18 months, was autfer- 
lag fwdh pneumonia, the sequel of measles. Life seemed 
vary tenaoiou* in her cane ; for two days wo wore exit¬ 
ing ovary moment to bo tier taat, but atilt slie lingered 
on untit dawn Of the third morning, when the marriage 
ceremony of a Hindu neighbour waa announced in the 
uaual noiay manner with dmrne and clarionets, and with 
tiro first tasty stroke of tke big drum her spirit Hed. 

Cam 2. —if, a big-made man, at H5, wae tapped fur 
abeoeea in tlie liver, and the cnee went on for emm. 
weeka ; the patient becoming weaker day by day. For 
some daya we were expeuting hie death at any moment, 
and were Birnpty keeping body und aoul together by free 
atiumlation One night aimultaneonaly with a loud dap of 
thunder, life became extinct. 

I do believe that the shock oeeaaioued by the audden 
loud noise waa the cause iu each of these cases goiug oil' 
suddenly. I waa inclined to treat the lirst rase as a mattei 
of coincidence, but since the ocouricuco of tlio second, 
1 do believe it possible to relate lUetu as cause aud eflect, 
and 1 have tbetefure introduced t!«c subject to convince 
, sceptical readers.

I at once applied strips of 
adhesive plantar and a brood bandage to bis client which 
gave him great relief. To-day, tiie 18th of his illness, 
he ia almost free from pain and ia able to take a painlese 
deep breath. He ia quite aura that ids present trouble ia 
the result of the spring out of bed and of nothing else. 
Certainly when I examined him l found no marks of 
bruising or violence about his body. He was then, and 
ianow, quite free of cough. The rarity of fracture of 
bones, especially of the riba, and particularly at the site 
where it baa occurred in my cate, from excessive muscular 
action, is my plea for sending you these notes.

DB. KANNV LALL DEY, BAl 0AHADUH, 
C.I.E., F.C.8., Hon. M.P.S., loud., J.P. 

Unukk uien of large estate boru to greatness, whom 
family iniiuetioe elevates to idgii official position, without 
toilsome and patient ascent, Knotty Lai! Dey, by the un¬ 
aided force of bis own personal character, made hie way to 
tiie front along the opan road of a graded public service. 
By aome favoring chance, be discovered tiie peoulisi 
bent of Ids wind, aud lie wax enabled to follow its direc¬ 
tions, to lay the foundation of hie future utuiuenut, though 
much subsequent oxettion and continued pemoverunie 
were requisite to raiso the superstructure. 

The subject of this memoir is desueuded from an an¬ 
cient tud respectable Uiudu family. He was neither 
born wealthy not ranked in With above the middle class. 
His great-grand-father had lbs family tosidence at 
Uovindaptir, where Foil William now etnuds. When 
tiie Government took poesenaitiu of Uovindaptir, Biojo 
Kisenrc Huy’s residence waa lcumved to Boutansti. whiclt 
now forms Hie northern pait of Calcutta. Biojo Kiesore 
Hoy Imd tlnoo Bona, of whom Unruu Ftuaad Hey, the 
giuud-fathei of our memoir, was tiie eldest. Umou Prosed 
Hey left six stunting sous, of whom Itui lladhsnatli 
Dey was tiie oldest, ilai Kimuy bail Hey is the second- 
sou of itai liaiihauatli Hey, who was a distinguished 
English educated young uiau of his time. During tiie 
administration of Lord Auckland, he was appointed a 
Deputy Collector on tiie creation of that appointment 
undet Act. IX. 1883. At the early age of 32 lie fell « vie 
tun to malarious fovei Ivauny Lall Hey was then only 
12 years old, and was left to steer bis life’s journey in 
a way which shows what a Bengali can do iu a depart¬ 
ment of soieitw by single-minded labor aud indus¬ 
trious research. With indomitable energy and persever 
ante, lie overcame bis misfortune a* becatuo a man who 
was destined to be numbered among the celebrities ot 
tlio scientific world. 

Bai Kauuy Call Hey waa born in Calcutta on the 24th 
September 1831. Having rMeivad an elementary educu 
tiuu, lie prosecuted his studies at the Oaioutta Mediiul 
College. His aptitude fur eliemietry soon had him rucog 
uised by Ins fellows as a specialist, while iu process o! 
time lie secured Similar recognition flow those redoubtable 
professors Mount, Murchison and Mocnauiata. Tiie same 
tastes and talents continued to display themselves more 
strikingly with increasing years. 

H« entered Government service immediately after grad, 
uelmg at tiie Calcutta Medical College iu 1864. His first 
eppoiiuiii"<.i was Assistant to tiie Professor of Chemistry 
and Chemical Examiner to Government. In 1832 be was 
appointed Professor of Oliamiatry in the Presidency College 
of Calcutta and officiated aa Professor of Chemistry and 
Chemical Examiner in the Calcutta Medical College during 
the absence of Hr. Mocnamar*. In 1888 lie was appointed 
Teacher ot Chemistry and Medioal Jurisprudence to the 
Vernacular classes of the Calcutta Medical College. In 1877 
be again acted as Professor Of Chemistry in the Calcutta 
Medical College aud Chemical Examiner to the Govern¬ 
ment (taring the abeeuco of Profeesor C. B. Wood, v.o.h. 
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Ur. Dey h*» wrtttea book*, dalioered lerUnroo; contri¬ 
buted srtlOlee, made experiment* end collections «sd 
worthily represented ledi* io nut a few International 
Exhibitions. Io connection with the Bari* Exhibition, we 
H#d recorded in the Hindu Patriot 

" It affords an great satisfaction to notice tlint the only 
Indian subject of Her Majest y the Empress at India who 
ban carried away a Medal and Certificate of Manor at the 
great tournament of art and indnatty in Paris, la oar well* 
Known countryman Baba Kaany I*}T Bey, Bat Hahadoor, for 
hit Collection at Indian Dreg*. He may wall feat proud of 
thin tan I moor, Wo woo Id commend Balm Kaany 1*11 Dey's 
example to other Indian etodenta of science.” 

Dr. Dey received the congratulation of Hie Excellency 
flip Viceroy ou tlie favorable report of the Paris Exhibition 
Committee uf 1878. In the Calcutta Exhibition of Indian 
art imiuufuctnrcH (1881-83) lie wax appointed a member of 
the Committee and a Juror. In January 7th 1883 he mi 
appointed a Juror at the Jeypore Exhibition, and again in 
the following year ho -was appointed a Juror for no leas 
tliuu 15 aciontilic auctions of tlw Calcutta International 
Exhibition, in 1881 he received an invitation from the 
President of the Pharmaceutical Society of Londou to 
attend thu International Pharmaceutical and Medical Con¬ 
gress, held i,i London in July 1881. Being unable to attend, 
he forwarded papers to be road at the Congress. 

His lectures and experiments were no lees interesting. 
On the 0th May 1884, at a lecture giveu by Dr. I)ey, 
twforo tlie meeting of tho Mubomodan Literary Society 
the Honorable Chief Justice Norman observed :— 

“ I am greatly obliged to my friend Maul vie Abdool Lutiff, 
Khan, for inviting me to this meeting, and thereby giving 
»ie an opportunity of listening to the admirable lecture by 
Baboo Kanny Loll Dey, which, besides being exceedingly 
Interesting and entertaining in itself, shewed us the lessons 
which are to be learnt by a careful observation of some of 
the most oommon occurrences of life. For myself, I am bound 
to confess that i hove attended many similar lectures in 
England and other conntries, but I can scarcely remember 
one in which so many interssting and intricats experiments 
were brought within the compass of a single lecture, and in 
which they were so successful from beginning to end. 1 
therefore think that the mast cordial acknowledgments of 
all present, at this meeting are due to the lecturer." 

Hie address on “ Hindu Social Laws and Habibs, viewed 
is relation to Health," published is tlie Mian Annul* of 
Medical Seitwf , was received witli marked approval by the 
profession and tire public at large. The foilewing is the 
text of the review on that memorable address 

“ The antimr most undoubtedly be regarded as a pioneer 
of science and domestic medical inetruotion amongst his 
ommtrymen. He Is altogether abate the addle-toddle of 
snob Hindu prejudices os are not only unreaaonable, but 
actively lietrlmental to all the higher eoeial interests of 
Hindu society. 

" We would fain sec a few more Imelligem and eaimat 
men taking the lead in tin same difficult path with Baboo 
Kanny Lall Dey. Never was there a period in the history 
of India when natives could so smily earn for themselves 
the reputation of being genuine reformers ; and whet is yet 
better, never oould drey live ip tinea when their efforts 
might lead to more solid resulte than at present It 
would be well if more of them, instead of indulging in 
spurious pulpit oratory ou the an bide eud pernicious 
intricacies uf deism, would devote their energies to teach 
their countrymen, as Baboo Kanny tall Day boa honestly 
and fearlessly done, how they Ought to aot regarding 
rentllatilon, diet, Clothing, drink, cleanliness, exercise, and 
innocent enjoyment*." 

Apart from Ml tagitkaato work, he wai constantly 
inferred to by the Director of Pnbfes Instruction, the 
Bengal Govaranrcht and the Surgeon-General, fog opinion* 


on a variety of publication* relating to (Medicine, sanita¬ 
tion and school books generally. Hie manual in Bengali 
on the “ Elements of Physics,” which is now a text-book 
in Mi vernacular schools of Bengal, was written at the 
instance of Sir George Campbell. Hie work on Chemistry 
in Bengali is also used os a text-book in the middle, 
class vernacular schools of Bengal. He prepared under 
the order of the Government, a Bengali translation of Dr. 
John’s Murray's work on the “ Pathology and treatment 
of Cholera," for which he received the thanks of Govern¬ 
ment (20th November 1870). , Hie work on “ Medical 
Jurisprudence," published in 1881, was highly appreciated 
by Government and recommended for nse as a text-book 
in the medical schools of Bengal, and he gave panuiasion 
to Government to translate it into other vernacular lang¬ 
uages. His published writings upon the “ Materia Medics 
of India ” says Dr. Norman Chevera, “ ore of sterling prac¬ 
tical value, and IrnVe been specially recognised by Dr. 
Waring." in 1868 Dr. Dey contributed a paper ou 
"Modified Land Scurvy with Pywmia” to the Indian 
Annul* of Medical Science. Ho contributed a series of 
papers on the Indigenous Drugs of India to the Indian 
Medical (Janette from its commencement in 1860. In Hie 
same year he road a paper on the “ Uees of Nareotioe and 
Stimulants and their effects on the Human Constitution ” 
at a meeting of the Bengal 8ocial Science Association. In 
1873 he submitted to tlie Government his opinions on tlie 
following questions:— 

1. “ On the poisonous articles sold by native druggists, as a 
contribution to the infuimation being collected In view 
to passing a law for the restriction of the sale of poisonous 
drugs iu India " 

2. “ Ou & proposition for the eetablishment of Government 
Insurances in Bengal and India." 

8. " On the working of the Contagious Diseases Act." 

4. “ On the question of the establishment of local medical 
sohuols." 

5. •• On the question of decentralization of salt." 

As Officiating Chemical Examiner to the Government, 
the labors of Kai Kanny Lall Dey have resuited in 
substantial service to the cause of humanity. The 
Engliehnan of the 7th March 1878 observed in this 
connection .an follows :— 


we ream tnot on a report mute by Dr. Kanny Lall Dey 
the Goveinment of Bengal has directed that no certificate 
shall be given for lime juice to be taken on board any shin 
for the use of crew or passengers, unless it contains at least 
twenty.five grains of citric add to the fluid ounce. The 
superior quality of Urn* juice supplied, to the shipping, which 
came under tho notice of the doctor while h« officiated as 
Chemical Examiner, oansed bhM to address Government on 
the subject, with, we are glut to set, beuettcia! results. It Is 
surprising that the matter should have escaped attention for 
so menyyeare. 

Id accordance with hit ouggestioo* the Government of 
Bengal issued a revised notification on the subject. 

In connection with the formation and maintenance of 
an economic museum, Justice fhear made the following 
suggeetion to the then Lieut.-Govemor of Bengal Sir 
George Campbell, having reference to Dr. Kanny Loll Dey. 

“The Committee should for these reasons include the 
Saperintsndent of the Geological Survey, Iba Hupertnteudent 
of the Botanical Gardens, and the Superintendent uf the Forest 
Department as ex-officio member*; also Dr. Kanny 1*11 Dey, 
on account of his great knowledge uf the dregs, medicines 
npd the chemical products of the oanatn, 'and of Us ex¬ 
perience gained on several exhibition committees." • a 

Shoe Ms connection with tlw Economic Museum of 
Calcutta, he hoe analysed and reported an the usee and 
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properties ol numerous economic products, drugs and 
foods. 

He Wiped materially to develop the drag resources of 
India. He was induced by tlie Inspector-General of 
HoapitoM'to revise and publish in book form the “ Cata¬ 
logue of Drugs ” be exbibiteil in tlie second International 
Exltibitlon, held in London in 1862, in recognition of 
which service lie was awarded a gold medal, and bis 
collection w»« pronounced to be by far the best and the 
most complete in that exhibition. 

Tbia catalogue was published in 1867, and is recog- 
niaed as authoritative on indigenous drugs, so much so 
that it is highly valued and appreciated by the leading 
pharmaceutists of tlie world. Tlie following is a review 
from the Edinburgh Medical Journal, 1868 

“ O'Shaunghneasy. Wanng and others have done import¬ 
ant servioeiu their direction, but without at all depreciating I 
from the merits of these distinguished writers, it has been 
the good fortune of a native of India to bring before us | 
the first comparatively complete acoountof the tlch medi¬ 
cinal resources of that country. 

“ Babti Kanny Lall Doy's volume is unpretending in fotm, 
but it possesses merits that should entitle it to careful con¬ 
sideration t for after a careful examination we can confidently 
record our opinion of tlie aceutney of these statements of 
which we are entitled to judge.” 

In 1877 be prepared under the orders of the Govern 
raent of Bengal live complete collections of the " Indi¬ 
genous Drugs of India,” with descriptive catalogues, for 
the live medical schools of Bengal, for which also ho 
received the thanks of Government (8th September 1877). 

In 1859 he was elected an ordinary mouther of the 
then new Sydenham Society. In 1868 he was elected 
an ordinary member of the British Medical Association. 

In the same year, he was elected an honorary and cor¬ 
responding member of the Blianuaceutiuil Society of 
(ireat Britain. 

In 1870 he was appointed a Fellow of the University 
of Calcutta, and in the following year lie was elected & 
member of the Faculty of Medicine of the Olcutta Uni¬ 
versity. In 1872 ha was appointed a Justice of the 
Peace for the Town of Calcutta. In 1877 he was elected, 
and re-elected in 1880, a Municipal Commissionei for 
Calcutta, anti was appointed a member of the Town 
Council thereof. In the same year lie was appointed a 
member of the Central Committee for the selection of j 
vernacular text-books. In 1878 he was appointed Examiner 
in Medical Jurisprudence in the Calcutta University. In | 
1880 he was elected a Fellow of the Chemical Society of j 
London, and also a Fellow of the Society of Science, ] 
Letters and Arts of Loudon. In 1881 he was appointed a 
Presidency Magistrate for the Town of Calcutta. In 1880, j 
lie was appointed Honorary Fellow of the College of Phy¬ 
sicians, Philadelphia. 

In 1872 he obtained the title of Kai Bahadonr from tlie 
Government, in recognition of the valuable services 
rendered by 1dm to the cause of medical science in India. 
Tbs raootnmeedation originated with Dr, Norman Chevers, 
Prinoipal of the Medical Collage, who recorded tlie follow¬ 
ing minute 

“ I consider it to be my duty to recommend to my col¬ 
leagues that the title of Bid Bahadoor should now be solicited 
for Baboo B. t, Day, teacher of Chemistry and Medical 
Jurisprudence and additional Chemical Examiner to Govera- 
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ment. the remarkable merits of Baboo It, L. Dcy are per¬ 
fectly well known to the majority of my collogues ; but it 
will be right to Submit to Government that he has been 
attached to this College for eighteen yearn, that be 
possesses a knowledge of Chemistry and a power of teaching 
It which have rarely, if ever, bean acquired by any native 
of India who lute not enjoyed opportunities of study in 
Europe, and that tor many years past ho has in a moat 
liberal and kindly spirit held himself at all times in readiness 
todolight large audiences with htademonstrations and experi¬ 
ments. Much of bis scanty leisure has been devoted to the 
extremely Important taekof developing the drug resources 
of India. His Collections of Indigenous drugs and Indian 
chemical preparations were received with marked approval 
by the London International Exhibition of 1862. and by 
the Paris Universal Exposition of 1867. From the latter 
he received one medal and from the former two. He also 
received a medal at the Agra Exhibition. Mis published 
writings upon the Materia Medina of India are ol Stirling 
practical value, and have been especially recognised by 
Dr. Waring. 

Personally, i am vastly Indebted to him for a great nuut- 
bernfmost interesting, novel, ami valuable fact* illustra¬ 
tive of toxicology and medical jurisprndenoo in this country. 
My obligation to him in this respect has been acknowledged 
In the preface of my work and throughout Its pans. 

His high personal and seleutliio qualifications have already 
won for him from Government the high appointments of 
Member of the CTulverstty and Honorary Justice ol the 
Peace , anti having worked with him in this College for tan 
years, t have no hesitation in saying that i regatd Him as 
being eminently qualified to hold the rank of Bal Bohadoor.

and that their disinclination to give tlie proponed treat¬ 
ment* .trial on man liad to be overcome bj m express 
order fratn Her Majesty the Qtieeh Empress 
Viurt good, it was ashed, oould come from Australia t 
What oould this young upstart with hei few inhabitants 
and her comparatively harmless snakes, teach India on 
this subject with her teeming miliums decimated by 
cobras, knits had deadly vipers t T« o milUous of 
human beings, judging from the present mortality, bad 
perhdied from snake-bite in every century in India. 
An experience of thousands of years had gi\eu to the 
Indian pAple many vaiuaWo remedies, some of which 
might with advantage bo adopted by the West. Yet 
among these remedies there was none of un> at ml against 
snake poison.

Almost from the very commencement of the English 
occupation, efforts were made by European seienoe to 
remove this national cm a- from the land, that is tml) 
tha cradle of Western cniiisatwa, and the inhabitants of 
which eon claim consanguinity with those dashing old 
arysn warrior-nomads, from whom all Indo European 
nativeifare descended. But in spite of the famous Iloyal 
Commission experimenting for months at Calcutta, m 
spite of the labors of Fsyrer, Richards and others, and in 
spite of many thousands spent in v«m attempts to ex¬ 
terminate reptiles in India, the lattei continued their 
deadly work uncheokod, and evens Eajrer despoiled of 
an antidote ever being found.

impossible. The vipers of India, on tbs other hand, though 
giving a little more breathing time, present in their victims 
bleeding from tlie mucous surfaces, so perplexing a picture, 
that, jiuiging from appearanous, be mumea a poison *>' 
altogcthsr different nature to be at work them,and ie al¬ 
most fumed agsinet his will to grant the correctness of the 
blood-potecur theory, unless, indeed, lie is oonvetsant 
with the strychnine-treatment ; and, applyingitfreely, finds 
to Ills delight that the Itsunorrbegea st Indkm vipers bite 
y ieid as readily and far mare palpably to the antidote 
thou tlie respwatury paralysis of eehra-bite coses. 

Such then tielug the symptoms that present themseh-ee 
to the medical practitioner In India in the great toajorlty 
of snake-bite oases , it is almost impossible for fatal to 
arrnc, fay observation on man alone, at a clear ouneaptioo 
of tin inoilnn operand) of snake poison. The merit of 
having gone very near it belongs undoubtedly to Dr. A J, 
Wall To the Kuiopeun practitioner another obstacle to 
minute unci exlisustive observation, are the patients them 
solves and their tiitmde They are, as a rule, natives, 
distrustful of European methods, but enamoured of their 
on n, and generally Iteving cxlnaustod their charm* and In 
c&ntation* lx-fore alien he!|i IS sought. 

All those difficulties are uiiniiniaMKj ill Australia, Out 
coluluiues are leas profuse in giving off their poison, 
wluch quantity for quantity la said to be quite as deadly 
us that of tlm Indian onus.

The poisoning 
piocess is comparatively slow, lasting from two or three 
hoars to os many days Hot unfroquentij a well-defined 
stags ot paresis precedes that of paralysis, or tlie patients 
remain m paresis throughout tlw course af tlie attack They 
ais able to walk with some fsaisUttot, end though usually 
very sleepy, remain conscious and can describe Subjective 
symptom*. With skin palo <and cold; heart actum and 
general vitality depressed and pu#t wore or Jem dilated, 
they remain in tins condition for hours, end would pro 
bably recover without any treatment, but by a few 
atrvclmioe injections are quickly restoredaud able to uuituit 
horse and ndo home. In such cose* efiber the poison 
imparted wae small In quantity or the greater pert of it had 
been eUmiaated by prompt ligature and oxoiaion iff the bit- 
ton akin. That such cases on most instructive, goes without 
‘saying. They touch the A.B. C. of snake-bite puuouiug 
and enable us to road correctly the merrediffiouit and geest - 
oily Marred character* of coast AudgetMml pnredytia w^iich 
ore usually on view, when we reach oar patients, but beyond 
4 ji doubt *re aggravations of tU pe-e, 1c symptoms.

Drake Brockman 
earl Thomas iu the two oobm-blto cooes published by (hem 
in the Miau Medical Chmttt for October 1468, with the 
exception, perhaps, of the respiratory disturbance being lees 
pronounced from the that in Australia and only becoming 
more m towards the onil. Tor the purpose of study, there 
is the important difference between them, that the Austra¬ 
lian ease, growing so to say, under the eyes of the 
observer, can be analysed at leisure hi its far more pro¬ 
tected coarse, whereas the Indian case is presented with 
the rapidity <>t a picture from a magic lantern, tits leading 
features of which no sooner are recognised then it dis¬ 
appears from view. Add to these undoubted advantages 
the fact of our practising among a European population, 
anxious to aid our efforts, and both aide and willing to give 
us ait possible Information, and H will be clear that we 
have very great advantages over our Indian (•anfrkrto in 
stud) ing the puszling effects of snake poison, and that to 
these advantages the very gratifying results of Australian 
research are mainly duo. Even the little katipo spider 
gives us valuable information, as in many instances its 
bite is followed by symptoms which are those of snake- 
poison mi immature, mid may even havo a fatal termi¬ 
nation 

Probably, however, with all these advantages, the tangled 
skein of puzzling ami pet plexing symptoms would not have 
been unravelled so soon, if it had not been the good fortune 
■of the present writer to lie liltten by a full-grown Austra¬ 
lian cobra (Hoplocephalus curtus) and though narrowly es¬ 
caping death by vigorous and prompt elimination, yet to 
have retained a sufficient quantity of the subtle poison in 
his system to produce all the horrid and nevor-to-bo-for- 
gotten sensations and effects, short of actual death, which 
arise from suspended motor-nerve-force. It was this 
powerful argum**tun ud hnnunem that put him on the 
right tract. Ever and ever again in his long and lonely 
rules through the Australian bush, with snakes ci casing 
and rccroealng his paths, the idea was impressed upon him, 
that the whole secret of snake poison was a suspended ac¬ 
tion of the motor centres, ami, that all its effocts could bo 
thus explained. But lie had little leisure to devote to the 
subject, and never made it a specialty, only seizing with 
eagerness every Opportunity for supplementing his ob¬ 
servation* and never deviating from the track he hud 
marked out for himself. Even the knowledge that 
strychnine bad been tried on dugs and condemned as use¬ 
less did not deter him from applying it on man, as the 
erachd twit, by Which his theory must either stand or tail. 
Call it a triumph at Wsientide deduction or a happy guess, 
or with your contemporary, the Mian Medical Gaeette, 
* mere .resuscitation of an old method, devoid of ait origin-* 
alky, call it whatever you like, successful at all events 
It has ham and-Mde fsir to he, even against the dreaded 
«obta, acd it the point of death. 

The spirit expre sse d by the gentleman who have time 
far published their experiences with strychnine % snaka- 
hite in India ahgwa well for the success of the treatment, 
and would, if participated in by the great body iff the 


profession in that count™, very .quickly sttfftoffte question 
at issue.

wliere thousands are dyfrig every UKffith, more oppor¬ 
tunities for putting the treatment to a rigorous practical 
test than those recorded, are,^e««rring- ft ia eniyby an 
exchange of our experiences la the medical press, that the 
matter can be definitely settled, and' Australia cannot he 
charged with having withheld hers from India, Yury 
little reliable information has reached this country yet as 
to the symptoms of snake-bite poisoning in India, Some 
years ago, whan the late Dr. Vincent Richards, writing in 
a Melbourne weekly, kindly undertook to enlighten ant 
ignorance on the subject, and wanted to make us believe 
that what wo were treating here as snake-bite-com* Wat 
in reality nothing else than acute alcoholism, and were 
informed that sleep and coma were extremely rare symp¬ 
toms in India, aud that one of the most cruel features of 
the death agony from cobru-hite was consciousness to the 
last. We had no reason to doubt the correctness at this 
statement, and were therefore greatly surprised to find 
coma recorded as a leading symptom iu the two cobra-bite 
cases referred to. There was not much indnoeinent for 
Indian practitioners to record cases of snake-bite, as long as 
the invariable finalt was death, but there should be every 
inducement now , in fact, what was merely a matter of 
choice before, lias now become one of stern duty, both to 
science and humanity.

Remittent is a term used to Indicate the deadliest 
fevers of the so-called malarial type. They oliiefly affect 
new-comers to malarial districts, and those worn out by 
repeated fevers, exposure and long residence in endemic 
(marshy) localities. It is noteworthy, however, how one 
attack of fever leads to another. Its meaning is implied 
in itself, denoting a fever in which there is defervescence, 
he., a morning fell in temperature, which however never 
roaches the normal until convalescence is established, 
African remittents, the most fatal of nil, vary from mild 
attaoke, lasting a few days, some fatal ia bourn, others 
lasting (or months. Some appear to receive a concen¬ 
trated dose of the poison. These last oases include the 
black water, or pernicious hsamaturie remittent, so called 
from the almost black color iff the urine and vomit, 
which are colored by rite iutamglobia of disintegrated 
red Wood corpuscles. Three cases- are chiefly met with in 
the African tropical none front Wret to East. The late 
Captain Stairs fall a victim to tbit fever while returning 
from an expedition te the Kaet Coast.

Prognoeie ahould be guarded oa the mortality is great. 
Coaree and egmptome.— Its onset i« generidly insidi- 
oualy ondden, appearing to atrike the patient down 
and overwhelm him at once ; other caaea begin as a 
alight aenastion of chill with accelerated pulse and speedy 
rise of temperature to npwarda of 108*F, (indeed I hove 
known recovery after a temperature of 108‘F. Ima Iwen 
reached), gastric disturbance, anorexia, sensations of pain 
and weight at epigastrium, not relieved by vomiting, winch 
in a moot diatreasing and persistent symptom. Cephal¬ 
algia is generally severe. Restlessness Increases, and the 
skin becomes hotter and drier. Temperature rises to 106*F. 
or over, the eyes are injected, being peculiarly brilliant and 
staring. Pulse rate may) each 120 per minute. There is 
severe pain in the back and limbs. After some 
hours there is a defervescence, when the temisnature falls 
for a Short time, but never to normal; at this point mois¬ 
ture bedews the forehead and neok. In ordinary cases the 
morning temperature is 104"F., evening exacerbation 108*F. 
or more, pulse 120. The attack may however, start 
with bilious vomiting, bj perieniia of liver, portal con¬ 
gestion, icterus; there may be baunatsmesis, bloody 
stools, ba-maturia. The vomit becoming black in the 
worst cases, like the imvto pricto of yellow fever. There 
is also delirium frequently during exacerbations, ami in bod 
cases, coma. These symptoms may terminate in death, 
but often the patient recovers to undergo a tardy con 
valescenoe ; and bis constitution is thoroughly undermined. 
These fevers have been classified tbns: — 

(1) Simple Remittent, (2) Typho-Malnml Remittent , 
,(3) Bilious Remittent; (4) Htematuric Remittent, the two 
latter often combined and called ictro-hmmaturic fever. 

Treatment (Prophylactic.)— Boiling and filtering drinking 
water. Care of one’s diet, clothing, and avoidance of over- 
exposure to sun or rain and night air, and taking occasional 
doses of quinine and iron tonics to keep up the system. 
The lute Surgeon T. H. Pinko adde his valuable testimony 
to the prophylactic value of quinine. 

(Curative.) At the onset treat constipation by 10-grain 
-calomel tabloids at onoe, followed by tabloids containing 
gr. pilocarpine. Routine treatment by one 6-gmin tabloid 
of antipyrine every hOlf lionr, or tabloid of tincture aconite 
BVi. two every ll*niit|ites, until temperature *»U» !* in 
abates. Qnitpae btsalphsite in doses ttjflQ to 30 grains may 
die given when remii»Jon is yell marked, otherwise its 
administration dees harm. BettwstiR; Jt Tabloid Tr. 
WarbUrgi avxxx.towto be taken every three hours during 
remission, or as a prophyla itfc.

Pistil, central, 
superior, style small <urved, stigma smooth, small and 
conoid Fimt usually a long pearluloua kmient, cortex 
dark brown colmed, septa woody and well marked. Stale 
one in each cell, obcordste, ( inch to ) inoh in diameter 
tough, testa smooth and fawn colored, often Writer, 
embryo stiaiglit, often pole yellow Colored, cotyledon 
peetmatu and membranaceous, plumule one-lobed, radicle 
small and round. 


The parts used in mrdiniie are the pulp lining the pod 
cells, the roots of young trees and the dried flower buds. 

Therapeutics —Every part at this tree abounds in oathar 
tic principles. It is Well-known to indigenous practltioneis 
as a drastic purgative, alterative end expet tyrant. Tim 
pulp and the root are much used In native practice for haln- 
tuai constipation, cerebral disorders, and to excite alterative 
action in atonic dyspepsia and jaundice. The pulp has 
now found its way into the English system of medicine, 
hut it is only used with other laxatives for tli« relief of 
habitual constipation. The native method of taking this 
drag is in the form of a decoction of the entire pod, pad 
tins is much more effective than the European method, 
though it is often a very trying task fbr the patient' 
to face its affects, aa he is compelled to gooff Very large 
nauseous potions wlddi not often produce severe vomiting. 
To young children the pirlp la given In the form of the 
i following excellent combinations :—

seeds (Amctlmui Sows, Linn.) 2 drams; (Cassia palp, 
Cassis fistula, Lion.)

4 drama; AUoo Bukhara (Prunes 
BokliariantiX) 4 dnunx Ail hjlked together s*d boded 
with one roar (&M) Ot water, in aft earthen pud, the hoiflog 
being eon finned tin the water is fMuoddlo one-fourth ef a 
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seer. The liquid u than strained througha flannel while 
hot, end la ready lor uie. Dou.~Two to 4 drama of this 
liquid with aa much hot milk, form* a very good 
purgative tor children two to four year* old. Ia caaea o£ 
Indlgeation and griping, even In atrong adulta, 4 to 8 
dram dome |»ve proved very useful in giving complete 
relief. In caaea of amenorriima in plethoric female*, 
I have need the above combination with very good reaulta. 

An electuary made from tin dried flower tope with 
confection of Knee, forma a very good expectorant in cases 
of Ohronif bronchitis. I have had ample opportunity 
of trying tide with good reaulta among nativea who are 
averac to European drugs. 

/{marks.—In spite of the writings of many praeti- 
tionera on the Hindoo system of medicine and pharma¬ 
cology, this widely grown plant has been entirely for¬ 
gotten. though it might safely take the place of many 
costly purgative remedies, it recommends itself liooause 
it is easily procured from panmrie* all oier India at a 
trifling coat. I have largely Used tin pulp with calomel 
and ipetucuaolia for biliousness in Europeans with very 
good results. Tin combinations are:—Pnlvis Ipecac 
rodicis 10 grs.; Calomciunos, 6 grs.; Cassia 1 pulps 1 . 
10 grs, Mix und make into 112 pills. Two to lie taken at 
bod-time.

It flowers during 
winter and fruits to the early summer months in the 
plains und later in the hills. Its wood is very liard und 
takes a good polish. Leav as alternate, petiolute, oblong, 
entire, acuminate, stipulate and dooiduous, Spines dark, 
purple akinoed, atrong, often very sharp, usually formed 
by a modification of tiie brandies. Flowers, lierma- 
phrodite racemes, or solitary, hrauteate and fragrant 
Calyx, usually six-toothed.

The parii used in-medicine arc the wood, the root 
bark, the flower tops, dried in the shade, the drapes and 
th* oil extracted from the seeds. 

Therapeutic*.~lt, is osad in the Hindoo system of me¬ 
dicine as a diaphoretic, alterative, anti-rheumatic and 
emetic. It finds special Save* in oaeea of chronic 
rhoamatiem, sprains, arthritis, synovitis, and to the erup¬ 
tions of secondary xyphiliip While to South Afgbs- 
tdetan (1887) t gave An extensive trial to the use of fbe 
oil id chronic rheumatism and lumbago with vety good 
results, the oil, was easily prootirad to Afghanistan. 
Tike plant grows abundantly to ths hflto about Ssmbbar, 
Gumboil, Roriak, Poi, Dulai,. Anambar, Kotik, Ziarat, 
and Hirok. Tire peopiajn tboee parts nee tba warm decoc- 
tton of the root bark as a drink to nente toflanunattons 


of the joints and after severe fatigue ‘or during, flbvefne 
a stimulant gad refrigerant. The Kaksr or Pethea popu- 
lation ate flit fresh flower tops, mixed with writ nod 
treacle as an aborrifactont. The effects ese tat* end 
certain.

Dose.-—Oil, 201%—80i% Flower tops, 40 grains to 2 
drams. Decoction, 31 —jiii. 

Remark*.—In cases where large doses are taken or the 
use prolonged, I noticed a peculiar toxic effect was pro¬

NT Jt A MIR HYSTERICAL FITS IN A YOUNG MAN.

Hour months ago, I was asked by a friend to see a 
liania youth, at. US, in the neighbourhood. On arrival 1 
saw about ten persons seated around a young man, who 
seemed fairly well-built. Two minutes aftoi be 
got very severe convulsive movements of tlte 
limbi. He was conscious but unable to speak ; bis eyes 
had a staring appearance; lie atruggled vory hard, and 
though bo was held firmly by those present, it was with 
Jlffloutty that lie oould be restrained ; and ft was feared 
that he might injure himself. The moat noteworthy and 
strange symptom was that his tongue was greatly pro¬ 
truded, and bang down like that of a dog gasping for 
breath. The lit ceased when a little water was dropped 
on hie tongue. I was more than half an hour there, and 
I observed that the fits recurred every four or live 
minutes. They ceased os soon as water was dropped on 
the tongue. At one time, this was not done, to see if the 
lit would disappear without it, bat it did not cease, though 
ameHing salts was applied to the nostrils and cold water 
dashed on the face. 'As won a* a little water was dropped 
on the tongue, the fit earned instantly. Regarding the 
previous history of the am, I learnt that tire patient had 
been ensuring from hysteria for more than four years. 
At hrat Ire used to get .ordinary hysterical, fits, ami be- 
oeme somewhat insensible daring them. He ptaoed him¬ 
self under toe treatment «f several doctors, but as the fits 
recurred off ami on in offlto of treatment, ha got dit- 
gaetod of m adictn es , and left ehetythiog to nature- It 
wtaeome few day* before I taw 1 dm tom he commenced 
getting the pamffler hjsterioel flteAeeoribed above.

Tk\ mouths ago, I attended u European lady with 
a tuberculous patch on the left aide of UA nose as 
largo us a four alma piece. It appeared two months 
before as a little Itard nodule, gradually lArrounded 
by otliets. It was painful, angry-looking and indu¬ 
rated. Three months before tlie appearance of the tint 
nodule the pationt attended a relative who was suffering 
with wiiat she culled “ a nasty eating nicer of flic face.” 

She remembered on one eoeaebin when dressed to go 
to a liall, tlmt lwr relutive who was very weak and ill 
asked tier assistance and site attended to her. She re¬ 
membered also not having washed her .hands after 
attending to tier. Something caused her to scratch 
bet nose and she remarked to her husband as soon 
as she bad done so that she feared aim might carry 
infection to herself, ns rite doctor trad told her ala-ays to 
wa*h tier hands after lunching Iter sick relative's face. 
Freni that moment and for a fortnight afterwards the 
chafed spot on Iter nose was red and painful. It then 
disappeared only to re-appear in the form above described. 

On examining the tuberculous patch I felt convinced it 
was of a lupoid character and explained the Mtnre of the 
cues to the patient informing her that the tittle growth must 
either he burnt awsy with caustics or exo|Mi with tlie 
knife. I suggested a consultation and ProfemtTCGonneit 
Kayo saw the patient with me and agreed in tha diagnosis 
and plan of treatment suggested. I burnt the mase witli 
pure nitric acid on three euccesrive days, gad in a week 
a slough separated leaving the part apparently quite free 
from the growth. The raw surface healed qniokiy, but 
after three weeks, 10 or 12 little nodules reappeared in 
active growth. These were again destroyed, hat a similar 
recrudescence followed. I now asked Dr. Chambers to help 
h» with chloroform and I etched tho growth completely, 
removing the tissues down to too bone to tin she of 
an eight anna piece. Iodoform dressings were applied and 
the wound healed entirely in a month, without any ngiy 
puckering. Though it is now 7 months since the opera¬ 
tion, there is no sign of a recurrence of the disease,

Giukity. it will be admitted, if not a fundamental,du-at 
least an essential principle of Wfligton* m ^gan a r u l, toast 
of which we think more or lea* suhscrib* tuthe vophukos 
so aptly expressed by the lato-Oardimd Wiseman, tn the 
following linoa which we Imp® have not been distorted 
in reproductioni— '*• •'

In it* exercise and operation,' however, a* in tlie eictolac 
ond operation of every good, abuse* are likely to creep 
in. Charity may he abused ritt more than Ode WSJ-. It 
may be ul.used by tlie giver at by the receiver of it. It 
i« abused by tlie dispegrer of it When it is injndieionsly 
and indiscriminately bestowed ; and by the recipient 
wlien it is taken advantage of by unworthy object*. In 
either case tisere is a perversion of it* ends and aim* ; and 
in either case an injustice is indicted on the individual* 
whom,the charity was intended to benefit, inasmuch a* 
tliey are deprived of their due *hsre Of it* advantage*. 
We wish to consider the amount Of evil that gets mixed 
up witli the good which it ha* ever been the object 
of our benign Government to effect in tlie institution of 
charitable fikpenssrie* and f gratuitous medical aid. 
Free medical relief i« a necessity for “ the podr whom we- 
have always in our midst,” a provision which it lip impera¬ 
tive for every charitable Government to make ; but it is 
well, in the interests of that Government, and in the 
interest* of thpse for wliosd* benefit* the*e rihorities 
have been instituted, to -ee how far they ere at.used, atai 
to what extent the ov Hu arising therefrom may Ix» 
minimised. Perhaps we way be considered a* begging 
the question in assuming that there ore evHs consequent 
en gratuitoua medical relief; for we know that it has 
been argued that there are no resulting evils from 
such a system jnat a* free musk, fine tfbwriee, Ac., 
do not exert any demoralising effect on a people. How¬ 
ever beneficial free cdtioatlan within certain limits may¬ 
be to a section of the people of a country, it* unrestricted 
and indiscriminate provision Hke that of all beneficence*, 
must be condemned a* baneful end destructive of the spirit 
of self-help; and a* likely to make anevOT-teerwuringJenni¬ 
fer look to the Bute for tty» supply of their tnoit dnUuary 
wants. Wlietber ottr diapcnaarieufolly or estiafeetOriiy aerve 
i the exact purposes for wlrieb; they- were eutd -di fted Is a 
j very- open questioa.

We epeek specially 
of dispensaries jawt now, meaning thereby « the attend- 
eaoe of out-patient* fot, as a role, thorn admitted into 
hospitals are fairly well-aeleoted cases, and thoir number 
i* duty in keeping with sanctioned aocommodation. it i« 
With regard to tho “out-patient*" that the evils and 
abuse* oreep in. Uispeneary practice may esrve to wide¬ 
ly increase one's professional experience, but thia can be 
hoped for where the attendance is kept within reasonable 
limits only. In a vast number uf cases, itowever, die- 
1 enaary statistics shew that the attendanoe in such as to 
penult of (he medical men giving so more than a minute 
at two to each case. In tide short time a patient has to be 
questioned, oxafatnod, and prescribed for ; so that then 
niitee and observation of cases coaid scarcely be of any 
profeasional benefit to the medical men, or to students 
who may he undergoing u course of instruction mid 
'training at such inatuulious. As a matter of fact, these 
get into a system of hasty interrogation and hurried diag¬ 
nosis which often mare their chances of making success¬ 
ful add obSorvuut modioal prectitionois. 

This practioe, which the necessity of the < asc brings 
into existence, of jumpiug at diagnostic conclusions is 
prejudicial also to the interests of the patient. As a rule, 
his most striking subjective or objective symptoms, and 
not ids real malady, are taken cognisance of and prescribed 
for, and it not infrequently luvppeus that not until a 
disease lata markedly doc lared itself or seriously uudet - 
'milled the constitution that tl receives tho recognition it 
deserves. In our desire then to extend our help to all 
who choose to solicit it at our dispensaries, we do very 
much less good aad probably moi o harm than vve usually 
credit ourselves with, when wo oomplai ontly glance 
through records ami annual loports of steadily increasing 
attendance of out patients. This condition ot things is 
unfortunately favored and ouootuagod by ofheiais and ad¬ 
ministrations gauging the populuiity and e/heiency of 
their offioets by the quantitative out-turn ot wink lopie- 
sented in dispensaiy statistics, One of the factors (and 
this it i* to which wo desue to draw spocial attention) in 
the production of excessive work and expenditure in 
Government dispensaries, is that these institutions uic 
permitted to be taken the fullest advantage of by those 
who can weil afford to pay for pi ivate medical assistance 
Ift this ounntry the charitableness of Government in this 
direction is,very extensively abused, bj those whose cir¬ 
cumstance* allow of thcii p*> iag for medicines and medical 
advicehutwlio yet take advantage of Government charitiee 
in respect to medical aid, even though they suffer from 
inadequate attention in cousequenuo of the exceaslve work 
dunandqd of 1 these institutions, With suoh people we have 
net the inset sympathy. Thoy *re In# measure accountable 
fur the hurried and.unmti*£»ojtpry working by the demands 
madeon resources which were net intended for their benefit.

dm impacunious and needy. Indeed fire better- 
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to-do ohuwes hi vsrym a wyfatltaoosa, so tor town tomWr- 
atanding and admitting the faetthaithey are not justified 
iu Seeking and obtaining gretattoua tnediesl relief st4 
dispensaries, appear to imagine that their better position# 
entitle them to more ears than tb*#ickpoor, We think It 
will be well lot the Government to consider the advisability 
or otherwise of allowing H* Usances to oontiaue to be 
drained by ite medical pcoviaioba tiding too generally taken 
advantage of, and ae to whether the interests of the poor 
wail not be better nerved end the objects for which there 
oheriteble institutions have been established mure justly 
and reasonably met by at bast ordinary care being token 
to give tkoee who are able to pay for medical aid to 
understand that they are to obtain it from private, and ant 
from public, aourooe. i; 1 

Thu tfttc York Medical Journal, some tiiree years fj| 0 , 
drew attention to tin* same subject, interest in which jjsas 
been recently awakened in the profession in England, 
wlieio it hea been found necessary to appoint committee# 
to enquire into what lias been proved to be a growing 
evil of alreudy lingo proportions. The Bntieh Medical 
Journal, writing on tide subject, receutiy remarked: 

“ Here iu London, aftei about a quarter of a century of 
agitation, and after innumerable coufouiong of gross 
abuse by the roost competent authorities on kite subject, 
no attempt whatever is being made to formulate any 
plan by which that abuse limy be ohoeked." Tho 
profession at large justly resents the abuse we have 
been considering, and alto justly resents the facilities 
afforded for its existence and extension by Government 
indifference or inactivity in suppressing a measure which 
deprives many struggling members of the profession of a 
legitimate fee, Such deprivations may tend to starve many 
a promising young medico out of the professional path, anil 
bonier# the olumces of professional merit and intelligence 
being sought out and fully exereised. How many of dm 
medical celebiities have started life under rather imfavor 
able psonuiary circumstances ? It is hard to say* in how 
many instances a timely-earned dollar or guinea has saved 
men of mark to the profession, or in how many instances 
tire deprivation of Daily small fees would have consigned 
merit and intelligence to disappointment and failure. 

Thera has iieen much correspondence Of late, containing 
suggestions as to the most practicable and efficient means 
of safeguarding the profession, tile public and the State 
against the abuses we have been considering; and it 
»to be hoped that the financial erieia through which the 
-country is now passing may lead the Government of 
India to restrict gratuitous medical aid to the impecunious 
and needy. A do small amount of money saving cun be 
here effected. As good a suggestion to any other that 
has been put forward, and one perhspa that sau most 
easily be given* effect to, it that of giving IbapoMtc to 
noderstesd, by means of notices in dispensaries that, the pro¬ 
vision of itodficsl aad surgical relief in thereto tor persons 
only who nto in certain disadvantageous cfeeumetoiMW, add 
to meet certain requirements of tint State. At the semV time 
to dm of the members of the staff of each of the larger 
\ institutions should be retegatod toe duty of selecting there 
who are in all fairares and oossideretioa entitled to free 
medical relief. We know that three suggestions are open 
to some objections, chief among which periiaps is tost the 
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toepsetoror Mwninr of the petto*M presenting tham- 
•ufoal tor treatment or advice may bo swayed by favori¬ 
tism and eorruptioo, The former infiueuos can exist to 
, hot o vary trifling eictoat, white the paltriness of the totter, 
oveo : ot it* highest rutd boot, nmet be o safe gtmri against 
ita extoneiveaeee. Another plan (bet deserves eoneidera- 
that it to gunge the work Of medical office*! by the quality 
old oat by the quantity of the work date. The somber 
receiving mediae) aid doily should be limbed te that 
•Wdb, wrthio « reasonable number of hoars, can be tho¬ 
roughly end efficiently attended to, and the medical 
inepeoter or exandaer may Detect from the daily attendance 
die more urgent cnees to title uawber eapaoially from 
among the mom impecunious. It would be eceroely 
we think, to conceive e ayetem for the suppres¬ 
sion of the atom of medical charities which will be alto- 
getber free from disadvantages ( but if the Government 
took the metier up in right rood earnoet, it would, in 
consultation With the hands of the larger hoepitala and 
•Hapensarles, through the Surgwmn-Genersl of their respec¬ 
tive presidencies be easily able to decide upon a workable 
ayatani nf minimising the large expenditure it is increas¬ 
ingly manning, from year to year, on behalf of many who 
bare no claims to charity.

MEDICAL SUPPLIES TO LOCAL AND 
MUNICIPAL BOARDS. 

Arhavukhkm-i may nowba said to liave bean com 
plated for the w ithdrawal from Local Funds and Mtui- 
< ipal hoepitnla and dispensaries in tire Madras Presidency 
of the privilege hitherto accorded them of obtaining their 
medical and surgical supplies from the local stores depfit. 
The Finance Committee of 1888 made aach a recom¬ 
mendation to lie applicable throughout India, in oonai- 
deration of tiie excess of work that medical depots ware 
burdened with. The system then of the private supply 
of Medicines to other than State dispensaries was intro¬ 
duced under Home Department Resolution No. 5—881, 
dated Uth June 1888, in the North-West Provinces and 
Oudit, Assam, Central Provinces, Punjab, and Bengal. 
The Government of Madras having requested these 
Governments In ita Ms. No. 1156 L, dated 88th May 1888, 
to furnish U with information as to how the new system 
has been found to work, motived the reports which we 
give below in brief 

Hiartk-Wul Pramaeu and Ondh .—Civil Burgeons 
prepare indents shewing requirements for each hospital 
Or diapenmiy in thoir reapneiiva districts, taking into 
consideration the funds at the disposal of District Boards, 
the indents with * remittance for coat of the drug*, Ac., 
ore submitted to the Inepeotor-Geoera) of Civil Hospitals 
for onamiaathm and sanction, and after approval of that 
sdHoteituadiWgtttobadby him to Masare. Burgeyne, Bur- 
bridges 4 Co., London, who are thair appointed agents 
for supplies, and who sand them to each district separ¬ 
ately on the following tarma »—

and witliout comphunt. Bach of the toetituttoiu to ton 
province is supplied with its medicine and Mk hu M li 
at the discretion af -Civil Burgeons or focal boffins, •from 
Ann* either in India or England. This system, however, Of 
allowing each dispensary to make its own terms it fatted 
expensive, so that the practice adopted to the North- 
West Provinces and Ondh of getting supplies from-one 
source is being arranged for to ommnuaiestiMi with 
Messrs. Ferris A Co., of Bristol, «ed Messrs. Btftgoyne, 
Bnrhridges A Co., of London. 

.Imam.—The system of private supply Uss answered 
admirably in all respects, viz,, quality of medicines and 
instruments ; then cheapness in respect to quality; 
rapidity, safety, and exactness in receipt. The procedure 
of the province with regard to the frsmingjand submission 
of indents is as follows .— 

The indent is framed by the medical officer in im¬ 
mediate charge of the dispensary, in respect to the funds 
at tint disposal of tiie Dispensary Committee ; who after 
scrutiuieiog tiie indent sends it to the Civil Burgeon of the 
district, so us to reach him by tha 81st December of each 
yeiu, with a certificate from the Committee statiag that 
i funds are available to meet the cost of supplies indented 
j for. After being checked by tiie Civil Surgeon, *U oorrec- 
tiona ere couiuiunicated to the Dispensary Committee, 
and a consolidated indent framed for each district. The 
consolidated indents are sent by tbs 80th January to the 
office of the Deputy Surgeon-General for approval, and 
transmission to the manufaotuiow who ooneign their stores 
to the Agent for Government consignments at Calcutta. 
Tins officers clears the stores, sends them to each Civil 
Surgaoo, who arranges for their distribution to dispen¬ 
saries. No emergent indents are allowed under this 
system. 

The suppliers of the province are Messrs. Farris 4 
Co., of Bristol, and they have “given die Ugliest possible 
satisfaction," 

Cmtml'Pravinou .—The contract system for the pro¬ 
vince with any one Ann for a series of years doea not 
commend itself. Civil Surgeons should be allowed to 
make their owo arrangements andlerge wholeaslo druggists 
firms being allowed to compete. As the supplies by 
Messrs. Burgayne, Burbridgsa A Co., af London, have 
not been altogether satjefaffinry, the ohief trouble being 
to the system of pre-payment, which has led to much 
confusion to adjusting accounts. The suppBee are said 
also to liave been generally, but not always, satisfactory; 
and other well-known firms have offered better terms. 
Indents are framed by the Civil Surgeons, shewing the 
firms with which they prOpoee to deal, and tubqdtted to 
the administrative medical officer, who check* theca and 
retture them to the indenting odSoei far di sp o sa l .

HOST diseaees of the respiratory organs Dr. Kuh of Chicago 
coaciden to be earned by dusk “Cold-catching" is an old¬ 
fangled grand-motherly way of accounting for retpiratory 
affections in which, be says, cold may forma predisposing 
factor,but the primary cause is inhaled. “The omni-pre- 
*enee of organic dust) laden with bacteria, is the simplest, 
most constant and most forceful agent in the causation of 
those inflammations." The refuse of the must disgusting 
alley* sad streets is blown into fashionable thoroughfares and 
inhaled. Chest affections, he points out; are constantly seen 
where there has been no exposure to cold ; and again even 
with much: exposure to cold, where the air is pure, these affoo- 
tlons do not'Tesult. The prevention of those diseases consists, 
he says, “in honest street cleaning and in sufficient sprinkling, 
in rich and poor quarters, to prevent the raising of dust."

Stippression of Urine for toelte tiny*, 
with Recovery.

ten, schoolboy, resident of Milton, Fla., came to me from Dr. 
.lodge, of Hilton, Tuesday, 23rd December, 1820. Had not 
nrinated since the preceding Thursday, 18th December, 
suppression having come on during an attach of fever, pro¬ 
bably malarial. Dr. Judge had used the catheter frequently 
during (hat time, but had found no urine in the bladder. 

I also found the bladder empty, and it remained so until 
30th December, when a pint of urine of low specific gravity, 
but otherwise normal, was voided by the patient. 

In the interval there existe i marked anasmia and the usual 
■symptoms, though In a mild degree, of uremic intoxication. 
There was extreme nervousness, and convulsions seemed fre¬ 
quently imminent, but no explosion occurred, 

The treatment was jiet feet quiet in bed lietweon blankets, 
constant rubofaction over the loins, diaphoresis, mild catharsis 
with calomel and salinos, and milk diet. The reappearance 
of the renal secretion was slioitly preceded by the occmronce 
of slight ptyalism. 

Bccovery was gradual, hut uninterrupted, and in two 
months the patient was at school in his usual health. His 
mother stated that he hail all his life had occasions! brief 
periods of double with his kidneys, during which the urine 
would be scanty. 

He continued in fair health for nearly three years, but 
died the latter part of September 1803 of acute nephritis, 
apparently the sequel of malarial fever. During a visit to 
Milton I law him once in his last illness, but found him 
moribund. 
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without discostinnlng the use of the drug. Dost of 
which may be complete, it Mtnoh mot* redout fnconventanoe, 
Dr. Alexander's experience seems to confirm (hat of prevtout 
observers in regani to (he effioacy of borax in certain cases 
of epilepsy.— Ltnuet. 

Mentml Disorders in Diabetes. 

The disonlers ooeutrlng during diabetes in the centres 
of motion, feeling, and nutrition arc wall reongntred, bat 
mental disorders are hardly known. French authors prin¬ 
cipally have written concerning them. Stanislaus leraykowski 
cites three oases of diAbetes uompiieateil with mental dis¬ 
turbances. In the first ease there was melancholll with 
snioidal ideas, lasting about a year and disappearing when 
the patient became very weak toward the end of the 
disease; In the second ease (here was mental debility, 
which temporarily Improved in proportion with the ilocreasb 
of the quantity of sugar in the urine ■, In the third there 
was considerable pruritus vtilne with general Uneasiness. 
In all three eases there was no hereditary influence. He 
also quotes a previously-observed case of epilepey, whioh 
occurred suddenly, together with diabetes at the sight of 
an epileptic fit; both the epilepsy and diabetes disappeared 
after one year's deration. The author also mention! one 
othot care in which the quantity of sugai suddenly 
increas'd greatly uuilar the inftoenoe of disagreeable emotion. 
Mental disonlers in diabetes generally bear the character of 
Intellectual depression or debility, and the CAUSe of their 
development is not knowu,—.V. Med. 

Differential Diagnosis of Hysteria. 

PoNTomniN insists on the foot that it nan be veiy 
difficult to raaho a uorrect diagnosis between hysteria and 
nervous symptoms camel by palpable alterations of the 
nervous system , lie mentions several cases, especially in¬ 
teresting of which is that of a young lady who suffered 
from headache, pain in the sacral region radiating to the 
extremities, and from tonic and clonic spasms, the arms 
being contracted for hours. A diagnosis of colebral spinal 
meningitis was made, but after a few days tile fever sub¬ 
sided and the ease disclosed Itself as one Of hysteria. In 
another case hysteria complicated oerebro-splnnl meningitis 
and the hysterical symptoms continued after recovery from 
tho infectious disease,—-V. lied . flee, 


Treatment of Epilepsy. 

IS the Llterjml Msdkteffl inrgteal Journal Dr. Alexander 
utters a word of warning against the indiscriminate use of 
bromides In cases Of epilopsy, a warning which, we venture 
to say, is not nnaoeded, Nevertheless in the great majority 
of nains no other drug is so e ficaeious, and It is only in rare 
oasae that it is completely coatra-ludkatot. Dr. Alexander 
has observed good results from the combination of borax with 
bromides, especially with bromide of sodium. In twenty-six 
case) in which this combination was administered tbe fits were 
arrested fee several months in nine cases; in seventeen they 
were diminished in frequency, while In one the attacks were 
uninfluenced, and in another they became more frequent. 
But perhaps tbe benefits of this treatment are more uniform 
ia regard to tbe mental oonditiatt of tho patients. Sven in 
those who wore subject to post-eplleptk mental disturbance, 
mad In ethera Who remained dull ami stupid for several day* 
after a fit, the mental dwtarbancA entirely disappeared.

In twe the 
stone had made ft* way Into the pharyngeal wall, In proxi¬ 
mity to tbe vssculo-nervous structures. One of the eonnre- 
tlons, on aecuunt of its roughness, its .tint (onedhtfd inch in 
length,, ono-ludf inch in width, one-third inch in thick- 
nets), and its weight (40 grains), was capable of causing 
eroslOu of tlte tunics of the carotid artery, or serious nervous 
lesions. Chronic abscesses of the tonsil, pharyngitis and 
amygdalitis, difflculty in swallowing, etc., are habitual oom- 
plioatirms of these formations. The foreign bodies nmy be 
extracted either by enlarging with a blunt-pointed biatoury, 
the Orifice of conraiuuloation between the pharynx and the 
slat of the oalculus, which can' then be drawn out by meant 
of the forceps, or, In tho absence of an orifice, one stay be 
made with a tympanum perforator. After extraotion it U 
important to aeelc to promote adhesion of the walls of the 
pocket, in order to Obviate the formation of a new stone hav¬ 
ing for Ita point of origin a fragment of muons or a little 
thickened secretion. It is rathar difficult to.affect this *dhe- 
aton. The use of irritants or oauaUo does not give very good 
result*, (Swatting, followed by painting with a sublimate 
solution, produced in the author's oases a sufficiently rapid 
obliteration of the cavities.—AM.

The Action of Acids and Alkaties oh the 
movements of the Stomach. 

IIIBSOH first refers to the different views on this subject. 
He Iuts experimented on two dogs, one with duodenal fixtuk 
the other with a fistula high up in tint smalt intestine. He 
introduced into tho stomach 300or 400 c.C of twuirai. -liifi-tj.- 
alkaline, or acid fluid. The mount ooralug tltrough the can- 
uula, tut well tut the time, was noted, and at tho end of thc 
ci[Kjrimeut the stomach was emptied with a tube. The 
author concludes that neutral and faintly alkaline solutions 
and weak acetlo acid solution pan in a short time Into the 
duodenum, whereas, Hill solution (1 to 5 pro rallle) remains 
considerably longet. One per cent. HOI or 1-2 per cent 
acetic aoid solution after a short stay gives rise to vomiting 
He concludes that the opening or otqaing of the pylorus does 
not dupend on the reaction of the fluid, but is nraeb mono 
directly connected with the movemente of the stomach.

XavCran emfubw are rarely present In case* of-djsentery oc- 
t.'urring in France, but various microbes are encountered, 
especially the common bacterium coll. Must we admit that 
the barierlum unit is the cattsc of dysentery, or that all the 
organisms Contained In tho bowel play a part in the produc¬ 
tion of that maladyTho latter theory appears admissible. 
The fiscal matters, with all the microbes which they inclose, 
constitute in themselves a cause of Irritatlou and inflammation 
of the intestinal mucous membeane. formally the membrane 
is protected by its epithelium, by the intestinal secretions, 
and by the mucus, We may conoelvo that an arrest of the 
intestinal secretions amt a change in the composition of the 
mucus facilitates the development of the micro-organisms, 
ami permits them to assume a greater virulence than belongs 
to them in ordinary circumstances We know that dysenteric 
stools do not possess the feculent character, that the intestinal 
seeietlona ara arrested, stul that the best method of curing 
dysentery consist* in provoking dierrhoea by the use of pur¬

The Bacteriology of Cholera. 

The Lumet contains an article on the bacteriological 
interpretation of oholent in England, The bacteriologist, 
says the writer, lias commonly no difficulty In affirming 
certain attacks of Illness to have been Asiatic cholera ; on the 
other hand, there are not a few cotea which, from the bocterlolo- 
gieal point of view, are declared to be unquestionable examples 
of cholera that have not always appeared to be sueh, judging 
fromtbe clinical phenomena, the anteosdent history, and the 
surroundings, it is In its negative aspects that the testimony 
of baetariotegy with regard to cholera la even more unsatis¬ 
factory. Many experienced observers who have devoted 
exceptional attention to, the oliataal diagnosis of cholera 
have met With cases presenting cllnioally and pathologically 
all tbo characters of Asiatic cholera and occurring, moreover, 
at times when, and in localities where, true cholera wee rife, 
but which nevertheless have afforded no evidence whatever 
of the presence of Koch'# comma bacillus.

Tent for the Purity of Drinking Water. 

Tas following test for the purity of. drinking water was 
givou by the Michigan State Board of Health a few years 
ago 1 “ Fill a perfectly clean two-quart bottle two thirds 
full of water j dissolve in this a teaspoonful of the cleanest 
white sugar, oork the bottle and set it away in a warm 
place for two daya It It remains clear and bright, yon need 
bar no evil; but if it turns milky white, and gives otf any 
offensive gases, beware how yon drink the dirty stuff.' 

This is a very simple test for impure water, and is also 
a really good test. Water always contains germs, especially 
water from public water sopipllee.' But germs are not likely 
to do very much harm unless there are great numbers pre¬ 
sent. It the water contains a great multitude of germs, 
that 1s evidence that there is food for the germs in the 
water upon which they may thrive and multiply. It ia 
very important to know whether that it the case. By 
patting sugar into the water, germs are furnished with a 
material upon which they can feed, but not upon which they 
can grow, Derma cannot grow When fed simply with sugar. 
They require albumen and otMgenons products in order 
that they may grow. But when fed npeu sugar, they de¬ 
compose it into carbonic add gas, or carbon dioxide, as it 
is Halted, gas and alcohol, and in thus decomposing the sugar 
and making it give off this gas, these germs grew. But 
they grow from the mirogonoua priuclptes which the water 
contains. This turbidity of the water ie caused by great 
masses of germs, and by this turbidity we know that the 
water contains multitudes of germs-—AT. }’, Met. Jaunt.

The chlorobrom was always retained and was 
always followed by sleep (generally sound). The patient 
awoke mush refreshed in the morning, with an appetite and 
able (except on one occasion) to eat and retain something 
light.

' Sis,—But what shall we say of tbs assurance of thoee 
who effect wish superior knowledge, sad presume 
to sit tn judgment over work, of tins reel scope sad charac- 
t*r of winch they fieve the moot htay notions? Very 
original and fanciful indeed have been the notions enter¬ 
tained on the subject in quarters presumably well inform¬ 
ed, and it would, therefore, be necessary to offer a word 
or two of explanation on the point. Even the late Sur- 
geon-Qeosral confounded pharmaceutical chemistry 
{Which deala with tha composition of drags) with pharma¬ 
cology (which dealt with their rouction in health and appli¬ 
cation in disease). It was only after this erroneous im- 
prewkra w«« cleared away, that Government again took 
up the subject of pharmacology, Even the late learned 
Principal of tlie (Irani Medical College apparently thought 
at one time tint a spare bench In the common work-room 
of the College Chemical Laboratory (whether or not fitted 
with such appliances as the College could supply it is im¬ 
material to empiire) was all that was required for the 
suecessful prosecution of the work of investigating the 
virtues of Indian drugs. “ M.lt.C.fi.”, In what seems hut 
a second edition of an official report and advice to Govern¬ 
ment, talks glibly of what I was expecte i and required 
to do a* Professor of Pharmacology, and triumphantly 
points to the Phurmaoographia Indies as supporting his 
fanciful ideas. Evldentlj he knows no more of the 
Pharmaoogrmpia Indira than its name and cover, for he is 
apparently ignorant that it lacks a complete scientific 
physiological account which rationally determines the full 
and true value of Materia Medina, au aeeount which 
H was my aim to supply, and that though the Pharma- 
oographia deals fully with the botanical aspects of the 
drugs, the ohemical analysis is in oases marked provisional, 
and even the learned authors of the Pharuttcographiu re¬ 
cognised the value of ultimate analysis by European 
experts. In the coarse of a conversation 1 hud witii one 
of the authors of the book, I was pleased to find that he 
fully understood the scope of my work, and was gratified 
at his offering mo Ids co-operatior. in a truly scientific 
spirit, in dealing with the botanical auil chemical uspaots 
«f matters I may investigate by experimental physiology. 
There is, indeed, no excuse for ignorance os to the real 
nature and scope of the work I had to do, for the public 
discussion which preceded and ultimately led to the 
foundation of .the Research Institute disclosed those with 
fulness anil accuracy ; but it seems necessity to repeat 
for the enlightenment of “ M.U.€.8." & to. that the object 
of the work was to give a rational, is,, physiological basis 
to the Materia Medtca and the system of medicine 
lu India by establishing, by experimental physiological 
Investigation in the Laboratory, the full and true value 
of Indian drugs, and thus famish « reliable guide to 
their nee and application In molioal practice. The Analy¬ 
tical Chemist, no lees than tha Phgrxiologiat, has a distinct 
Md ef special murk, and as sopn as * particular drug 
should be found reliable and valuable physiologically, its 
ultimate analysis is undertaken by the Analytical Chemist. 


The Pharmacologist, of course, perforins each ordinary 
analysis as is incidental to his work, and thsoffloiil reporter 
knew tliat for such work I ha,! a special Chemical TMpKt- 
ment in iny Laboratory. I was therefor* neither, expected 
nor, ss a matter of fact, required, to play the Analytical 
Chemist, aud if I had been, I should have pointed out the 
misapprehension instead of making a show of doing work 
which did not properly pertaln to my office, and which I 
had not the special qualifications to adequately discharge. 
The suggestion that my private practice prevented me from 
attending to my Laboratory work, and that I would not 
give up suoli practice, are equally untrue. At no time 
during my term of offioc was I required to give up my 
private practice, though I waa unfortunately only too 
conscious of the heart-burning and jealousy which my 
practice engendered iu some quarters, and never did I 
allow my professional business to interfere with the 
Laboratory work when 1 waa able to do it. This cry of 
private practice was raised and suggested, as it is believed, 
to the Gaakwar apparently only as a device to compel me 
to give up the appointment, for not even “ M.R.C.8.”, 
whose honesty would not permit of drawing salary for 
work he is not able to do, could expeot that I would con¬ 
sent to forego my practice for a paltry Bs. 500 a month for 
a temporary appointment as a full time Physiologist and 
Analytical Che nist, when tire public fundi maintain thess 
two distinct offices at an outlay of upwards of Rs. X.OOri 
each. How unmeaning trail sottish this cry is wilt appear 
from the fact that Pharmacology, so far from being 
ilivorcibie from Physic, goes hand in liand with it, and 
hence it is that the leading English Pharmacologists, like 
lira. Lauder Brunton anil Ringer, are physicians to large 
teaching hoipitals and possess extensive and successful 
privets practice outside the hospitals which, if anything 
helps and advances, anil gives special interest to Labora¬ 
tory work in Piiarinacolog}. 

One word now as to the equipments of my Laboratory, 
without which, of course, I could do uo experimental 
work ; it is onty necessary to refer to a few dates to show 
that “ M.R.C.B.’s ” assertion of my having had everything 
complete fbr one year is aa unfounded as the rest of 
his statements. I was appointed to the College in the 
begiuuing of November 1588, for a period of three 
years, and was asked, warn after, to furnish lists of 
requirements for my Latioratory, which I did. It was 
uot without considerable difficulty that I wtui provided 
with rooms to work in, in the Rsaeeruh Institute, which, 
though especially fouoiled for such work as I had to 
perform, hod originally no accommodation for such 
work at all. This waa in February 1891, some time 
after the Institute had been completed and formally 
opened. My furniture woe the last to be sanctioned 
and the last to be euppHed, and it was not put up till 
the end of February 1892, i.s. twonty-seven months 
after my appointment. The gas and water, necessary 
and important adjuncts to the equipment of such a 
Laboratory, had not hem laid ok tlH after Juno 189% 
TiH the ehd Of Jane 1892, the only scientific epperststs 
for my investigation work which i woe allowed was a 
microscope. The mntof tiw apparatus was supplied after 
that date by dribblets, end meet grudgingly, end after 
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.■^av;: ...thpugh repeatedly and earnestly did 

my appointment that the neoes- 
<^*W»»rato* should be given me ae early a* practicable. 

of the apparatus waa Inukd to me only on 15th 
dsftQiit 1892, US., Only ’within three months of the expiry 
t#f my three yeare 1 period, end by .which time my ap¬ 
pointment here been already duomud, and that, too, 
without certain Decenary adjuncts. Even this supply, 
delayed ae it was for three years and till the last moment, 
sms not sufficient for my work, and I had to appeal 
to a psblic-apirited citizen of the city to make up the 
Important deficiency, without which no experimental 
Inquiry eoutd lie completed, and he was good enough 
to authorise me to do so st his expense. Even “ M.B.C.8." 
Is forced to admit that I had no Physiological Labora¬ 
tory and no instruments, and could not have them for 
more than two years, ae the Laboratory had to be built- 
The reason assigned by him for the omission is however, 
entirely'wrong, the Laboratory having been built within 
fourteen months of my appointment. I was not aware 
till I learnt late in 1892 that the Principal had officially 
intimated to the Profeasor of Physiology that the claims 
of hia 6wn department should be considered Krst, and ap¬ 
parently my Laboratory was to have such articles us 
might be available after the other departments, already 
' sufficiently equipped; and in working order, hud been 
fully equipped, and even then only when not required 
by the Phyaiologiat himself. But these and other matters 
may be reserved for another letter. I will only add 
here that, as I now learn, to early as January 1890, he., 
within two months of my appointment, Government were 
pleased to ask the Burgeon-General to inquire what steps 
had been taken to enable me to give lectures in Clinical 
Medicine and Pharmacology in connection with the 
Gaekwsr's endowment, and recognising that as long as 
the Laboratory was not completed, there would he diffi¬ 
culties, to call for a. report from me, through the Princi¬ 
pal, as to the means of utilising the existing College 
resources Until the Laboratory should be ready. This 
report sad these suggestions I was never asked to make, 
nor was any intimation given to me of the orders of 
Government to have Bitch a report and suggestions. If 
the repeated orders of Government on this and other 
kindred matters, to winch 1 shall refer hereafter, had been 
obeyed, all the subsequent unpleasantness and friction 
would have been avoided ; but, as 1 shall shew later on, 
this was not tire only instance of disobedience of the 
orders of Government on the part of the College 
authorities in reference to me and my work,

congestion of liver. 

2. Tlie weakness was due to loss of blond and to 
dyspeptic flatulence. 

8. The vomiting was due to s natural effort to relieve 
an over-burdened and mechaniouliy compressed heart. 

It is very common in practice to see persons, specially 
corpulent old persons, of sedentary habits and rich living, 
suffering from chronic congestion of the liver and con¬ 
sequent engorgement of the veins of the lower bowel- 
a condition which is generally a forerunner of piles. 

In my opinion Dr. Wraftor’s case was one of that 
nature, in which portal congestion was relieved b* 
haemorrhage, or it was a case with soma suoli tendency 
and subject further to malarious influence. ,

THK UNCOVENANTED MEDICAL SERVICE. 

To the Editor, “ Indian Mkdk al Kkcord. ” 

Sir,—About this time, when the Government has been 
reorganising the different services, you will lie doing a 
favor to the members of th* Uncovenanted Medisal 
Service by publishing their grievances in the columns of 
your influential journal.

Tji rapidity with which canine madness nr rubies Ima 
spread almosttlirewghout the Municipal limits of Clmcl- 
(Urghat, Mid tbs mn»y grave accidents Unit Imvo in 
consequence thereof occurred within the last few months, 
lead us to think that the present may not lie ait inoppor¬ 
tune moment to make a few remarks in regard to the 
main diagnostic or distinguishing feature* of this uaiady 
as met with in the dog. There is no doubt Unit if the 
public were mote familiar with tile peculiar manifesta¬ 
tions of tlie disease in nil its pluses, there would be 
fewer of those terrible catastrophies which every now and 
then east a gloom over almost every large station in tlda 
country. 

. 2. At first eight it may appear that such a duty as we 
have undertaken as guardians of the Public Health, is 
unnecessary and supererogatory, iieeause of the fBOt that 
any one can recogaieo a mad dog. Wo allow tliat in 
the majority of oases this is so, but pit the other hand, 
there are certain instances in which Ihe closest observa¬ 
tion, even by experts, fails to recognise the incipient 
indications of approaching madness in the dog, whilst 
there are, other cases in which tile disease is ofaarauturised 
by « conspicuous absence of the phenomena by which 
we are accustomed to distinguish rabies. It lias more 
than once been our experience that Veterinary Surgeons 
of no small degree of skill have diagnosed loudness iu 
dogs where none existed, «ud have repudiated the, diag¬ 
nosis of rabies where the disease was actually present, 
'flic former orror is of, littlb moment, beyond the terrible 
alarm it is likely to creute in the case of an accidental 
bite,from a supposed rabid aniuml, but the hitter is a 
circumstance of vital significance. When, ' therefore, 
some cases of rabies occur with which even veterinary 
exports are uolfuioiliar.it is more than likely that per¬ 
sons outside the veterinary profession would fail iu their 
diagnosis or recognition of such cases. With this pre¬ 
amble by way of explanation, we may begin our brief 
description of the two maladies which form the subject a£ 
this memorandum. 

3. Much error prevails in regard to the relation be- 
tween hydfopltoliia sad dog-bites. Now a dog is or it 
not, watf. • If. a dug is not mad, then there is mi possible 
fe»r of hydrophobia following n bite inflicted by it. 

4. Madness in the dog shows itself In two forms.—

There are instances on record 
where mad dogs, iu a ferocious state, have swam across 
rivers to attack dogs on the opposite bank^ The biting 
tendency in the dog, even in raving madness, is sometimes 
neutralised by the occurrence of pamlylle of tin lower 
jaw. If there are do animals to bite, he will attack the 
furniture around him, or even sticks or stones, or the 
chain which tie* him up, As a rule, a rabid dog doe# not 
bit* its master. When the unconquerable desire to bite 
comes on, it is not uncommon to eee the dog run sway 
from the house so as to avoid biting those to whom he is 
attached. In rabies the biting propensity is peculiar to 
dogs and other animals wlio naturally use the teeth as 
weapons of defence.

dread water ; indeed, there is a general mfocooception' 
upon this point, the impression being that s rabid dog 
suffers from sn exacerbation of tlie symptoms on seeing 
water. This is a popular error, and one time lias led to 
many appalling accidents. If for instance, it is believod 
that a dog, which it retlly mad, la not sn, became ho foot 
not naffer from general pertntbatioa, or does not become 
restless, excited, and furious on placing water in front of 
him, tho dog may be let loose, *Pd the lives of handreds 
of people placed ia jeopardy. 

19. It woe at one time considered that various other 
ciroumutances, besides the actual material morfo of rabies 
itself, such as thirst, pain, musxltag, sexual privation, 
very hot weather, bed hygienic eufroundlags, Ac.,' were 
capable of ciuising rabies; but we now know that these 
are ia no way related to the disease, for they have been 
experimentally tried, in every conceivable w«y bat in¬ 
variably failed to produce rabies. Babies is a apeoiflo 
disease brought on by a spooBIc virus and by it slone. 
That virus ia inoculated into a susceptible animat. The 
poison is not, as was at ono time supposed, spontaneously 
generated in tlie dog, wolf, jackal or any other animal. 

20 . More male dogs are afflicted than fowls, add 
they are mostly affected during tkft hot weather, and 
during the rutting season of bffoiiarii, probably from the 
multiplied number of oonfliots amongst male doge at that 
period.

I'e- 
ioroposition of the deed rabid awUnei, even early de- 
compoeittou, destroys the poiaou in parts other than tlie 
saliva, but liie saliva retail* ita virulence for some time. 
In the human being, tin- nearer the bite la to the central 
part at die nervous system (brain), tlie greater tlie 
danger, and the shorter the period of inoubation. Tlie 
younger the recipient of the bite the greater the pro¬ 
bability of hydrophobia earning. Further, liie bite of 
a healthy dog, who bed reoently been fighting with a rabid 
one, has eOnsed hydropliohia, probably from the drown- 
'stanee that some of the infected dog's saliva was still 
hanging about Um healthy dog’s teeth, month, or jews. 
There can be do donbt that tlie bite from a dog apparently 
healthy at tlie time of its istiicting the Wte, has given 
rise to hydrophobia, whilst the dog was apparently free 
from disease for days and in rare instances for months, 
from the time of tlie bite, although it died eventually. 

26. It has been stated that the Wte from a healthy dog 
has produced hydropliohia-the dog never after even 
shewing any aigns of rabies. Tliia tiowever is extremely 
doubtful. The explanation of these cartons cases appears 
to be that-io some iastenoes of rabies the signs and symp¬ 
toms hr tit* dog ere so slight and insignificant that they 
give rise to pncticaUy no external manifestations of the 
disease. Tins is in keeping with what we tee constantly 
in enter* or typhoid fever, in amall-pox and other com- 
partible diseases to the human being, where there * a 
varying degree of susceptibility to individuals, apart from 
the inftuenee of previous attack* or other protective agen¬ 
cies. It-towoll knawn that some doga are altogether in-

Mach has been 
said about muasUog all (bigs to stamp out rabiesbut 
under untimrg eirciinwfaaess it can neither sure nor 
prevent rallies, but by muaaUug a rabid dog wo prevent 
inoculation of the healthy with tl* virus of rabies. Mas- 
sling therefore, as usually carried out, is a sUMtresaive 
(outa p-oM.'-iiitc) maus'irs. but if ,o*i*wd out, 

it is an i.Wluis prophyiarlh- (sea paras. 80 and 86). 

28. The remedy fur preventing rabies appears to me 
to heLicensing every dog in tlie tamo .Way we do 
hackney carriages, and all licensed dogs should bo pro¬ 
vided witli a oollar and -11011111 liava the number of the 
license on the collar, Tlie collar should also have tba 
name of tlie owner engraved on it; every dog without 
a collar should be’taken to a pound and kept there for the 
day, and then killed ur sold to spine one who will take 
care of him, unless an identified claimant tarns up. The 
rate at which omnmon haaar pariah dogs withopt owners 
are at present allowed to multiply i* a premium upon 
both tallies and hydrpphobia. Whpn we make an at¬ 
tempt to lessen their number by the admiotetration of 
poison, some very humane individuals rake the pry of 
cruelty to animate, and tell JO that such doga are excellent 
scavengers. We, who know 1 the bahfta of the parish 
dog, look upon them at a nuisance from every point of 
view.

85. There i« no evidence to shew that man can give 
the (liaeaae to man, although there are a few instance* on 
reconl wliere the aaliva of man has produced rabiea in 
lower aninula. 

35. Until the lnb»r« of tire immortal I’aatenr placed 
wttliio the reacli of humanity a cure for hydrophobia, 
it w os considered that once the virtis had gained admis¬ 
sion into the htumm system death was the inevitable and 
only termination. By hi# great skill, however, he has 
discovered a rkmody in thu shape of an attenuated cultiva¬ 
tion of the virus, which when intirodmied or inoculated ■ 
into a person who hue been bitten by a rabid animal, lias 
the effect of considerably leeaeaing the risk of death, 
and especially If the inoculation Or vaccination be carried 
out acton after the accident, A series of vaccinations are 
necessary, a considerably weakened or "attenuated” 
virtls being uked at first, the virulence of the material 
being increased by degrees With each consecutive opera¬ 
tion, tmtft eventually the real ‘poison Itself (as obtained 
from the spinal coni of a rabid animal) is inoculated. 
The spinal cords of the rahtts is need for the purpose 
of attenuating the poison. 

37 . A vast amount of controversy has gone on in 
regard to the efficacy of Pasteur’s treatment for hydro¬ 
phobia. But the balance of opinion of the greatest liv 
ing pathologists is in its favor* Careful inquiry has 
brought to light the fact that' the death-rate of hydropho¬ 
bia in Swope ha* generally lessened since this discovery 
was made. In the abesnoe of all treatment, the mortality 
from hydrophobia is 16 per cent, of ail persona previously 
bitten by rabid animals, hut iu those treated by Paetenr’s 
method the mortality is ouly 18* per cent. Theae facts 
Were proved by the special inveatigtkms carried out by 
the Looal Government Board in 1887, .under tb* Secretary¬ 
ship of Professor Victor Horsley, nod hie wheequent 
pa pets in tlie Tmawirtiotw Of the EpiAtmfokgtatl Stmitty 
far ISHS-iS were to th* same effeyt. 

38, It is now bettered by (be bast aatborkie* that 
raMea in tin dog and other doaeMia • snhuala. k» a «om- 
unmkaMe dWhakse dna to a apeedfic prdaau. tliat the 
dtseate can arhw«#*y from the tooeokstton Of tha Hudson,

The poison less net asytt boap 
On* nutliortty (Nk»Ber>ol*hH*to- ; have foa*dv*;,«pac]fic 
hardline, which ■heounneot* withtbe «an*e At mbitp, hat 
hie discevery has not'been verified ky other*. [ -AtttMgpgU 
no partioular micro-organism bat boon diiootretod,. nMK 
autlmrities hold that snub an organism .is the oeusa eftho 
disease. Indeed, the whole history of mbiea Bad thagon> 
oral behaviour of tlie virus leads support to this .-view, 
Whether it be due to an organism or not, the supposition 
that such an undiscovered parasitic agency operate* to 
produce rabies forms an ewettimt end safe practical bads 
to work upon. This bring* at to task* » few concluding 
remarks upon the prophylaxis of rabies and hydrophobia, 
and upon the subject of I'adtmitm. 

39. The outcome of the foregoing notes is, that were 
til dogs properly muzsled for a sufficient length of time, 
the disuses would be stamped out, and tide has been 
achieved in some countries': Norway and Sweden for 
example. Even partial laureling, that is,laureling only 
during nil epidemic of rallies, would have the effect of 
redticiug tlie prevalence of the disease. In a place like 
Chudderghttt. however, where tire disease appears 
periodically with great intensity and with widespread 
prevalence, we have no hesitation in strongly recommend - 
mg nniteisal mureling for at least two years—-not only 
in Clmddergluit, but in tiie city and all tlie suburbs. 
1 1 would he utterly useless to have tbo doge of one place 
laureled, whilst all those of a hundred yards off—across 
the rivet Musi—nor* allowed to roam about uumureled, 
indeed, such a practice would lie tlie height of cruelty by 
removing means of self-defence of one Set of dogs 
against the attacks of the other. 

40. Tlie trmtmml of the bites of rabid animals in 
dieted on human beings forms the most important, as it 
is tlie most practical part of this memorandum. The 
tuna! course is to apply lunar canstio to the wound. It 
there is merely an abrasion or scratch, this may perhaps 
be sufficient, if it is immediately and tliorotigliiy done, 
that is, If the effects of the caustic penetrates through 
the whole deptii of tlie wounded tissue, but in all other 
oases more radical measures are required; indeed, we 
deprecate reliance upon the effects of lunar oauatio, 
whenever more trustworthy measures are available. 

41. Suppose we have to deal‘with a oaks -where, as 

usual, the canine teeth of the dog have penetrated the 
true skin and ranched the structures beneath. • fine It i* 
alwolutely necessary to either destroy the tissue with 
which the teeth have coma htto contact, or cutout the 
bitten part. Tlie former suggestion is carried out by 
making ono or more free inrtsions down to tlie lowest 
depth readied 'by the tefetli, and then burning the Whole 
of the damaged pkrtwithaome’ powerfnt oatttefant, ‘such 
as pnre fuming nitric acM. fmte medicinal carbolic acid, 
scid solution of fiitrate of htotoUry, chromic add, Act. 
This application caases some ffioughtog or gangrene of 
tlie tiesuee ;'but even this ‘eoaapanfttotly akvaiw motoure 
it not a completely traktWbrtHj’ protective against subse¬ 
quent hydrophobia,” although, - to sthbe dree*, so doubt, 
it doeo prevent tliat dWkte. ' ' ” . ’

tlie deeMopment of hydrophobia. Therefore, the sooner 
(he bitten pert ie excised the better. 

S3. (fob other process in regard to the treatment of 
the bite of an undoubtedly end or rabid dog remains 
to be mentioned—that of Pmtntmmg, or the further 
inoculation of foe rabid poison, as previously mentioned, 

So as to prevent the development of hydrophobia. Per¬ 
sonally, we have the most unbounded confidence in the 
efficacy of thii prophylactic measure : but unfortunately. 
at present, this system is only carried out in Europe, and 
there are so many inconveniences in putting it into 
practice, especially that of sending the recipients of the 
bites of rabid doga to one of the many Pasteur Institutes 
in Europe, that it may be considered impracticable, except 
to those who are in well-to-do circumstances. 

44. A Pasteur Institute is, however, ulamt to be 
opened in the Punjab, whicli will place vv itliin the reach 
of almost any person bitten by a mad dog, a means fm 
preventing hydrophobia. 

’ It is but right to state that Pasteurising, ss a preven¬ 
tative of hydrophobia, is not altogether an unulloj ed 
blessing : because the remedy is not absolutely certain 
to prevent that disease ■ indeed, it cannot be denied 
that the very remedy itself lias given rise to tlie disease, 
in u very small fraction of cases. To enter into details 
in regard to this aspect of the question, would occupy 
more space than is at out disposal. But notvv itlistonding 
these risks we Still consider it the Is'st means of pre¬ 
venting hydrophobia; for although it does bring about j 
disastrous consequences in about one in a thousand uises. j 
it gives life to 9PS who would otherwise mevitahlv have 
perished

THE III ETA It \ OF THE SICK

Evgat practical physician knows what an mqairtHiit jart 
dietetic* play in tlie treatment of disease. So drag treat¬ 
ment can be of any avail unless feeding is adapted to the 
altered condition of tlie system lu disease. Mixtures and 
pills may be taken by pounds, hot ns long as the diet is not 
well regulated, we can never achieve success in fighting 
with disease. We ere told that one of tlie principal 
causes of the success of that eminent physician w ho lias 
just passed away from the world, Sir Andrew Clarke, 
w*s hit moat careful attention t* the dietary uf Ids 
patietoto. Prom physiology we learn of the processes of 
digestion uni metabolism a* they occur in health, from 
puthdogytwe beoemewoquaiutod with the morbid condi¬ 
tions in disesse and how the digestive and assimilative 
organ# ,-art affiwted in thorn. By combining -this 
knowledge with foat of tlie chemistry of food, wc can use 
jodieknra discrimination in foe dietetic trestment of the 
ak*. It is, however, to be deplored that this mosi import¬ 
ant branch of study is much neglected in out Indian

medical sdtoota. I am ''$($. aware If ‘foe thera¬ 
peutics of food,'.is ev«r taught to nor students, and 
even if it is, it is taught % European toaohms, whose 
knowledge of foe 'food' Of foe Indians it not suffi¬ 
cient to enable them to tesch what should he their 
‘ food in disease,' It Is therefore very common to find 
Indian practitioners, with Round theoretical hank 
knowledge, entering into practice and sometimes making 
gravo errors In dieting the sick. No wonder that success 
is tardy if it comes at all. Take for ttampte the feeding Of 
fever cases. There was a time when fever patients were 
starved. But we gradually began to realise that the 
tissue-waste in fevers must ho combated, and so we began 
to feed our fever oaaes. Graves said ! “ If at a loe# lor an 
epitaph for me, I shall git e It to you in these wolds ; 1 He 
fed fever*,' “ but little did that grant otitttcal teacher 
foresee to wlwt abuse hi* teaching w as liable hi hand* 
whicli practise an art without science. 

Our predecessor# no doubt went to an extreme, lmt there 
wu* Home buxia for then belief that in fever patient* tlie 
cspa< ity for digestion was lessened, tlie assimilative und 
eliminative function* vv ere at a low ebb, andtbe exhibition 
of food therefore led to further mischief. They however 
failed to recognise that febrile states are accompanied by 
increased ti»aue waste, and a great deal of tbeloa* of body 
weight is due to defective nutrition. Having learned 
a now fuvt, some of us are however apt to push it to the 
other extreme, and regardless of our knowledge that the 
organs of digestiou and assimilation in ease* of fever are 
seriously impaired, vu over feed our patient* and intensify 
tlie disease and reterd tlio < tire, Tlie fever patient lias to 
eomlatt with the ineiensed met* Uolii procease* ac-coui 
panying pyrexia, and over and above tluvt, if vie fill Ids 
stimulili with a large quantity of food, we simply overtax 
his vital energies and threw further oliataeles on ills 
oliminativ e powers and thereby prolong the d!sea»e. It e 
know that fever patient*, even when starved, excrete large 
quantities of urea derived from tissue metabolism. Now 
if we injuditimisly feed the patient with a large quantity 
,.flood whicli his inattive stomach ami inlcstines can 
m nbei digest nor ussimllute, is it necessary to add that 
wc ini rease the burden of the eliminstory organs'' There is 
another fact which should be borne in mind, that ih 
febrile disease* there i* a more rapid wasting of tin 
albuminous than of tin fatty tissue*. It should also be 
rememhvred that alt the digestive juice# from foe saliva 
downward*, are also diminished, and therefore there is 
loss of appetite slid of digestive power, 

Let n* now see how fever cose* are usually Waited In 
India. *pe< wily in Indian patients, 

Tlie {thysician v isit* tin- patient s«y for ineuucc in the 
first week of the fever. Let na assume the fewer to be of u 
remittent ty pe. He at once pwserihe# tits usual mixture, 
and in nine casee out of ten on* of the ingredient* is 
either Vimim Galifctmi or Vinton ilubrsm, and lie order* 
plenty of soup. In the Hindoo household soup i* not 
a thing rnw h known, Of einttwe the physician explain* 
bqw it is to lie prepared. In Cslcutta, among the Hindoos, 
only kid’s flesh is allowed. Bo from foe nearest Kali* 
than or slaughtering place, kid's meat is obtained, The 
direction of the physician is forgotten, and a too thick 
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ore tee <Mr hretiik prepared wflii fo* ktdwded. This 
Mill become* the dial of o»r fever-strieken patient. 
Thee when the cane advance*. more feeding faf*j|Uiired. 
«M therefore «y physicist) preeeriM I-eibig's extract 
-or Stand's essence of chicken, sometimes two or three 
tine per thy, “ More eswaec of meat, greeter the cbanoe 
net ewe," ie whet the physician says to the friend* of tha 
patient. They go so aaaideooriy pouring foe atrong nauseat¬ 
ing meat eswwoes into tire stomach of the patient in 
ttpite of In* wtneaatrane* which it prompted hy nature.

-equilibrium cannot he attained in patients with high fever, 
even if they were in a condition to absorb large quantities 
of albumen." Burney Veo aayst— p If we over 
look tlie fact that the functions of the digestive organs 
are gravely impaired during fever, and if in oonaeqnenoe 
we give food tliet. tlie patient ia usable to assimilate, 
this undigested food will decompose in the stomach and 
intestinal canal and cauae irritation of the gastro-iuteati- 
nal mucous membrane and augment the febrile move¬ 
ment.” 

In intermittent fevei, 01 where tbore ia marked re- 
tuMon, tlie diet may be given more freely than in coo- 
tinned fever, Another principle which we should bear 
k mind k that is fever there ia a tendency towards the 
eocumakthm «f the waste products in tlie body, therefore 
euoh food should be given pa will help in their elimina¬ 
tion, Let ns now apply these principles is forming 
a practice! dietary for fever patients in Indie.

It it needless 
to say that the compounder ia not a reliable cook, so the 
Deooctum Carols, which comes labelled and marked as a 
medicine, is seldom well prepared. In such oases it will 
be much hotter if the mcditstl attendant himaeif sees to 
its preparation. Broth, carefully made from kid’a flesh 
or mutton, is much more desirable than patted ok tinned 
extracts or essences. ,, 

9. Farinaceous food is nmeb neglected is febrile cases; 
while properly administered, it ia a useful form of food, 
In Bengal, where rice is tlie staple food, there is a popular 
prejudice against it in febrile conditions ; while in the 
Punjab, where wheaten flour is foe staple article of diet, 
a man, as soon as he gets cold or fever, drops flour and 
takes rice. Barley water ant rice water are eaaiiy assi¬ 
milable and are very useful in fobrite diseases.

Sunday Fund and other charities, it proceeda to review 
pleaaanter curats, rk , Profeaeor Virchow’* vieit to London 
in March hut to deliver the Croonian Lecture, which was 
a review of the history of pathological science; the 
speech on Medicine by Lord Selkbary as President of a 
meeting in aid of the building fend of the Badoliffe In- 
tiruiary, when the speaker oUaraaterised Medicine “ to be 
the moat sober, the most absolute, tlie most positive of

loroetomy In eaaes of noa-mallgnant pyloric ohetruction. 
Koterorthiphy is gaining ground; great success has 
attended Mthotrity in children, and tiure lias been much 
conservation in the surgery at the llwin and joints 
Ikulktry has advanced, new dental school buildings 
have been opened at Quy'a; researolws have been con¬ 
tinued Into the microscopical anatomy of the teeth. Xn- 
genions metiiade have been devised fur keoping artificial 
teeth in the month, and new varieties of organisms have 
been found in the mouth, proving the necessity for 
thorough asepsis of all dental instruinenta that may be 
mad.

Thirty years ago, the ad missions ho found were 
very rare. Every eater or smoker he met bated the habit.

The lecture was a very long one and e nthrall e d » 
large namber of topics connected with the hyg i en e, daily 
life, habits, and personal comfort of the soldier, Beam of 
the potato token up and discussed were such however, ae 
scarcely come within the power of the soldier's officer, to 
niter or amend, as they are mutters of regulation and involve 
financial consideration. With regard to the provision of 
dining-rooms In barracks and better arrangemeoto for the 
soldier's personal oleanllness, there is no doubt room for im¬ 
provement. The baths that are provided In barracks are 
generally most uninviting places, end are consequently com* 
paredvaly little necl. It cannot be reasonably expected 
that the soldier during the winter in this climate will make 
use of a bath supplied only with cold water; indeed if be 
has served In hot climates, as so many soldiers have a cold 
bath, followed by exposure to tend and weather in crossing 
from tlie bath-house to barracks, cannot be token without 
some iisk to health There should be some provision for 
the supply of warm water, and every sc Idler should have an 
opportunity of having a warm bath at least once a week 
As regards the present pattern “guard tel,” again, we 
think that It should be abolished in favor of aomething 
better. The feeling of the soldier has been greatly im¬ 
proved of late by the Aldershot System of cooking and 
mossing. The time fixed for the soldier's meals—especially 
in India aud sub-tropical climates—might be altered with 
advantage to his health and comfort, but this ft attended 
with difficulty the soldier ft very conservative; he will 
not alter the habits to whioh he lias been accustomed and 
which an those of the class of life in which ho has been 
brought up. A late dinner, for example, we have beon told 
would be an unpopular measure in India. Medical offioers 
have at dlBerent times urged a large number of reforms in 
the army and hardly anything can be brought forward that 
has not been suggested before. The improvement that hag 
token place In the soldier's condition in all respect* since 
the date of the Crimean War, has, we are bound to lay, 
been very great. Unfortunately a change which in itself may 
appear to, involve an insignificant expense when it comes 
to be repeated In its application to the whole army represents 
in the aggregate a considerable outlay. Still sanitary re- 
forms must keep on “ pegging away" until reforms are 
carried out and beneficial changes efteoted. Then 1* no 
finality in these things. The newest style of barracks and 
the married wilder*' quartern are a great improvement, hut 
we hope to see, among other things, dlatag-halk introduced 
and better arrangement* made for the personal cleanliness 
of the soldier by an increased and improved system of both 
and ablatkmary aooommodatton supplied with warm water.

This matter was fully nondderad 
by the luge provisional committee, whioh dealt with the 
subject in all ite phases. It *a obeerred that branches 
of the Brttieh Medical Associstiou had already been farmed 
in several large centres. One waa Inaugurated in Calcutta 
many ynareago, and it died of inanition. One waa formed 
ih Madias, and it langniabea fur laoh of aympathy. The 
same wm experienced precisely in Bombay, iu Allahabad, 
and In Burma alao. It has been ion nd that an Association such 
aa the.British one waa out of place in India. The profes¬ 
sion in India ia made up very largely of Indian or locally 
educate-1 geminates. Many are poor and cannot afford 
the high terms of membership in the British Society. 
Then in every one of these effort* to form such a body, 
whether in Calcutta, Madras, Allahabad, Bombay or Burma, 
it was found that the official medical element predominated 
and local practitioners were practically excluded by the 
frigidity of their official brethren. A lack of Sociality and 
fellowship, which kept the non-official at anno length from 
his military titled confrere. Of coarse any show of mete 
makes a breach, and offlolals are la high-csete in social mat¬ 
ters in Indians any Brahmin lain matters religious. The 
only way to orhlge over this impassable grief of officialism 
is to have a purely Indian Asaooiattou, which would meet 
all the peculiar requirements of a country like India and 
respond to the olulmsof its vuried grades and classes of 
practitioners, regardless of color, caste or creed. Such e 
constitution is what the Indian Medical Association 
aims to he. The plans have been before the local profession 
for the past twelve mouths, and its promoters have sought 
not to ride rough-shod over the opinions of others by forc¬ 
ing their scheme, bnt by a quiet interchange of opinions 
of views and suggestions, which all take time, they have 
at last arrived at a workable programme, and that programme, 
we are glad to say, is one that bears the impress of approval 
from the four points of the compass of this groat Empire- 
Wo now call upon our brethren in the sacred name of 
unity to rally round the Indian Medical association, 
which will be open to every member of our profession 
throughout India and Burma.

L. K. Slioro of Eugland, all great authorities on physiology, to 
ascertain by means of exhaustive uipeiimeiitii lhe cause nf 
fall of the blood pressurednriugcbloroform ausesthesla. These 
gentlemen heartily endorse every one of Surgeon Llentenant- 
Colonel Lawrle’s conclusions, and oonour in maintaining i—(1) 
chloroform and shock are iticompatibles, (J). As chlorotorm 
has no direct action on the heart or circulation, It must be 
futile aud dangerous to take the pulse as a guide to its effort.

Unear Atrophy of the Skin after Typhoid. 

Tbs llntlth Journal »f Ih-ruutli'huj) contains the report 
of a case of typhoid fever In which lime atrophine appeared 
ivs a sequela. The patient came under the notice of Sir Dyce 
Duckworth, it n., three months after recovering from a 
•harp attack of the fever, complaining of extraordinary 
woeiti renew, of various striptfi on the outer side of the thighs 
and on the tags above the malleoli. Examination of the 
part* revealed several longitudinal stripes of linear atrophy 
ova* tin lugs, with no other evidence of nerve disease. The 
oocurtenoe at each a condition, together with the hypenes- 
theita, poiuteii, the author thought, to the neurotrophic nature 
ot the lesion, and Indicated that both tropic ami sensory 
branches of nerves might thus give token of the damage 
wrought upon them by the special toxlne of typhoid fever. 
Coiitagrion In Tetanue. 

A TYPICAL case of tetahus has been produced by the ac¬ 
cidental Inoculation of a email quantity of the Altered cul¬ 
ture of the bacillus described by Nioolaier and used by 
Dm.

With regard to the first class of asses the pnetirieuer 
should be able to test for perception of light, It there be 
perception of light and a clear cornea, the patient should 
have the benefit ot being examined by a specialist ‘ HFitbout 
perception of light and with an opaque oornea your patient 
should not be put to the expense of tnch an examination. 
If glasses are oeoessary, refer ybur patient to ae oculist and 
not to an optician. In cases at impaired vision the practi¬ 
tioner should be able to distinguish between glaucoma and 
cataract. 

With regard to the second class of esses ho should be able 
to diagnose glaucoma and to toll increased tension of eyeball. 
Pain m the eye witbout inflammatory symptoms is ofteuer 
glauooma than neuralgia. 

The third class of oases arc moet common. In all, except con¬ 
junctive! Inflammations, atroplng^il indicated, but as even in 
those cases It does no harm and omitting Its use Is likely to prove 
disastrous, it would be best to use it in all doubtful oases, 
accompanied with inflammation. The doctor should know 
when to use and when to avoid atropine and eserine. 

01 the fourth class ot oases all injuries should be early 
referred to a specialist. 

Extirpation of the Spleen. 

K. Q. I.KNNAvniiii records a ease of extirpation of the 
spleen In a patient 28 years of age, single, vWtli a previous 
history of malaria, syphilis, with large ulcors of the legs, 
chronic peritonitis of the gall-bladder, and janndloe. the spleen 
was considerably enlarged, the liver slightly. The numbet 
of red blood-corpuscles was 4,«()0,000 j of the white, 14,OOP 
(proportion, 1 to 329). The operation waa attended by much 
difficulty, the pedicle being short, and rupture of the capsule 
occurring. Kocoveiy took place. The diagnosis was 
adenoma of the spleen. 

Dennander ftnds sixteen sneb operations reoorded iu litera¬ 
ture , adding the two performed by Liudfors and himself 
in Sweden, the total is eightpqu oases, with four deaths. 
From his own expertenoc and a study of the literature he 
draws the following conclusions :— 

1. In oases of severe lenknmia, it is sate to assume that 
the patiebt will succumb to parenchymatous haemorrhage or 
secondary bleeding. 

3. In beginning leukiemia, extirpation id the spleen w 
justifiable if the disease is regarded ot a lienai form and the 
tumor Is troublesome. 

3. Experience bos es yet not Shewn that extirpation of the 
spleen is oapable of oheoking an incipient lienai leukaemia. 

4. In groat splenic enlargement the prognosis is grave, 
though it may be remarked that Billroth, In 1887, extirpated 
a malarious spleen which weighed 4’S kilogrammes. 

3. Mould the tumor ham formed adhesions with othei 
organs, especially the diaphragm, the prognosis is still more 
grave. 

A. The results of the operation are all the more favorable 
if the asepsis and technique be as oarefaily. observed as iu 
the removal of other abdominal tamors.—f/»iv. Mod. Jour.

Thu aoofdenta! enrjfloyment by‘Dr. B. F. Gardner of 
Blooms burg tjf pare carbolic aciii to an ex tenure wound, 
which did remarkably welt subsequently, is likely to lead to 
a more extended use of the acid in a concentrated form. 
Dr, Oeoar H. Allis, in a recent paper before the Philadelphia 
Academy of Surgery, suggests its use In the after-treatment 
of surgical Wounds. The plan of Dr. Gardner is to tie the 
bleeding vessels. Carbolic and cystals are then mixed In 
sufficient water for solution, and this concentrated solutions 
brushed over the cut surface, which Is then washed with 
water sterlltaed by helling. The surfaces are then approxi¬ 
mated, If necessary, and provision made for pro|ier drainage. 

The Surgical Treatment of Trachoma. 

STEPHBKSOU thinks that the “expression'’is indicated 
,1. In follicular disease in which discrete follicles arc scat¬ 
tered over the surface of an otherwise normal conjunctiva. 
2, In trachoma of recent origin. 8 . In old end obstinate 
oases of trachoma, where the operation may have to lie re¬ 
peated several times. Excision of the rsl.de^tat is sometime# 
very useful in relieving the ptosis of seveis trachoma, and 
Stephenion describes his method of operating in sui h casus 
in which he avoids the use of all sutures 111 closing the 
wound.—IF. y.

Relation of Aneurysm to Syphilis. 

ton many year# Dr, D Drummond lias lieen deeply In¬ 
terested In the connection between syphilis and anonrysm 
Since commencing the investigation no indisputable case 
fans come under bis notice in which specific disease was 
wanting, excepting two or three examples of acute softening 
of the arterial wall, with aneutysmal bulging, in malignant 
endocarditis. Arterial strain through hard work Is of cou i»e 
a factor in the production of aneurysm, but it is one thnt 
In the vast majority cf instances requires to be multiplied 
by specific arteritis and then it is the lesser quantity of the 
two.—Dnt. AM. June.

Those 
affections connected with the menopsuee he think* here been 
overrated, and indeed it of opinion that many ailments are 
naturally cured by the normal atrophy which overtake* the 
sexual organs.— Lancet 

Gonorrhoea and the Pnerperlum. 

Knottier has studio! the development of gonoooeo! in nine 
women after labor. The germs ate easily found iu the 
lochia. It is certain that iu women with Vaginal gonorrhoea 
the disease may extend into the uterus during the puer- 
pertum. Gonorrhmel Infection of the uterine eevity may 
also set up fever oven when there it no trace of mixed in¬ 
fection. no other germs being present. Gonorrhoeal Infection 
iu the pueipcrinmts not nt direct danger to life, hut fre¬ 
quently leads to complications late in the pueeperiam, the 
disease progressing from the endometrium to the tubes. Two 
cases of this kind are recorded. The fimt, after the usual 
careful routine treatment, left the hospital on the fourteenth 
day Two weeks later she returned. A perimetric exudation 
was detected to the left of the cervix.

The nature of the QemtfeiHal Constituent 
of Blood-serum, 

A valuaui-k article on this - subject by On. Vaughan 
and MeCUntoek appears in tha Mtdictl Ktwt. The ruocees- 
fal ressa rob es of Buchner in 1890 lad many other investiga¬ 
tors to enter tills Sold of experimentation, and some of them 
have made valuable contributions to oar knowledge of the 
germiuldftl action of the blood under varying conditions ; 
hut, so tar as the nature of the gemnieidal constituent is con¬ 
cerned, little or no progress hes been aide. After giving e 
meet exhaustive summary of the work which has been done 
on the subject and making a careful and critical study of it, 
Bra. Vaughan and McClintoCk coma to the following con¬ 
clusions : (1) The serum albumen Is not the germleidal 
substanot ln blood-serum ; (3; the germicidal substance must 
belong to the proteldii otherwise it would be difficult to ex¬ 
plain the fact that a temperature of A8*C. renders blood- 
serum inactive; (8) the only preteld likely to be present In 
blood-serum, and which is not destroyed by peptic digestion, 
is nutdeia. Having reached these conclusions, the following 
.questions naturally present themselves: 1, Is there a 
nuclein In blood-serum ? 3. Has this nuclein, if there be 
one, germtoldal properties 7 These questions Dr*. Vaughan 
and JtcCTtntoak have attempted to answer. The serum was 
obtained from healthy dogs ad rabbits by processes which 
as* tea t sngeh / to detail hcreTwnd they eureeml edlu tfomnd- 
stating that Mood-serum «vet contain a oueMn. Ua re lades 
to the fibrin f t c e nt they hope to investigate at enme future 
time.

notion. The solution of urmleto was thus .shewn to have 
marked germicidal properties, and the ex p e rt re e ptaru weae- 
able te demonstrate that the garudeidnt const!toeatef blood- 
serum can be legated. This has an important premia*! .haw¬ 
ing. Blood-serum therapy hat proval fasipwadrehle on 
aoeount ot the large amount ot the Sued which must be 
injected. Nuclein therapy may possibly enable ns to avoid 
this difficulty, bat farther invustigatfons will bare to be made 
before any definite eonalashme re te Ua value can he 
reached.— Lancet.

K. von Jakbch records the results of analyses of blood, 
both normal and in disease, in which are deforndMd the 
protefcf i of the total amount of blood and of the hkeod-aenim, 
the number of red and of white-blood-cells, the amount of 
hemoglobin present, and the water and total setid consti¬ 
tuents of the blood. The proteM* are calculated from tbe 
nitrogen as estimated by the Kjeldahl method, the error 
introduced by tbe extreotives present amounting, even In 
extreme caaee, to only one percent., re tbe author thews 
Hix normnl oases wore studied, eleven with diseased condi¬ 
tions of the nervous system, four eases of phosphorus and 
one each of carbonic oxide and nltro-benso! poisoning, ten of 
diabetes meififtts,iilin*teett acute caret, mainly of pnetnhonia 
and typhus, four cases with diseased livers re the primary 
affection, six with diseases of tbe lungs and pleura, thirteen 
cases of kidney disease, and twenty of various aniemic condi¬ 
tions, making a total at one hundred and four different cases. 

in general it was observed that, with a diminution of the 
cellular elements, particularly tbe red blood-cells, there was 
a parallel reduction of proteid* contained In the Wood, The 
relation is more constant between the proteid and bsemoglo- 
bin ; and, in tegatd to the total solids, there are tew excep¬ 
tions whore the number expressing the residue left on drying 
does not approximately indicate the total of proteids. The 
relation betwoen the proteids of tbe entire amount of blood 
and those of the blood serum is, on the other hand, very 
variable. This Beems to be dne not so much to fluctuations 
in the proteids of the serum as of the amount of blood, 
although kidney diseases form an exception to this, and shew 
great fluctuation In the proteids' 1 of the blood serum. Dimi¬ 
nished proteids and an Increase in the amount of water pre¬ 
sent are conditions that exist in all forms of anemia, yet, sa 
the author shews, exist to a greater or teas extent in other 
diseased conditions, as in typhus, and therefore belong to no 
partic-nlar disease. The author characterises these conditions 
as hypalbnminamla and hydrwnia. Observations of these 
changes in mderna of the lung* .were made, and they are 
interesting as Indicating to what extent this condition of the 
blood serves es a factor in producing It. 

It was found that the highest grade of bydnemla might 
exist without oedema, and, oil tbs other hand, that there 
might be oedema without an aeoompanyfaig increase in the 
water of the blood. And there Is no parallelism between an 
(edematous condition and reduced proteids. In diabetea 
there if an Increase in the total »Hds of the blood attribut¬ 
able to the amount of sugar—JR Y. Sei- ftmr.

Sanitary Meform. 

The labors of the truo sanitary leformer lie in four 
directions. 

1. In an endeavor to understand simply the nature of 
diseases, their alliances, thpir true distinctive characters, 
the modifications to which the body is subjected uuder the 
influence at diseased action, and the chemical or physical 
measures best adapted for the remove! and prevention of 
disease. Labors of this kind require the highest order of 
medical intellect; they ore altogether removed from the 
bntlaeie of the mere politician; and they imply in him who 
proeecutea them a mind fully charged with all the modern 
doctrines of chemistry, physics, ami the law of life. Tbeee 
labor* tend to lead the rated from effects hack to causes, 
i. In endeavor to seek out primarily the causes of 
disaaeea, irrespective of the symptoms and the other details 
involved in the oon*fel*r»tion of di s eases themselves. Efforts 
in this line of research should embrace observations con¬ 
ducted on a large scale, and hearing en the effects of 
locality, climate, season, meteorology, oontaglon, habit, 
diet, and ooeapntteD, tat wo lor as tbqy give (rise te distinctive 
types of disease.

CanasOTX has been so largely used within the last few yean 
In the treatment of bronchial or general pulmonary disease 
that many of us have forgotten the valuable results to be 
obtained by its employment in the treatment ot gastro¬ 
intestinal troubles associated with fermentation, As is well 
known, the name of the substance is derived from the fact 
that it WW found *0 prevent decomposition of nitrogenous 
matter, and that it therefore acted as a distinct antiseptic. 
There are two ohwsee ot eases of indigestion or disorder In the 
alimentary canal In which creaaote is ot great value. Aside 
from those instances of persistent vomiting where by its 
local action it often renders us great sorvloe, it is also useful 
is those cases of fermentation or chronic indigestion in 
which there am formed large i|U*n titles of flatus some time 
after eating. Whether the distention is caused by the 
fermentation of starches ot the decomposition of nitrogenous 
materials, a minim or two of creosote halt an hour or so after 
eating, ot immediately after easing, will often help such 
oases. Another toatauce in which oreaaote ta ot value ta m a 
case of severe acute gastrointestinal fermentation, Which is 
often manifested, in toe more severe esses, by an annul at¬ 
tack of cholera morbus. The administration of oreasote in 
atteb an instance net only tends to prevent the vomiting, 
but to Inhibit the production of poisonous products which are 
developing from too bad food that the patient has been 
unfortunate enough to take. Here, again, toe dose of from 
one to totes minims of creosote, well diluted, proves of value. 
In those Instances in which tUh vomiting ta too intense to 
permit the swallowing of much liquid, it (nay pa adminis¬ 
tered m the dose iff from one-half to one minim In a table- 
spoonful of water, milk, or brandy, a few drops ot this mix¬ 
ture being given at a time. Notwithstanding the laudatory 
statements which have been made as to toe value of thymol, 
naphthaline, and other gastro-inteetiual antiseptic,, we be¬ 
lieve that creosote is toe beet one which vra can employ, and 
we doubt, U U is administered carefully, tost it is as apt to 
produce disturbance of the digestion by irritation of the 
mucous membrane as some of the more highly praised and 
more expensive remedies. It Is hardly necessary to add that 
it is important to use the beeekwood oreasote, and not that 
derived from the minmal kingdom—•tttertgsrarte 0eeew«.

8itt,—giving dfapoeed of“M. R.C. 8. "and to* allega¬ 
tions and insinuations, I atiall now proceed to give » brief 
summary of course of events from the commencement 
of my connection with the College and Hospital, so us to 
indicate generally the spirit of hostility shewn to tne and 
my work throughout, the opposition to tlio scheme of 
reform of wtuch the new; Professorship »nd my appoint- 
ment thereto were the out-oome, and the means used to 
get rid of tne pod to stifle the prosecution of my work. 

I think 1 may fairly say that it was the discussion Initi¬ 
ated by tne as to the necessity and utility of a properly 
conducted Pharmacological Laboratory that first called 
public attention to the question of a Research Institute, 
and ultimately resulted in the very handsome donation of 
Mr. F. IX Petit for “ the purpose of building and equip¬ 
ping an Institute for the' advancement of the requisite 
knowledge and experience of the virtues of Indian drugs 
necessary for the cultivation of Medical Science.” In 
reviewing the proceedings of tbe ceremony of opening 
the Institute it was remarked by the Thm» of India that 
■ to me mainly belonged the credit of having originated and 
elaborated tbe idea Of such a Laboratory, and having work¬ 
ed, in face of considerably difficulties to render it an ac¬ 
complished fact. I mention these circumstances not in 
any spirit of vanity or self-iaurtation, but only to shew 
that I have from the first taken a very keen and earnest 
interest in the foundation and eucuess of the Institute. 
This, taken in conjunction with tlio fact of my having 
worked in the College and laboratory foi several mouths 
without any remuneration, and of tlio otter of continuous 
gratuitous service, spontaneously made by me, shows, at 
least, the extreme improbability of my haviug wilfully 
failed and omitted to do any work iu tbe Laboratory, 
though a completely equipped Laboratory was at my dis¬ 
posal for • king time, as won alleged by the College 
authorities. 

When tbe qnostiou of the Laboratory was first referred 
to theColiege straff, it was vetoed off-hand by all but one, 
who alone had the candour to confess that he had to 
look up his books for tlwr scope of Pharmacology, wbioli 
was scarcely known or appreciated out hare until it was 
brought to notice at lay instance.

When the endowment itir the new Chair was An¬ 
nounced, the College authorities opposed k on various 
grounds, and, on it* brooming tolerably certain that I 
would be appointed to the Professorship, the opposition 
was by no means retimed, tire Principal distinctly threat¬ 
ening to resign if ever tire Chair was eatabfislwd and I 
was appointed to it. The Chair was, however, sstabliah- 
ed, and tire threatened resignation never came; hut 
there came instead a scheme of hitter opposition and 
obatructiou, which I shall proceed to refer to. 

Immediately after I roceived intimation of my appoint- 
ment, Government were pleased to ask tbe to see the 
pleas of the Institute, with a view to see if the proposed 
accommodation for my Laboratory mot with the require¬ 
ments of the department, and I was to havo an oppor¬ 
tunity of considering the plans In" consultation with mj 
colleagues and the Principal; and it appear* that’ it wu* 
actually reported to Government that the Principal had 
consulted hi* colleagues, and that both hlmsatf and they 
wore of opinion that it was not neoessary or advisable to 
depart from the plan. In thfe plan, so emphatically 
proved, all the other departments of the institute, which 
were only extended acoonmiodatien for the existing 
College Laboratories, were indicated and provided for, 
but, strange to say, the very department, rir., the Pharma¬ 
cological, which in the worde of the generous donor, had 
led to the Institute itself seeing the light of day, was 
wholly left out. 1 was never consulted as to tlio accom¬ 
modation necessary for my Laboratiny, and was novel 
given an opportunity of considering tire plans in consulta¬ 
tion with tlio other Professors, as desired by Government. 
Rot I liad scarcely any doubt that the neoesssty aoeom 
modation for my Laboratory would be provided, awl I 
did not think it pradeht, in the thon existing state of th» 
College^ feeling against an outsider, to complain of my 
not having liecn consulted or referred to st all in regard 
to the plan*. Incredible as It may seem, however, origin¬ 
ally no accommodation whatever was assigned form} 
Laboratory, and when subsequently an extra store}’, 
consisting of two room*, wul added, these rooms Were 
marked " unallotted" in tlie^plafts, and In the published 
description of the building'they were refitted to n» 
« store-rooms “ for the other department* of the Institute 
This it was which led to my addressing respectful In¬ 
quiries regarding this omission and two ether matters to' 
the Principal in February 1891. Little did I know ft the 
time that the medico-military oode of ethics and dMpIhre 
sot down *» impertinence, everything which did not 
savour of blind submission to the most manifest wrong, 
awl that subordination to discipline only meant crying in 
the most abject manner, “ Jo-Tioolmm " to notions of the 
military satborltieu, however arbitrary and unjust. The 
Principsl thought k right to Work, himself up to the 
regulation pitob of offended dignity* **d dquUned to 
answer my inquiries as being impertinent and uncalled 
This led to the matter being referred toGovern- 
ment, hut the (papers were said to hums been lost wbep

Of neither of tbeee order! did I ever receive 
intonation, and, of oourae, no report or suggestion! such 
mi Government deeired to have, could be eubmitted by

The next difficulty referred to the furniture for my 
Laboratory, My lint of furniture, after much dincuBeion, 
wae to have been (auctioned by Ur, Gray outlie very 
day be left for Europe ip April 1891, by which time 
the other departments of the Institute laid the whole or 
greater portion of their furniture supplied to them—end 
the P. W. overaeer wa*, I believe, required to attend 
at tlie hospital to receive tbe tigned papers from tiie 
Principal. But this was not to be, and the papers were 
returned to the overaeer unugntd by tbe Uouee Surgeon 
■onto daje after the Principals departure. On my leav¬ 
ing for Engtand, in July 1861, 1 again requested Or. 
Grey, who tod then returned to the College, to be good 
eneugb to expedite the supply of my furniture and ap¬ 
paratus requirement*, without which 1 ooald not begin 
work in my Laboratory. On my return to Bombay, to 
November 1891, I wa* informed by the Principal, to 
amtsrer to my enquiry, (fortunately not reseated this 
time a* Impertinent) that the .furniture was uot ready, 
and would not be available top tome time longer, 
and It was only at tbe end of February 1892, he., 27 
month* after my appointment, and by which time my 
Laboratory—wholly unequipped with furniture and ap- 
puffins—M alreedy been set down, ex a failure, that 
the furniture waa put up, though without the water and 
gas accompaniment!, wbieli were not supplied till t 
few months later 00 ,

Sir,— The cause of tide else, repotted to the Indtan 
Medital Heeord, wee most probably malaria, and tbe 
peculiar congestion it ceases is certain localities si to 
Peshawar and Chin. In 1880 many a oaae of Peshawar 
intermittent fever among the men of the let Leioeeter- 
abire Regiment was mistaken at the onset for cholera, 
owing to the presence of vomiting, cramps and hoxnorrhage, 
followed by collapse. With judictens atoning these 
symptom* disappear in a day and are followed by ague 
or remittent fever. Tide state might have been excited 
by tlie constant nee of Tamar Indian and the new tea. 
This is apparently one mode of tbe accumulated malarial 
poiaon exhausting itself, or finding an easy outlet when 
the system cannot counteract its effects or contain it 
any longer. Hut to the case reported by Surgeon Major 
Wrafter, the previous malarial'fever and the pain being 
relieved by pressure, point to smrvous w l aXa t fae , already 
estabUebed by malarial prise* and nsMeuoa to an un¬ 
healthy climate. *

From ite proximity to the Uesidency the adjacent 
barer* and foe suburb of Hyderabad it waa considered 
te h# available tea eoare* of public water-supply. In 
1888, Mr, Ordery, o.*., the then Resident, oponeil the 
Supply ,u the Residency and Ha haaars. 

Shortly after the ResWoacy watei-worka Mere openod. 
■certain important analyse! were made, and published (by 
order) in one of tlte local paper*. The follow ing abstract 
from foe report of theee analyse* may be into reeling 

The fact ford that Hussain gauger Tank is at present 
the source of wetei -supply to about 25,1*10 people, render* 
the subject of the quality of itanater one of immense 
interest to the consumers. 

Thbt interest ie entranced by considering that the tank 
in question forma thug prospective source of rupply to 
another 00,000 soul*. The scheme of supplying from it, tlte 
ialiahitante of Monktiar tiuiij, (loelis Mahal, Afxul Himj, 
Kolaawady, Begem Bear, dee., the most densely popu¬ 
lated parta of the Ghudderghaut Municipality, is in active 
proeeea of completion, under Mr. G, Palmer. Tliis gentle¬ 
man requested me to make analyses of the m atom drawn 
from til* various parts of the tank, at, 1 one of water 
drawn from a hydrant. At a guarantee to the representa¬ 
tive chertoter of the** water*. I need only remark that 
ike speebmo* were carefully eollootad by Mr Palmer. 
They were aunt a* specimens Xus. 1, 2, 3, 4, 5 and fi, so 
that foe actual sources of the sample* were uukuown to 
me, until tlw result* of tins examinations were forwarded 
to Mr- Palmer, who subsequently kindly furnished the 
Maine* of places whence, the waters were collected. 

At a recent meeting of the Uhodderghaut Municipal 
Gtoporetiun, l was directed to publish tlie results of these 
anelyeadf As those results are extremely favorable in 
regard to foe general cltoractsre and quality of the fil¬ 
tered Water of foe Residency Baxare water works, 
it is Imped that tlie following remarks, together with 
tbeeakiyao* given, win tend to fnoreese tlw tpliore of 
iiseftiloest of this Urge volume of water, and lead to 
active measure being taken In the prevention of any fur¬ 
ther contamination of tlie Hussain Seugor Tank water:— 

l. Tlte piubefciBty of luiunet cwremeutol contami¬ 
nation of the tank wader is imBeutod fay the existence 
of MfoeUad oetia, particle* of doed annual mattei, and 
eneeeaof free aUwminoW ammonia. The cMiiparetivaty

2. The water of foe Rasidenoy Wetar-Work* iapur*, '' 
wholesome, and potahte without any further prooeaa of 
domestic liHratlon lieiug nOdestey. Utik Is a matter 
of immeasurable importance to the cnlatmieM, and pre¬ 
sumably explains foe great decrease in foe actant to 
which cholera and malarial dtesafos have occurred fat 
tlie Hesidoney Hazara during tlie last two year*. 

8. Tlie efficiency of the tittering prooeee 1* markedly 
manifest in cimqiaring analyse* & and 4 (tlie former befog 
tlte pipe water, just befure it enters tlie filter bed, 4 being 
tlie filtered water) is well borae out by the results of the 
niit roscopical examination, from which it may be tees that 
there are an abundance of mbmte vegetable organisms 
in the unaltered, and practically no microbes in tlw filter¬ 
ed water. - In this respect the filtered water of the Resi¬ 
dency Hazara «uter works comperes favorably with the 
hltorul water of most other public water-work*, which 
contain, as n rule, a varying number of micro-organisms, 
j putrefactive, feriuoutative, or pathogenic (see Appendix 
, attached), which was at least expedited liy iny repeatedly 
representing its urgent neceeaity. The entire resalt 
forces upon us the one conclusion, titat foe eariier a 
general supply of water from the Hussain Bangor Tank 
can )hi instituted, foe better will it be for the health 
of the general community of Ghudderghaut. In connec¬ 
tion with sanitary reform, there is no matter of aucii 
\ itul significance as that of providing a liberal supply of 
wholesome water to the people. Since the publication of 
these remarks, the greater part of the Ghudderghaut 
Bazars community has been snpplied with water, and 
i take not a little pride in this consummation. 

Buch limitation to the use of water, as at present exists 
in Ghudderghaut, must necessarily lie associated with a 
condition of material and imwholeaome filth, the sanitary 
evils associated with which it would be difficult to 
exaggerate. A series of investigations, carried out last 
year, indicated that on an nveragv not more than 2) 
galloon of water per head per diem reaches foe inhabitants 
of certain buatecs—a quantity altogether inadequate to 
effect the least semblance to eleanHoass, personal or 
domestic. 

Those familiar m ith the various processes of contami¬ 
nation constantly in operation nroond walls (which we 
should remember supply the majority of the city people 
and the inhabitants of the Ghudderghaut Municipality 
at present), well recognise that such a supply is neces¬ 
sarily unwholesome, and further, that wstfareannot fay 
any general practicable measures, ha rendered safe sources 
of water-supply. Much is anticipated, from foe opening 
of the ChuddergUaut Water-Works, and particularly is it 
hoped, that outbreaks of epidemic drelora and maforiat 
fever will be morkadly foatonsfo 

In the latter port of foo year 1888 tlw wwor-worit* of 
the Ghnddargfawit Munie)p*»y were declared opened. 
8a that foe tank now supplies about 8&,Q80 inhabitants 
with wholesome water.

promt! ve meaenre# to stem tho inroads of that dhol'ut 
disease. Ob tbs other hancj, We have to complain of the 
otter apathy, tantamount to neglect of duty, shewn by 
one municipal bodies towards taking the necessary 
steps, and incurring the necessary expenditure, In the 
adoption of those measures which men of science have

In tlie faeo of scientific facts at now ascertained and 
kh<md, and the exnwieoce' to deafly wed «f~ the cost 
of many a useful life, little con be sold against the 
utility of the precautionary measures which sanitation 
teaches us. This much, however, ruuet he said that if 
we are to depend ,,n sanitary surveillance for repelling 
oi subduing a cholera epidemic, it is absolutely aeceemry 
that aneli sanitary precautions should be observed long 
before the arrival of the »|iidomic. Once in o«r midst 
Kimitary measure* snh«ci|uent)y adopted prove far from 
effectual m their object On the other hand, they become 
m tliciimelvc* a convenient mean* for hartramge of the 
very germs winch they are intended to destroy. l'p 
scour the guttors, to hunt in every hole awl comer and 
rake up sweepings encrusted with the dust of ages, to 
stir up filthy stagnant pools and wake up dormant heaps 
uf sewage andsnUage matter, to a word, to open up at 
the last moment those wlrnt might, otherwise, Imve bocn r 
perliaps, mua'cnsive sites, though aotnuHy fmnght with 
the nulieet pabulum for tho suppoit and development of 
micio-organisma are the very beet moans of providing 
an unbonndod hospitality and a comfortable aholfcr to nn 
unwelcome guest. 

It is duperfluoiis to poiot ont tlie gravity of Such a state 
of allairs. The exigencies of public health and safety 
bower er, require that such indifference on the part uf our 
municipalities should no loegef he tulentftd. ' It is a 
standing reproach to tlte whole country and as affront t« 
science. The sooner remerlial aoeasans toe odi^ted to over* 
come this manifest uogleot of. duty and to procure fur 
tlte people and the country the means of health Which 
moilera sanitary suieooc eonld suggest, to vouehaafe to 
the whole outside world a reasonable assurance ot ,tlie 
fact that India is doing tier beet to prevent or minimise 
the dangers of a cholera epidemic, and, finrtly, to Idot 
out die perhaps well-meritrt stigma which delta hor 
otherwise fair reputation, the stigma of Mag fiw mothor

They wilfully ignore these fact*, not¬ 
withstanding that they have oft-times with their own 
eyes borne witness to the ruthless devnststssu of tlie 
scourge When It leu appeared in tlie inidnt ofiUore wiiosc 
Interett and welfare they i»ve undertaken to guard, and 
the safety of -whose lives tlteybave volunteered t» prelect. 
Dues wot The moral code of there local governing boards 
dictate to their minds that they are in duty bound tn 
respect the -weil-boing of tlieif fctlou’ titiasnsV Audit 
so, how esmthey justify their oundwst it they allow tlioao 
oitlsesS to ha, liy apathy in tho management, or entire nog- 
teCt, of sanitary administration, the miserable victims of 
a poisoned atmosphere, of a defective water-supply, ami 
Of foul habitations. 

• We are often enough forewarned of a cholera invasion, 
and it is our own fault if we are not also fore-armed. 
The efficiency «l resistance will depend mainly upon our 
defensive works, tlie sauitury fortifications, if I may say- 
so, Which wc have in readiness in our cities, towns, and 
villages, and these fortifications, combined with the opera 
tions of the out-posts, namely inland and maiilime 
quarantine, and of the alarm-posts as represented by 
telegraphic messages, form, altogether, a poweiful defen¬ 
sive armamentarium, llnl it is only with the tirsl of 
these measures, namely the establishment of sanitary 
fortifications, that our municipalities are strictly con¬ 
cerned, and, therefore, it is only in connection with this 
measure that t shall confine m\ observations, remarks, 
and suggestions, 

I have already stated above, that pure in, pure vvatci- 
snpply, and pure habitations ale the he»t safe-guards 
against an epidemic of cholera. These items, iqdeed, aie 
to be regarded as tliree adamantine links in the latch 
which secures tlie gateway- of our sanitary fortifications 
forming all together a stale art bend, ami it behoves every 
municipal body', therefore, to apply all the eneigy of 
their scientific acquirements and the full width of their 
knowledge of the h tbits and customs of tlie people, to 
maintain as securely am possible tide one common bond. 
Bach one of these links is, indeed, a common factor to 
the other, while all possess the eituie practical value. The 
existence of one determines the existence of the other, 
anti conversely tlie absence of one necessitates the absence 
of the other. Provided with a pure water-supply wc arc 
in possession of tho very best available means for 
securing cleanliness in our homes, and dean surroundings 
are equivalent to a pure atmosphere. 

It follows, therefore, that the 'first object of solicitude 
which our civic fathers should posses* at heart, is the 
maintenance of a good clean water-supply, and such 
aedtUMde mast now be alt the wore, keen that cholera 
epidemic* have, hf the taiost investigations 'into their 
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h tsh wy , been fiouwdfehesst ilwjis—iynad ulam<y-«—»- 
ended with wsOnr-iafiKths* It it m i l lsw be si milt: 
here tbe mesy hmtances stare the origin rtf nptdasdrs 
of dudera bos bees dearly W eed to ingress ih i al d t ig- 
vwter ; sad thequestiua tfftUtdiou id water Med* ell 
tlie g re e t er attention here in fedia far ebriens reeeuns. 

The n«*t matter whhfii shmdd engage Hie sttsnthm of 
ten-mmdcipal bodies is dmnitaest of human habitations, 
and this uisttur iechidos and ahnorba in Itself die third 
item, namely pure err. Qt oaeruti it must be understood 
that tiiese two artijeCh comprise* host of oefeifeietiom 
too nuemrow to bv referred to in dre*H, Set taking the 
matter as a whole, (part from the question of money 
expenditure, ft la praetiualiy a tiord out to break. What 
with pernicious social overt on rs ami habits, with racial 
-prejadioes end indi vidua! auphresess, with piiMhi pee- 
perism itnil individual eiggeniitness, end above alt 
deficient education, and csparriafly gross Ignorance of the 
onlinerv laws of health, We hero quit* a train o? ddfli 
oultiss to cope with. That they thwart the beet eflurta 
of officers of tiis sanitary department is no hidden secret. 

It may be tliat under pressure rtf higher sanitary authori¬ 
ties seme of our municipal bodies manage to maintain 
pretty fairly the hygienic efficiency of tiiose localities 
which arc rvjwu tn pnbiic traffic and conseqasntly 
accessible tn public control, But while public hygiene 
reocives thus some degree of attention, the hygiene of 
private liubitations is totally imgHrated if not ignored. 
And yet unless public supervision is liretight to hear upou 
these dens of filth and dirt, which form the very hot-bed 
ofclioloru poison, no hope can ever bo entertained of 
immunity from the disease. But public supervision over 
private dwelling-places necessarily lovoives many dlffi 
cullies, foremost among tliein being th* Impossibility, 
prmtically Hpoakiug, of aacertaining the actuaj state of 
tilings un they exist in tiiese insalubrious dens. Sanitary 
officers arc at all thnes pi collided from gaining access 
to ilte interior of private houses aud liubitations, 
and consequently remain in much blissful ignorance. 
This naturally accounts for tlieir {nubility in 
securing tic- desired amount of cleanliness. But what 
is worse, our intinlcipdities will, in spite of their know¬ 
ledge of the habits and customs of the people aad of the 
ignorance which prevails antong them as to the dangers 
arising from (ilth-accuinulations, tolerate the system of 
allowing private arrangements to be made for the remov¬ 
al of night soil and of sullage and garbage off the pre¬ 
mises,—a system which, in my hlintbie opinion, is, to say 
tlie least, very unsatisfactory, 'This is especially s» 
where the |ioor and the uneducated are concerned, for, 
amtiug othei objections, it encourages in them the ob¬ 
noxious practice of street-defilement. 

With this ay stem in vogue, and with this liqiitation 
to the authority of saniury officials, the question arises— 
How is the difficulty to be mot with? How is the hy¬ 
gienic condition of private ionises and premises to he 
maintained up to tlie mark, or as near It as possible ? 

I confess tins is no eusy matter to tuokle. Bet there 
are two ways in which the desired end might, perhaps, 
be attained, at least to same extant. Jne is by assid¬ 
uous and strenuous efforts on the part of Hie municipality

A liver abscess wes now suspected, hnt the symptoms 
and physical signs stiff gave no definite evidence of it. 
The temperature varied from 99* tn JOO*, and the general 
uondltion remained i« uiuUt i/m, though the pain hecanre 
more severe in the liver. The organ woe minutely 
examined every day, bnt not until the 26th of June wns 
it noticed that tire intercostal spaces were rather fuHer 
than those of the left side, especially towards the 
axfflltry Hoc passing through the 7th ami 8th intercostal 
spaces, and-, that this aide W*e, more final during 
respiration. 

The exploring needle waa tlien brought into use and 
inserted over the etlge of the 8th rib in the mid-uxillary 
fine. After penetrating shout two inelres of Hi or tissue, 
pue flowed freely through the bare. 

It wait therefore decided to open the abscess mime 
diatoly Chlorofomi was administered, and an incision, 
an inch ami a half long, was made through the super¬ 
ficial tissues as far as tbs peritoneum in the mid-axillary 
lino Over the upper edge n£ the Sth rib, and then a 
largo trocar plunged into tlw liver in the track of the 
needle. The trocar was felt to enter a cavity, and 
as soon as it hail been pushed to the hih, the piercer was 
withdrawn. Pa* atom* Bowed freely. It woe tint of 
ordinary hepatic abscesses, lining curdy and bile stained. 
Twenty ounces were withdrawn, the trocar removed, and 
• forge rubber drainage twite was inserted, Tito o&vity 
appeared to bn about the sire of a cricket ball, and 
situated toward the upper part of the right lobe. Tim pelt* 
were dressed with bone « ool and bandaged, The patient 
came round front the chloroform welt and stated that he 
felt greatly relieved. Bto wee given « Httteico and mflfc 
at intervaie during the rest of the day. The temperature 
did not very boftreor directly after the operation. *

Progress in every way continued favorably. The open¬ 
ing for drainage contracted very rapidly, so that ee the 
14th July it erne again enlarged and a large drainage 
tulie inserted over the sheath of a trocar. Tbs discharge 
was slight, and had lost the character of active suppura¬ 
tion. It was quite aseptic. Enemas were given constantly 
to relieve the constipation—« somewhat troxWntxmje 
symptom.

By the find of August the tube wes finaBy removed 
and j0he patient allowed to sit up. There was a vary 
small opening left, from which a little serum eesipUd on 
the Sth of August. The wound had now entirely ctoeed. 
The patient Was quite oonvaleeooat and waa taking exor¬ 
cise in the open sir. 

Outlie 16th August be wo* able to pooh Ida awn Ut 
in barracks, preparatory to shutting for Rangoon, and 
he woe practically fit for duty. Th* after history was 
one of emuptote recovery, and it was found unnecessary 
to send him to England.

A CASE OF MOVABLE KIDNEY, KETHBORRATHY, 
RECOVERY.

E. Wo uged 80 veer*, iMe lived over V veers in India, 
hi of regiHsr tnWl temperate lntbits, tin* eflft-ay* led an 
active out-tte(1ir life, began to suffer ffohi symptoms Of 
renal trouble in April 1882. ffis symptoms date Bom a 
period when lip begun to take regular horse-exercise by 
attending an equitation class for an hour and a half daily. 
Previous to this the patient was quite Withy and never 
had suffered from any renal symptoms, 

6n the 18th April 1892 be had aft attack of renal colic 
which panned off With no sign* of calculus, such at 
blood in the urine, passage of gravel per urethnun or 
*ign« of the presence of a stone in the hladdei ; urine 
normal. 

He remained fairly well, except for neuralgic pain 
along the cord, in tlae right lumber region, running into 
the right thigh. About 14 day* after the first attack he 
passed some Wood With his ttffae, in intimate mixture, 
and complained of pain ill the rigid loin, over the bladder, 
and along the cord, flic pain was of a most excruciating 
character and produced profuse perspiration and inability 
to take a deep breath. The urine at thia time shewed no 
excess of urates, aud he never passed gravel, lie re¬ 
mained entirely free from symptoms of disease for some 
time, bub on tiie 20tli July he had a very bad attack of 
nephralgia, characterized by excruciating pain shooting 
into the right, thigh with repeated vomiting anti grout 
prostration. The pain lasted from 12 noon till 5 r.M., 
and was only subdued by 1 morphia being freely exhibited 
hypodermically. The urine vv as diminished and very little 
passed during this period. Afterwards a large quantity 
of normal urine was voided. The foitovring night be 
still had some dutl pain, but since than has again lieen 
free from abnormal symptom* and sansatlons, except 
the dot) pain ha the right loin ami along the cord ; this 
lie constantly remarks as Ids onty remaining trouble. 

The symptoms seem to be aggravated by any move- 
meats, sad the last attack developed after an attempt to 
rename riding exercise. Nothing abnormal ins been detect¬ 
ed in the urb» either between or during the attacks 
afjer re g ai n ed ua refill examine thins. There is sllgiit 
varicocote oe the right Side, which existed long before the 
present symptoms erase. MvyelSSd examination during 
the atssokw gives rise to a sickening sensation on per- 
•ott«»hm ever* tnovuble; body, the ebepe of a kidney in the 
right famlfcnr region, and this ie iaa r e a s o d in intensity by 
steady pressure. The sense at rwdstsuoe bare is eiso 
greater than on- the left side at fbe cornespiftnlfng point.

I am enabled to ootnpiete the history of this osae by 
the kindness of the patient himself, who bag retarded in 
perfect health to India, having remained quite wail since 
the operation of nephrorraphy wea performed by Mr. 
Henry Morris, the well-known London Surgeon, whoee 
report is as follows i— 

0« the 23td November ltef, tlve rlgiit kidney Was ex¬ 
posed by an oblique incision in the right loin. Careful 
search waMUatle for calculus In the pdlvis and subetadee 
Of the kidney. Noil* Was found. ffc* hktosy was «X- 
oesstvsty movable behind the peritenennv, so that it 
oOuh) be pusiied upwards, downwards and laterally, very 
freely indeed. Ae the peritoneum itself was not very loose, 
the kidney oould not be pressed sufficiently forward, so as 
to infringe against the anterior abdominal wall. It was 
that kind of movement host described a* “ under sifting" 
in contradiction to floating. 

The kidney was oarefully detached from its surround¬ 
ings, brought into the external surface Of tire lain and there 
again thoroughly manipulated wish negative results. 1 
did not in this instance (considering the very groat free¬ 
dom of movement, which wae folly sufficient to account 
for his symptoms) deem it naooeeary to cut into the kidney 
and examine the pelvis of the organ With my finger within 
it. I then, before returning the kidney into the body, 
transfixed the pastefioi surface of the kidney with three 
sutures of fcamretoo tendons ttftd by means rtf them lathed 
book the kidney to the fssoia and muscles of the loin. 
The skin was united by ordinary silk interrupted sutures. 
The patient did well, and was discharged wearing an ab¬ 
dominal belt.”

ra® symptoms simulating grave maladies. but it teaches 
ti<* praetitiooor not til form a hasty opinion nnguatdadly, 
hnt bo wall and aee what assistance the course of events 
and tile application of simple remedies may render.

It is tint mentioned in Rajnir- 
ghmta, whiob was probably aompiled in the 13th 
century. In Bitova praknsh, which is a later work, it is 
fully dealt with, end is described as a “tight astrin¬ 
gent, intoxicant, excitant and sedative.” The following 
arc the preparations of opium that are used by practitioners 
of the Hindoo system of medicine;— 

1. Amrakshashi pills. (Opium, cinnabar, Ac.) for diar¬ 
rheas, dysentery, Ac. 

3. Amritaagar, (Opium, camphor, musk, Ac.) for dia¬ 
betes. • 

S. Dugdbahati (Opium, aconite, Ac.) alterative. 

4. Sauibhunath res, (Opium, arsenic, Ac.) for diarrhtea. 

There has been recently some controversy about the 

immtion of opium iu old Kenskrit hooks. I have been 
trying to find reference* of the drug in old Sanskrit liter¬ 
ature snd medicine hooka, and by the help of a very 
learned pundit ia Kashmir hero found the following in 
on old Sanskrit manuscript.

hukimt recommend its use combined with castor, saffron, 
oinuamun, ginger, furfgon end tidmtr and black pepper. 

Opium uk a poinon. —Of all poisons used in India for 
cnmiual purposes (suicide, homicide), opium is the tuoet 
largely used, it is oasily obtainable, easily used, and 
death from opium poisoning ie almost painless. An 
examination of the records of the Coroner's Courts will 
oasily prove this. A parson bent upon suicide need only 
send a child with a couple of annas to the Merest opium 
shop, where it is obtained, without a question as to why 
it is required. 

Conclusions.—The habitual use of opium k injurious 
to health there is no doubt whatever. With alcohol it is 
easier to obsurve moderation, but the doss of opium can¬ 
not us a rule, ho kept within moderation, because, as pointed 
out above, morphiuo elaborates another substance in the 
blood which counteracts its action. The barrister who said 
before the Royal Opium Commission that he had no objec¬ 
tion whatever if his own eon contracted the habit off taking 
opium, made himaeif as much ridiculous as another laymen 
who said that opium had little medicinal value. Immoder¬ 
ate use of opium makes a max indolent, deprives him of his 
latent energy, and undermines ell tint k good and noble 
in him. Aleohel, an the other band, k an active and 
stronger agent. The drunkard beats his wife, fawkhee 
hk children, commits violent orhneaud Anally dke early 
of cirrhosis oft tie liver or daHrimn tremens. The opauui- 
eater passes a sleepy, languid and passive life wideb ie not 
necessarily out short by iu use. Who can aharofsee defend

But for all that it cannot he said 
that the habitual and immoderate use of alooltol or of opium 
does not prove injurious <0 health and life. “ Discard 
both, except whett recommended by ton " is the only advice 
Which y«tr )>hy»ician can give yott. But in the practical 
world a physician's advice is nnly rarely taken.

THE KID AS A VACCIN'IKElt—AN EXPEltlMENT. 
Bv Siirox.-Cai'I. D. M Mom, m.a., M.ti., c.m., lima. 

Indian Medical Service. 

At'the recpiestof Smguou-Csptain Dyson, Officiating 
Sanitary Comtuissiuner of Bengal, 1 undertook a short 
experimental inquiry at the Animal Vaccine DepAt, 
Calcutta, to ascertain :— 

(i) Is the kid susceptible to the action of vaccine 

virus ? 

(ii) Is. the lymph raised from the kid a snitahlo sub¬ 

stitute for lymph olitained from either the calf 
, or the chilli ? 

From the results arrival at, I believe both them ques¬ 
tions a m lie answered in the affirmative. 

la Haunt, allusion must he made to tho anomaly in¬ 
volved in using such expressions as “ van ination from 
the kid, ” “ the hid as a vecelnifer, ” Ac.' But such 
phrases, inaccurate though they be, arc preferable to 
circumlocutions like ‘’inoculation with lymph derived 
from the kid which waa originally obtained from vacinne 
lymph raised from the calf or the child." Snob a sentence 
savours too much of *• Tke r House that Jack bniit" 
style. 

Perhaps the simplest ivey out of rite difficulty would lie 
to coin some wok analogous to “ vaccina." From the 
baton some such word as *' Caprine ” might be formed, nr 
the filupk corresponding derivative might be “ Aigine. ” 

The experiment lasted rather mere the* 7 weeks, from 
&2ad August to the 12th October DW 8 : during which 
time 1 personally supervised the work, except Isstwecn tire 
2nd to the 10 Jt Octaher, wlten I wae absent on tour.

I received groat assistance from tlie members of the 
staff ettavltod to the Animal Vaociae DepAt, «is n from 
lishu a.C. Ch«okerbut(y, tlie Deputy Superintendent) 
Babu K. N. Clatterjee, Inspector of Animal Vacuiastion ; 
and Balm H. L. Hitter, the Head Vaccinator. I have also 
to thank Dr W. J. Simpson, Health Officer of Calcutta, for 
placing the aerviuee of Babo Clopal Chunder Sarbagyu, 
Municipal Vaccinator, at my disposal. Tho latter proved 
most useful ia procuring children for vaccination, nod in 
bringing them to the depAt on subsequent occasions for 
observation and control experiments. 

Amongst the difficulties I had to contend against thorn 
was the auri sacra fanwe at tlie Bengali bakriwala. Mis 
philo ophy has a strictly teleological heels, and lie firmly 
believes that a benevolent Government has beeu created 
for him to despoil. My suls>rdinateB proved powerless 
to oope with tire exactions of this individual. Exorbitant 
prices were asked for the lean of any sort of kid, prices 
which exceeded the market value of tint article. Even 
more was demanded for a kid of a soMsble oohmr and 
age. 

Tide desire for guiu was also exhibited by the mothers 
of the children vaecinatod, Sweetmeat* for tbs infants 
were not sufficient inducement; hut tlie mothers or 
guardians insisted on getting 2 annas per visit to tho 
DopAt, 

Another important drawback was that the only childtcn 
obtainable wero the offspring of the lowest classes. 
Tbs ohildreu were neglected and had very dirty skins. 
In some Instances the lymph was rubbed off tho children's 
arms either accidentally nr intentionally, and this source 
of error hud to be avoided by keeping the children under 
supervision for an hour after vaocmathm. The crusts 
were frequently picked off, so that dirt got access to tho 
exposed raw surface and caused irritation. In one in¬ 
stance (child No. 1) this practice resulted In an axillary 
abscess. , 

Nine kids, ranging from six months to ouc year in age, 
ware purchased. Each kid was kept under obserintion 
for some days previous tb inoculation, in driktr to ssi er- 
tain if it was ia good health. After operation each kid 
wee closely watched during f mrtcen days, notes were 
taken daily, and every day tlie temperature of each kid 
was roaorded thrice, i.t., ahont 6 o'clock, morning and 
evening by my assistants, ami in the forenoon by my 
•elf. On eight kids control experiments were performed, 
and they wore examined daily for one week after re- 
inoeuiution. Altogether, 17 operation) were performed 
00 these nioe kkla,—•» being primary and g secondary. 

Precautions w.ere taken ss to'cleanliness end antiseptics, 
(lie abdomen and thighs of each kid' were shaved on the 
day previous to the inoculation, and the shaved parti 
, were carefully washed, cleansed and dried just before 
fhe operation.

On sixteen children SO (nocolationa were performed.

The children Taxied in age 
from Smooths .to Si yeera, hot the majority were about 
1 year old Tweire were Hindus, S Mahomedans, and' 
1 Native Christian. Their parents were coolies and 
labourers (I)hangars and Uusdaa), dome and (weepers. 
Each child was kept under observation for one week after 
both primary and secondary operations, and in many 
instances for much longer periods.' 

fUx calves, such as are usually kept in the I)«p6t, were 
employed for a subsidiary experiment and for the purpose 
of perpetuating a particularly good strain of lymph which 
had been passed through both children and kids.

(it) Three kids were vaccinated with lanoliue vacoino 
paste obtained from the Depftt calves.

Kid No. 3 wasau entirety white, small, male hid, alleged 
to be about six months old, It wua vaccinated with lano¬ 
lins vaccine paste of the second day after preparation by 
15 incisions and 24 groups of punctures, Lymph was 
plentiful in the primary resides on the fourth day. Child 
No. 5 was inoculated on tits right arm with fourth dey 
lymph which had been stored in oepiliary tubes for 24 
hours, and with fifth day lymph direct on tho left arm 
(both proved failures). Kid No. 4 wae inoculated with 
fifth day lymph (result recorded ee e “ faflura "). Child 
No. 8 waa inoculated with eighth ‘day lymph (result 
failure). A secondary eruption appeared on the third 
day, and numerous freah erops of secondary t eruptions 
ooatinuod to appear on this kid up to the 36th dey. The 
vaccinia fever was manifested in a severe degree, because 
the thermometer recorded 106-8*F. on the fifth and sixth 
days ; in feet, the symptoms were bettor marked in kid 
No. 2 than in any of tin other kids. On the eighth day 
diarrhma commenced and continued off and on until the 
88 th day, wlien this kid died from exhaustion. . 

The unsatisfactory result in the uaae of child No. 8 was 
probably due to the lymph being too mature (eighth day); 
and in the case of the right arm of oliild So. 6 cite failure 
may possibly bo ascribed to tho fourth day lymph having 
been stored in tubes. Tho primary* inoculation of kid 
No. 3 produced dear and cuplmt lymph, to I oan offer 
no explanation of the failure in the inoculation of the left 
arm of child No. 8 with fifth day lymph, nor ofthe un¬ 
satisfactory result in the case of kid No. 4, It was ira- 
poeslbie to make any control wxperhMM on kid No. 8 , 
owing to prolonged high temperature, constantly recor- 
ring secondary eruptions, diamine* and tobifity.

Kid No. 6 was a large female kid shout 10 months 
old, and had reddish-brown %nd black liair mixed with 
white. The skin of the abdomen was thick and harsh, 
dark, and spotted w itli patches of black and reddish-brown. | 
It wap not a favourable subject for trial. It was inocu¬ 
lated with eighth day lymph from child No. 1 by five 
groups of punctures in a line with the tents. Tins eighth 
day lymph was probably too mature to produce a satis¬ 
factory result, and tire number of inoculation punotnre- 
groups was too few, considering the thickness of the skin. 
On the fourth day ly mph, ora fluid very similar to lymph, 
was formed, and Kid No. 7 was inoculated (result failure). 
On the fifth day h mph was present, and on the sixth 
day it was fairly plentiful in all five punctures. On the 
eighth day a sixtlr crust formed on an abrasion in the 
middle line between the teats and anus. From under this 
crust lymph exuded, and this crust remained adherent for 
a fortnight. Prolmbly auto-inoculation with lymph from 
the primary inoculation occurred in this instance. 

Control experiment No, 14 on kid No. -8 was efletted 
by the insertion of fifth day oalf lymph into 10 groups 
of punctures. Result ou the seventh day a failure. In 
this oase both the lymph and the kid employed were un¬ 
favourable for experiment. The kid was too old and too 
large, and its akin was too thick and too dark. The dark 
skin, associated w ith black hair, masks the symptoms of 
the inflammatory and the vaccinia reactions. Neither was 
the quality of the lymph suitable, being lymph of the 
eighth day. 

Owing to all these causes the kid proved refractory, or 
insusceptible both to ly mph from child No. 1 and also 
to calf lymph. The case of kid No. 6 has been classed 
as a “ doubtful failure." The reasone for considering the 
result unfavourable are 

1. The inoculation of kid No. 7 failed. 

2 . The control experiment on kid No. 8 waa not wholly

Kid No. 8 waa a rather large, thin, female kill, with

It waa inoculated with sixth day lymph taken from 
children Noa. 9, 10, and 11 by 12 groups of punctures. 
Lymph was developed on either the third or fourth dev, 
and kid No. 9 was inoculated with the fourth day lymph 
(doubtful euuceee). On tho fifth day lymph was scanty; 
bat a copious secondary eruption appeared. On the 
sixtli day a pustule, the result of auto-inoculation, waa 
noticed. A widely distributed pink rash developed along 
with the vesictoe and pustules of the secondary eruption. 
Fresh crops of secondary eruption appeared during the 
second week. On the 14th day the kid, owing to tlm wet 
and cold weather, suffered from eorymi and laryngeal 
catarrh, and became aphonic i but these symptoms passed 
off in the course of a few days. 

Control experiment No. 18 was done on kid No. 8 . 

It was ro-inoculaled with fifth day calf lymph by 10 
group* of punctures. (Kesult,—a failure.) Tbm case 
was classed as a primary success by reason of 

1. The course of events, inflammatory and vaccinia 
reactions, development of lymph, and formation of crusts,

If »e take the most successful case* as yielding the 
most typical temperature charts, then we find the tempera¬ 
ture takes a course somewhat similar to the following 

On tlie evening of the first day there is a sudden 
rise, which is caused by the inoculation of lymph 
and traumatic irritation. During the second and third 
da) s the temperature keeps up it the inflammatory irri¬ 
tation is sufficiently great. On the third or fourth day 
there is a fall in temperature ns the inflammatory re¬ 
action subside*. Then, on the fourth or fifth day there 
is a sudden rise caused by the inception of the vaccinia 
reaction. But in some case*, in which there i* no lull 
between the inflammatory and the vaccinia reactions (he. 
when the latter supervenes before the former ceases), 
there is n steady gradual rise from the first to the fifth 
day. On the fifth or sixth day the acme ia readied, and 
this may vary from 104*F. to 106-87., according to the 
age and normal temperature of the kid, and also in' direct 
ratio to the potency of the lymph employed. There is a 
gradual descent in the temperature line from the seventh to 
the tenth days, when some irregukr oacfltatioM oocnr be¬ 
tween the tenth and twelfth days. Die normal temperature 
is reached about the twelfth day, after which ft resumes 
its natural course. Die above ia manly a rough indication, 
and it mast be kept in mind that thd evening temperature 
on each day le higher titan rim morning one. One com¬ 
mon cause of variation k the eruption of crops of secon¬ 
dary vesicles, at which times there k often a (flight extra 
elevation of temperature.

0 * 8*9 of idiopathic hydrocele and lueiuatocole are to 
frequently met witli in the practice of every aurgeon, and 
their treatment, by many of tho so-called radical cures,— 
injections, notene and antiseptic inoitiona—is an imperfect, 
painful and withal ao tedious, that I am prompted by a sense 
of duty to the public on the one hand and by sympathy 
to tlia unhappy sufferers on the other, to place on record 
what experience haa proved to be a radical cure de facto 
for these maladies. 

The treatment is no doubt, a radical one, and will ap¬ 
pear to be so to others not unacquainted witli the pathology 
of the diseatea under consideration, inasmuch as it does 
away with the membranous sac, which is at once the 
secreting and the retaining agent of the serous • fluid, the 
accumulation of which in any quantity, besides' being a 
source at burden and enffering to the patient himself, 
brings unhappiness and disunion to the doors of many a 
ruarrted couple.

The operation itactf, as generally performed, la ns 
follows .—The patient having boon prepared by the pre¬ 
vious use of a large Warm water enema, is placed on a 
conveniently high tabhi in front of a good light, and before 
an anmatlietic is itdministonid, tile surotum and pubes 
should be well shaved on the affected side.

Surgical cleanliness should 
I* oostired by the use of lukewarm corrosive sublimate 
lotion 1 in 1000, and nothing but oarhoiised catgut ligature 
sliould lie used to secure the bleeding vessels. After the 
operation, the cord with the testicle aud the scrotal sue 
arc irrigated With the perchlorate of mercury lotion 
1 in 1000. Thu surfaces arc well dried, and none Of the 
lotion is left behind. 

The final atrip in the operation consists in replacing the 
testes with the emd aud ciosiug the scrotal wound, taking 
cdVe to bring tlie edges of the skin wound in close adapts 
lion. If the soft |«uts have not been subjected to un- 
ncoeasary bruising, during the operation, a drainuge tube 
may ho dispensed with. The external wound is dusted 
over with iodoform or aristol and painted with a thm 
layer of flexile nillodiuui. The usual dressings are then 
applied, the dry guusui perforated for the paasage of tlie 
ppnis, and a spica bandage applied. The temperature 
chart is tlie chief guide for tlie next and subsequent 
dressings. If the temperature does not go up to beyond 
100* or liirK., tlie firat dressing need not lie oliangod at 
all. Aud 1 liave known several cases of Hr. Clarence 
Btultli in which tlie first droasinga were opened on the 
seventh <ia> to no otlier purpose but to remove the super¬ 
ficial akin sutures. After tiie removal of the sutures, tlie 
part is smeared over with iodised vaseline and the patient 
is allowed to get up. A suspensory bandage being wore 
for some time longer. 

Tfie advantages which tills operation offers over that 
of the old method of tapping and injection are 
(a) It Is absolute certainty over that of tapping and 
injection i« unquestionable. 

(4) It la devoid of those severe constitutional symp¬ 
toms following tapping and injection. ,

(78) XVI. Though a partial believer ia the germ- 
theory of dheath, still I am not fanatically disposed to¬ 
wards it, and common sen** dictate* that, in the absence 
of proper nutritive material, no form of animal life— 
primate or miacroacopio—can possibly exist. We also 
know that healthy tissues do not afford a harbour for

COMBINED OPERATION TOR RELIEF 
AND RADICAL CURBi RECOVERY.

Calcutta, 

Non iv, i Hindwi male, aged 46, ii carpenter of Calcutta, 
i-arur under my treatment fur left strangulated iuguiaal 
IwiUla on the SBad July 1893, The iuteatinee liecame stran¬ 
gulated twelve hour* liefore, and taxi* had been resorted 
to by three medical men. When I aaw him, tlie patient 
had an anzimsa took, eyeu sunken, conjunctivas injected, 
there wa* great thimt with < oustant vomiting. The left 
aide of tho scrotum waa the uhsc of a fetal head, tenne, 
and slightly tympanitic. My Scat step wa* to cm or the 
part* with a mixture of ice and "alt for four hour", hut it 
waa nf no *v*H. Under chloroform taxis again failed. 
An operation ww now found to he the only moans of 
relieving tho patient from thin critical condition. 

Operational made an inctoim three indie* long over the 
inguinal region. The atmeturea wore (licit carefully di¬ 
vided on a grooved director lilt the aac waa real lied. The 
stricture waa then divided by the hernia knife and the gut 
waa relieved and redut-eil. The hernial covering* were so 
thiofcimeil and glued together hy old inflammation that the 
identification of the different *tructuroa waa impoaaitile— 
the hernia being in exiatence for eight yenra. After the 
redaction of the inteatinal portion, a maae of omentum, the 
*ite of a Honed flat, protruded and w a« imaludble, and the 
mho waa therefore opened and the omental maa* wa* 
found adherent at it* l«*e. The omentum a us diawn 
not a little and waa divided and diaaected off, «bile the 
stump wa* reduced. Tta) aae was then trannfixud and 
ligatured near tlie internal ring and waa divided lieyond tlie 
ligntdre. Tins atmnp waa then drop|»d into the peritoneal 
cavity. Tlie aae waa afterward* di**eeted out ami removed. 

The pillara of the ring were next approximated by thick 
catgut in a b««W»a* faahinn, and the wound waa drained 
through a oomtiwr-itpanlag. The operation w a* performed 
tinder atriot aatiaaptfc precaution*. 

The patient bore chlonifmm well and waa much relioved 
by the operation. Hi* temperature never rone al*n e normal, 
except fhr a few hour* on the third day after tho operation, 
when it went up to ouly 100*F. TJio wound healed by granu¬ 
lation, tlie patient recovering oomplotely in five week*. The 
dnaaing and ganaral treatment were performed according 
io tho broad relee laid dowa in tuigery. I *aw my patient 
two ttaye ago (tight month* after operation) and though 
hn atlll wear* n treat, there I* no eiga of hernia in the left 
aide. 

N*ran, ChAxtoa Dint, aged 56, of Burdwan, a clerk, 
strongly built and hy appearance reach older than hi* 
year*, caul* under treatment for Ktraaguiawd left inguinal 
hernia on tli* toad November 1888, if* was much ema¬ 
ciated, and collapsed on admtarion, with a auhnormal tem¬ 
perature and a thready pulse. The Strangulation occurred 
four home pre vtoaely,

The step* of the operation were in m> way diSereW to 
those described id the Rnd care' only tfiitt there wlateo 
omentum to dial With. The' aac however, nnfihe&eflfet 
care, contained 8 ok. of eanlou fluid whtdh atesp^d on 
opening thi aae. * ' 

The patient rallied from the oolUpaed state he waa in 
before the operation. The day after the opmtlciB pa¬ 
tient's temperature went np to HflH'F. and con'tlhued 
fluctuating feverishly for five d»y», after whieh it became 
normal and romained so till recovery. 

One complication that set in, nod of n seriso* nature 
too, was a sloughing of the right testicle which had to 
be removed. Tlie patient, however, made a complete re¬ 
covery. The interred ring ie found closed hy a. danse 
cicatricial mass, which is quit* capable of obetructing 
any desceut of the gut. 

The medical treatment of tlie eat* waS on the line of 
diffuaihlo stimulants, while his diet oonsrited of an abun¬ 
dance of meat-broths and milk. 

Remarkt. —Herniotomy is an operation which is resorted 
to for tlie relief of herniuFstrangglptioa, in order to save 
the life of tlie patient. But tho operation for the radical 
cure is resorted to hy patients whiia otherwise in good 
health, only for tlie purpose of ridding tiiemrelven per 
manently of this disease. 

Tho people of India ha\ o got a dread against all surgi¬ 
cal operation*, and they will postpone such procedures 
till often it becomes too late for even an operation to 
relieve their ailment*. I havo sad experience of uiapy 
such case* in winch this delay has cost patient* their 
lives. Such being the care, I think anybody, who lia* 
practised in this country for a few year*, know* what 
a large percentage of Indians suffer from hernia, and 
how few nf those undergo the operation for their 
radical cure. Those who do undergo operation in our 
Calcutta hospitals art. moitly people from the moffasil, 
who come to Calcutta, not knowing exactly what sort of 
treatment they ehuli have to undergo. I am of opinion 
that if tho nature of th< treatment were explained to 
them before hand, six cases out of every tog would never 
enter hospital. But in cases of strjiggulktod hernia 
patient* do not object to an oggratiou, AU lueb canes 
do not require operatiou, anti maiiyfce salieviSl by ice and 
taxis, us tlie following statistics of the Calcutta Mayo 
Hospital duriug the hut five year* clearly *how

Tim* it is apparent that out of 40 canal, oft strangulated 
hernia only 7 required operation, while AS case* were relieved 
by ice, aided to some extent by task tea, if properly 
applied, ia a valuable agent in relieving bsrhitd ttranguk- 
tion. The beat mode of applying ice ia toanahea rahataw 
of it prettded with salt, and W coder the whole of the

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The longeet time that such tnutment ought to ho tested 
is four to fire hours. 


^rhen operating on a ease of strangulated hernia, 1 do 
not think that the excision of the sac and approximation of 
the pillars of the interns! ring in any way add to the risk 
or gravity of the operation of simple herniotomy, and If the 
operation has succeeded m effecting a core, in an old and 
feeble man of 58 like my second patient, I thiuk it might 
l» put down as a fairly good rule that when operating 
on a strangulated hernia, one should always perform the 
operation of radical cure as well. 

ONE DAY'S OUT-DOOR WORK AT THE 

. SOOREE DISPENSARY, 

By J. 6. Flfjiikq, w.n.o.. 

Civil Stirgebn, Birbhum. 

As it may interest many to know the nature, quantity 
and quality of the out-door dispensary work done by a 
civil medical officer, I send an analysis of Osx n^v's wobk 
taken hap-hasurd from my attendance register. The 
'Uttendanoe of patients on this day is in no way un- 
msual, if anything, it happens to be a reconl of one of my 
“ alack days.” 

On tite 7th January 18114, the daily register shows an 
attendance of 58 out-door patients. 0£ these 21 arc 
Mshomodans, 12 males and 8 females, of whom 12 were 
children and 8 adults. There were 115 Hindoos, 10 mules 
and 15 females, of whom 7 were clnhlion and 28 adults. 
There went also two Malay Christian children among this 
number. 

Among their ailments, 27 were cases of malarial fever, 
11* of which had no complications ; while 8 wure oompli- 
cateihwith enlargement of liver or spleen, amentia, diar- 
liuua, bronchitis and hemtorania. The general treatment 
of theee cases was by simple diaphoretics, quinine 
and purgatives, the special cases requiring their complica¬ 
tions attended to. 

Bowel complaints. —Fit e cases of diarrheas were treated 
by chalk mixture. 

Skin diseases. —Throe cases, all parasitic. 

Bl'ml poisoning,— Two cases, both of an erysipelatous 
nature, dge to septic infection. 

Eye diseases —Six cases, two were caees of foreign body 
in the eye (paddy husks). One was a case of saroOma I 
of ike eyeball. The tumour was as big at a golf ball, and 
excision of the eyeball was performed successfully for ita 
relief. 

Abscess. —Two cases of large abscess of tha foot and 
axilla, both heated fay inoieioa. 

Syphilis.— Four eases, 3 secondary forma and 1 tertiary. 

Thrbat and tar disease.—Two cases. 

Menial disease. —One case. 

’ tfemeitis .—One case.

I 8U0UI.B like, through tho medium of your columns, to 
obtain the opinion of my professional brethren regarding 
the following case :— 

A lady, aged over three score years, laid suffered from 
constipation for years. Since 1876 ahe commenced taking 
Tamar Indian Loaangos, with benefit to herself, and has 
I continued tire practice. 

About the end of July' 1801, she lagan to feel for erlalt 
and sick at stomach after meats, and was htought 
into the station about the end of Augnet in a state of 
great exhaustion. She was trusted for malarious fever, and 
recovered from it iu a couple of weeks or so. On the 
10th October a new packet of tea was opened and tho 
usual quantity was steeped for chota /wires, three 
ledics partook of this. One complained of a fouling of 
nausea, but did not get sick, the other felt no ill effects, 
but the old ludy (whose wise I die) vomited freely from 
7 a.m. to 3, r.M. , alsmt whir h hour ahe recovered, anil 
ate Iter dinner. On the lltli all want weU, and she took 
| a Tamar ludien at night. On the 12th, iramedktely or 
about a quarter of an hour after chota home, con- 
aietingof a dry toast and tea, she began vinditing freely, 
aird passing copious bloody stools. Her thirst was un- 
qtientihable and incessant. 8be went into a death-like 
swoon or faint and soon became very weak, cramps in 
her calves anti feet sot iu, and at the 8th or 7th bloody 
stool, the pains in the lower part of the abdomen, were 
excruciating, anil a person Irad to press the painful part 
with all her strength to give relief while the sufferer was 
vomiting. Tho medical attendant declared after seeing 
tite stool, that she lord been poisoned. Ho prescribed the 
wirite of an egg beaten up in milk, and then gave other 
rontedies. 

Remarks.—I will not venture tn offer any suggestions 
as to the nature of tire case, but cuprous lurliiorrhege 
front tire bowels is a dangerous symptom, 1 would seek 
tire expression of opinion to tire following queries, as 
I believe answers to them would be interesting. 

What induced those distressing symptoms? Wei* they 
doe to any sudden disease to which her age rendered her 
sue -optible or to any other cause ’ 

Was tire case one of haauiorrbegiv flux occurring as a 
sequel of malarious fever ?

Of a happy and kind-iiearted disposition, ever ready to 
sestet in a good oanss, Dr. Chambers berates the fwadar 
and eubeequent President of the -Eunwine and Aapte- 
ludian A uociatian, which office he held for six yen*. Of 
this work, gigantic in its conception, difficult in Bs proee- 
ention and completion, It would lie fmposrtblc within the 
limits of a brief sketch, to expatiate. Suffice it to My 
tlwt no generous mind could have imagined a nobler or 
loftier design than tbe amelioration of suffering lwtnatdty. 

Dr. Chambers was elected a Municipal .Commissioner 
end Justice of the Peace and Presidency Magistrate, and 
there are those who still remember the unflagging sal 
and energy with which ho labored in tho public cause for 
nearly twelve yam. On one occasion e report by Dr. 
Chambers on the Sanitation of Oalcntta led to a contro¬ 
versy on the subject, and in a leader the Anglo -Mian 
Guardian had the following remarks:— 

“It used to be said of Macaulay that hia severest critics 
were often astonished to find that in running thefr beads 
against his statements, they were actually questioning high 
authorities of whom they lwd never before heard, although 
Dr. Chambers appears to have made sanitation in some of 
its aspects a speciality, and is said to have (Attained dis¬ 
tinction in tbe study of it during his collegiate court*;, and 
subsequent professional career, there was no particular 
need for the health officer now to have rais4H Dr. Cham- 
Iters to the position of a sanitary Macaulay, the lese so 
that Dr. Chaiubera' information must, in this instance, be 
shared by scores of even non-profoMHinsl persons, and 
in fact by every one pretending to any acquaintance with 
tho subject.”

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MEDICAL CONSULTANTS AMD TUB PBOFB8GIGN. 

The position of consultants in tin medical profession 
crop* up from time to time, and the Bribe* Me d io n l 
Journal lately has printed anonymoesly Site opinion* 
of several emteeat coneultenta on the subject. 

These vary oonddersbly, some saying they would pre¬ 
fer to see patients only in ooneutMtion with the family 
adviser, while other* say*nothing would induce them to 
do so, Barely there must he eotne meen between these 
opposite poise of seetiiuont, and ae “in mMafutieeimue Me” 
is proverbial, let os see if the members ef the profession 
cannot develop some “ modes vivmdi" to satisfy Use 
conditions ef modern life, in which tbe atragglo for 
existence becomes more severs every day. 

“ Survival of the fittest ” is an expression in our months 
continually, and we as medical men know perfectly well 
this is no empty phi esc, but a stern fact, and those who 
cannot “ adapt themselves to their environment" uiuet 
surely perish. 

Vet medical men are just a* stupid and selfish at the 
en-oatled “ workiag-iueo, though In a different manner. ” 
Ttie wurkiug-man joins a “ trades union,” and doe* blind 
ly whatever its wire puller* tell him, no matter how un- 
reaeunalite a “ strike ” may lie, nor how disastrous it is 
to himself and Ids family. 

Medietl men on the contrary Will not combine at all, 
but are a heterogeneous consource of “ atoms,” disdaining 
all ” affinity," although they have studied chemistry, and 
ought to comprehend the benefit of “combining propor¬ 
tions although they have studied physiology, and ought 
to comprehend “ differentiation of function." 

But long before modern chemistry and physiology 
were studied ae seieneee, A!sop, with Ids sterling common 
tense, wrote ttie instructive fable of the “ Belly and the 
members," yet even to the present day social organisa¬ 
tion is hut little further developed than in his time. 

What it the consequence ? We frequently see doctors 
obliged to go to law to defend themselves team unjust 
attack, and os their assailants are often men of straw, 
an appeal hat to he made to the whole profession for 
suliseriplions to pay the legal expense* of tbe viotim. 
Then “ six-penny dispensaries, ” “open surgeries," and 
“chub appointments ” are terms which express tbe “ sweat¬ 
ing" action of tiie public, end the struggle* ef tbe un 
fortunate medical we at home for their Uand-to-mouth 
existence. 

Even dices foil, and the children of torn* medical sum 
are now actually “ half-timer*," spending part of their 
tie* st school end port in a feclory, hi order to keep body 
end eoui together. 

The extension of the court* of medical study from 
four to five year* will reduce tbe number* at time* who 
enter the pro f a ni o n , ted dearth deity knorteees the number 
of these who retire from it, eo than* who eve left 4e it. 
swat devise some mean* ef obtaining a “living wage* 
if they are not to periih tiy wear and tear. 
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The great “ Font et ortgpmali " is the absurd jealousy 
ovary medical mMLhu at every attar medical man, and 
until ftujrffwto fohit » faWt WrihdeV this la, they need 
not expect any improvement in their position or prospects. 

* Uunion fait la farm” is the motto of Belgium, and 
though it is notorious that Belgium end Switzerland, two 
of the smallest states io Europe, ere also two of the most 
prosperous, the lesson stems unite thro* n away on doctors, 
of whom an “Introductory Lecturer'’ at the London 
Hospital sometime age said, “every doctor is like Ishmael, 
for hie luuid is against every man in the prufeesion, and 
every man's hand is against him." 

The London Hospital has given some most distinguish¬ 
ed men to our profession, and ail over the world the name 
ef one of them, Johathah Hotcuiueoa, is tanonred by 
doctors, as a man real!) of “ light and leading," alike 
eminent es a surgeon, as a teaciier and as a citizen. 

In tta BrMth Mtdioal Journal of 9th December 
189H, ho lias published an address which he delivered at 
Ids “ Clinical Museum,” 211 Great Portland Street, London, 
which be has established st Ids own expense for the 
bencht of himself and his friends, whom he generously 
invites to use It, free of charge in their post-graduate 
course of study. 

Msy we not hail this as a germ of an important im¬ 
provement for tta profession V Not many of us ean afford 
to make such a generous gift as this to Ids confreres, 
but this gift from Jonaiiian Huh iiinson should remind 
us that wo are confreres, and should behave an such, for 
“ blcssl is thicker than w liter."

organisation wars mads of dutisb and rosters, as St a 
hospital, arrangements could secure the junior doctors 
their proper number of “niglits in bed," just aa easily aa 
is now done in a regiment in time of poaco, 

It it lamentable to think how much experiene* is 
every year lost to the profession by the death of senior 
members. 0 If these “ Sodalities ” were formed, a gnat 
deal of it would be preserved, by friendly consultation 
and conversations at the clinical museums. Junior 
practitioners often make mistakes, as every one's own 
memory can prove, but if meetings took place at regular 
days and hours at these museums, juniors would unhesitat¬ 
ingly ask, snd seniors would Unhesitatingly give, advice 
which would be very nseful in saving perplexity to a 
junior, and suffering to his patient. 

In practice oases occur which are not at all like those 
mentioned “in the books,” and many a junior would be 
reliei ed from anxiety if he had ready access to a friendly 
senior who could help him informally to diagnose, say, 
“sudaminu” from some more formidable eruption. 

The seniors now hai c almost as much drudgery as the 
juniors, and ttay say that as salaried assistants, tta juniors 
are unsatisfactoiy in many ways ; while the juniors ex¬ 
plain that they cannot get enough to eat, as the seniors 
take such low fees. 

The souiora retort that they also must live, and that 
they hardly earned enough to pay for their bread and 
cheese, till they hud lost their teeth to eat it. There 
must he something wrong somewhere, and each must 
try to remedy it. 

The juniors say if a junior consultant takes two guineas 
for a consultation, a senior consultant euglit to take five, 
ten, twenty or fifty guiueus, according to his seniority 
and reputation. 


Yes, and a profession too, so let us make a beginning 
now, at once, in January 1894, to organise the profession 
properly, taking hint* from the “Clinical Museum,’' from 
the “ British Medical Association," and from “ Neighbour¬ 
hood Ottilda," which wc recommended to our renders 
long ago. 

There i» no reason, but onr ow n laziness, w hy a “ clinical 
museum" should notta attached to every hospital, and 
if we tagin In largo townsj tta custom will spread to 
smaller places in course of time. 

The profession of late years lias expanded so much in 
its comprehension of sciences and arts that no one men 
call ever hope to be equally good in all subjects, so ta must 
devote himself to three for which he has most aptitude. 
Only in very large towns can a specialist live entirely by 
his speciality, but as in general hospitals we may observe 
that every bne takes every ease which comes before him 
among the out-patients, while melt man has Ids special 
cases among the ta-patients. Why should wc not extend 
this liabit to private practice ? 

Theta association*-—Bright we call thorn “ Sodalities, ” 
from soriolis, a companion ?—wc think, ought to be huger 
Mum private pwrtaerships of two or throe persons, and 
whOUM include obtMgh members to work a town, or a 
region of a letgb town. The settlor member* ostoMdty 
would iic the e o n sal to ats, salt the jhntos vroaM naturally 
•be tta “orderly ofitowe" to ettoed to tey-caU af a too- 
•wunt'e nnHi'B takinsr their turn to do so, and if a proper 


This is quite true, fur medical fees are absurdly luw 
iu conqiarison with lawyer's fees, especially in India, so 
the profession must educate the public iu this respect. At 
present we may see bow ignorant the public is by tta dis¬ 
closures iu the notorious trial of Ilanteu the quack, whose 
so called* electric belts cost him two or three shillings, 
while he sold them to gullible people for tiiree, four or five 
guineas each, according tc tta appearance of the purchaser 
—their electric efficacy being absolutely nothing. 

Tta public looks upon a doctor as & sort of a compound 
of nurse and sweeper, and admires a roan for bis “ bed- 
aide manner", or for “sacrificing himself" by sitting up 
all night with a patient. We must teach tta public that 
the duties of a nurse are qaito distinct from those of a 
doctor, and must insist upon patients employing nurses 
for nurse's duties, and doctors only for advioo. 

One may see in some business offices a notice put up 
to this effect, in large letters ;

Till this defect is remedied, it is hopeless for doctors to | 
expect to be received in the antsy as on a par with com¬ 
batant offioers, who summon them to treat and to nurse 
either an officer, or his servant, at a moment’s notice, 
according to his whim, not his necessity. 

Too Innch time already has been spent in grumbling, 
bo we must take action, concerted action, if we expect 
the profession to be treated with consideration. Home, 
was not built in a day, but it would never lmve been limit 
at all if ItomuluH had not made a beginning. Jonas iuv 
Hutchinson lias planted good seed, so let ns, his pupils, 

J nd it and water it, and help it to develop into a good 
rong tree, which inay shelter all dodois under its 
branches.

Rai Lai, Madhub Mookkkjuk, Baiudux, i .m.s., a gra¬ 
duate in Medicine and Surgery of the Calcutta Universit), 
President of the Calcutta Medical School, Lecturer m 
Ophthalmic Medicine and Surgery in that Institution, and 
a medical Practitioner in this city, also a Fellow of the 
Calcutta University, and Presidency Magistrate of Calcutta, 
a Past President of the Calcutta Medical Society, and a 
Municipal Commissioner for the town of Calcutta for nine 
years, had nearly thirty years’ experience in (government 
service as Medioal Officer in charge of the Famine Hospi¬ 
tals at Chitpore and Sealdah during the great Orissa 
Famine of 1866, ns House Surgeon for thirteen years to 
the Calcutta Ophthalmic Hospital and as Teacher of 
Ophtllalraios in the Campbell Medical School. Concerning 
the use of opium by the people of India, lie would gener¬ 
ally state that the narcotics in use among them rank in 
the following order, in regard to their consumption ; 
opium first, alcohol next, and ganja lost. Dealing as 
he had done with a specialism in medicine, he had for¬ 
tunately had ampler opportunities than had fallen to the 
lot of others of obtaining experience as a practising physi¬ 
cian, having constantly for the past 25 years bsd people 
from all parti of India under his treatment as an oculist. 
Opium was used by all classes and grades of native society. 
Judged by his experience aa a physician and as one who 
baa made the usages and habita of the people of liia 
country Ms special study for years, he had no hesitation 
in saying that both the temperate and intemperate use of 
ndtootics, chiefly opium and alcohol, had been and waa 
growing slowly hot steadily and surely. He was fully

The opium habit, indulged iu by She wail-to-do eh c saia, 
is raaorted to mostly for the relief «f physical aitaaflU, 
such as buwal complaints, asthma, and rheumatic pains, 
but it is also much used by them purely a* s nareotio 
and aphrodisiac. It is indulged in by the illiterat* poor 
oliiefiy as a narcotic and aphrodisiact The quantity of 
opium uasd varies from half a pine worth er three grains 
up to the weight ef from one to throw rupee# «r from 180 
to 640 grain# per diem. Tbs general tondenoy of opium- 
eaters is to gradually increase their dues of the drug, end 
it is often a difficult tank end a painful one, to giv« up 
the I is bit. Concerning the physical notion of the opium 
habit, he was of opinion that it produces (low and Steady 
and certain degeneration of the human System, abundantly 
evidenced in the digestive disorders and emaciation 
that attend ite use. Its mental and moral effects are 
.none the lest harmful and none the leas marked. It moat 
certainly tarnishes the moral nature of mao, weakening 
Ida mental control over his will, and thus can sing him to 
be tlie prey of tire evil and vicious habits of lying and 
stealing. After thirty years of a busy utediaal lite, be 
could not but look with mournful regret upon the modern 
Sooul history of his country. He remembers with joy the 
days of hie collegiate and classical training) and it seems 
to him that the habit of using narcotics is strongly account¬ 
able for much of the physical degeneration and moral de¬ 
crepitude of his countrymen to-dey. His impression is 
that tlw courage and physical stamina of the Sikhs end 
ltujputs of the renowned Raujit Singh’s time are not the 
same to-day. He can recall with pride the valiant prowess 
of tlie Nepalese Princes end people in the past, and from 
personal acquaintance with them iu his professional duty 
he can say that the steady increasing use of nareotibs has 
not only caused them to degenerate physically, hut 
mentally and morally, and tliay can now hour bo possible 
comparison with their heroic ancestors. He bad also a 
very close and intimate acquaintance with the great noble¬ 
men of the honored court of the King of Oodh. Opium 
and alcohol have played sad havoc not only with their 
prestige, but their iutemperonoe in opium is a by-word, 
font has lost them their ioheiitanae, end is blotting 
them out of the lend of tlie living. It cannot he said that 
Western civilisation and education are causing the de¬ 
generation of his people ; on the contrary, for these 
blessings they owe undying loyalty and gratitude to 
England. Surely it is vies that ia raining India, and 
admittedly the great vies is the habit of using opium or 
alcohol. He felt vary deeply the urgent necessity there 
is for introducing some measures for placing greater res¬ 
traint upon the ante and uas of opium and of alcohol also, 
by all classes ef bis people, so that-much of the physical 
and moral evil arising from the use of these drugs may be

Ha 
liad no hesitancy to saying tliat users tost motto tone and 
fibre.

Servants 
using it would lie and steal He had not heard of opi um 
lining generally regarded as a prophylactic against fever. 
He had not seen it used generally ae such. He often 
heard respeatable native gentlemen epeek of the habit as 
disreputable, and of tlie Government conheetiou with 
opium na wrong and disgraceful He would advise ite 
prohibition except for medicinal purposes. Grave crimi¬

A to!. KaisHNA Dott a, Member of tlie Homoeopathic 
Medical Society of Pbiladephia, and private medical 
practitioner of twelve yeara standing, had experience of 
01 tom-eaters of all classes to Calcutta, Bdiaret, and the 
twenty-four pargenuas. In Me opinion ten per cent, of 
adult males of middle and upper classes, and one per ceqt. 
among the lower classes, took opium, e.g., labourers and 
oultivators • who had to lead lives of muscular activity 
seldom took opium. The ) is bit w*s generally acquired 
between (he 30th and 40th year* of age. Many tailors 
and carpenters took it. These were never punctual to 
their work, and were known ae chronic bars. The washer¬ 
men of his native dietrict did not take ft to protect them 
against damp and malaria. That opium eaters dreaded 
water and disliked to work on it Was well known to the 
women of the country. He knew many who took opium 
for pleasure's sake. Coses ip which the buhjt had been 
broken off were few and far between. It was highly 
extolled a* a medicine in dtorrheea, dysentery, diabetes, Ae, 
The maladies arc only patttoted by its use, aud re-sppear 
with greater violence. It was not a prophylactic •gainst 
malarious fevers. He knew af no medic*! authority ad¬ 
vocating it to auoli, It induced general torpor af the 
nerves, and inability to react agtopat drag*; so tfeatmedi- 
otoes ftohto to tot in opium-eater*. It caused chronic 
congestion of the Brer, kidney*, **d other organs, end 
thus totor ftw to with nutrition ! The motto nature became 
slowly and steadily affected, tbo victim became life, toiy, 
stoggMi sod cowardly. 
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WANTSD A LAW TO COSTKOL RKCBKT 
MKDICATJON. 

Ass Ant modern method* of drag-vendors opposed to ||tte 
ntiamd practice of medicine ’ is a lerloo* (fuestlon that the 
State Should took closely Into aa the “ Salat pojmli " demands 
something more than eusnal comment. 

The true reason why doctor* refute to recommend detent 
or secret remedies ie that no sane or honest man would dare 
to prescribe any mixture or compound If he does net know 
the trim medicinal Talas of each and every one of lie sevural 
Ingredients, yet them am hundreds of the lsity, who, scorning 
to avail themselves of competent medical advice and attaint¬ 
ing the doctors with a mlfith, aversion to patent remedies, 
win rash madly after entry highly lauded preparation that 
they hear of. but of whose composition none but the patentee 
knowi anything, and when they become living wrecks that 
am a curse to themselves, a nuisance to those about them, and 
almost beyond the poeaibillty or probability of cure, they 
will not hesitate to grovel at the feet of that very “ qualified 
madioal aid " that they effected to despise. 

At personal idiosyncrasies vary exceedingly nnd no disease 
runs precisely the same course or presents exactly the same 
symptoms in all or even two of the sufferers, it Is unreason¬ 
able to suppose thet nny nun drug or oompouml will affect 
alike nil perrons afflicted with tho same malady. 

Rational therapeutics therefore cmbmcee three main 
branches, which, though widely different from each other, 
all tend to the same points and purposes, tit., tho alleviation 
of suffering, the cure of disease, and preservation of health 
and life. 

The first of these, pkytiohiyy, dealing with the various 
processes of nutrition, respiration, excretion and secretion, 
teaches how to correct abnormalities and maintain a proper 
balance of their normal condition. 

The second, patkolayy, has to do with morbid clinical and 
port mortem observations, and treats on the cause, course and 
oonsequences of the abnormal conditions; while the third, 
/MwrWy, shews the trustworthiaew, as well as the physloal 
and chemical characters, of the necessary remedial agents. 

That physician, who, despite all temptations to the 
contrary, maintains Us sclentltio Integrity, acts with honor 
and precision j but he add* a foul blot to the fair escutcheon 
of the medical faculty, who, compelled cither by “ hard times " 
or « -»<■-»-*■ by the interests of the “ Chemist's Firm " for 
which he alts, is swayed by unscientific methods under 
whose perverting inUnenee he permits a cortain clasa 
. of venders to dictate or soggeat not only his course of 
notion, bnt the medicines aieo and die remedies that be 
should employ, and svery time that be yields to such prompt- 
ingl, he sails closer and closer to the doughs of tho 
empiric slid hopelessly drifts further away from rational 
thempentfcn.

Continents! powew by demanding a law rendering it criminal 
for any one other than a medical perron or legalised e ha m lst 
to prepare, keep in stock, or sell medicines et anptmd 
thorapeutios or unknown composition. . 

Then, and then only, may the public wet srlth any topee 
of security that the remedies they use are In eooordunoe with 
rationality and truth, and will not toad to foster or generate 
diseases beyond tho possibility of cure.

(1 uards in a manner not likely to be regarded aa eatfofeetory by 
the generality of people, lb the current imue of the London 
Garotte It is announced tint " Horgcou-Lleut.-Oolonol W. H. 
Briggs retiree from the service, receiving a gratuity." Bnt 

Dr. Briggs baa just written protesting against any one assum¬ 
ing that this I* a voluntary retirement on bis part from the 
Army. He declares that he never applied to be allowed to 
retire on a gratuity ; but that he bad mged hie rtgjit to do so 
on a pension of ASGB a year, under the provision at a Boyal 
Warrant, " for distinguished service la thu field." The alle¬ 
gations arising out of Lord Connemara's affair Dr. Briggs 
has always been anxious to meet, bnt six months of vigorous 
efforts to obtain a court-martial failed. “ Bis Royal Highness 
theCommander-in-Chelf has never given mean opportunity «t 
meeting these secret calumnies," wrote the uafbrtunuto 
officer to the Military Secretary at the Hone Guards, and of 
coarse, the time for dealing with the accusation* before 
such a tribunal Is now pul. In this letter to tho Bone 
Guards, Dr. Briggs 1* pretty outspoken. The silence which 
was enjoined upon him at one time by die Duke of Cam¬ 
bridge he now very naturally disregards, and he protests 
against the treatment be bis received for nearly fire yenra 
put from the Field-Marshal Commandlng-in-Chlef, “ Secret 
social infinenaeeh* complains, “have affected the ruin of my 
career In the Army” Dr Briggs hat, in fact, boea driven oat 
of "the Army wftljput baring had any opportunity of 
vindicating hit right to remain in it, mid he dote not hesitate 
to say that this result has been brought about "by the 
deliberate action of H. B. B. the Commander-in-Cblaf."

DOCTORS, BE TERSE AND PRACTICAL. 

Thb following remarks from the presidential address of 
Dr. Joseph Bell to the Medlco-Cbirorgical Society of Edin¬ 
burgh, which we dtp from the tHivinrfh Medical Journal, 
might well be taken to heart by all medical societies the 
world over 

“What we need for this society to maintain ita great 
reputation of the past, and extend it in the future, is teal on 
the part of ita members. Let the seniors come out and give 
their experience; let the younger ones try not to despise the 
Ignorance of thdf elders ; let each and all try to edify and 
instruct, and add to the store of knowledge and esperlence, 
experiment and practice, on which alone Is real professional 
progress based. Brevity and precision in statement, careful 
excision of all superfluous detail and repetition, a determined 
extermination of overy historical allusion to Hippocrates or 
Oaten, Ambroise Pare or Bcultefcas, will give us time to dis¬ 
cuss the papers, which, under theee conditions, cannot poe- 
sfbly be longer than twenty tainfttea."

The 
ohiMreu were Gun sent home, whence, either later in the 
day or next morning, tbey returned to school apparently 
none the worse for their tta'yarc. The peculiarity in these 
caam was the extraordinarily short time in which the 
symptoms arose and disappeared in this “ tmtmmffcttice 
seisoro."

MEDICAL FEES IN RUSSIA. 

Wk quote from the 1Imlical Standard “ The Osar of 
Russia recently issued a ukase on medical fees which 
divides the population into three separate classes, the first 
one is composed of the noBles, the capitalists, the landowners,. 
the manufacturers, the bankers, the principal merchants, ahd 
members at the first six classes of the civil, military, and 
naval service. The second class comprises lawyers, parsons, , 
and professional men of one kind and another, as well as 
Government employees of the seventh and eighth grades;. 
while class number three to of the balance of the population. 
For patients of the first olasa the fee is limited under severe 
penalties to (8.78 for each consultation; for those of the 
second class to $1.65 ; while the cost of medical advice to 
the masses is limited to IS cents. If the fee were proportion¬ 
ed to incomes, the first clasB would pay $27; the second, 816 ; 
while the IS cent fee would remain."

Twentv-vour hours alter making a plate-cultivation from 
the suspected stool, transfer one or more of the bacilU-colanies

Very toon 
a peculiar disturbance In locomotion Wu evident. The gait 
became shaky ami uncertain, amt Romberg's symptom— 
inability to stand with the eyes elaaed—wu prevent. The, 
limbs became weak, and there was uuestheeia of the skin in 
the lower part of the thighs. Thera was also disturbance of 
a-ticulatiou and dystagmus when the eyes were moved. There 
wu likewise present a peculiar condition of muscles, not 
so much a myotonia aa a peculiar shaklpg of musofai, and dur¬ 
ing voluntary movement there gu such a disturbance aa 
necessiated that the movement should be carried out in jrnkst 
and duimg repetition of the movements the tune peculiarity 
persisted and did not leave off as it does in true conditions 
of myotonia. This peculiarity wu visible esrHef ami in .a 
higher degree in the muscles of the lower extremity than in 
these of ttie upper. When the arms were affected the die- 
ability wu especially evident In the act of writing. The 
pen would suddenly stop in the middle of a letter, the hand 
would remain a moment In n state of cramp, and the move¬ 
ments would be resumed and go on naturally ‘ until another 
attack presently supervened. The nystagmus wu alae of 
this peculiar character, apparently depending upon a similar 
condition affecting the ocular muscles, end the disturbance 
of articulation apparently wu the) result ot an analogous 
interference with the movement* of the toegue. In the 
latter stage* isolated fibrillary twitching* were evident. Sensi¬ 
bility wu impaired on tile fare era n and lower port of the 
thighs, but, curiously enough, sensibility to warmth remained 
unaltered. The knee-jerks wen in »B cases retained, bat the 
pupil reaction to light wu somewhat slowed. Intelligence 
and general health were quite good.

The Etiotogjf of Chlorosis. 

Meihebt attributes ehlorosto todtoplaoemeut oi the stomaeb 
(gastroptosis) inducel by the prevailing custom of constrict, 
ing the lower portion of the tliorax by moans of stays. He 
speaks of an increased irritability of the prolapsed organ, 
probably due to stretching ot the nerve fibres which cotttse 
from thectolar plexus to the lesser curvature of the stomach. 
He believes that gastroptosis is present In all cases of chlorosis, 
and persists after the blood condition has been cured. He 
accounts thus for the marked tendeucy to relapses. In 
growing girls he regards the oondltion as curable If the 
exciting mumes are removed, but in the fully-grown adult the 
condition cannot be cured. Similar diangee are induced, he 
states, in cases of chost deformity due to rickets (pigeon 
breast), and in persons of phthisical habit.— B. M. J.

Operative Treatment of Backward. Dis¬ 
placements of the Uterus. 

Dk. K. W. Ctjshixg tayt — 

1. That many oases of retroflexion, and moat cases of 
retrovertlou, If uncomplicated, cause little teriooe disturbance 
and require no operative treatment, 

2. That severe retroflexion in the virgin, when given rite 
to symptoms sufficiently severe to call for treatment, is best 
relieved by operation. 

2. That caaea of retroversion which cannot be made com¬ 
fortable by simple measures, such as tbe use of a pessary, are 
uaoally obdurate on account of tome complication which re- 
quires operation. 

4. That of the operations designed for the cars of retro- 
displacement, the only one* worth considering Are the 
Alcxander-^iams operation, tbe various methods of intra- 
abdominal shortening of the round ligameqU, and ventro¬ 
fixation. 

5. That there Isalegitimate awl useful field for Alexander’s 
operation, subject to the following limitation*'r—The 
uterus most be free, the diagnosis moat be exact, the ana¬ 
tomical conditions must be favorable. 

*. That when these conditions are not present, it te better 
to make a median abdominal looision and act according to oir- 
cumstancca.

far Reaching Influence of Abnormalities 
of the Clitoris. 

D*. B. T. Monte, of New York, offer* the following 
epigrammatic, sentence regarding onrtein abnormal states of 
the clitoris ■ “ The clitoris in adittlp-electrical button, which 
when prensed by edhenionn rlnge up the whole nerronn 
system." He ban found e Urge proportion of the highly 
etoluted femalee—Americans end city dweller*—of hi* prac¬ 
tice, having the glenn clitorldl* and the prepuce agglutinated 
by edhenionn. He hM neen reflex neurotic disturbance# of 
serious an well at trifling nature that were removed by the 
freeing of the glands from those adhesions. He had a cane of 
nymphomania of eight yearn’ standing get well promptly 
after the breaking up of these adhesion*, u,*o a veiy netiou* 
epileptic case , also others of less gravity. 

He refers to the experience of the late Baker Brown of 
London, who wan expelled from the London Obstetrical 
Society in 1887, because be amputated the clitoris an veiy 
frequently. The mistake of Hr Brown, according to the 
view of Dr, Moiria, did not consist in megmfyuig the stiong 
rafiex influence of the elitons over the nervous life of woman, 
but it consisted in cutting that orgkn away entirely, when 
all that was probably requited, in many case# at least, waa 
to liberate it from Ita imprisonment within the prepuce, if 
Brown had pondered a little on the vole that cliiondcai 
adhesions play, he might have scoured for hia patients the 
name amount of beneHt that be claimed to get from the 
operation of amputation, and at the same time retained his 
leading poeltion among the British gynecologists. Hiseneigy 
carried him too far. The abnormal states of the clitoris may 
exist to a moderate extent withont eliciting any reflex de¬ 
monstration, but when they are extensive they are pretty 
care to beget masturbation and attendant evils, from nenras- 
thenic symptoms up to profound reflex neuroses. l)r Morris 
formuUtes the following among tte conclusions • “ Preputial 
adhesions form a very common factor in invalidism in 
young women." If this is a tree conclusion, the time has 
fully come when there ahould be female physicians organi¬ 
cally attached to all the female colleges and schools— Jimr, 
uf .4 in, Med statue. 

Syphilis and Pregnancy, 

Focrnixh believes that two of the most important factors 
in the diagnosis ofhortditary syphilis in a family are great 
frequency of abortion and high infantile mortality. Abor¬ 
tion is least frequent when the father is syphilitic, more fra- 
quant when the mother alone is Syphilitic, and moat constant 
when both parents are lgfected. In the latter cases as many 
aa nineteen abortions have been known to occur. Fournier 
attended a family In which the first three pbildreu were all 
bprae »t term awl all robqst. Then the father contracted 
syphilis, and hit wife beoasat, infected; she aborted three 
timet in snceeasfon. Fournier found that at the Lorraine 
HeepMal US met of M2 of tbe children born of syphilitic 
mother* died to the tnesltutioo.

Secondary Perineorrhaphy. 

T W. Bcdkm expresses his opinion that, although every 
perineal rapture following parturition should fit once he re¬ 
paired, there are, however, circumstances under which tb« mea¬ 
sure tasy be contra-indicated. He embodies hit views In the 
following conclusions Immediate operation ahould not be 
resorted to (1) when the perineum It esdamatruls, (J) when r 
during the parturition, the amnfotic fluid exhrales a fetid odor; 
(8) when the parturient is feverish; (4) when the edges at the 
wound are severely lacerated,—a condition favoring gangrene; 
(5) when, aabseqtteutly to the parturition, It beeomos neooes- 
sery to fill the uterus with Iodoform, (A) when the illumination 
is faulty. 

For such oaaea only is secondary suture advisable,—f A, on 
the ninth to twelfth day, when tbe edges of the wound are 
undergoing healthy granulation. What the author calls 
"tertiary perineorrhaphy," a much more serious ami danger¬ 
ous operation, can thus be avoided. The edge* of tbe uoundf 
ahould be carefully freshened by paring before approximation, 
nr scraped with a sharp spoon or curette. Cai boll ted silk 
is advocated as the best material fur stitching. After one or 
two days, castor-oil or fluid extract of cascara sagrada may be 
administered 

Histories uf cases troared in this manner at the cllnfe of 
Professor freub demonstrate the good results to be obtained 
from this method.—1 ate. Modi. Jem.

The Liver in Health. 

Dm office of the liver, not usually assigned to it, was to 
confine the digestive ferments to tbelr own pro)ier domain, 
where they are eminently useful, and to prevent thelt emer¬ 
gence Into the general eireniation, where the} would be de- 
c idedly harmful. Professor Alboitonl has found that peptone* 
mjei ted into the jugular vein depress the circulation, airest 
the secretion of the kidneys, and cause convulsions anil death. 

We recognise the action of the User in the destruction of 
waste and surplus albuminoids, and we ate learning that 
urea is formed, to some oxtent, by the liver, and not by the 
kidneys, and that lithiasls or llthemla 1* primarily a derange¬ 
ment uf the liver. 

The amount of glycogen iij the llvei varies from 3 to Its 
per cent 

Glucose, when taken as fixid and absorbed from the 
alimentary canal, Is deposited In the liver aa glycdgui, the 
change which take* place being a dehydration, U , glucose 
minus water equals glycogen While In this condition the 
glycogen form* port of the substance of the liver, and Is 
prob«bly reserve material, to be afterwards consumed In some 
other port of the body, ft it converted Into glucose by the 
addition of one equivalent of water, and carried away from 
the storehouse ae the wants of the system require. 

A variety of circumstances may so Increase the percentage 
of glucose in the blood as to cause a saccharin condition 
of the urine.—yo*r. s/ dm. Mci. Alive.

Three mice subsequently 
inoculate l with a recent bouillon culture dial with purulent 
exudation* (n the peritoneum and joint*, theee again contain¬ 
ing the tame organiam. The author* oonikier it bnprobabVe 
that the patient eould hare been thus Infected jast prior to 
death, and are inclined to regard the progressive amentia as 
being the reault of a chronic lepttaemla, having its origin in 
tho injury to the foot. The toxic element* in the Hr«t place 
caused a deterioration of tho Wood, and the streptococcus, at 
Sret latent bat subsequently catering the circulation would 
anneu to produce a rapidly fatal issue. With a view to 
observing the properties of this 11 particular toxin, sterilised 
oaituraa ware used to inoculate three rabbits, an actual dimi¬ 
nution of red and an Increase of whita corpuscles taking 
place and causing death. The diffenmee between ordinary 
uryptogouMlc aepttaemia ami this patient’s condition lay in 
the deterioration at corpuscle* In the latter, and the tendency 
to purulent formations in the former, cate. Under these 
etreumstanoes the authors advise further search in this 
direction, and in intern oases recommend an earlier examina¬ 
tion of the blood for streptococci.— Brit.

• Strychnine in Surgical Shock. 

H. A. Base, of Philadelphia, refers to the use of strych¬ 
nine as a remedy for and preventive of surgical shook and 
smmsthetio collapse, not to speak of its value in opium 
jioiaonlng, as follows In these conditions, atropine, while 
very useful, so tar as its vasomotor effects are concerned, 
does not compare with strychnine either theoretically or 
psactioally.

5. Your hnmble Memorialist ventures also to lay be¬ 
fore you for your favorable consideration the dwtrabilfty 
of changing tlie present designation of tba Hospital 
Assistant class of the Sub-Medics! Department. Their 
present designation does not, your Memorialist submits, 
adequately represent the responsibilities and nature of 
the duties they are required to perform, which ara laid 
down in paras. 356 to 36ti and 373 to 384, Army Begula_ 
tions, India, Vol. VI. For the performance of then duties 
a certain standard of education and a profeasional train¬ 
ing,—the latter extending to a period of four yeaw in Hie 
Medical College,—was necessary. The professional and 
technical education which a Hospital Assistant receives 
makes him render valuable assistance to Commissioned 
Medical Officers under whom he may he serving, both in 
tunes of peace and war, and to perform the still more 
responsible duties which devolve on him when placed in 
independent medical charge.

Daring war his Hfs is equally, if not 
more perilous, for while exposed to the fire of the enemy 
he has to attend to the wounded and dying, which your 
Memorialist ventures to submit requires courage and great 
seal in the discharge of one's duties. Your Memorialist 
further withe* to lay before you the foot that, owing to 
the limited number of Hospital Assistants, he is oompelled 
to take frequent turns of Field aud Foreign Service, and 
theee frequent removals puthfcn tp * great deal of extra 
expense and involve him in penpnwgy difficulties.

Aa tiiese 
tnlxmihiates (Civil and Mihtary) are sometimes placed in 
independent «nodk*l charge Of Civil Hospitals and Detach¬ 
ment of Native Troeps, the tracing of students m 
pnnfwwHmul subjects aliouM also be increased, the 
pssaent eiurioalmn is not quite adequate The Madras 
Hospital Assistants are taught m tin following subjects 
Anatomy, Muteris Medics, Pharmacy, Minor tiurgery, 
Medicine, Surgery, Midwifery, Hygiene and Medical 
Javiepnutanoe.

might be expected, «»., that the pyrexia 
is directly proportionate to successful in¬ 
oculation and to the potency of the virus 
Aa bearing on this point, an observation of 
some interest may bo cited - 

In the ease of kid Xo. 1, vaccine paste ot the sixth day 
was used ; primary vaccine vesicles appeared on the fifth 
day , tlie acme attained by the temperature w hh 106*F; 
and there was no secondary erujjtion. 

In the ease of kid No. a, vaccine pasli oi the fourth 
day was used ; priiuury i aocioo vesicles and n secondary 
eruption both appeared on the fourth day ; the acme 
attained was i06'4*F. 

In the case of kid No. it, vaccine paste of the *u< ond 
day waa used ; the first secondary eruption ap|>eared on 
the third day ; primal y vaccine vesicles shewed theni- 
aelves o>n the fourth day; and the acme attained was 
106'8‘F. These variatioat tend to slum tiiat tho sente¬ 
nces of the symptoms depends on the freshness of the 
lymph. 

Summary of Mr count? of erruitt in « kni aftr.r morula- 
lion with Vrtcoine Lymph ,—Oa the afternoon anil evening 
of the first day these is a marked rise of temperatme. 
On the second day the incisions and punctures arc seen 
to be crusted over with a thin, tran*|*arent, yellow layer 
of serum Bnd lymph, and both are eourrounded by a pink 
area of inflammation.

successful. On this day the temperature is at, or Maw, 
its highest point. On the sixth day the temperature r**y 
remain aa high as on the fifth day; but the lymph la 
acanty, postulation and aouhbing have eoumtaficad. 
bymjfii of tho sixth day may ptnve anooearful. On the 
seventh day the scabs are drying op, hut remain firmly 
adherent. By the ninth or tenth day the primary scab* 
can be rubbed off with tiie finger, or oowe away of them- 
selvea, and primary cicatrisation is visible. Betwatn the 
tenth and twelfth days desquamation goes on around tbs 
soars, and nay reinaimng sot be come of, A socuudary 
eruption way oomiuence at any time between the tldld 
and eighth day after inoculation, and fresh crops way 
appear oa any later day during tho second or third week. 

The vaCeiue vesicles oo a kid am not nearly so charac¬ 
teristic as are the vesicle* of a calf or a child, nor do the 
vealoles individually yield so much lymph. However, 
in a successful inoculation of a kid, sufficient lymph 
ought to be raised to vaccinate direct about ten children. 
If preserved with luttolioo, or glycerine, the same amount 
of lymph (being thus tlilutsd) would probably serve to 
inoculate more cases. But no experiments have as yet 
I wee made by mo to prove thu efficiency of lymph derived 
from the kid atone, when preserved in lasoiina or glycer¬ 
ine. In a kid, groups of punctures yield a more copious 
Supply of lymph than do inoUioes. In the lattor, the 
lymph seems to be mine deeply seated anti more soanty, 
so that thorn ia a greater need of pressure forujps. 

A typical vaccine veaiclo (from puncture insertion) on 
a kid is small, circular and flat on tile top. It ia surround¬ 
ed by a fringe of minute veeioles, outside which there i* 
a pink circle or areola. Inoculation-vesicles are beat 
developed wlieie I he akiu is softest, and where absolution 
by the circulation or the lymphatic* ia ussiest. Cense, 
quantly, it w us found that the sonotuni in the mat* kid, 
or the mamma in the female kid’,* was the beat plane to 
utilise for inociilution Tlie next most suitable plaottt 
were the hollows of the groins (where the abdomen meets 
the thigh) and the soft sk{n over til* penis. Next in 
efficiency t aroc the skin on the inner surfaeo of tbe thighs. 
Tlie skin of the abdomen is counter and proved tlie least 
useful for miaing vesicle*. In fact, the more anterior on 
tbs surface of tbe nbdomou tlie inoculations were made, 
tito less likely w«re they to prove successful. 

Tbe following is tlie summary of a successful series at 
inoculation* in which the same strain of lymph wsa pro- 
pogatsd through tweivs generations, Bo good ha# this 
lymph proved that It has been ffitroduoad into the Animal 
Vaccine Depfit, Calcutta, for distribution ia various dis¬ 
trict*. Careful notes are being made of the results, and 
. the first return is to hand Moth the GHiutal aub-divisieu of 
the Midnapore District. In this report Balm Pin* Nath 
Baba, Suh-Inapactor of Vaooination, states that SI ebttdrtu 
war* vaooiuated with lanoUae vaeciaa paste (which wa* 
derived from lymph obtshwd from tbs kid and p--d 
through children and calves), and that all tits cases have 
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proved woeoMfiiL Ml it encouraging, end epeek* well 
fat the efficacy of modified kM lymph, because the evi¬ 
dent* o«tu*i {row I disinterested person who in unswmre 
of the origin of this lymph. 

KM No, 2 woe Vaccinated with fourth day lauoiioe 
vaccine paste (prepared front fifth day Government Saif 
lymph).

Child No. 18 was successfully vacci¬ 
nated in two points on the left inn with lymph taken 
froafchild No. 13, and control experiment No. 23 with 
sixth day calf lymph failed. Thus fifth day lymph from 
kid No. 6 was passed successfully through two generations 
of children. Fifth day lymph was taken from kid No. 5 
for vaccinating child No. 14, and was succeaaful in three 
point* out of four.

I iieOev* that many of the kids I employed were too 
old, and that kids varying from thro* to six months old 
would prove better “ vuocinifera " than kids from six to 
twelve month* in age. Kid* with entirely white hair and 
pinkish white skins ars to tie preferred, as their akin* are 
usually soft and show the phenomena of vaccination to 
tlie best advantage. Puncture* aeuiu to he more often 
successful and to yield more lymph than incisions, The 
scrotum in ths male, and the msminee iu the fpmaie, are 
the best situations for Inoculation, because then parts are 
both vascular and well supplied with lymphatics ; conse¬ 
quently tli* lymplt Is more readily absorbed by either the 
circulatory or lymphatic systems. In the kid the lymph of 
the fourth or fifth days is most likely to prove successful, 
i.s., between ths 72nd and the 120th hour. Lyrupb of 
alsmt the 100th hour will most usually prove to be the 
best. One kid, lietween six and twelve Months old. will 
supply sutHciont lymph from the primary inoculation* for 
the inoculation of ten children during ttie 4H hours alluded 
to. More lymph can be got by utilising good " secondary ” 
lymph, or by dilution with glycerine or lanolins. 

Second iry eruption* in the kid arc of no serious Import, 
and are quite common after primary inoculation. It is 
woith noting that clear lymph from a favorable secondary 
eruption in a kid (No. 2) produced good vneoine vesicle* 
w lieu inoculated on a child (No. 4). 

Tim effects on a child of vaooination with lymph which 
baa beau raised on a kid are similar to those produced by 
calf lymph, and the vesicle* are just as good. i 

Vaccine lymph does not take the same time to mature in 
the kid, the calf, and the child. In the kid, lymph is pro¬ 
bably at its best at the end of the fourth day or beginning 
of the fifth day, ije., after 90 or 100 hour*, l.ymph raised 
on the calf is fit for use ou the fifth day, and suoli lymph 
is employed in the <Iep6t -for making lanolin* vaccine 
jiaste. Lymph raised fiout the calf, after previous 
passage through kids and children, take* a day luflget 
to mature in *ou*e eases, being fit for us* on either the 
fifth or sixth day. Iu the cose of a child vaauinated with 
cither kid or oalf lymph, tho vesicles product the host 
lymph on the sixth day. But it must be kept hi utlnd that 
the temperature, inflammatory and vaccinia reactions, *«., 
wili vary with the quality, potency, and age of the lymph 
used, and also with the susceptibility, or the rover**, of

Tbit being the cose, it it 
obvious, for tlte reasons already mentioned, vis., caste and 
religious prejudices, and the diffioulty in obtaining human 
vaoctolfcis, that hid vaccination, against which there can 
be no objection, should he universally adopted in Bengal. 

The eoperiments eouduotHd by Dr. Moir itave not 
succeeded in shewing successful vaeohmtion from kid to 
kU, but this is in *11 probabiity due to want of previous 
experience. It is, however, to be noted that kids and 
Children vsnoinotad with kid lymph, when re-vaocinated 
with fresh bovine or bnman lymph, proved insusceptible, 
time dearly demonstrating the protection afforded by the 
ptiantry operation*. 

The fCalen why I am sc desirous of urging on the 
Government fee substitution of animal for bnman lymph 
is tbit it is M muon more suitable for *11 classes of the 
people, and that It will avoid wounding the enste preju¬ 
dices of high class Hindus, who natttndly object to the use 
of lyniph derived from low onste persons and Mnswlmens, 
the only available vsocintfers. Tbs uee of animat lympli 
will also do away with the present objectionable system of 
forcible leisure Of ehlldreu si raooinlfere. Many a time 
tl|m I seen 4 general stampede of the village children on 
the approach of the Nahtancallah, as the vaccine ter is 
coiled, and I have alao frequently seen mothers doing 
their beathe tide away tlietr children, so great is the objec¬ 
tion te tWr being need as viweiotoa*.

I have read with ranch interest fkwgeCnrCspjato MW* 
excellent account of lus experiments on the kid es 'a, 
vaicinifer, and enUitly agree with Surgeon-Coptajn 
I)j son’s oonclnsions us to their significanoe. I agree with 
lnm also that the substitution of kid* for calves would I* 
an advantage as tending to diminish oaote or teligiofa 
prejudices and as probably more economical, butt donpt 
think the experiment has as yet been carried far enough to 
justify its immediate uunersal adoption. It will be pep' 
ceived that while kids can be sucoossfally inoculated from 
children, or from calves, attempts to convey vaccinia fropi 
kid to kid have not yet succeeded. This is probably die 
to some error of technique, and the difficulty may be get 
over by improved methods. Until it is surmounted, ho! - 
ever, it would still be necessary to inoculate the kids from 
children or calves, sod I think it would be advisable to tfy 
to overcome it oi to prove it insurmountable before pro¬ 
ceeding fuitbcr. I would suggest that Surgeou-Usptojn 
Moir be asked to repeat his experiments under varying 
conditions till this point is settled. 

Sven if it it satisfactorify proved that the whole pr# 
uesdlng can bo carried on from kids alone, 1 do sot thiqk 
it would be advisable to introduce the new plan univer¬ 
sally and at once. Native vcccioatora are often not voity 
intelligent, and many of them would probably fail to e*rr> 
out the instmetiasa given them, with the result that a 
nuiubar of spurious vamuation*, Would be performed, aon- 
protective agatoet email-post, AH such cooes toad, and 
v»*y naturally tend, to duntoWi popular belief to the effi¬ 
cacy of vaccinatiou, and should he avoided, if posaikla. 

I would suggest thati eeaowne practical details are 
worked cut, a tentative beginning .should ha Merit to Cal¬ 
cutta where skilled supervision e»n he eeoatout, and that 
Inspector! from other distriete dvould be {nought down to 
succeesioB SO as to leant tlwoedataiii by actual work inataatl 
of by printed instructions.

®*>W to the Hue taken by the evidence given before tlie 
Boyal Conwiiseioo on Opiern, both to thin eonntry sod in 
Indie, by tuodicai officers with special Indian knowledge 
and experience, which will lead many to suppose that tho 
answer tothe tpiesUon I have raised is in tlie affirmative, 
believing as I do that tho only answer is in the trepshV*. 
I decided on bringing the subject before the Society for 
the > Study of Inebriety, with tire % lew of eupporting this 
negative, and tints giving a fair field for the fail diacitsaion 
of the subject, by those specially t|naliiiod to form and offer 
an opinion on it. I would state that I am tho more anxious 
to do this, as I am the only medioal officer, out of the four 
signatories to the appeal to tho profeasion, agsinat the 
practically Unrestricted sale of opium in India, wltose 
knowledge of tlie subject late been acquired in that country, 
during an Indian servioa of thirty years in the Bengal 
Fresidenoy*, twenty years of which was spent in districts 
whore the poppy had been cultivated, then aliendoned, and 
again resumed. In justice to tlie 6,800 medical men who 
signed tiiat appeal, I fool that now that the combat practi¬ 
cally rages round what I consider to be the nun-medicinal 
uses of tlie drag in 1 ndis, I shall be wanting in my duty 
to tlmt large body of my professional brethren, if I now 
at the close of tills struggle, hesitate to come to tho front 
os I did at the beginning, when I read my paper at the 
meeting of tbe British Medioal Association at Bournemouth, 
in 1891, entitled “The opium question from u public health 
point of view. " 

For the purposes of discussion, I shall divide the sub¬ 
ject into two parts, ns., first, the medicinal, and seoond 
t)i« non-uiedicifisl use. 

First, T!>* Medirinal «w.—Here at the outset I shall 
point (Hit how the greatest care is always shewn in the 
administration of tlie drag, to prevent the possibility of 
its acquiring an ascendancy over the patient, end thus load¬ 
ing to its continued use, after tlie heed of its medicinal 
administration lisa ceased. Tlie strictly medicinal use of 
tho drag might be ranged under three heads, ms., its 
sudorific, auodyns tnd soporific properties, and perhaps* 
ss there i* no type of disease in wlueb these three virtues 
ore more beneficially present, than w hen administered for 
tbe treatment of malarial fever, in which opium alone, or 
» combination as in compound ipecac, ami with antiinonial 
powder, it the most valuable of all fvbrifage remedies, 
indeed I consider the successful treatment of this kind 
of fever, especially when contracted in the swamps, or 
salt lands of Bengal, end complicated with malarial 
rheumatism or dysentery, ss impossible without tlie various 
proportions of opium, and these combinations. I would 
however, draw a very marked distinction beta ucn this 
febrifuge property of opium, ami tlie prophylactic virtm-s 
.jmW malarial fever, which have been lately credited to 
opieni, in support of tlie habitual moderate indulgence in 
the drag- The fi*rif>tye properties of opium drive tire 
fever out of tire system, and tbe lauded prophylactic 
virtueapas against malarial forvr. aroeuppoeed to prevent 
sits entering the system. Now I ad fuBy neeept and mine 
the febrifuge, aa I reject and disbelieve these jmphy- 
taotic properties of epiam. As to the ttitUtic vlrtuss claimed

Hire stringent properties of Opfttto, with special 
reference to the vegetable diet hf the natives Of India, in 
which vsriens species of tlie melon tnd ououmbet largely 
predominate, I would also reject t as the itrteSttoel canal, 
on the evidence of that staunch pro-opiomtst, 0ft Monat, 
whose Jail reports, in confirmed opium-oatSrs, afford suffi¬ 
cient evidence tiiat a drug whk-h oetnaliy in many esses pro¬ 
duced diarrhuM, and even dysentery, owing to it* vitiating 
action on the secretion of tire liver, Ac., eonki nut peeaibly 
have any beneficial effect in the diarrhoea and laxity gene¬ 
rally* present with a diet mainly vegetable. Tlie pr qpip- 
lartic action of opium hi malarial fever, lauded by ffir 
William Moore, in hie lecture at the Imperial Institute in 
November last and specially alluded to in his letter to 
the British Mertira! .fouriml of December tnd, 1898, is 
stated to be due to tlie boat and glow which opium Imparts, 
when smoked, (though in India it Ss almost invariably 
eaten, except by debauchees In tire opium (leas), prevent - 
mg tho chill, w Inch Sir William Moore considers to be ono 
of the causes, if not Mr cause of this ferer, and” certainly 
of tho repetitious uf attack, cannot he accepted. This 
explanation to lie satisfactory, either in theory or practice, 
involt os the principle that, in the case of opium, unlike 
any other stimulant, the stimulatiiou and consequent glow 
must continue and result in nu depression, whereas ex¬ 
perience amply proves that it lasts but a short time, and is 
followed by the depression inseparable from tire soporific 
stage, in which the sy stem is ss]ieeluUy susceptible to aU 
the injurious inllnuni es connected with malaria. Further I 
maintain, that in the pestilential swamps uf Bengal and 
Orissa, malarial fever, instead of being invariably caused 
by a chill, is apparently quite as frequently token into the 
eyntaui by the mouth or nostrils like a poisonous odour, 
end tiiat nature Speedily tries to omit it by vselect vomit¬ 
ing, followed by the most distressing retching, which tartai 
emetic and ipecacuanha, aided by draughts of tepid water, 
greatly relieve. Mere tliere is no (drill at all, and tlurbody 
might have been well protected, as in my own case, from 
cold, but tlie malarial poison having entered internally, 
instead of externally attacking the body, us iu a chill, 
exhibited a train of symptoms, in which opium in nny 
forin waa tfim certainly contra-indicated. 

I would draw marked attention to tlie following personal 
pbservations specially reported iu my Annual Sanitary 
Reports, by which it ie evident tent this prophylactic 
virtue of opium must lw unknown to tlie agriculturists of 
tire North West Provinces of India in which 1 served for 
U only years consecutively, as they had neither practised it, 
nor mentioned it lo me.

When ganyn i* takes atone, 
it is for a desperate purpose, «*., to acquire false courage, 
either in sr single combat or deed of dating, or for foe 
perpetration of some diabolical act. In combination with 
opium, gaiya is the drug used for the purposes of maddat, 
or help, and invariably for diireputabl s purposes, or those 
that no man would care to admit who had any respectabi¬ 
lity to lose. Gauga combined with opium, is the sub¬ 
stance used by professions! druggets and poisoners, and 
with the single exception of sulphate of copper, ia largely 
used for poisonous purposes in the heads at these skillad 
murderers. Whon the death is credited to chelera or 
dysentery, ao substance is more sued criminally than 
opium. On this point, I would lay particular stress, and 
I would allude to the method adopted of producing symp¬ 
toms of insanity by moans of geenja and opium, when 
carefully watched and prescribed, la terms which should 
lead some to question the supposed harmiesaneas nf opium, 
and perhaps .reoonstder the true causes of lunacy hi 
Bengal, as doubtless many of them artificially produced 
lunaiict are to be found ia foe Lunatic Asylums of 
Bengal. 

That there is one use, and one only of opium, and font 
a medtoiaai one, I would most emphatically urge white 
I would as emphatically state that any other uat, from foe 
peculiar oharacUr of th» drug, omrtfcnta a. vice.

While mnoli can be 
aaid in favor of soch product* in the direction of uniform¬ 
ity and cheapness, atitl it-nuiHt be remembered tbut anvil 
a course is aleo open to certain objections. firstly, theee 
synthetic prodncte are very complex, and wliat decomposi¬ 
tion* may take piece in the equally complex human system 
after they are Introduced can only be conjectured, while 
even their very properties snd action in the treatment of 
disease can only be ascertained in an’empiricul fashion. 
In fact therapeutists have to work Hteruily in the dark while 
experimenting With these drugs, and their general nee can 
never be reocommended until after long and searching 
Investigation. Even then, it nmst bo ndiuilted tlmt occa¬ 
sionally a eaae is recorded in which some »\ ntlietii pre- 
, paration, wimli iiitlierto hue ne\or produced any untoward 
-effects, suddenly gives riw to erythema, or giddiness, or 
cyanosis or some other complication which Uneaten* to 
destroy Sts reputation. 

Having said this, howevor, it may he stud that all the 
possible objections to tlieir use have been enmuerati.d, and 
the balance of argument is decidedly in their ta* or, espe¬ 
cially since recontly, attempts have linen made to work, the 
treatment of disease by this class of remedies on a scienti¬ 
fic basis. To the average practitioner the chemical 
formula! usually attached to the names of these drugs, as 
well as the polysyllabic synonyms which are intended to 
describe their chemical composition, are usually meaning- 
tees encumbrances. Sulphonal, for instance, is to the medi-

cal man simply sulphonal, and nothing more, while if be 
oarriee in hie mind that it is a hypaotio in doses of lb to 
20 grume, and lias an idea of its inode of administration 
and approximate oast per ounce, he UMinliy considers that 
he has burdened bis memory wilball the necessary details.

REDUCIBLE INGUINAL HERNIA: OPERATION 
FOR RADICAL. CURE : RECOVERY.

PAbaY, a Hindu malt, aged about 50, wae admitted 
into thU hospital on the 12th December 1893 for a large 
reducible inguinal hernia of the right aide. 

Aboil; twelve mouths ago, while cutting gras*, he Colt 
ji (mall (welling in the groin ; this went on increasing till 
it filled the whole scrotal cavity, easily reducible, but cau«- 
ing much drugging pain and discomfort, and thereby keep¬ 
ing him from hto daily avocation aa a laborer.

At hi* earned eoKuitathm, operation for radical cwu 
was undertaken on tire 80th December.

Theeacwaa exposed 
and opened, and the (permatic cord carefully aeparated 
with the finger nail. A donWe thread was then passed 
round the eao with an anonriem needle. Tire threadi 
wan aeparated, the upper one tied tightly, as high up »« 
possible, and the lower half an Inch below. Tire sac waa 
divided between the two. One of these strings was 
•carried up and pau se d from inside through one of the pillars 
by a hernia needle, and the other through the - opposite 
pillar; the ends drawn together and tightly tier). Three 
more sutures were peered, leaving the cord free at the lower 
end. They were then tied and fire ende cut off. 

Bringing togetiror the edges of the skin-wound and leav¬ 
ing a drainage tube at the lowor angle completed the 
operation. 

The after course waa . .uiipuiMied by icflanuuaihui and 
suppuration of the scrotum. The won®! did not heal by first 
intention. Skin natures had to be removed to relieve ten¬ 
sion ; eventually the wound healed by granulation from 
ttobottatn.

Haldtnal consumption under¬ 
mined nervous power, and deranged the internal organ*. 

It was not especially used in malarial districts, nor mis 
it behaved to 1* useful after fatigue.

Assistant Sum ikon Sootuxb NtiBaix Hipon, UaohOr of 
Mslorte Medics, Temple Medical School, Patna, said that 
"pi'iui uw-d Intdiu.illy in i:..« , erati«n tip to sight or ten grains 
seldom produced injurious effect* on body or mind. Its 
use saved many fives in times Of famine, If was the cheap¬ 
est home prophylactic for the pOof in malaria! pices, and 
strengthened tire ill-fed to go through fatiguing wurk. 
The evil effects described In books were not seen in 
practice. 1 

The Commission met st Honoris oh the 8th and 9th

BbIOAUK-SOBOEOX LlKUTK»XltT-Coi,0»Kt UAXtSOJi, Ug- 
perintenderit, Lunatic Asylum, Benares, said that opium 
^consumption for non-iuedicalpnrpo«es was not limited to 
a class or caste. Of the rural claia probably one or two 
only in a hundred used tire drug, and it* evil (Heeta ware 
'practically nothing. In large towns the habit was much 
more common—about 20 per coat, probably took it. Hen 
and women used it. It* cxcusiivo consumption w«* Un¬ 
doubtedly harmful; but he had Out noticed any effects on 
the free population. Only four or five per cent. Mfhe 
most of those admitted in jail were addicted to the saccsssive 
nse of opium, and ha often had to allow the drag to these 
to save their five*. Tire liahit could he broken off by gradu¬ 
ally diulniahing tire dose. Insanity waa rawly If cveftraw- 
aUe to H» see. Even need moderately for non-medical 
purposes the faeldt was not to be defended. It* tobitnad 
use (Anted emaciation, and cofcciMement of the body',, 
sapped energy, slid ohmded the mental faculties, Its 
1 excessive Use was universally oondemoed and considered

Many Hindoos 
eieo ossd iti The practice -of giving it to children wu 
oomotou- Uesd luikitBally in moderation opium caused 
no physical or morel degradation. Taken in exoeaa for 
W long period it erased diarrinaa, and emaciation, parti¬ 
cularly in the under-fed, Iti uee ae a febrifuge did not 
oome under Ida notice. 

Paswt 8nno Ban tiamoaeanma, medical practitioner 
of the Argnrvedk system, Allahabad, deacrihad toe opium 
habit os morally dubaaing and phyaioally injurious. It 
weakened the mental power, and amnetimea led to imbeci¬ 
lity, Habitual oonenment actually writhed in agony 
Whpn tiiey could not get their doee at the ueual time. 
Seventy-five per cent of users took it to exoeea, and the 
poorer olaMiet epent about half their incomea on it. It 
was not useful in malariiau fevers. It* prohibition, ex¬ 
cept for medical, purposes, would be beneticial. Its evil 
effect* were transmitted to succeeding generationa. 

Pr. Lazajuis, Benares, Agent to the Maharajah of 
VlrisBugrttm, said that the nae of opium aa a medicine 
was very common ;• It being a preventive of decay and a 
Huatainer of the system. He hud not noticed any mental, 
moral, or physical ill effecta from ita use. Its piohibition 
would lie received with ill-favor. Opium-eaters were 
not distinguishable in tiny way from non-eaters, and they 
carried on their avocations with seal and exactness. 

D*. Isan Chandra Ray, medioal practitioner, epoke 
against the pie of opium. Ninety per cent., he said, of users 
took it to excess. Depression, lassitude, and pain always 
followed the exhilaration. It should be strictly restricted 
to medical usee. Mothers often gave it to their children to 
keep them quiet- He had not found it useful for ague. 
Witness said that he was requested by the Government to 
give, evidence, but when lie had sent in a precis of hie 
statement, he was told that his evidence would not be 
required. Three other medial witnesses, he said, were in 
the seme position. 

Dr. C. BaSKRJKK, Mid that, opium wee of great use in 
certain chronic diseases. He had found no deterioration 
from ita moderate nee. The public would object to its 
prohibition if it Involved extra taxation. 

Lwb>otg .—Tlie Commission held its sittings hero from 
toe JOth to 13th January 1894, when the following medi¬ 
cal evidenoe, which we have epitomised, was elicited . 

Brioadx-SOroros I.iKPi'KXAjrr-Coi.ONai. Hoorn, Civil 
Surgeon Lucknow, and Superintendent, Lucknow Lunatic 
Asylum said, about 60 par cent. off the Luoknow District 
Mahoruedaos wore addicted to toe opium habit. Where 
malaria was unusually prevalent and during tbs rainy mason 
the percentage of both Malmmedan and Hindu opium 
users Increased. The effects of moderate oensomption 
were ttot morally or physically prejudicial. Medically 
it waia remedy which nothing conid replace. 
A’nj rerttfcti're measure* would be mooted by toe people, 
and WM&orqate great discontent, People would also resent 


the, (Cost of prohibitive meaewe* bung rofifetodrogtoem. 
The tendency to uee opium in mu*** .wpa,i^bL, Opium 
could not be regarded as a ,pro«ioen» cttoW 
Moderately need it gave power qf endurance under.lmrd- 
toips and maintained health under privation, oo!d,,gt>d 
damp. He believed in it as « prophylactic fad iplffiftggp. 

Sorueox-Makir Anderson, Civil Surgeon and Sqpgrla- 
tendent of the District Jail and Lunatic Aeylwp ,»t 
Bareilly, said tliat in those parts where his experience 
extended, toe Mahomeduu* formed tlie bnlk of the opium 
eaters. About four per cent, of tlie poor and ten per cent, 
of the well-to-do took opium. They were a particularly 
well-beliaved and law-abiding class. He had treated 
thousands of natives who habitually took the drug and 
could only remember one or tWo who were ruined by it. 
Taken in oxceas, however, it caused moral end physical 
deterioration, evidenced by eraibistion, gastric disorders, and 
it no doubt shortened life. He hod, used opium largely as 
Civil Surgeon in treating both Europeans and natives for 
diarrhoea, dysentery, fevera, difbptes, client affections, Ac. 
He conid imagine nothing better than a small opium pill 
for those » ho hud not suiHcient food to eat. He would 
certainly take it himself, and recommend it to others 
under such circumstances, 

SuRf.EON-MA.ioK Bauhv, Superintendent of the Sitapur 
Jail, testified to tile habitual use of the drug among native 
soldiers. Ho had never l«n called on to treat any for 
symptoms arising from abuse of opium. During tlie last four 
years as Civil Surgeon he bad to deal with the destitute 
and erimiiial clasaes. His observation tended to prove 
that the use of opium as u domestic remedy was universal, 
und that it was used also uon-medicinally for its primary 
stimulant properties more generally than was believed. 
It was not harmful if used in moderation. > He did not put 
much faith in it os a pare febrifuge, but in ninny compli¬ 
cations of malarial fever It was most valuable. 

Dr. M. Ti:\varif., of Cawnpore, said tliat three per cent, 
of the population of his city ate opium and five per cent, 
smoked it. Of the Mshotuedana of Lucknow ninety per 
cent consumed it, and of the Hindus nine per cent. Tlie 
consumption was generally regarded with contempt, and 
with regard to chmulu anil madak with horror. It won 
in general disrepute. It deadened the intellect, impaired 
the moral sense, end induced liudness and immorality. 
In moderate doses it was beneficial to infants, noxious 
to young men, and harmless or beneficial to old men in 
grain doees, if rich food were taken with it, otherwise it 
was injurious. Consumption Of toe drug may be gradually 
reduced by a heavy tax. No serious discontent or 
political danger would follow; 

Hakekm Nazir H(nnain Khan, thought opium valuable 
la stopping dysentery, in removing hunger, in wanning 
tlie body, and healing wound*. Its,defeats wore that 
iUnjnryl the senses, and made people thin and pale if 
taken in excess. Its effects on the morals were very slight. 

Bait ad Arc Ikrahik, native physician, Tysabud, had 
18 yearn’ experience of opium. It produced, he said, better 
effects then any other msdibioe in nervous disease*, Osterrii, 
diarriwoa, rad in rheumatism add infiamtnafhm of the 
-eye* ft used externally. It* difcpnftmiance would cause 
general dissatisfaction... , ^ ‘ '

His majority of thoec took opium, their 
physique >u unsurpassed, and they were well-believed. 
He had been in civil employ among large opium-eating 
population*, andwof of the deliberate opinion that the 
moderate consumption of opium exercised distinctly a 
beneficial Infiuenge on the hioml and physical condition 
of the people. Ha hod lieen in charge of a large central 
jail, and regarded opiatn as * factor of extremly minor 
importance in causing crime or lunacy. Even inveterate 
consumers way give up tire habit, the cmviug lasting for 
a week nr ten days,. Prohibition will result in revolt. 

8chubo*-Majok T. B. Mclrok*v, Civil Surgeon, 
Aturhasr, observed the good effects of opium use among 
Sikhs*, It was tlie most liarmless stimulant any o»e could 
have, and was nothing more than a g)»s« of, beer to..a 
British workman, or a cup of tea or coffee to a British 
.matron. Ha had been in many jails and knew of no crime 
connected with the habit.

INDIAN HOSPITAL ASSISTANTS. 

A* the Bengal Government has appointed n Commission 
to enquire into end advise upon the reorganisation of 
the Bengal Subordinate Medical Service, uhietly in connec¬ 
tion with the grad* known ss tliat of Hospital Assistants, 
we feel it our duty, both to the Government and to this 
doss of subordinate officers, to review tlieir position as 
regards education, status, remuneration and prospeots, 
fiom shell material as bos oorne to our hands from Hos- 
pital Assistants, from Medical Officer* having au interest 
in tlieir welfare, »nd from facts gained by personal 
observation. 

Though the Commiaaion alluded to has been deputed 
to cossider ostensibly those questions which concern the 
Civil Medical Admmialialion. i.e.. Civil Hospital Assistants, 
It oanuot be Saul that Military Hospital Assistants as a 
body, do not oome within the scope of its invostigatious, 
since MBitary and Civil Hospital Assistants are educated 
together under the same regime, and Provincial Govern¬ 
ment* tike that of Bengal are responsible for the out¬ 
turn of such military a* well aa civil medical subordinates 
•s are needed by tiie State. 

That the need for such « body aa the Hospital Assistant 
Cl**# is a very real one, is apparent by the appointment 
of tide Medical Commission - 

The Government h*s recently found a great dearth 
of e«yHA«t- far tin* eervk-e, and to get over the diffi- 
culty, four trusted and experienced officials have been

Thess grievance* may he sunintad up in. sht words : 
small pay, no status, poor prospects. We would wye 
without any reserve, that these grievances arc well founded 
and call loudly for redraas. In cedar to arrive atthajaOt 
estimate of the measure of them grievance*, oUdthe ra- 
mady that may bu applied for their relief, we moat look 
at the quality of the article and Its value in the jnarkrt. 
The Hospital Assistant, whether Civil or Military, under¬ 
goes a lest examination either in English or in tins yerna- 
cnlor, before ho ia admitted as* candidate to medical study. 
He then enters upon a regular onura* of mudlual t r ain i ng 
which involve* * very fair curriculum ud sottotny,, phy¬ 
siology, therapeutics, pharmacy, medicine, surgery had 
midwifery, including * prsoticai course of hoapiUl attend* 
anoe which extends over a period of three yesrs. On 
completing thin course of training the Hospital Assistant 
reueivese-oertifiaate of qualification, and is drafted into the 
Military or Civil medioal dapartment. In both these 
avenues, the work lie is called upon tu perform, makes hi* 
position a somewhat onerous one, and. I* undoubtedly per¬ 
forms multifariuu* dnliea which call for the exercise of 
. mtdk ai skill sad toot of no mean order. Unquestionably 
the Government cannot do without the Hospital Assistant 
and if tbs State is satisfied tliat there is a need for this 
class of mod.ical eukirdinates, k moat in common justice 
to itself, to its servants and to tiie public whom those 
servants are called upon tu administer to, deal fairly with 
them in tlx- matter ot i.ivir statue urn! roimuisratiun. Un¬ 
fortunately for the reqinruieoU of Gnvemiosi;: in this 
particular lias, independent medioal enterprise has began 
to provide for the needs of the poor * low. givir of 
medical practitiuners, educated on the same standard a» 
ere Hospital Assistants, and thaw practitioners are being 
thrust into the field for work anftrag the poor... This grade 
of private pr.i. titioucr- .wrr. frmn 60to Be. MX) per mcuscra, 
and their brotliren in the Government Service are natural!) 
dissatisfied with tiie market value that the State places upon 
their services. This is an important footer In bripgtog 
about tiie present dearth of oaadidutae for eorvice as Hos¬ 
pital Assistants. We would mention one instance in proof 
of our contention in tills matter. The Calcutta Medical 
School, an independent Institution, whose curriculum is on 
an equal footing with that of the Campbell Medical Bchool, 
—the Government emporium for vernacular HosaitUte*,— 
has to-day upon its chow-lists no less than 457|*tudanU, *11 
undergoing * still more complete training thou is accorded 
to Hospital Assistants turned out of such Government insti¬ 
tutions us the Pattut, Orias* and Dacca Medical School*. 

It i» tbe tsiast of the Calcutta Medioal Behwd Chat, 
during the eight years of Ha existence, it hoe turned 
(Hit a large numlser of welWrofawd end reliable prac¬ 
titioner* of tins subordinate grade, and in following 
up the careen of its dluswf, thoy proudly claim 
that many of their popB* are remarkably euiioeatful 
and prosperous. Naturally enough the Government 
Hospital Assistant, whose puattien and proepect* form a

•how of rasaon that the term Hospital Assistant la dto- 
agto*ably ehetlo, embracing ea it doe* within its fold every 
grade of menial assistant to the hospital The bhittn, 
the ward coolie, tire etafcfer, are all hospital aaeiatimta, and 
rtnngily enough thie conglomeration of aervaeti under 
one cognomen, heHttlee the grade of Hospital Alsiatant* in 
the eyto of their countrymen, wlio look upon tliem, not aa 
educated medical subordinates, hut aa tome inferior class 
of hospital mentoie. Unfortunately thie state of fooling 
concerning Hospital Awiatanta to a aenoua aocial bar to 
them. 1 

Officially alio they mem to lie witliout substantive 
rank or position. It will tie readily admitted, therefore, 
that reform In the matter of designation end atatoe to a 
necessity in order to popularise the aervice and to give 
redreea to a very tangible grievance. 

It hae been urged In varioue raemeriaia to Government 
by Military and Civil Hoepitai Aeetotaate that itieir de¬ 
signation he changed to that of Sob-Assistant Burgeon, 
and that thou* to Military aervice, of the lint, aecond ami 
thM grades should rank aa Subadar* ; while those of the 
{earth, fifth and sixth should rank aa Jemadar*. Civil 
Hcnpftal AuManta aimilarly should have name corres¬ 
ponding rank among civil native officers It has further 
been urged that an improvement be made in the preaent 
•alary and pension of Hoipital Aaaistonte, and it to preyed 
that the remuneration slmufcj range from Re. 25 for 
tlw lowest grade to Rt. 159 for the highest—a differ¬ 
ence being made to tile emoluments of those qualified or 
not qualified in English. Miner matters of reform to regard 
to staff end foreign service nttowanoes, drew, equipment 
and hooting, coll aho for uonstoeretiiin at the lianda of 
Government. We would, however, preee more iaune- 
dtotoiv for refonu hi etotne, designation and salary. 

W« ere strongly uf opinion that Stilt move radical 
cltangea might he mule to this branch ef the median) 
Service, with totmeaea profit to the State.

stead of one or two larger schools. We would aho strongly 
advocate the relegation ef the tutorial olargo of then 
achoola to private practitioner*, Who could fee honertoy 
teachers and physicians and surgeons to these Institutions. 
Thus the clinical or hospital work and the coutoe* of 
lectures could be oarried on hy gentlemen who would 
give their services without remuneration to the edtne way 
as the Professors and Burgeons of ottr large British hospi¬ 
tals do. That such a system could easily be established, to 
proved by the success of the Calcutta Medical School—a 
private inetitution. Were the Bengal Government prepared 
to try the experiment, the Campbell Hospital Medical 
School might be handed over to the staff af the Calcutta 
Medical School, and we venture to aay that that staff 
u culd give a most satisfactory account of itself, 

Finally we would place the whale case for Hospital 
Assistants as it is displayed in our correspondence columns 
before the Medical Commission, which is now sitting to 
enquire into it, and we are nut without hope that 
•uitaMe amelioration will soon be afforded to their 
grievances. 


HEALTH OFFICERS. 

Jokmsq from the meagre salaries generally attached 
to India to the appointment of Health OSoere, we are in¬ 
clined to believe that city corporation! regent the appoint¬ 
ment ea little abort of a sinecure. These posts are filled 
evidently more in oomplianoe with e formality, es it wen, 
than as an absolute necessity. The salary is, as a rais, 
unattractive and but a poor price for the varied attain¬ 
ments and special qualification* that a public functionary 
of tikta kind to exported to pomes; tod to scant compen¬ 
sation fur the phytioai strain ef suoit an office. We give 
now a seminary of what our contemporary, the American 
Lmott considers to he the duties Mid qualifications ef 
a Health Officer s— 

“ He ahould be e epeuia list to Ms work; the hero peoem- 
•ion of even high medical degrees to iuMAoteat; tad s* 
in every branch of medicine and surgery, the expert to 
expected to have an exceptionally intimate acquaintance 
wtth hie aubjeet, eo too a Health Officer should have a 
thorough and perfect knowledge ef hie. Moreover, he 
must hive certain natural quatifioatkme, vis., ‘ tent, on- 
falling courtesy, a back-bone made of twoiotfiies of stoat,’ 
and in addition to a large fund of earing infestortt lon , 
which our contemporary enumerates to detail, 4 toe- amt 
be able to hear atom calmly, wtoeonemetien, vtdero- 
preaeatatiou, the attooka of ignorance, vine, eritovatol 
general emtobdae*, «Mb tim'-gjggtoy eg a ro psa wnt ti l ye 
of sectary-interest* ffhbffiy, dnrin»M» wtiito -tom-af 
oAw be most toe «teacher egtito prtffio, snds as ssato g » 
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r wmiu . ■**’** ,raTO «^. fcttattog «tm en-

We tbink these ere altogether different ideas to what 
the public lues of the duties, worries, responsibilities, and 
us^esMry qulMsttfow si Health OSoon of hugs towns. 
W* <1# hot wish to be personal, but we know of instances 
in which these appointment! have faeea given to men 
both jphysloally unfit and professionally unqualified. 
Municipalities often feel happy and content in filling such 
appointments at the lowest prices. It Is rulod that there 
be mob a funothieary as a Health Officer, and the obliga¬ 
tion attached to corporations is considered satisfactorily 
fulfilled by an attempt to fit a square man into a round 
hole. The system of bargain for the eheapest article is 
allowed full sway. Whenever en undesirable or in¬ 
eligible nomination is made, the tax-payer and general 
public arc quite within tbeir right* to loudly protest against 
tho leant consideration for the public health tlint such 
unsatisfactory nomination evinces. Municipal corpora¬ 
tions should grasp the fact tliat the public health is tire 
meet Important trust confided to their keeping ; and that 
tBo best moana of preserving life and health and of 
stemming disease should lie their greatest care and interest. 
It is Unfortunate that medical and hygienic considera¬ 
tions are accorded a place rather far in the back ground 
of matters municipal, or otherwise receive very cursory 
attention until a public evil in the form of no epidemic 
poshes them into prominent consideration. Prevention 
is now the great professional cry, and it should be a 
primary object with municipalities of large towna to 
appoint Health Officers of capability and experience. In 
these days of preventive medicine, whatever may be spent 
on a thoroughly efficient officer of health must lie con¬ 
sidered as money well spent by a corporation which is 
entrusted with the public weal. We know that there are 
many citiaens who, at the expense of time and energy, 
live and labor in tho interests of the districts which they 
represent in Municipal Corporations ; bnt it is a fact tliat 
these are in tlie minority. If the whole or major portion 
of Municipal Counotliors acted on the belief and principle 
that the public health is the chief factor in the public 
weal, and that at! other impnivemei.ts and considerations 
are of secondary importance, we feel sure that the primary 
effort* of these would be devoted to the appointment of 
Health Officers on wliose qualifications every reliance can 
lie placed. Everybody knows bow much improved and 
efficient sanitary measures can effect in the wey of reducing 
the many ilk that »* hugely destroy life, and it is the 
essential duty Of mtmfelpa! and other corporations of large 
towna to endeavour to secure such satisfactory results by 
getting as (heir Health Officers What may almost be celled 
specialists hi sanitary toienoe. No scant or crippled re- 
muswatipn will procure the services of such men, and the 
eoptoattoa that east afford to pay well for an efficient Health 
Officer end refoes* to tlrt to from an eeonomioel conaidsr- 
ation to mdtfriwnt to the heat internal* of it* town*, 
poupte. We know that there it a great deal of American 
hrogtodhtoetoeWtietopewry^eimnierarieBofto* finhH- 

fications «f a Health Officer of alhrgc lowu *, btodt contalae 
-a fair fund of tenth and reality. It is not dfflteait, how¬ 
ever, to rid the description of its humorous exaggerations,

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and to taka It as a tough ffaMe an to what wm»M Mffi 
ttttote an efficient sanitary officer. We sgtoewflitoo* 
amtemperary fn bis urging to a heoesaaty dtbtff qUUUftto- 
ttou of a Healtli Officer that he have “ a prentice) . 
ledge of. human Mugs in all Mr varied reMtiutmWp*, 
and a skill in using tide knowledge, to as to pansiade 
toern to fellow where he directs, " end w* would say to 
this connection (hat it is a mistake te fill snsli sppeiut- 
msnts In India with men fresh from horns. A prectfcml 
knowledge of to* haldts and customs ofr the dffietoBt 
olassse, castes and communities of toe district* with which 
he has to deal, and of the poculiaritle* of district* and iff 
the climate* end season* is essentia) to one being an 
efficient Health Officer, and during the few pea** that it 
will take the imported sanitarian to acquire Ml snob 
neeeseary information and knowledge the public health hr 
likely to suffer. Wc think therefore that an Indian to 
Anglo-Indian with the necessary quallfioatiWM it best 
fitted for a Health Ofiloership in tula country. Should 
it lie made an object with Indian corporations to fill 
these appointments with duly qualified local talent * goad 
stimulus would b* given far local into qualifying fully 
in sanitation, and Would help toward* the Increase hi 
this country of sanitary scientists who treffb touch needed.

INDIA NOT TUB HOMS OF CHOLERA. 

Thk report tot the year 1892 ot tl»* Sanitary Commis¬ 
sioner for Bom hay will, ft is hoped, lead to a now are In the 
history of the pilgrim traffic between India and Arabia. 
It will, we think, at least servo to remove the opinion, which 
has long been entertained, that cholera epidemics, which 
prevailed iu or threatened Egypt and Europe, had their origin 
in India. This country, as we ail know, la credited, or we 
should rather say discredited, with many sins at commission 
which scrutiny shews cauuot by any moan* be attributed la 
it; and the Bombay Sanitary Commissioner's report fog the 
year 1892 disproves the idea that Indian pilgrim* to Mecca 
are the fruitful sources of the Egyptian sad European cholera 
epidemics. Between 11,000 anil 18,000 pilgrims are said to 
leave Bombay annually, and the total number of pilgrims 
to Mecca from all parts ot the JUhCraedan world Is estimated 
to he 180 , 000 . One-third of,those leaving Bombay never 
return, the greater number succumbing to epidemic disease 
or to starvation in Mecca; many also die on the return 
voyage from Jeddah. In ordinary epidemics, twenty per cent, 
of the total pilgrim* to Mecca die o£ Cholera and tmall-pox, 
whileht the more severe outbreaks the mortality rrtKhet SS tor 
cant. Now it is conceded that a very rigid medical iMpeetMm 
is made at Bombay of all ships and pMsengem far Uirroptao, 
Rod Bsa end quarantine ports; ami ft Is squally trite that 
both Jeddah ami Mecca are la extremely Insanitary eondf- 
tfons during the pilgrimage season. There is In them merit 
starvation, great overcrowding, font drinking 'water, sad 
much air pollution from the thoosands of animats sacrificed, 
and on the taco at three facts India has beta blamed for 
originating the epMemlcs that huvi so 'frequently prevailed. 
To prevent on epidemic Invasion at Europe or Egypt then, 
what seems t pressing necessity ft the rimsmsgh taprovsment 
of the ssitHOitoa Ut Che sacred eMea’sd AeaMsa end mpeslel 
attention to their hygienic eoudttten daring the period ot 
the pUgrint traffic. Unless tbese nmttm aw properly attend¬ 
ed to, medical inspections at tndtaripsrie end quarantine 
at EMt can avail little or nothing 1* preventing re suppress.

TVeetiarsf,-—Fimt, gmuiriii, consisting of judicious exercise, 
proper diet, sufficient sleep, nut from overwork, general 
tonics with special attention to the nervous system ami upper 
alt pwtn gee.

Of tefnotloe, aiillng aiul strengthening the weak muscle by 
UrtrtM; test for the ayes, if necessary atropine and dark 
gtasseaa atrycHftne eonne if the third nerve be involved, and 
trtpnsbi* indica, bromide*, antipyrine Ac., if the weakne** be 
in the external recti. Douching the,ape* with cold water or 
mild lotions, stimulating Unlmehtato forehead and temples. 
With regard to operative interference, it must he remembered 
that eye muscles vary in power from day to day according, to 
the amount of exercise, fatigue, hoars of sleep, sexual habits, 
he. Tenotomy, either patiial or complete, is uncalled for 
plainly In snch oases, and should only be resorted to When 
the insufficiency Is persistent, when the diagnosis Is certain, 
when the patient is nut hopelessly nenrotic, and all conserva¬ 
tive measures have been found to fail. 

ASEPTIC MIDWIFERY. 

Da. Fma-ncis M, Basta makes a .few suggestions in the 
A'ew J'url Utilfatl Journal for the prevention of sepsis ir. 
private, midwifery practice, where the medical attendant is 
often confronted with amass of uncleaoliness, ignorance, anil 
incompetently on the part of nurse, relatives, and patient*. 
The room occupied by the patient is the smallest, darkest, 
and most uncleanly of the house; bichloride or carbolic acid 
solutions, an adequate supply of clean linen, absorbent cotton 
rad*, toweling or even soap and water are sometimes difficult 
to obtain, aud there is everything to make effort* to combat 
sepal* a wearisome task. Dr. ltanta urges that, no time should 
be lost by the physician retained in « ease of midwifery In 
visiting "the patient’* residence. The lying-in-room ohoeeii 
ahonld be the largest, pleasantest, and best at disposal, ami 
lightsome as stitching a ruptured perineum or tlw like may 
be neoessary. All auiiertluuiu bangings and furniture-should 
bo removed, and the room well aired, especially daring the 
week p »c o aling eendnement. If powible, a cot. should be 
prepared specialty tor the confinement, and under any dr- 
constasoua eleaa bed should he urangsd for. The patient 
etaKtkl he given a writtou list of the articles she is required 
to provide herself with. At the outset it is ml vised to empty 
she lower bowel wish an enema, hi wash the citoriiu geidtais 
sritb soap and wercr and then with an antiseptic solution, 
After the ebiid is born, no vaginal or intra-uterine douche 
Should bo given, except where manual or instrumental inter- 
fertnet Wee necessary. As few vaginal examination* as pus- 
■tble ftamld be nuhle. After the birth rf the child the 
placenta should be expressed by Oreds’s method; the external 
Parts wastori with bichloride sotatien, and any Isoonrttan to 
the rirtftt or perineum, repaired. He lias employed.with 
satisfactory results, absorbent pads wade of sheet cotton 
cpdBedttaekly between layers of cheese cloth. He advises

SURGICAL TREATMENT OF PROLAPSUS UTERI. 

Landfriicd writes a thesis reviewing 04 cases of 
prolapsis uteri and regime, after operation by Hegar'i and 
Kehrtf* methods of anterior ooiporrhephy, With tacMeeof 
a wedge-shaped piece of the cervix tod colpocbetionbaphy 
nmler strict antiseptic measures. There were 4f cure* and 
17 recurrences of the prolapsus. Of there last a circular 
cicatrix developing In the vagina of one woman distorted the 
urethra and caused difficult micturition. In a second caw 
luemstometra followed through occlusion and atrophy of the 
cervix, and in a third the formation of a firm cicatrix between 
the cervix and the vagina contracted so much on itself as to 
cattle irreducible retroflexion.

Fhahoir Dowuno shews that fAeiwioe use of tobacco 
tends to amaurosis, anmmia, amblyopia Insomnia and nervous 
prostration; and the Htoiishic Ikstitutr of tha University 
of Berlin brings eoitelmltr evidence, proving that tobacco lit 
all form is fatal to Koch's comma baeUlas and that smokers 
and tobacco chewers arc less liable to cholera than are 
those who hare nothing to do with this weed,

Titbereuleole of the Placenta, 

I.ehmasn say* that, in regard to heredity in tuherqle, it 
has not yet been definitely proved whether tha disease to 
conveyed from parent* to their children by means of the 
inhalation of infected air, or whether it is directly transmit¬ 
ted from the mother to the ftBlu* i* titero, The frequency 
of joint and glandular tuberculosis Iu ahiidren speaks in. 
favor of the latter view. In animals a few oases,-of intra¬ 
uterine infection liuve been proretl. The author refer* to the 
oase reported by Sohmorl and Blreh-Hirsohfold who shewed 
that tuberclo bacilli oouhl pass over from mother to foetus, 
but it could not he proved how this transmission really oc¬ 
curred. Lehmann now reports a case of tuberculosis of the- 
placenta occurring in a woman, aged AMI, who died of acute 
tuberculosis in the eighth or ninth, month of pregnancy.

Motux oonclndee from Ids obtervatlont that the conjunotl- 
val secretion In the epidemic or sporadic catarrhal conjuncti¬ 
vitis, to common In Paris, always contains a bacillus Identical 
With that deserlhed by Koch and Kartells in the cutatrhal 
conjunctivitis of Egypt, and by Weeks in the catarrhal con¬ 
junctivitis of Philadelphia. It to therefore jasttHmble to class 
these affections together, and to differentiate between the 
common Catarrh of conjunctiva which accompanies certain 
cottar affections and the epeeifie catarrh, contagious ounjunc- 
tlvltis, which contains the above-raentinned bacillus.

HEART FAILURE FROlf CHBOStC AtOOIKttaSIE 
While not denying the oocwdooal vnltw; of strophaothne, 
caffeine and the like, Steel fib the Meiteal Ckmieia) 
advoontee strongly in favor of digitalis for “ sloohoitc heart 
failure " and during eonvakseeuee entirely Ihterdlete alcohol, 
which he freely preseribei while the patient it daogeronsly 
ill.

REMOVAL OF CLAVICLE. 

We epitomise from the Brititk Medical Journal “ Five 
months ago, Mr. Baslam of Birmingham excised a claviole 
for sarcoma. Removal was effeotod by two incisions, the 
one running along the entire length Ot the bone and the 
other was carried upwards over the most prominent part of 
the growth. To protect the subclavian, the outer end of the 
bone was raised by cutting through the shoulder attachments 
and the acromio-olsvipnlar joint, and after dissecting elf the 
chest and seek mmoles the bone was removed by dividing 
the steroo-deviealar articulation and the rhomboid ligamen t. 
There was no htsmotthige ot any importunes, except whoa 
a medium-sited vein was out while disrooting a portion of 
the growth tfiatwss ndherentto the drop oerviosl fascia..

SPASM OP GLOTTIS IN HTSTERIA. 

Lao treats In the SnOteK tbi. Week on the oaae of a nan 
*4 years Of age, who had chorea When 11 and IS yean old ; 
bat t4o yean later he had eohTUtofoaa with loss of con¬ 
sciousness. In January at thie year (1898) he hail tonic spasm 
In toedaft triangularis mentl morale, clonic and tonic spasms 
in the toft arm, clonic spasm of the deg and choreio moteraenta 
In the tongae, with complete antuthaeia of the toft arm and 
tog, bat the field of Ttoton wee unafhetad, and there waeno 
organic dieeaac. Hyeterla being dugnceed, he wet successfully 
treated with Ayewise, but a few menthe later on he had 
another convulsion, which affected the whole of hi* left side, 
and on the following evening he had a farther attack ac¬ 
companied by inepiratory dytpmea, and he died in five boors. 
The necropsy chewed death to ha due to a spasm of the 
glottto, probably acoelerated by that of the diaphragm and 
not to paralyeto of the abdnctorl of the larynx. 

TREATMENT OP EPILEPSV. 

Fnofaaaon Kvumruaso (IntertuUimat Med. Mainline) 
with the donbto riew of decreasing the inconvenience* of a pro¬ 
longed cottrae of the valuable potassium salt and of increaalng 
the aotufl amount of bromine exhibited, daily preacrlbee 
from 75 to ISO grains of the mixed bromides of ammonium 
eodiuip and potassium which ha advises carrying out for at 
leaat a or 8 yean after the last convulsive attack, without 
interruption by menstruation, pregnancy or any Intercurrent 
iUncaa, and in some oases be reoommends the alternative use 
of arsenic granules and bromide of iron; but be commends 
these 5 pgr cent of epileptics wbe ara unable to Jake bromides 
to the vegetable kingdom in wktoh the only drug which 
gives any eatiatoctory reaalt to beUadonna and toe alkaloid, 
-atropine, neither of which (a n fn e toraat el /) oau be eufficiently 
peptoagstl. Lately a vertoty of peer aamediea have been n- 
•emp m e nd ed, torch et entlfebria l .aptipyrin, anitoae hydrate, 
borax, nitroglycerine, and mom.recently the injection ofa 
eolution obtained from nervous ttosaee.

The bacteria of the vagina produced an acid wldoh kills the 
ndorobes.

Her 
body is well anointed with oil and bathed in warm water, 
and acidulated gruel is given in large quantity to assist 
by it* weight in expelling the child. The bed is to be soft 
with high pillows under the heed. The patient is to lie 
on her back, her thighs are to be separated, and her legs are 
bent up. Poor old women must attend, and before these the 
patient most show no fear or sense of shame when tabor has 
begun. It is the duty of these old women to instruet and 
support by their oonnesl, the poor unfortunate as she goee 
through the tortures of labor. They explain that her ooming 
infant, like ea extraneous substance, mast be expelled 
from her body, and that after a few hours of travail she 
will enjoy the happiness of seeing her offspring. It it 
farther their ingubrious office—end they oertaialy do it 
very lugubriously—to moralise on tbs importance of faith¬ 
fully performing ail the injunctions of the dfiai, This 
indigenous rep r ese nt ative of the obstetric art advisee the 
laborlng woman to make expulsive efforts by holding her 
breath apdetrsfoing downwards with aaeh pain, even at 
the -earliest stags of labor. Whan ones the os it fully 
dilated, the iiai exhorts end warns her patient that all 
-hex feme-mast be need momentarily towards the expulsion ( 
of the child, end she ia threatened that if sbe fails to give*

Its working it injurious to th« highest in- 
tsrett of medical education and medical tcianoe, detri¬ 
mental to the advancement ol the dignity and glory of the 
medical profession, opposed to the interest of the public, 
inounsistentwith the pfaotiee end procedure of other de¬ 
partments 'of public instruction in Indie, subversive of 
the educational policy ef Government, end the declared 
aims end objects of their medics! schools, end last, though 
not least, extravagantly costly. 

It laths object of this memorandum briefly to drew 
attention to the mischief and the snomsliee of the service, 
u at present constituted, end to indicate the line of necee- 
ssry reform which has already been too long delayed. 

The first medical men, professing the eeienee end prac¬ 
tise of medicine on Weetern principle), available lot the 
medical administration of India, wars tnedioal members 
of the military service, and they bad accordingly to be 
atiUied in the early days of usdiod education in the 
uounttjr^ net only to administer te the medical require¬ 
ments of the State for civil and military hospitals, but 
alto to act as picceera of Western medical education in

Under existing conditions of tilings, the nseesoty and 
justification of drafting military men far OivH medical 
work have cessed. Highly tabbed'had qmiified men, 
imbued with the culture of the West, are available out¬ 
side the make of Hie military modioal service, and' theif 
smptoyment in the work of medical iastrnction, and of 
deportments requiring speoisl knowledge sad training op 
the basis of selection fay merit sad ipefttal aptitude,— 
principles underlying such appointments fa Great Britain 
sad other countries,—even ia such s military country ah 
Germany,—would not only tend to qpsune increased 
efficiency, bat also decided economy. 

Our medical schools were founded not for say “ Govern¬ 
mental or executive wants,” said Sir E. Perry, but for 
tbs cultivation of medical soienoee fa the interest at 
humanity, and for the promotion of the happiness of the 
people of India. And so early as 1807, te., only 23 years 
after the implanting of Western medical scienoe fa Hie 
Bombay Presidency, some of the most distinguished 
members of tbe I. M. S. itself, true to the traditions and 
glory of their profession and of medical scienoe, resisted 


Hence it was that a constantly Increasing number of 
military tnedioel men hod to ba borrowed for the civil 
anedtatl service of Indie with fae rise end growth of the 
departments of State, connected with modioal science, 
S,f., fae departments of modioal education, sanitation, 
fafafifal analysis, end of civil medical relief throughout 


the country.

and laid down “ fast sHi Professors should be chosen for

Tlw* tbo I.M.,8. schedule, and monopoly, redly owed 
their origin to a mere arbitrary qidgr, at the instance of 
a* eothiHMotio Military Surgeon-General, winch was 
vehaxnantiy protested against by idgb-miuded and soienti- 
Ho member* of hi* own oorvio*. And, Indeed, this renailt 
was ootpally foreooon awl denounced by the prophetic 
geplqi | 0 f Dr. Morohosd, the father of medical education 
in the Western Presidency who, » the year 1849, gate 
solemn expression to tlte following weighty remarks: 
“Who, I would ask, that has lived for any time in this 
country, has not witnessed well-digested plana of public 
good, marred In their execution, simply because in the 
change* of Governments and the fluctuations of society, 
the grand principle on which they were based ha* been 
forgotten and overdookad, and its place usurped by 
eeoondary and subordinate purposes ? ” 

As .matters now stand, the college and hospital ap- 
pomtmeato are regarded and dealt with merely ai pro- 
vision for menoftb* I, M. 8., irrespective of their quall- 
flections end fltneee. Men ere appointed to poets, not 
abase n*e they nee fitted for them but because they have 
attained a certain rank in the Military Service, or have 
internet with their chief, end are able to affix high-sound- 
iag. military tkJosto their names, m are handy or available 
a* being neat on the Met, or at tlte nearest elation. 

Thu interests of education and science are srrhordiaate 
t* pnmiy eervlee ooosidarattona end convenience, end 
there is a cahstaet ahuffiing of Sbeoards, so that the same 
ramie supposed to be capable of handling different sub¬ 
jects with the change of th* seasons aa he is ordered 
about by the Surgaon-Ganeral. Efficiency, and eentimuty 
of work, Una offer attbo from this loose and perfunctory 
method of selection, to teaebing appointments in the 
neUega and bo*ptta|.

Important and responsible appointments'She those of 
Chemical Analyser to Government, and Sanitary Ootnmit- 
aiunort, requiring special knowledge and training, and 
pro-supposing high technical qualifications, are under this 
system, given away to men, according to the convenience 
of tlie Burgeon-General's Deportment, regardless of their 
fttnea* for the posts. The result Is, »4 ! Drv Voeikar onmplains* 
India has no scientiste of her own. Oor Oilvernment, 
moreover, have to sdbmit to each oauatio criticism ash 
given in Dr. Vodker’s description of India’* Oovcrnment 
Chemical Analyser*. In his ofibW report, submitted to 
the Government of India, he aays that cat Chemical 
Analytere have had “ nothing more than th* class in¬ 
struction in chemistry and the test-tube experience iaf the 
ordinery medical student, and the result is that tbs rfean 
bangles on st first, doing the beet he esn, and If h* be a 
man of ability in oouree of time, he gets to know how 
to deal with the nsmil run of things, auhmittedto Mat,end 
what he does not know, he Bode out from hooks." The 
claim* of outsiders, no matter how eminent anfi dhdfn- 
gntshed, are systematically Ignored, and a deed set itoide 
against any attempt to Week to open the monopoly. Wo 
wonder that the profession does not advene^ and sekmeo 
is not developad and coltivatsd.

' On word it to tho mode in which the proposed 
aeheme of reform rasy he adapted to existing circumsUnos. 
.The qutnber of supernumeraries or reeervea is already 
00 considerable that for many yean to oome, there would 
be no need of further enlistment for military duty. The 
supernumeraries axoeed the regulars by 108. In bet, this 
Is eae of the factors of increased and unnecessary military 
.expenditure since 1861, for bad the appointments of the 
especially eetabUehed Civil Service been given to Civilians 
ae it was intended to, Indie would not heve been paying 
for all the military man who have been unnecessarily 
borrowed all these twenty yean and more from the mili¬ 
tary service. It is, therefore, necessary (i) to stop further 
competition for the Indian Medical Service, and to carry 
out the objects of the Uncovenanted Medicti Servian by 
re-opening it to deserving Indian graduates and graduates 
of British Universities, who might, es vsosnoios arias, be 
appointed Civil Surgeons ; (ii) to revise the scale of pay 
and grade id the Assistant Surgeons, and to altar it from 
lOO-t-200, to 160—330, with admission of tlie doosrving 
amongst them to the uaoovenanted grade. Aeeiatant- 
Surgeona have, on various occasions, acted ae Civil Sur¬ 
geons, and to the satisfaction of Government, and this is 
not to be wondered at, for in the words of a committee of 
Dn. T. Crawford and J. M.. Cunningham, who reported 
to the Government of India, amongst other tilings, that 
“ (he Indian examination is quite as stringent as that re¬ 
quired by some of the British examining bodies,” and 
although they urge that no preference should be given, 
in «n«htpg higher appointments, to those who bold a 
diploma from an English school or college, they too have 
noted that the “ transfers of Assistant Surgeons to the 
tTnoovsnantod Medics! Officer grade has occurred very 
rarely." They have, moreover, gone as volunteers on 
field service, and have acquitted themselves creditably. 
So that members of the Civil Medical Servloe may be 
relied on for oredltable field work in tiraee of emergency, 
lor, fat the words of Pre. Crawford and Cunningham, 
the Assistant Surgeons have “ by their excellent servloe in 
the tsfo Afghan Campaign, shewn what valuable use c«dd 
he made of suoh material in time* of war or other emer¬ 
gency.” There is no uoh reserve for the Army Medical

TREATED with ammonium bromide.

Cks*. 1.— Ratila, Hindu male, got his right thumb 
blown off by ths bursting of hii gun. On the fourth day 
tetanus appeared, for which tiu sought admission into tho 
Jamoo Hospital. Wound nntiaeptiotUy dressed ; 16 grains 
of hydrate of dblonl administered every three hours with 
no relief. Tincture csunabis Indie* in 16-drop doses every 
four hours given witliout relief; in fsct the spasms seemed 
to he worse after it. Cannabis repeated in 20-drop dotes 
witliout relief. On the following day bromide of ammo¬ 
nium ia 20-grain doses was given three times s day, 
anil the patient Was mnob better on the following day. 
The treatment was continued for sbout six days 
Improvement was every day apparent and. the patient wae 
discharged «e oured on the twelfth day. 

CaSE 2.—Hiuuro, a Hindu male, age 45, had his hand 
wmmded with sm axs and got tetanus flvr days after. He 
WM admitted into the dispensary by an order of Court 
ten days after the incident. The wonnd was aseptioaily 
dressed. Hydrate of chloral and tincture belladonna in 
•fnH doses were given every three hours, but die tetanic 
spasms remained the seme. Bromide of ammonium in 
15-grain doses was now given three times a day, and a 
little relief followed. The does was now increased to 20 
grains, and the patient was mueb better in 2d bourn. This 
'mixture was continued with Undos far about eight days, 
and the patient sm* discharged enrtd on the eleventh day.

THB MEDICAL EVIDENCE GIVEN BEFORE 
THE ROYAL COMMISSION ON OPIUM. 

Acriiro on tl>« resolution* .passed in the House of 
-Comtnou* by 160 votes against ISO on the 10th April 
1891, to the effect that the Indian Opium Revenue was 
morally indefensible, Mb Webb, supported by Sir Joseph 
Pease, President of the Anti-Opium Association, revived 
the question of the suppression of the opium trade iu 
India, with the mult that a Boy*! Commission was 
appointed to enquire in the pro* and com in this matter. 
Ibe Commission held Its Brat setting in the Bengal Legis¬ 
lative Council Chamber at Calcutta ou Saturday, the 18th 
November bat, under the presidency of Lord Braaeey, the 
member* being Sir June* Lyall, Hi* Higlmeea the Maha¬ 
rajah at Dor bhang*, Mr William Robert*, k.d., Mr. A. U. 
Ftneh*W*, a? Mr. Hand Bis Vehari Dus, Hr. Mowbray, 
K.F., Mr, J. Beane, **., and Mr. H. 3. Wflion, nj>. The 
Seetohu-yot the Cotnmimion, Mr. J. P. Hewett, o.s., read 
fee objects for which the Commbskm was appointed, vis., 
to enquire:

Space does not permit of us doing anything more at 
present than to give very briefly the pith of llie medioal 
evidence taken and recorded. 

ScaaRON Majob-Genbkal Rjcr said be had been 37 
years in the Indian medical aevioe, for SO yean of which 
he was Civil Surgeon in the Central Provinces, end in 
oharge of District and Central Jails. As he had to 
examine carefully every prisoner coming into or going out 
of jail, he became acquainted with a large number of indivi¬ 
duals most likely to become habituated to tbe use of 
opium. He always carefully enquired into the extent to 
which each prisoner was so addicted, to help hirn to decide 
on the nature and extent of labonrto be aseigned tbesq. 
Two or three only of tbe men imprisoned esoh year were 
oases in which opium was abused in its use. Dysentery, 
diarrhoea, and ague with pains and depression are com¬ 
mon evils of the Central Province*. Many of tbe people 
are beyond the reach of medical advice. Opium is found 
by them, or on the reoommendatiOn of hakinu, to relieve 
their pains and miseries. They cannot afford to take it 
in anything but small do***;’ aM so taken, witnesa 
thought, tint these poor people lead healthful live*, and 
are enabled to perform work enough to maintain them- 
seivea and their families. Only a smalt percentage of 
the people, he thought, take ft in steadily increasing quan¬ 
tities. With tb« majority it is token daily jnet a* 
tobaoooM. Even those using the drug in tha greatest 
moderation are rendered unfit for work, if deprived of their 
daily dole- Cases of insanity, traceable to the use at 
opium, were absolutely exceptional. Even the restriction 
of Represent one will he attended with much suffering, 
for no food, drink or drug can be eubstMnted for it. Qto- 
nine is valuable in malarial fever*, but opium relieved 
dierrhcea, dysentery and rheumatism, Ac. He pres¬ 
cribed it ftoiieMly in these dieeaare far larger dose* them 
three racogaired a* reft.

R. Habviy, «.p., Inepeotor-Oenewl 
ofOivil Hospitals in Bengal, said that he had been nearly 
29 years In the service, end served in places where opium 
teaeforgriy need and extensively ctihlvated ; on frontier 
etpedWoue, In charge of jstts, and in China. He had 
considerable experience of opima-eaters. Smokers of 
Ml or !8 grains a day seemed to be ae worse for it. There 
la no meant of recognising a moderate opium eater. Many 
do inornate the dote. The regular opium drunkard is lean, 
emaciated, dried up, and altogether a broken-down and 
good-for-nothing wretoh ; but there are oomparatively 
very few of such to be found. He did not think any 
organic disease is earned by opium in excess ; but many 
organically diseased take to ita use. Some take it for 
sensual enjoyment. Meat conamaten use ft in moderation; 
two (grains ia a fair daily allowanoe, but many take four or 
eight grains, ft supports and comfort* eapeotelly under 
exertiqn or exposure. It acts ns a prophylactic against 
diarrheas, rheumatism, malarial fever, dysentery, and 
diabetes. A considerable number of the Sikhs and IUjputs, 
the fount .races in India, ore opium oo rummers. Many 
Chinese in Calcutta, who are opium eaten, an bold specula¬ 
tors of taet. Taw give fap She opium habit, but they could 
if they wished without difficulty, Ita use lies novel led 
to any dangerous results. The mod orate use of the drug 
hu no efEaet on the wont character, end even excess does 
not lead to violent crimes. Petty theft* may result. He 
thought opium one of the meat harmless, useful, end 
necessary blessings that men cl* have. If denied it a 
men sued to it would take to some other stimulant, and 
yaqja and alcohol era much wens. All mankind went 
s ti m ulants efeome sort. Opium is the best stimulant. He 
had taken it himself several times trader greet fatigue 
and exposure, nod always found that it sustained sad 
comforted him. It Wes not ueoeesaty to reduce the faci¬ 
lity for procuring the drug. Non-opium eaters stood 
hardships of .aungaiga* as well as opium-eaters. Some 
men do take Hasan aphrodisiac under delusion ss to its 
effects. In Eajpntena it is generally begun with children; 
mother* give it to their infants to keep them quiet. 

ftmasos Irf*Dt.-COL A. Caanw*, Superintendent, Pre- 
sWqnqy General Hospital, had hospital, jail and lunatic 

ih^irtBs*to^ee^ht giatoTper^Lod of poputetiou, or P foar 
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head of population yearly. He b« often aktwlth tfofowe 
who taka opium to exeew, and R was erifom fount fe 
preduoedeisterkms efforts. Be W*anf opinion tbrtH was 
never the oanee of insanity. The habit fc .sogglrad at 
tliaagenf abort 40year*. The people of India tremors 
tolerant of the drug from difference of tempemtec*; that 
U, larger doses ate required in India. it can be given 
more freely to native than to European children. Native 
mother* often give it to baUea * day or two eld $ nut 
native ayahs to peevish children smoetiewe in fatal dote* 
The tolerance of opium in «h« native ia due to the hot 
climate, vegetable diet, and abstinence from alortwl. The 
evils of opium-emoking are considerably greater than those 
of opium-eating. The former is a aortal vise with yn*ugpw 
people. Opium taking does not give rise to violent crime*; 
tho majority begin it on the reoomnrandation of their 
superiors or elden for the benefit of health. The poorer 
take it as a protection against ehitU, diawtona, and dysen¬ 
tery > and malarial fever, and in tire treatment of asthma 
and diabetea. Natives have an aversion to quinine, which 
aggravates some kinds of fwer. Biuntqn and Qartod in 
tlooir therapeutics mention opium for malaria. Quinine 
could not replace opium. Alaohot end gunja do oause 
violence, hut opium never. To legislate that opinm be 
produced only for medical purposes would cause much 
suffering in many parts of the oonntiy, a* people are often 
so far removed from medical aid, and opium is their only 
medicine. In the E. I. Bailway not a single native during 
28 yean has bean known to be unfit for work from the 
use of opium. He would sboliah ehundoo end miiddee 
manufacture, but not that of opium, The suspicion attached 
to tlie opium agitation is that it ia in tho interest of the 
European liquor traffic. The opinion in the West Indies 
is, that tite opium habit makes the labourers inefficient. He 
thought, however, that tite moderate use had not such * 
result. Ophun-smokere may be employed iu reeponeible 
posts. He would himself take quinine and sot opium 
in malaria. 

Sononon Lt*nTEx*.xT-Coi,oji*L J. u'Bman, Protestor of 
Surgery and Descriptive Anatomy of the Mediool Cottage 
Hospital, sold he )>ad lived much among opium-eaters. 
It wae impossible to tell a moderate opium-eater from 
appearance. It caused no. coostitutiooa) ill-effect* when 
used in moderation. About S per cent, of the elderly 
males In Behar consumed opium. He never knew' of a 
young opium-eater. In ti eating some case* of fever lio 
found quinine foil and opinm benefit the patients. He 
cited instances iu which malarial fever appeared to have 
been warded off by the use of opium. He knew of but 
three cases of lU-health from opium consumption. He 
knew opium to iiave been largely need in Burdwau by the 
natives to ward off fever. To check the use at opium 
would be difficult or impossible. 

Sonanoir irnexwuwr-Cowiwi J, F.P. MoOowtwa, *,d. 

Professor, Medical College, Calcutta_His observation awl 

experience ley chiefly in Calcutta, with regard to opium. 
He never enquired into the matter partioulariy, but 
roughly speaking one per cent, of the adults took opium. 
It was used in moderation, end did not deteriorate on# 
physically or mentally. In hut few ease* did he tee ft 
used in excess. It was taken first for disease, and in tiara

He board that the Opium Commission waa 
instituted to Increase the oale of alcohol and to benefit 
distillers at home. 

Summon LinmxAXT-Coumni, Pimnesraid that hio ex¬ 
perience at 88 yean allowed that many take opium in 
malarial districts with benefit, it waa oaid. He found its use 
tended toptbloog Hfe, rad to give relief in these oircums- 
toncoa. Ho hod never noticed any ill-effects from its use. 
Used m moderation It was beneficial. If prohibited, the 
people would take to somo more injurious drug. - It ia diffi¬ 
cult to tell on opium oonssmer from Ids appearance. 

8u#fl*©» Liui'TixasT^loLoni. E. G. Rossku,, said he 
had coatiderable experience in noticing the effects of 
opinm. five to ten per cent, of adult males were opium- 
eaters. Moderately used by people improperly fed, clothed 
and housed, ft was beneficial and prolonged life. Its 
habitual use did not render one liable to or cause disease. 

Sruanfr-MaJon R. Conn, m.d. said he had 17 years' ex- 
periencc, and had charge of many lunatic asylums, also 
charge of jails and police. Three or five per cent, of the 
population of Dacca took opium, moot of these were 
Mahomedans. There was a stigma against opium-smoking. 
Moderately used it was innocuous ; in many oaaes bene¬ 
ficial. Ita use in excess was rare. It was useful in dysen¬ 
tery end diarrhoea of advancing life. 

SueosoN-Camix J. H. Tcu, Wu.su, Resident Surgeon, 
General Hospital, said that in Pooreo he had seen lakhs 
of people every year who took opium, and had never 
observed ray iH-effccti from its use, except congestion 
of vessels of the brain.

Dr. Kotlabh Chtod&r Bora, private practitioner rad 
Praebtent of the Calcutta Medical Society, oaid that the 
Opium bahit was commencod about tlie age of 35 years. 
Its moderate use did not effect health deleteriouely, but 
promotod health and prevented materia. Two to ten 
grains * day woe moderate. Only in exceptional cases 
wee them a tendency to increase tha dote. It does not 
^mnmUao lh* people or deteriorate the intellect. It is a 
powerful antidote against malaria. It is taken too as a 
luxury like' tobacco smoking. It does not injure health. 
Though thersi* a tendency towards sleep, especially in 
rid people, the consumers are easily roused at any moment. 
Qptura-ampidag deteriorates health. Even large consumer* 
ore healthy sad hamlets. It doe* not lead to crime of 
shy kind.

It improves 
digestion, aud keeps up the vital powers. It ia sot e very 
widely extended habit. It ie very much used for rheuma¬ 
tism, dysentery, diarrhoea, diabetes, and asthma. Children 
of five or six years have been kuowntotake .it aad mothers 
give it to their infante to put them to sleep, Ia moderate 
use no ill-effects result. Bad effects follow exeese in its 
use. His countrymen would object to pay ray increased 
taxation. He would, to far, restrict its sate as to pre¬ 
vent it being used to destroy life, Me, would not with 
eny sort of akbari thing to be used except mettioaJIy. 
Suicides end homicides often result from the use of opium. 

Miss Da. Hamiltok raid ah* waa in practice in Gal- 
outta. In the Zenana Hospital many cases are not seen of 
opium-eaters. She never raw aohild take it. It is rare, 
(he thought, among females of the upper classes. She 
had not seen deterioration ip health or obturator frpm its 
use in moderation. Thera ia a teudeody to increase the 
dose. Taking it is not considered a disgrace. No physi¬ 
cal Or moral ill-effects are censed by it* nee, Prohibition 
would be considered a very greet hardship by the people, 
sod would encourage alcolioliam among ueerh. She would 
oot give it in malarial fever. : 

Dr. Hiralal Gross, medical practitioner, Said he had 
known many opium-eaters. It ktokn medically rad ok a 
sustamer—average dose two grateateoreattd Very gradually 
to eight. It had ffi-efEecta on health—jaufrttoe, enlarged 
liver, dysentery, aad diairhararesuttibg, teas noticeable of 
course in the weU-to-do. It doee riot affect the meral 
character, rad load to crime. Opium-eaters often «otd 
him that for five or six month* after taking to option 
they were well, but not afterward* ; when they loft it off 
they were all right, rad if they took it agete their dte ea ea a 
returned. Thera is not much difficulty in giving up the 
habit. 

Dr. Kasai Liu. Duv, late Assktant Chemical Ex¬ 
aminer to Government, thoughtthe affects of optem-eetipg 
salutory.

He had never met with an opiem-satar iff the 
first two classes. The Chinese, Burmaos, Hindu* and 
Mahomed an* were given chiefly to it ip the order mention¬ 
ed ; the percentage being abeut 4,8, land L The quantity 
generally taken ranged from one to IS greina a day, Tim 
majority took a fixed daily due* for yew*) a fair proportion 
had gone on giaduaiiy increasing the dole. It was begun by 
the majority under the belief that it gave strength and noted 
as a stimulant; some commenced ft by the force of example 
from others. The user* of the drug invariably felt badly 
without it eveuif addicted to the smallest doses. Stopp¬ 
ing the drug was Mowed by great restlessness, digestive 
distress, looseness of bowels, and severe pains about the 
body and abdomen. Three or four days of, abstinence 
was enough to lull the craving* for tile drag. Many— 
opium under advice for rheumatic psftta, bronchial affec¬ 
tions, bowel complaints, diabetes. Ha never heard sny 
putient toil him it was taken to preveut or cure malarial 
fever, nor did ho over bear or ae* any physician who 
prescribed it for those purpose*. In malarial fev«> it may 
relieve bodily perns, but does not shorten er prevent 
paroxysms. In malarial fevers, whet* then is * marked 
tendency to congestion of the liver, spleen and kidneys, 
and in many similar oases it Wax contra-indicated or ‘posi¬ 
tively injurious. The experience of many Indian physi¬ 
cist!* of note condemned opium in malaria! fever. Even 
strong and healthy men are unfit for work if deprive) of 
tboir daily allowance. H» tom Seen phyakxtl wreck* in 
opium dens, the report of a visit'which is published in the 
Indian Unheal Rtoord, and an editorial by him published 
in Use asm* journal he tendered as part of Wa evidence. 
He regarded opium M inimical to health It taken otherwise 
than medicinally. Among Indians it to regarded a* a 
ewe to nee opium. Ita continued — causes emaciation, 
bowel derangement, genual vital Impairment, and marked 
moral dafanqtMaey, He often found optam chorea as a 
suicidal agent; the striotast limits and safeguards should 
be placed upon ita sale.

TROPICAL DUBK1W84. " “ 

Bib Joseph Fayrxb has found tent tropical diarrhmato 
an insidious disease that occasionally makeeite appeat*noe 
years after the subject of it bee returned Bern tee' troptas. 
and though it is sometimes preceded hf malarial indtoatlOis 
or functional derangement of the Brer hr other abdominal 
vlsocra or diarrhoea or dysentery, or adeem resembling ehronto 
dysentery, still it begins without ,any prevtous apparent 
derangement of health and mpldly gaining ground, M nop 
noticed until the wasting loss of strength and excessive sore¬ 
ness of the tongue reveals the gravity of lie condition. Detcec*- 
tion produces a sense of relief, and the dejecta which at find 
may be natural and bilious, gradually grow Ugbttoolored, 
copious, frothy and pultaaeous and, at ilia disease advenes*, 
are occaaieually tinged with blood. The appetite map be very 
good, but the rawness of tee mottte and tongue interfere with 
its gratification and the patient beoomas emaciated, ex¬ 
hausted and incapable of any prolonged exertion. Drags, 
being generally of little avail, particular attention mast be 
paid to the patient’s clothing, mode (ditto, habits and regulated 
diet. Physiological tost should be insisted oh, and four to 
six ounces of milk, which should form the sale (Bet must be 
given nwry hour, day and night. Larger Quantities of milk 
at longer intervals will do more harm than good. And if milk 
does not suoceed in auriay the patient, there is .very little 
chance of any other form of treatment doing so. 

IMMUNISATION OK MAN AOAIN8T OHOLKRA. 
Sawtschxnxo and Babolotm have made a number of 
experiments on tho comma bacillus, For three weeks they 
swallowed a certain quantity, iaoreastog in amount, of 
cholera-vaccine, and nearly a monte after tee last dose waa 
taken (Ihey took altogether 1368 and 1-08 grains respec¬ 
tively 1j>., 21.7 and 17.1 grains of the dried bacilli). Scram from 
their blood wa* injected intraperitoneaily into tour guinea- 
pigs which, together with a miaml, wan throe days after¬ 
wards injected with pure chotqu ottltarp M boon eld. The 
control animal died in a few hours, but as the athere survived, 
these result* point to the canclpelpn teat the parsons from 
whom the serum was taken had been rendered immune to 
cholera by tee vtocSne employed. To verify this, each often 
experimenters swallowed 0-1 com. of a freth cholera culture 
24 hours old after sextraUsIng the gaetrto jutbe byaoda-sel*- 
tion; but no IB efieots followed, aad their eruouetiem 
remained solid, though they contained, as ferae tee third day, 
numbers of cholera bacilli which subsequent experiments 
proved, had not lost their vtrulenoe by passing through tea 
intestines of these immune persons.

SASTTABY PROGRESS IS INDIA. 

W* quote front Mia* SufUmHag “ Last year to the 
North-Wester* Province* and Oudh, the moat important 
scfasmetaf wsitar-supply undertaken or completed were thoee 
at Allahabad, Benin* Cawnpan, Lucknow and Kalni Tat. 
0( the drainage sbhemes that ter draining the Important 
tract of ooemtoy lying between the Burhganga and the Eaat 
Kali Nadi, which had long suffered from water-logging, and 
which hat note been practically reclaimed, wee making rapid 
program, The new drainage and sewerage project at Nslnl 
Tal wu on hand. Booh activity was alao ehewn In the 
eiooutioo ot rstaor unitary works on which the munidpali- 
tiee are reported to hare spent a fair proportion of their 
i Dooms,” 

LAST year the Peabawar and Abbottabad Water-Work* 
were completed and handed 6ver to the respective Munir 
cipolitio*. The Delhi Water-Work* were approaching com¬ 
pletion. Water-supply schemes lor Delhousie, Kolmt and 
Burree werc lanctioncd and commenced. A similar scheme 
for Amritsar had received sanction, and a project for inoreaa- 
ing the water-supply of Simla had been prepared and 
forwarded to the Government of India. Bapld progress was 
being made with the drainage schemes of Paridabad, Pesha¬ 
war, Gujranwala and Kohat. 

IK Bengal last year, there was the construction of water- 
• work* at Nuirahed, the extension of the water-works at 
Dacca, Improvements of drainage at Sernmpur and at Puri, 

. apd the consideration of various schemes among which is to 
be noted the water-supply for Howrah. Two years have 
now pawed, and Howrah has not yet received its promised 
Water-supply. On the whole, the record is a satisfactory 
. one, considering the difficulties under which the Local 
Government labours. 

A SANITARY BOARD FOR THE N.-W. P. 

Xus following Government reeolution is published 
Tile appointment of a Sanitary Engineer to Government 
having been created, the Lieutenant-Governor and Chief 
Commissioner baa taken into consideration the constitution 
ot the Provincial Sanitary Board established and organised 
by the resolutions above Quoted. It is expedient in His 
Honort opinion that the Sanitary Engineer should be a 
member of the Board and its adviser on tochuioal matters ; 
while some of the present members, the Legal Remembrancer 
to Government and the Director ot Land Records and Agri¬ 
culture, may without objection be relieved of their duties. 
The Lieutenant-Governor and Chief Commissioner is accord¬ 
ingly pleased in supersession of existing orders to appoint 
the following offieen members of the Sanitary Board:—The 
Secretary to Government in the Public Works Department, 
Irrigation Branch; the Secretary to Government, Public 
Works Department, Buildings, Deads ami Railway Branch; 
the. Secratary to Government in charge of the Departments 
of Manieipalitjp* and Local Boards; the Inspector-General 
ot Civil Hospitals; the Sanitary Commissioner; the Sanitary 
Engineer to Government— (tjeeretary) \ The Commissioner 
of pwh division; ami two native gentlemen selected by the 
Commissioner will continue, as hitherto, to be members ot the 
Board. A lull Board will now consist of nine members, and 
live will oontinuefio constitute a gabr*w."

EXTIRPATION OF A HYPERTROPHIED SPLEEN. 
Tiscs records the aese ot a woman, aged 48, who mat the 
subject of abdominal pain for seven years, together with pro¬ 
fuse menstruation. These troublesbegan six weeks after a 
cooiinement | but the patient was not at all enmmio, She had 
a itrgeabdomlnal tumour, which freely admitted Utetul move¬ 
ments, but none in the vertical direction, and histological 
examination proved it to be a hypertrophied spleen. The 
uterus being behind tho tumour (to which.Its anterior part 
was adherent) and only slightly enlarged, and the left ovary 
being imperceptible, while the right one was distinctly felt, 
an ovarian cyst (itfi) was at first diagnosed ; but an abdomi¬ 
nal section, coils of intestine were found coveting the uterus 
and the tumour, wbioh latter was adherent to the uterus and 
the abdominal wall, Tho ovaries were oedematou* and cover¬ 
ed with fibrinous deposit, while the kidney* were normal; 
but neither before nor after the operation was there any 
loukmmla, The spleen being extirpated, the woman made a 
complete recovery in three weeks. Masxtx also reports

QUININE DURING PREGNANCY. 

Hiuuboh-Majub H. P. Dune OCX, of Bombay, writes to 
the Laiuvt, deprocatiug tbe deap-rooted prejudice against the 
exhibition of large closes*! quinine during pregnancy, and in 
support of Us contention that this drug la not a direct emme- 
augogue, while it may be given during pregnancy with signal 
advantage in malarious fever without fenoing the drug with 
opium or other sedatives. He puts forward!* an Illustration a 
. primapara who was suffering from malarial intermittent fever, 
and though in her eighth month’of pregnancy, derived decid¬ 
ed benefit from the administration of tumUf-graU doses of 
sulphate of quinine. He say* : “ I am inclined to think that 
quinine bee not much initial oxytocic effect on the uterus 
itself, and that Its Influence during labor is due to a stimula¬ 
tion of the flagging nervous powers, while Its emmentge^ue 
effect* are probably duo to its action on the vascular appara¬ 
tus through the nervous system also.”

moderate degree of calmness and reason, may he fairly arid 
to prevent a man from knowing that which he did was wrong. 
If the jury found that by reasonof nnsoundnosa of mind he 
was so incapable, it would be open to them to give him tbe 
beneflt of section 84, notwithstanding they wore satisfied he 
was conscious that he was snooting his wife, his daughter, 
and bis son with a loaded pistol, and notwithstanding that 
he had that general knowledge that every sane man was 
presumed to possess, that wilful kitting was wrong and 
contrary to law."

THE H. D. DEGREE OF CALCUTTA. . 


Before a graduate of the Calcutta University can appear 
for the examination of tbe Dootorate in Medicine, be must, by 
existing regulations, qualify flint as a Bachelor of Arts. This 
high educational standard has proved a bar to the popularity 
of this degree, and so during the 40 yean that the Medical 
College has been in existence, only eight of its alumni hate 
graduated as M.D's. There is no just resson for excluding 
graduates from this legitimate higher distinction by any 
such barrier. It finds no parallel in the British sahnols, and 
it is not so even in Madras or Bombay. There can be no 
doubt that the restriction acts not only at a doterrant upon 
deserving graduates, but it undoubtedly damps enthusiasm 
and cripples professional activity. Surgeon-Lieutenant- 
Colonel McConnell, M.D., the present worthy President of 
the Medical Faculty of the Calcutta University, Is aiming 
at a removal at this restriction to the advancement of 
Oaloutta graduates, and we earnestly hope that he will he 
successful. *

OOBBA POISON IN MOTHER’S MILE. 

A MabomsbaX beggar woman and her infant child (aged 
about one year) recently died is Madras. It would appear, 
that the deceased woman waa bitten by* oohra, and while 
in that state, she nursed the child, which also died from the 
'effects of the poison. Says the Sritioh Medical Journal 
“ With reference to this statement, Sir J, Fayrer, to whose 
notice we brought it, writee I think it quite probable. I 
long ago showed that the blood of an animal poisoned by 
cobra rims is itself poisonous. I also shewed that the oohra 
.virus ia poisonous when plaoed in the stomach." 

Nothing more probable than that the milk of a woman so 
poisoned should be poisonous to the infant, but ie it not quite 
rare that the infant did not die of some other cause ?

Dae. Hallotkap and Jenseltae hare pnbllshed tome 
obaervotlons on the malttplo loelone affecting the peripheral 
nerves In leprosy. Theta lesions give rite to various forme of 
paralytit aamstheeto, and to tome amyotrophic oondltidns, 
which are especially remarkable, both ae regards their distri¬ 
bution and general oharaoter. It was chiefly In the llmtt that 
these symptoms attained their maximum intensity; the ex* 
teuton of the feet were especially affected and wasted rapidly. 
As regards the fade, complete paralysis of the right facial nerve 
■ooeatred within a few days, ail the muscles supplied by It 
being afhoted; the tight orbicularis mosaic was Implicated 
on each tide, to that the eye ooukl not be properly closed. 
Sensibility was abolished In the limbs in the regions around 
the elbows and knees, and It was perverted in the arms and 
tUghsi thus the contact of a oold body produoed the sensation

Relation between Small-Fox, Vaccination, 
and the Immunity of the Feetue. 

AT a meeting of the Aoadnmy of MedKflne, Mi Hervieux re. 
ported that he had collected I5J oases in which the mother 
had been re-vaocinatod toward the end of pregnaney. When 
the Infants were vaccinated the operation only tailed forty 
times. The immunity of the mother Is, therefore, not trans¬ 
mitted to the product of oonoeption. The same results were 
obtained tn experiment* upon simp. Those bora Of mothers 
who suScred from small-pox during pregnancy were generally 
vaoolnated without success, but some tima* they were ref no¬ 
tary for several month*.

Enteric Fever( Perforation { Recovery* 
McCall reports the case of a woman, thirty-four yearn 
old, who, upon the sixteenth day of an attack of enteric 
fever, after eating half a dozen unripe plants surreptitiously 
obtained from a child, was seised with violent pain and' 
vomiting and other evidence of toUapse. The temperature 
fell to 97*. the extremities became oOld; tympanites became 
marked and death seemed imminent, Under stimulating 
treatment, including the application of wanntit, the. woman 
rallied and gradually improved. A considerable areaofdul. 
new formed in the canal region and slight dutaeae in both 
flanks. On the twenty.second day the dnlnesi over the 
catcum had become better defined, while that in the flanks 
was disappearing. Klevon days later fluctuation was detected 
in the midst of the carnal dnluess, and poultices were applied 
until pointing took place. On the third day a small amount 
of matter was passed per rectum. Six days later eighteen 
onnoes of badly smelling purulent fluid were withdrawn from 
the area of oeoal dulness by means of an aspirator. After 
another interval of six days eight ounces more of pits were 
withdrawn. Thereafter oonvalasceuue set In, and perfect re¬ 
covery ensued.— Brttiih Medical Journal, 

A ease of Supernumerary Spleen. 
SOBGN.-CAFr. 0. HAHBISOS YODNfl, MCA, A.JI.S. 
reports the following case in the Brit. Med. Jour. “ Private 
M. D. was admitted Into the Station Hospital, Malapuram, 
suffering from entorio fever. From the first the range of 
temperature was very high, and the symptoms very severe. 
He died on 1th April from hyperpyrexia; hit temperature at 
the time of death being lOfl'K. 

The jiiut mortem examination showed uhosually deep and 
extensive ulceration of Psyer's patches and the solitary glands, 
several of the ulcers varying from 1 to 1} lath in diameter. 
There was hypostatic pneumonia of both lungs. The left 
lung waa firmly adherent to the partetosand diaphragm 
over its entire surface. A mass of oaldfied tubercle as large 
as * hazel nut was found, In Its apex. The spleen weighed IS 
ounces, and was congested and friable. Lying almost in con¬ 
tact with Its lower border was a supernumerary spleen. The 
latter was II Inch in diameter, was perfectly circular In shape 
without any attempt at a hllum, waa attached to the spleen 
by a distinct fold of peritoneum, and waa supplied by special 
branch from the splenic artery. On being oat Into ft piteeat-

Stature of Wounds of the Liver. 

As the recent Surgical Congress In Rome, Micbeli showed 
a oaae In which ha had successfully anturad a wound of the 
liver. Laparotomy having been performed, it was found 
that the wound i was situated on the Convex surface of the 
left lobe near the free margin, it was 4 oentimctres iu length 
and i in depth, and waa directed vertically towards the lower 
margin of the organ. A modern e amount of haemorrhage 
had' taken placet The edges of tire wound in the liver sub¬ 
stance were brought together with five silk sutures and the 
abdomen olosed. The patient (a woman) made an uninter¬ 
rupted recovery, and was discharged cured In twenty days. 
In a oaae of gunshot wound of the liver the author applied 
fifteen silk sutures, and haemorrhage was so thoroughly con¬ 
trolled that no trace of bleeding having taken plaqp could be 
found four days after the operation, when death oocurred 
from peritoneal sepsis. Other cases in which wounds of the 
liver hod been successfully dealt with In the same way by 
his colleagues at the Gonsol&rione Hospital In Rome were 
cited by ths anther. Micheli quoted the jxut-vnntsm records 
of the Cqpeolasione tor a period of twenty yean, which show¬ 
ed that during that time death had occurred from hrnmor- 
rhago or sepsis In about 20 oases in which wounds of the liver 
were left nnsutilred. He explained that the sutures were 
passed only superficially through the liver substance.—If. .V./,

Influence of Mineral Bathe oh Menstruation. 

Most balneologists regard menstruation as a oontm-indloa- 
tion tor baths, anil those are discontinued daring that period at 
every bath-cure. However, tho investigation of UaXAVxvBr 
show that in abnormal menstruation and in diseases of tho 
sexual organs mineral baths should be continued, since they 
improve the general condition of the patient, diminish and 
shorten abundant menstruation, and augment a scanty flow. 
Artificial salt baths, neoordlng to the author, may be employed 
for the same purpose, their effeot being similar. They are to be 
recommended to cause contraction of the womb and dimin¬ 
ish the quantity of blood In it—17ato.

Now, Sir, can you or any si your readers kindly toil 
aw how all them properties steeped the notice of so many 
physicians, when a number of other Indian drags, less 
frequently met with, have been carefully and successfully 
examined end made useful is practioat medicine ? If the 
wholesome properties now attributed to opium have been 
thus so suddenly found out, why could not its official 
advocates see the light till now ? I wish the gentlemen of 
the medical profession who have so liberally given their 
evidence as to the usefulness Of opium, would kindly 
bring forward tire statistical proofs that will support their 
views, for mere statements of opinions an of little use. 
They had better tell us candidly how many times they 
have used the drug themselves, and in bow many cates 
they have been able to prescribe it successfully aa a pro¬ 
phylactic in malaria or as a brain tonic. 

I fear, ever since the Commission began its labours in 
India, the medical aide of the opium question has merged 
itself into the political, and from this singular chsmtcol 
combination, have sprung np these various and axtremely 
wholesome properties, That one has not seen the highly 
deleterious effects of the drag in China, or that the Indian 
coffers would certainly lose a large amount of revenue, 
should not, in my opinion, detar professional men from 
giving their true convictions and opinions in evidence 
and enable them to hud out all at once hidden end hitherto 
wholly unknown properties in this sweet drug, which 
sharpens the wits and keeps men awake, which stops 
fever and promotes appetite and does what sot rise. 

Ton have bent trying to compare the Indian medical 
profession with the European, and I think you will be 
very sorry in the present Instaooe to And Indian dogbors 
net using their scientific knowledge with saoh good and 
honest consciences aa your European official brethren. 
If the Indian Government thinks that the Indian Medical 
Department is strengthened by possessing such men, it 
wifi have to bail with delight the opening of at least 
many donees of opium dens in every tow* in oar land to 
encourage the sale and use of opium aa much as possible, 
so that people may take advantage ef the leog unknown 
virtues and blowings of a drag which baa hitherto been, 
regarded aa a POISON. This I certainly see in the imme¬ 
diate future aa a necessary oenseqneoee of the Is boors 
ef the present Royal Commission on Ophnn, as no doubt 
official medical opinion so strongly exp cessed fa favour 
of the common use of opium by the people will tardy 
not be recanted, fart these supporters of the Great 
Government Monopoly writ c mrt fan t to beck the “ Drug- 
seHfag ®*er* ty finely pNaeribfag opium for nil end

I hope flu labour! of flu Committee will end ad¬ 
vantageously. botii to the Government and to Hospital 
Assistant*. I have some proposals, to which I hops you 
will give a plans In your widely-read journal. They are 

(t) That the curriculum be raised and the course of 
study be fixad for 4 yearn instead of 3 yean, as at pre¬ 
tent : 2 year* being devoted to junior subject* and 2 years 
to senior subjects. 

'(2) That tin present pay of the Hoepital Assistants he 
increased, the maximum pay being Its. 160 per mensem. 
It lies been difficult fur them to beep up s position befit¬ 
ting medical men of tbair status on the small salary they 
now receive. 

'(3) That the designation “ Civil Hospital Assistant" be 
clianged to that of“Bub Assistant Burgeon." 

(4) That instead of Assistant Surgeons, junior Hospital 
Assistants In appointed House Surgeons of the hospitals 
in connection with the different vernacular medical 
schools, and that such poets be retained by an incumbent 
for 2 years as Is the case with the House Burgeons of the 
Medical College Hospital; and that, where possible, 
junior Hospital Assistants be plaocd in charge of Sudder 
dispensaries under the supervision of the Civil Surgeon of 
the district, cash such individual retaining such poet two 
years. • 

(5) That with regard to the contention of the Govern¬ 
ment that Hoepital Assistants cannot be placed in charge 
of stations where there is medico-legal work, as they arc 
not considered welt up in this branch of the .profession, 
senior Hospital Assistants (is., 1st grade men) be 
examined, both theoretically and practically, in medical 
jurisprudence, and the passed officers be placed in charge 
of those stations, receiving an enhanced rate of pay.

Mix well, and then heat up the ointment in a tittle water, 
changing it frequently, until tho water in which the obit- 
meat is beaten up la perfectly clear. The ointment now 
becomes much softer and lighter in Color. It should bo 
rubbed welt on the affected parts two or three times a day. 

The patient must refrain from allowing water to toueb 
tbs eczematous patchoe, us it only help* to set up fresh 
irritation. Hhould the washing of the eczema lie deemed 
necessary, then warm home lotion should be used, anil 
the part thoroughly dried, before applying the ointment.
